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THE  STONE  WALLS 
OF  NEW  ENGLAND 


The  stone  walls  of  New  England,  I  think,  are  the  most 
amazing  structures  upon  this  planet.  0  ye  New  England 
walls !  Long  have  I  observed  you,  gently  have  I  pondered 
you.  Often  have  I  leaned  against  you  in  the  sunshine, 
brooding  the  New  England  that  once  was,  the  New  England 
that  now  is.  As  a  child  I  played  upon  the  stone  walls,  my 
New  England;  I  dreamed  of  other  children,  very  long  ago, 
who  likewise  played  there  when  those  walls  were  new.  As  a 
man  in  my  own  flesh  and  bone  and  sinew  I  have  felt  some 
of  the  building  pains  of  these  amazing  walls.  How  many 
thousands  of  miles  would  these  walls  stretch,  if  laid  end  to 
end?  When  you  consider  all  our  six  states,  largely  spider- 
webbed  with  walls,  county  by  county,  town  by  town,  and 
field  by  field ;  that  stone  walls  edge  nearly  all  our  roads; 
that  over  hill  and  dale  and  far  up  the  mountains  they  wind 
their  serpentine  way,  one  may  gain  some  idea  of  the  many 
miles  measured  by  our  New  England  walls.  Hardly  a  day 
passes,  in  which  I  do  not  wonder  at  these  amazing  walls, 
coeval  with  New  England’s  greatness  and  now  in  their 
crumbling,  symbolic  of  her  decline.  Forgotten  labors  and 
forgotten  men.  Men  who  in  braver  and  stronger  days 
hewed  down  the  forests,  cleared  and  grubbed  out  the  stumps 
and  roots,  prized  up  the  boulders;  men  who  levered  all  these 
millions  of  tons  of  stone  onto  stone  boats  or  drags,  hauled  by 
oxen;  over  rough  land,  uphill  and  down,  to  field-divisions 
and  to  roads  and  lanes.  Men  who  there,  with  only  the  most 
primitive  devices,  if  indeed  not  by  brute  back-wrenching 
force,  lifted  them  to  places ,  where,  moss-carpeted,  they  still 
remain. 

I  have  found  them,  these  walls,  far  up  the  mountains, 
remote  in  deepest  woods,  in  forests  where  it  seems  the  foot  of 
a  man  had  not  trod  in  many  a  decade.  With  dense  timber 
all  about  them,  huge  rocks  lie  heaped  in  endless  length, 
mossy,  forgotten,  abandoned.  It  must  have  taken  many 
days,  in  such  far  places,  to  build  a  rod  or  two  of  such 
Cyclopean  Walls.  Giants  must  have  lived  in  those  days. 
Our  modern  men  cannot  handle  weights  like  those,  without 
machinery.  In  such  remote  hinterlands,  up  mountains 
and  in  forests,  even  with  machinery  they  would  not  attempt 


it.  But  our  progenitors  attempted  it  and  did  it.  Who  were 
they ,  and  why  did  they  build  huge  walls  over  mountain 
tops P  Such  questions  come  to  our  mind  as  we  contemplate 
these  forgotten ,  abandoned  walls  in  places  now  far  from 
the  haunts  of  man. 

The  forest  is  devouring  our  walls ,  just  as  it  is  devouring 
our  land.  Sixty  per  cent  of  all  New  England  territory  is 
now  forest;  and  in  Vermont  nearly  seventy  per  cent.  The 
agricultural  life  in  Vermont  was  probably  at  its  height 
about  1870.  I  have  come  upon  stone  walls ,  crumbling  and 
fallen ,  in  the  heart  of  a  deep  wood  better  than  two  miles 
from  the  nearest  habitation ;  I  know  cellarholes,  no  other 
sign  remaining  of  the  houses  for  which  they  were  dug ,  and 
which  are  now  lost  in  a  thick  and  tangled  growth.  I  know 
roads  so  long  abandoned  that  trees  of  four  and  five  inches 
in  diameter  now  grow  in  their  very  course.  Many  ruins 
are  found ,  once  two  miles  in  one  direction  from  the  nearest 
road  I  found  the  ruins  of  an  old  grist-mill. 

Sad  though  they  be,  our  old  stone  walls  are  rich  in 
beauty.  Tapestried  with  mosses  and  lichens,  draped  with 
ivy,  ablaze  in  Autumn  with  woodbine's  gold  and  crimson, 
tangled  with  blackberry-bushes  and  edged  with  ferns,  they 
invite  the  poet  and  the  painter.  Squirrels  sleekly  gray, 
pert  and  striped  chipmunks ,  flit  along  them,  dodge  in  and 
out,  chatter  and  whisk.  Even  in  their  ruin,  old  New  Eng¬ 
land  walls  hold  unfailing  charm.

PREFACE 


The  Genealogy  and  Biography  of  our  family  was  under¬ 
taken  by  the  writer  in  the  sincere  conviction  that  each  descendant 
of  a  colonial  family  should  have  in  book  form  the  record  of  its 
English  origin  and  settlement  in  a  new  land,  and  memoirs  down 
through  the  years  to  the  present  day. 

Ours  is  an  ancestry  of  which  we  need  not  be  ashamed.  The 
author  has  sought  to  do  justice  to  all  family  lines  descending 
from  John1,  our  earliest  established  ancestor.  If  he  has  given 
more  than  their  share  of  attention  to  Vermont  lines,  and  particu¬ 
larly  those  stemming  from  the  tiny  town  of  Ira  in  Rutland 
County,  Vermont,  it  is  because  of  close  family  ties  to  that  region 
and  those  people,  ties  perhaps  the  stronger  because  of  the  wide 
distances  separating  him  often  from  those  dear  places. 

One  of  the  first  of  the  name  to  settle  in  Vermont  was  Pre¬ 
served7  Fish,  who  came  to  Ira  as  a  boy,  practically  unknown 
and  alone.  He  was  not  however  a  waif  from  the  sea,  as  the  rumor 
went  (though  Preserved  never  bothered  to  correct  it);  in  fact 
there  had  been  several  of  this  peculiar  name  in  the  Fish  family 
before  him,  and  the  name  is  similar  to  others  of  those  early  times, 
among  them  Mercy,  Obedience,  Hope,  Recompense,  Silence, 
Constance,  Provided,  Captivity:  the  name  Preserved  was  no 
doubt  chosen  to  convey  the  idea  of  divine  preservation  from 
danger  in  those  pioneer  times.  Preserved7  of  Ira  was  an  authentic 
Fish  of  the  John1  line,  and  by  the  same  token  so  are  his  des¬ 
cendants. 

The  first  Preserved  known  to  the  writer  was  Preserved5,  b.  at 
Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  Aug.  12,  1679,  nearly  one  hundred  years 
before  Preserved7  came  to  Ira.  In  1766  another  Preserved7,  also 
of  the  Portsmouth  family,  was  born:  he  was  a  famous  sea  cap¬ 
tain,  “captain  of  the  Flying  Fish,  carrying  pickled  fish  out  of 
Portsmouth,  and  bound  for  Fishkill,  N.  Y.”  A  modern  instance 
was  Preserved  Smith,  professor  of  history  at  Cornell  University.

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EXPLANATIONS 


Each  Child  is  numbered,  in  order  as  he  appears  in  the  gen¬ 
ealogy,  and  if  a  cross  so  indicates  he  will  be  found  again,  under 
the  same  number  and  in  order,  as  head  of  his  own  family.  It  is 
thus  possible  to  trace  individuals  forward  and  backward  and  to 
find  brothers  and  sisters,  as  well  as  children  of  any  individual. 

The  generation  of  the  head  of  a  family  and  the  first  child  is 
indicated  by  a  superior  figure,  John1  Fish  of  England  being  No.  1, 
and  through  his  son  Thomas2  and  daughter  Alice2  (who  married 
a  Fish,  Robert2)  the  line  carries  on  through  Jonathan3  and  his 
brother  Nathaniel3,  and  their  cousins  Thomas3  and  John3,  to 
four  lines  of  descendants,  the  superior 3  being  thus  the  designation 
for  the  first  generation  in  America.  John1  is  the  first  ancestor  of 
these  principal  lines  that  is  definitely  established  by  record  in 
England.  He  was  born  about  1555,  and  in  1558  vital  records 
were  officially  started  in  England,  by  an  early  order  of  Henry 
VIII. 

Double  Dates:  Dates  earlier  than  1752  (if  between  Jan.  1 
and  Mar.  25)  sometimes  appear  thus:  Feb.  14,  1731/32.  This 
is  because  of  the  adoption  in  that  year  of  the  Gregorian  cal¬ 
endar.  Under  the  Julian  calendar  the  New  Year  came  in  on 
Mar.  25,  and  in  the  official  records  it  is  difficult  to  tell  whether 
a  January  date,  for  instance,  was  really  in  that  or  the  following 
year,  without  knowing  which  reckoning  is  used,  hence  the  double 
date. 

Parenthetical  references  to  events  in  English  and  American 
history  will  perhaps  help  the  reader  to  realize  the  contemporary 
setting  at  different  stages  in  Fish  genealogy.

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INTRODUCTION 


At  the  Beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century  A.  D.,  the 
period  of  the  English  colonization  of  America,  the  population 
of  England  was  a  homogenous  race,  amalgamated  in  the  course 
of  centuries  from  the  several  races  which  in  the  past  had  success¬ 
ively  overspread  the  country. 

Nearly  one  thousand  years  Before  Christ  the  ancient  Iberian 
aborigines  of  the  stone  age  in  England  and  Ireland  were  over¬ 
whelmed  by  the  Celtic  Bretons,  the  vanguard  of  the  Aryan  in¬ 
vasion  of  Central  Europe,  who  overran  and  populated  the  coun¬ 
try.  They  were  a  people  of  Nordic  strain,  tall  and  fair-haired, 
and  speaking  a  language  similar  to  the  Germanic  and  Italic 
tongues.  The  Celts  then  were  the  autochthonous  stock  inhabiting 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  Northern  France,  whom  Julius 
Caesar  found  dwelling  there  when  first  he  led  his  Roman  Legions 
across  the  Channel  at  about  the  Time  of  Christ.  During  the  first 
four  centuries  of  the  Christian  Era  the  Bretons  were  under  the 
military  sway  of  Imperial  Rome,  but  little  Roman  blood  was 
infused  into  the  native  population.  The  Roman  Legions  were 
withdrawn  in  420  A.  D.,  and  during  the  next  several  centuries 
ten  successive  waves  of  folk  migration  of  various  racial  and 
tribal  strains  swept  down  upon  these  Celts  from  the  adjoining 
continent,  among  them  the  Angles,  Saxons  and  Jutes,  Gothic 
tribes  from  Sleswick  in  Germany. 

One  writer  strongly  insists  that  the  English-speaking  people 
should  be  designated  Celt-Saxons  instead  of  Anglo-Saxons  as 
the  Celts  were  the  original  inhabitants  and  the  Teutonic  invaders 
were  the  very  last  comers.  But  in  a  century  these  Gothic  tribes 
from  Sleswdck  expelled  or  exterminated  the  majority  of  the  Bret¬ 
ons,  reduced  the  remainder  to  serfdom,  and  by  550  A.  D.  con¬ 
stituted  over  four-fifths  of  the  blood  of  the  population,  indelibly 
impressing  on  the  country  their  language  and  characteristics, 
which  prevail  in  the  English  race  to  this  day.  For  five  centuries 
the  Anglo-Saxons  dominated  England.  Toward  the  close  of  their 
regime  there  was  a  Danish  Settlement  (1016-1042),  yet  in  1066 
nearly  three-fourths  of  the  two  million  population  was  of  Anglo- 
Saxon  blood. 

In  this  year  the  Norman  conquest  extinguished  the  rule  of  the 
Anglo-Saxons  in  England  and  stripped  them  of  all  ownership  of 
land,  reducing  them  to  artisans,  laborers,  and  serfs  of  the  soil; 
and  although  the  Norman  invaders  comprised  only  one-sixth 
of  the  population,  the  establishment  of  the  feudal  system  securely 
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founded  a  powerful  Norman  landed  aristocracy,  which  by  the 
custom  of  primogeniture  has  endured  over  eight  centuries.  For 
a  few  centuries  after  the  Norman  Conquest  there  was  a  sharp 
contra-distinction  between  the  Normans  and  the  Anglo-Saxons, 
but  gradually  a  welding  together  of  the  general  mass  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  took  place,  and  from  the  great  numerical  preponderance 
of  the  Anglo-Saxons  their  tongue  became  the  predominant  ele¬ 
ment  in  the  evolution  of  the  modern  English  language. 

At  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  New  England  (1620-1643), 
in  the  blood  of  the  English  nobility  the  Norman  strain  was  still 
preponderant,  but  of  the  great  mass  of  the  then  four  million 
population  of  England  (the  yeomanry,  craftsmen,  laborers,  etc.) 
nearly  two-thirds  was  probably  of  Anglo-Saxon  blood,  the  re¬ 
mainder  being  chiefly  Norman,  Breton,  Danish,  Roman  and 
Iberian,  in  amounts  decreasing  in  the  order  named;  and  the 
Anglo-Saxon  blood  was  especially  predominant  in  Suffolk  and 
Essex  whence  came  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  twenty-five  thousand 
English  colonists  who  settled  New  England  between  those  years, 
among  whom  were  Jonathan3,  Thomas3,  Nathaniel3,  and  John3 
Fish,  the  founders  of  the  New  York,  Rhode  Island,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  Connecticut  families  of  the  name. 

The  causes  leading  to  the  settlement  of  New  England  may  be 
briefly  treated.  About  1500,  under  a  general  awakening  in 
knowledge  in  Europe,  the  Reformation,  or  revolt  from  the 
Church  of  Rome,  was  started  in  Germany  by  Martin  Luther 
and  others,  and  soon  spread  to  England,  during  the  reign  of 
Henry  the  Eighth  (1509-1547),  resulting  in  the  conversion  of 
the  majority  of  the  population,  the  dissolution  of  the  monasteries, 
and  confiscation  of  their  estates  to  the  crown,  and  finally  the  Act 
of  Supremacy  terminating  the  papal  authority  in  England  and 
establishing  the  Protestant  Church.  In  Ireland  this  did  not 
obtain,  which  accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  southern  part  of 
Ireland  remains  under  the  power  and  dictation  of  Rome. 

In  the  time  of  Philip  and  Mary  (1554-1558),  the  papal  power 
was  temporarily  restored  and  attempts  were  made  to  crush  out 
Protestantism;  the  dungeons  were  crowded  with  victims  and 
nearly  three  hundred  Martyrs  endured  the  frightful  doom  of 
the  stake  in  their  persistent  adherence  to  their  belief. 

On  the  accession  of  Elizabeth,  the  last  of  the  Tudors,  the 
Protestant  religion  was  restored  to  power,  the  Catholics  dwindled 
in  numbers,  and  an  era  of  great  prosperity  for  England  set  in. 
During  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  (1558-1603),  there  grew  and  spread 
among  some  of  the  Protestants  a  desire  for  a  simpler  form  of 
religion  with  independent  congregations,  and  even  a  separation 
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of  church  and  state;  these  dissenters  became  severally  known 
as  Puritans  and  Separatists.  In  spite  of  persecutions  to  enforce 
conformity  to  the  established  church  they  increased  in  numbers 
rapidly,  principally  among  the  great  middle  class,  and  particu¬ 
larly  in  Essex  and  Suffolk.  Under  James  I  and  Charles  I,  between 
1620  and  1643,  the  persecution  of  the  Puritans  became  so  ob¬ 
noxious  as  to  induce  an  emigration  of  some  twenty-five  thousand 
of  them  to  New  England.  Of  these  colonists  nearly  two-thirds 
were  from  Essex  or  Suffolk  counties. 

Desire  for  religious  freedom  was  not,  however,  the  only  cause 
of  this  emigration;  a  corrupt  and  incompetent  government  and 
profligate  court  had  brought  the  country  to  great  industrial 
distress,  poverty  among  the  masses  and  crushing  taxation,  and 
it  is  certain  that  many  of  New  England’s  early  settlers  left  their 
native  country  to  better  their  living  conditions.  In  1643  the 
Puritan  Party  secured  control  of  the  English  Government,  per¬ 
secution  ended,  and  emigration  to  New  England  practically 
ceased  for  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  years;  consequently, 
at  the  outbreak  of  the  American  Revolution  in  1776,  over  nine- 
tenths  of  the  New  England  population  of  seven  hundred  thousand 
were  descended  from  the  twenty-five  thousand  colonists  who 
came  to  New  England  during  the  period  1620-1643. 


If  any  one  man  can  be  said  to  have  laid  the  foundations  of  the 
British  Empire,  it  is  Egbert,  the  Anglo-Saxon  King,  educated 
by  Charlemagne,  who  in  the  year  827  A.  D.  proclaimed  himself 
king  over  all  England  and  compelled  all  petty  kings  to  recognize 
his  overlordship.  He  reigned  at  Winchester;  his  bones  are  pre¬ 
served  in  Winchester  Cathedral.  From  Egbert  and  his  edict  of 
827  dates  the  foundation  of  the  British  nation,  and  Winchester 
was  its  birthplace.  His  edict  abolished  tribal  distinctions  and 
directed  that  all  tribes  in  the  nation  should  be  called  “English.” 
At  Winchester,  studious  King  Alfred,  grandson  of  Egbert, 
began  to  set  down  Anglo-Saxon  history.  The  famous  “Anglo- 
Saxon  Chronicle,”  a  sort  of  outline  of  history  for  the  first  few 
centuries  of  the  Christian  Era,  written  there,  at  least  in  part, 
is  now  jealously  guarded  in  the  British  Museum.  After  all 
tribes  were  united  in  one  nation,  their  prose  and  spoken  language 
began  to  develop  there,  and  English-speaking  people  every¬ 
where  may  look  on  this  old  old  town  as  the  original  nursery  of 
their  language.

BOOK  I 


EARLY  FISH  FAMILIES 
IN  ENGLAND 

The  First  Authentic  Mention  of  the  Fish  family  in  history 
carries  us  back  to  the  year  1066  when  a  family  of  that  name 
followed  William  the  Conqueror  to  England  from  Normandy. 
The  reign  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  King  of  England,  had  just 
been  brought  to  an  end  on  Oct.  14, 1066,  with  the  defeat  of  Harold 
at  the  Battle  of  Hastings  by  William  I  (the  Conqueror).  William 
I  ruled  until  1087  when  he  was  succeeded  by  William  II.  {Even 
at  that  early  date  the  Giant  Redwoods  of  the  California  coast ,  the 
oldest  living  things  on  a  continent  not  yet  discovered ,  were  almost 
mature.) 

The  English  family  of  Fish  is  believed  to  be  a  branch  from  an 
old  Saxon  family  which  in  the  tables  of  German  Nobility  dates 
from  a  remote  era.  The  name  was  spelled  F-i-s-c-h  in  ancient 
Germany  whence  came  the  family  of  that  century.  In  the  north 
of  England,  in  Cumberland  county  where  they  made  their  homes, 
the  letter  “c”  was  dropped  from  the  name  and  gradually,  as  they 
settled  in  different  parts  of  England,  the  spelling  changed  from 
Fisch  to  Fische,  Fysshe,  Fyssh,  Fysh,  Fyshe,  then  to  Fishe,  and 
finally  in  the  sixteenth  century  to  the  present  spelling  of  Fish. 
Surnames  do  not  antedate  1000  A.  D. 

As  late  as  1878  there  was  a  young  Scottish  banker  named 
Thomas  Fyshe  who  married  Avis,  daughter  of  Anna,  of  “Anna 
and  the  King  of  Siam.” 

That  the  Fishes  settled  in  the  North  of  England  is  highly 
probable.  History  records  how  William  the  Conqueror  suppressed 
uprisings  in  northern  England  in  the  years  1068-1069,  harassing 
Northumberland  and  again  in  1070  driving  back  the  Scottish 
King,  and  several  of  the  older  members  of  the  Fish  family  were 
bom  in  Carlisle,  in  the  county  of  Cumberland  in  the  north  of 
England  and  familiarly  known  as  “The  Border  City.”  The  first 
definite  reference  to  a  member  of  the  family  in  England  is  that 
concerning  one  Yve  Fisch  who  was  living  in  Yorkshire  to  the 
south  of  Cumberland  in  the  year  1200.  It  was  about  this  time, 
in  the  year  1204,  that  Philip  II  of  France  conquered  Normandy 
from  the  English.  In  1200  Yve  Fisch  became  a  tenant  of  land 
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in  meadow,  “in  the  territory  of  Huntewick”  in  Yorkshire,  which 
Hugh  De  Towleston  at  that  time,  “for  health  of  his  soul  and  all 
his  ancestors  and  survivors,”  granted  and  confirmed  to  God  and 
the  Church  of  St.  Oswald’s  of  Nostell,  according  to  the  Nostell 
Priory  Coucher,  and  the  canons  of  the  same  place.  Although 
the  records  of  consecutive  generations  are  lacking,  it  would  seem 
that  the  Fish  family  were  numerous  in  Yorkshire  for  three  and 
a  half  centuries  previous  to  the  introduction  of  Parish  registers. 

In  1310  John  Fische  was  an  alderman  of  the  town  of  York, 
and  a  few  years  later  a  John  Fische,  undoubtedly  the  same  per¬ 
son,  was  a  bailiff  of  York.  His  wife  Alice  is  mentioned  in  1323 
as  having  a  son,  William.  This  William  was  a  bailiff  of  York 
during  the  years  1333  and  1338,  the  year  of  the  beginning  of  the 
Hundred  Years  War,  and  again  in  1342.  (Our  word  “blanket” 
originated  in  1837  in  Bristol ,  England ,  when  Thomas  Blanket 
set  up  looms  and  began  making  comforters.)  In  1367  he  was  aider- 
man  of  York.  (On  the  American  continent,  as  yet  undiscovered 
by  white  men,  Oraibi  was  established  by  the  Indians  in  Arizona 
in  1370,  and  is  the  oldest  permanently  inhabited  settlement  in  the 
United  States.) 

Sir  Edmund  Fische,  Knight  (of  York),  Tailliour 

In  1444  Edmund  Fische  of  this  family  was  admitted  to  citizen¬ 
ship  as  a  “Tailliour.”  (It  was  two  years  later  that  the  hand  gun 
was  invented  in  England,  in  144®-)  Apparently  he  was  prosperous, 
and  a  loyal  adherent  of  King  Henry  VI,  who  knighted  him  Sir 
Edmund  Fyshe  at  the  battle  of  Hexham,  in  1464  (nine  years 
before  the  birth  of  Copernicus  who  was  the  first  to  demonstrate  that 
the  earth  moves  around  the  sun).  He  was  killed  in  this  battle 
which  was  fought  between  the  followers  of  Henry  VI  and  Ed¬ 
ward  IV,  terminating  the  struggle  between  the  houses  of  Lan¬ 
caster  and  York.  Henry  VI  and  his  consort  preserved  their  lives 
by  flight,  but  disastrous  indeed  was  the  fate  of  his  adherents. 
The  Duke  of  Somerset  and  four  of  his  retainers  were  captured 
and  immediately  beheaded,  one  of  them  being  Sir  Edmund.  The 
first  Parliament  of  Edward  IV  forfeited  to  the  King  “all  the 
messuages,  lands  and  tenements  of  Edmund  Fyshe,  ‘tailliour,’ 
late  of  York,”  and  in  1465  granted  them  to  “Elizabeth  Gyrling- 
ton,  widow  of  Nicholas  Gyrlington,  for  his  good  service  to  King 
and  to  the  King’s  father.”  (The  year  1454  marked  the  beginning 
of  modern  printing,  one  of  the  most  important  dates  in  the  history 
of  all  Christendom,  when  Gutenberg  printed  the  Bible  by  movable 
type). 
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Edward  Fyshe 

Head  of  Family  in  Great  Bowden,  England 

Contemporary  with  Richard  Fysh  and  Rothland  Fyshe  of 
Braybrook  was  Edward  Fyshe  of  Market  Harborow,  four  miles 
distant,  but  we  do  not  know  of  any  direct  relationship.  He  was 
the  first  of  the  name  to  five  in  the  parish  of  Great  Bowden,  and 
it  was  from  Market  Harborow  that  the  earliest  Fish  emigrants 
left  for  America,  a  little  over  one  hundred  years  after  his  death 
in  1518. 

In  September  1508  the  location  of  the  tenement  of  Edward 
is  mentioned  in  the  parish  records  as  lying  on  the  northerly  side 
of  a  messuage  in  Haverburgh.  In  his  will,  proved  in  1518,  his 
wife  Agnes,  one  son  Richard,  and  his  other  brothers  and  sisters 
are  mentioned.  (His  death  occurred  one  year  before  Cortez  began 
his  conquest  of  Mexico  and  one  year  before  Magellan  circumnavi¬ 
gated  the  globe.) 

Establishment  of  Parish  Registers 

It  was  not  until  in  1538,  after  Henry  VIII  had  thrown  off  the 
yoke  of  Rome  and  had  re-established  the  independence  of  the 
Anglican  church,  that  he  ordered  the  adoption  throughout  the 
kingdom  of  the  system  of  Parish  registers  of  baptisms,  marriages 
and  burials  which  is  in  use  up  to  the  present  time.  In  many 
places  this  order  was  not  complied  with  at  once;  the  registers  of 
Great  Bowden  commence  only  with  the  year  1559,  and  from  this 
period  only  can  we  clearly  and  certainly  construct  the  family 
pedigree,  yet  it  would  seem  that  the  Fish  family  had  been  num¬ 
erous  in  Yorkshire  for  three  and  a  half  centuries. 

Great  Bowden  Parish 

The  Parish  of  Great  Bowden  (having  an  area  of  about  3,120 
acres  and  a  population  of  7,735  souls  in  1901)  is  located  in  Leices¬ 
tershire,  which  is  about  in  the  center  of  England.  Great  Bowden 
lies  in  the  midst  of  a  fertile  farming  district  on  the  southeasterly 
border  of  Leicester,  separated  from  Northamptonshire  by  the 
River  Welland.  Its  chief  community  is  the  town  of  Market 
Harborough,  which  is  a  thrifty  business  center  75  miles  north 
of  London,  and  here  dwell  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  parish.  On  its  southwest  border  Great  Bowden  is 
separated  from  Warwickshire  by  an  ancient  Roman  Road, 
Watling  Street,  which  forms  the  boundary  line  between  them. 
This  Imperial  Highway,  extending  from  Dover  through  London 
to  the  border  of  the  Empire  on  the  Welsh  coast,  was  constructed 
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by  the  Romans  soon  after  their  occupation  of  Britain  in  the  first 
century,  as  was  their  custom  in  every  Roman  Province. 

In  1645  King  Charles  fixed  his  headquarters  at  Market  Har- 
borough,  adjoining  Noseby,  just  prior  to  the  battle  where  he 
was  decisively  defeated  by  the  Parliamentarian  army.  ( This  was 
two  years  after  Torricelli  invented  the  barometer.)  (Market  Har- 
borrow  is  now  a  favorite  hunting-ground  for  English  sportsmen 
to  ride  to  the  hounds.)  In  the  days  of  papal  supremacy  in  Eng¬ 
land,  the  ancient  parish  still  bore  the  Roman  name  of  Bowden 
Magna.  A  tablet  on  the  porch  of  the  present  parish  church  con¬ 
tains  a  list  of  the  priests  and  rectors  of  the  parish  commencing  with 
the  year  1215,  and  coming  down  continuously  to  the  present  time. 

The  Old  Parish  Church 

The  present  parish  church,  standing  on  the  north  side  of  the 
public  green  in  the  little  village  of  Great  Bowden,  is  dedicated 
to  Saints  Peter  and  Paul.  It  is  a  long,  low,  picturesque  building 
of  stone,  a  square  tower  at  the  west  end,  surmounted  by  a  short 
octagonal  spire.  The  chief  entrance  is  through  the  south  porch, 
which  is  reached  by  a  path  fenced  in  on  either  side  by  rows  of 
old  tombstones,  elaborately  carved,  their  inscriptions  now  al¬ 
most  undecipherable.  Inside  on  the  north  wall  of  the  chancel  is 
the  Fish  tablet,  erected  to  the  memory  of  Henrietta,  wife  of 
Augustine  Fish,  Gentleman,  and  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Farmer 
of  Middlesex,  Knight,  who  died  in  1703.  Upon  this  tablet  are 
engraved  the  Arms  of  the  Fish  and  Farmer  families.  This  Augus¬ 
tine  was  a  great  grand  nephew  of  William  Fish  who  settled  in 
Windsor,  Conn.,  in  1642. 

Early  Religion  of  the  Great  Bowden  Family 

As  a  rule,  in  the  old  Catholic  days,  the  members  of  the  Fish 
Family  were  loyal  and  faithful  supporters  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  and  some  of  them  entered  the  priesthood  or  became 
members  of  the  religious  houses.  After  the  establishment  of  the 
English  Church  on  the  Protestant  basis  by  King  Henry  VIII, 
however,  they  easily  adjusted  themselves  and  their  religious 
life  to  the  new  conditions.  Every  generation  furnished  its  share 
of  church  warders  and  officials.  The  parish  registers  contain 
more  than  two  hundred  entries  of  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials, 
relating  to  more  than  six  generations  of  the  family,  coming  on 
down  to  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century,  when  as  the 
present  Vicar  of  the  Great  Bowden  Church  told  recent  visitors 
the  last  of  the  Fish  name  died,  in  1888,  before  he  came  to  the 
parish.  There  are  also  many  Fish  records  in  neighboring  parishes, 
where  members  of  the  family  have  lived. 
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DESCENDANTS  OF  JOHN1  FYSHE 

The  Ancestral  Line  of  the  early  immigrants  to  New  England, 
as  now  certainly  known,  begins  with  JOHN1  FYSHE  of  Market 
Harborow,  Great  Bowden  Parish,  wfio  was  probably  born  not 
far  from  the  year  1555.  ( The  first  Life  Insurance  Policy  was 

issued  to  William  Gibbons  June  18 ,  1583,  for  £1800.)  John,  who 
was  of  the  yeoman  class,  m.  Margaret,  whose  maiden  name  there 
is  much  reason  to  believe  may  have  been  Cradock.  The  record 
of  this  marriage  is  not  found  in  the  parish  but  all  their  children 
were  baptized  there.  Most  of  them  reached  maturity  and  mar¬ 
ried,  and  their  families  are  well  accounted  for  in  the  wills  of  John 
and  Margaret.  He  d.  Feb.  19,  1622.  She  d.  1630/31.)  {The  watch 
was  invented  in  Nuremburg,  Germany,  in  1590.) 

There  were  dwelling  in  the  parish  in  the  interim,  however, 
some  of  Edward’s  children  and  grandchildren,  no  doubt,  and 
they  constituted  the  connection  between  Edward  in  1518  and 
John1  who  vras  born  about  1555,  four  years  before  Great  Bowden 
parish  records  were  first  officially  kept.  ( San  Marcos  University 
at  Lima,  Peru,  the  oldest  university  in  the  Western  Hemisphere, 
was  established  in  May  1551.)  There  were  five  of  that  name 
buried  in  Great  Bowden.  The  earliest  entries  on  the  Great 
Bowden  registers  were  the  records  of  these  burials,  as  follows: 
“Augustine  Fyshe,  1560  7  may,  Edward  1560  30  may,  Tobye 
1563  8  oct.,  Thomas  1570  4  j an.,  Augustine  1579  26  aug.”  They 
doubtless  relate  to  the  disappearing  second  or  third  generation 
between  Edward,  the  first  of  that  name  in  Great  Bowden,  and 
John1.  We  may  surmise  that  Augustine  Fyshe  who  died  1579 
26  Aug.  was  the  father  of  John1,  and  the  other  four  may  have 
been  his  uncles  or  perhaps  his  older  brothers  or  cousins. 

Will  of  John  Fyshe 
Filed  1622 

Leicester  wills  No.  102 

Will  of  John  Fysh  of  Bowden,  Magna,  proved  1623/24  2  jan.  (sic) :  I,  John 
Fysh  of  Bowden  Magna,  county  of  Leicester,  yeoman,  being  sick  of  body  do 
ordain  and  make,  etc.  To  William  Fish  my  second  son  and  his  heirs,  one  old 
cottage  with  two  cow  pastures  and  ten  sheep,  commons  adjoining  unto  his 
dwelling  house,  which  I  purchased  of  Sir  Thomas  Giyfin.  To  Francis  Fish 
my  fifth  son,  one  cottage  with  a  close  and  orchard  now  in  the  occupation  of 
Richard  Winant,  laborer.  To  Robert2  Fish  of  Market  Harborough,  my  son- 
in-law  [who  married  Alice2  Fish],  one  piece  of  meadow  in  little  Bowden  field, 
called  Stony  Holme.  To  Thomas3,  eldest  son  of  Robert2  and  Alice2,  Five  arable 
lands  in  Lubnam  brook,  now  in  his  occupation.  To  Elizabeth  Ashton,  my 
niece,  one  cottage  with  two  cow  pastures  and  ten  sheep  common,  she  paying 
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yearly  for  the  same  unto  John2  Fish  my  youngest  son  6s.8d  during  her  natural 
life  providing  that  John2  shall  have  power  to  cut,  lop  and  carry  away  wood. 
To  John  Fish  my  youngest  son  and  his  heirs,  three  closes  which  I  purchased 
of  my  kinsman  William  Cradock  of  Famdon,  one  lying  west  of  town  betwixt 
the  land  of  John2  Fish  and  Richard  Kirbie,  another  in  the  middle  of  the  town, 
next  to  the  land  of  Jeffrey  Parsons  and  John  Mason,  and  one  in  yeast  and 
next  to  the  lands  of  Francis  Fish  and  Thomas  Wells  the  younger,  also  the  old 
cottage  after  the  death  of  Elizabeth  Ashton,  my  niece,  and  all  my  timber 
except  one  tazletre  and  a  squared  piece  of  my  myle,  which  I  give  unto  my 
eldest  son  Austin  (Augustine)  Fish  further  except  the  mylln  post,  and  give 
it  unto  Austin2  Fish  my  eldest  son,  he  paying  his  mother  40s.,  residue  to 
Margaret  my  wife,  whom  executrix.

We  know  nothing  of  descendants  of  (7)  Ambrose,  (10)  Francis 
or  (14)  John. 

Ambrose  received  his  B.A.  at  Christ  College,  Cambridge 
University,  in  1608  ( the  year  of  the  founding  of  Quebec  by  Cham¬ 
plain ),  and  his  M.A.  in  1612  ( only  one  year  after  the  completion 
of  the  translation  of  the  Bible ,  11  the  King  James  Version ,”  and  one 
year  before  the  first  trading-post  was  established  on  the  Island  of 
Manhattan  at  the  mouth  of  the  Hudson).  In  1616  he  was  ordained 
Priest  in  London.  On  June  16,  1619  (the  year  of  the  arrival  of  the 
first  negro  slaves  at  Jamestown ,  Va.),  he  was  instituted  as  Rector 
of  the  Parish  of  Raunds  in  Northamptonshire,  King  James  being 
the  Patron  of  the  Living.  He  remained  in  London  until  1623, 
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about  the  time  of  the  death  of  his  father,  died  intestate  five 
years  later,  and  when  his  estate  was  administered  he  was  called 
“of  the  Parish  of  Carlton”  in  Northamptonshire. 

Francis,  the  fifth  son,  seems  to  have  left  no  male  heirs.  Three 
daughters  were  baptized  in  Great  Bowden.  He  was  afterwards 
of  the  Parish  of  Gumley  in  Leicestershire,  where  no  further 
search  has  been  made. 

John,  the  youngest  son,  seems  to  have  been  a  favorite  of  both 
parents.  He  was  the  executor  of  his  mother’s  will.  He  went  to 
Wroxhall  in  Warwickshire,  where  he  located,  becoming  a  near 
neighbor  of  his  brother  Thomas2,  father  of  the  three  emigrant 
brothers,  at  Wedgnock  Park.  John  Fyshe  of  Wroxhall  in  1640 
had  money  transactions  with  Thomas  Dexter,  an  early  settler 
in  Lynn  and  Sandwich,  Mass.,  which  was  settled  in  1637.  He 
had  also  loaned  money  to  Rev.  Ephraim  Huit  of  the  Wroxhall 
Church,  who  through  persecution  by  the  Bishop  of  Worcester 
for  non-conformity,  was  driven  from  his  church  and  from  Eng¬ 
land  and  migrated  to  Hartford,  Conn.,  where  he  died  in  1644. 
The  money  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  to  John  Fysh  of  Wrox¬ 
hall,  £60,  seems  to  have  been  turned  over  by  the  Huit  Estate, 
and  held  by  the  Colonial  Treasurer  as  late  as  1686.  As  this 
money  had  not  reached  its  proper  destination,  the  Huit  heirs 
claimed  that  it  should  be  returned  to  them,  but  the  General 
Court  of  Connecticut  formally  refused  “because  this  court  are 
informed  that  there  is  a  nephew  of  Fish  that  doth  demand  it.” 
A  question  of  some  interest  is  the  identity  of  this  nephew,  who 
might  have  been  William3  of  Windsor  or  John3  of  Stonington, 
Conn.  No  record  of  his  marriage  or  death,  or  of  offspring,  was 
found. 

2  Augustine2  (Austin)  Fish  (John1)  church  warder,  eldest 
son  of  (1)  John  and  Margaret  (Cradock?)  Fyshe,  was  bapt.  June 
11,  1578.  ( From  1577  to  1580  Sir  Francis  Drake  was  circum¬ 

navigating  the  globe  and  plundering  Spanish  ships  on  his  voyage.) 
Austin  continued  to  live  in  Great  Bowden  as  indeed  did  all  the 
male  line  of  his  descendants  for  many  generations.  In  1620  he 

was  a  church  warder.  Lie  m.  Christian - .  (There  is  no  record 

at  Great  Bowden  of  their  marriage  but  their  children  were 
baptized  there.)  He  d.  Apr.  29,  1646.  In  his  will  he  mentions 
his  son  William,  to  whom  he  gave  £5  if  he  should  return  to  his 
home  land.  William  was  in  Windsor,  Conn.,  in  1642.

He  m.  Hannah  - ,  to  whom  three  sons  and  five  daughters 

were  born.  They  remained  in  Great  Bowden,  where  he  d.  Aug. 
15,  1663,  at  the  age  of  58  ( one  year  before  New  York  passed  from 
Dutch  to  English  control).

29  John4  Fish  (John3,  Augustine2,  John1),  son  of  (16)  John 
and  Hannah  Fish,  was  bapt.  in  Great  Bowden  Feb.  4,  1643/44, 
the  year  our  ancestor  Thomas3  settled  in  New  England.  He  was 
the  senior  of  the  family  in  direct  male  line  of  descent,  in  which 
the  names  of  John  and  Augustine  were  so  frequently  alternated. 

In  1667  (i two  years  after  the  Great  Plague  in  London  and  one 
year  after  the  Great  Fire  of  London  which  lasted  one  week  and 
burned  over  an  area  of  / 50  acres),  he  was  made  a  Church  Warder 
of  Great  Bowden  Parish  and  his  children  were  all  baptized  there. 
(The  first  fire  insurance  company  was  organized  in  1667.)

17  Thomas3  Fish  (Augustine2,  John1)  son  of  (2)  Augustine  and 
Christian  Fish,  sometimes  called  “Thomas  the  Elder,”  by  his 
will  left  to  his  three  daughters,  Dorcas,  Deborah,  and  Christian, 
the  land  which  he  received  by  will  of  his  father  Augustine,  called 
“Waters,  his  Close.” 

21  William3  Fish  (Augustine2,  John1),  son  of  (2)  Augustine 
and  Christian  Fish,  was  bapt.  in  Great  Bowden  Sept.  15,  1616, 
and  his  name  is  referred  to  in  his  father’s  will  as  being  of  New 
England.  His  name  is  found  at  Windsor,  Conn.,  in  1642  at  the 
age  of  26.  He  is  again  mentioned  in  1662,  and  became  a  freeman 
in  1669.  No  descendants  have  been  found.

5  Thomas2  Fyshe  (John1),  son  of  (1)  John  and  Margaret 
(Cradock?)  Fysh,  was  bapt.  May  8,  1584;  d.  at  Warwick  Jan. 
12,  1673/74;  m.  at  Leicester  in  1609  {the  year  Henry  Hudson 
entered  the  Hudson  River)  Mary  Sprigge,  dau.  of  William  Sprigge 
of  Lubenham,  Leicestershire,  where  she  was  b.  Jan.  24,  1585  ( two 
years  before  the  birth  of  Virginia  Dare ,  the  first  white  child  born 
in  America).  He  was  the  father  of  the  three  brothers,  Jonathan, 
John  and  Nathaniel,  that  were  early  settlers  of  Sandwich,  Mass., 
on  Cape  Cod. 

Thomas  seems  to  have  lived  for  a  time  at  Lubenham,  then  in 
East  Farndon,  and  finally  in  Great  Bowden,  the  three  towns 
all  lying  within  a  small  circle.  Just  when  he  moved  to  Wedge- 
nock  Park  in  Warwickshire,  where  he  was  a  tenant  of  the  Earl 
of  Warwick,  is  not  known,  but  he  apparently  had  a  business 
enterprise  in  the  city  of  Warwick,  and  in  1643  he  was  living  in 
Good  Rest  House,  a  historic  home  within  the  limits  of  the  Park. 
(When  Richard  Whitehead,  “of  Windsor  upon  the  Connecticut 
River  in  New  England,”  returned  to  his  native  land  for  a  visit, 
he  became  a  guest  of  T.  Fysh  of  Good  Rest  House,  was  taken  ill 
and  died  there,  and  his  will,  dated  Apr.  26,  1645,  was  witnessed 
by  two  of  Thomas’  children,  Cradock  and  Hester  Fishe.)

Jonathan3  Fish  was  the  immigrant  Puritan  ancestor  of  a  line 
of  statesmen,  leading  down  to  Congressman  Hamilton11  Fish 
of  New  York.  At  an  early  age  he  decided  to  try  his  fortune  in 
the  newT  colony  of  New  England,  and  with  his  younger  brothers, 
John  and  Nathaniel,  he  landed  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  in  1635,  at  the 
age  of  25.  (See  p.  320). 

John3  who  was  probably  19  at  the  time,  cleared  a  farm  at 
Sandwich,  where  he  remained  until  his  death  in  1663,  age  about 
47.  (See  p.  347). 

Nathaniel,  then  about  17,  also  remained  at  Sandwich  as  a 
farmer.  His  estate  was  inventoried  in  Plymouth  Probate  Court 
Oct.  4,  1694.  (See  p.  347). 


Alice2  (Fish)  Fish  Line 

12  Alice2  Fishe  (John1)  dau  of  (1)  John  and  Margaret  (Cracl- 
ock?)  Fishe  of  Great  Bowden,  was  bapt.  Nov.  6, 1597 ;  m.  Feb.  24, 
1617/18,  Robert  Fish,  sometimes  styled  “mercer”  (silk  mer¬ 
chant),  of  Market  Harborough  in  the  parish  of  Great  Bowden, 
who  was  bapt.  Aug.  12,  1593.  He  was  son  of  (65)  Thomas1  Fishe 
who  probably  also  was  a  descendant  of  Edward  Fishe  of  Har¬ 
borough,  and  perhaps  was  a  brother  or  a  cousin  of  John1  of 
Great  Bowden.  These  relationships  are  suggested  by  the  fact 
that  the  name  “Austin”  was  given  to  one  of  Thomas’  sons,  a 
name  so  often  used  in  the  family  in  its  other  form,  Augustine. 
The  registers  of  Market  Harborough  give  the  records  of  tw'o 
generations  of  this  branch  of  the  family  in  England,  though  no 
record  of  the  marriage  has  been  found,  and  Robert’s  family 
seems  to  have  disappeared  from  the  records  of  that  neighborhood.

Thomas3,  the  eldest  son,  bapt.  at  Great  Bowden  Jan.  1, 1618-19, 
age  about  25  left  his  home  in  England  and  settled  in  the  newly 
formed  Providence  Plantations  in  New  England,  where  he  be¬ 
came  the  progenitor  of  the  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts  and 
Vermont  branches  of  the  family  (See  p.  31). 


John3,  the  second  son,  bapt.  at  Market  Harborough  Jan.  21, 
1620/21  ( the  year  the  Pilgrims  landed  at  Plymouth ),  also  left  his 
native  soil  and  settled  in  the  New  World,  just  when,  we  cannot 
say.  His  name  is  first  mentioned  in  the  records  of  Wethersfield 
or  Stratford,  Conn.,  in  1651,  although  Little  states  that  he  and 
Thomas  were  at  Portsmouth  as  late  as  1655.  He  became  the 
ancestor  of  John  Dean10  Fish,  of  Hempstead,  L.  I.,  N.  Y.,  late 
correspondent  for  the  N.  Y.  Genealog.  and  Biograph.  Record, 
who  contributed  all  this  material  on  the  early  life  of  the  family 
in  England,  also  the  genealogy  of  his  ancestor  John3  Fish,  of 
Mystic,  Conn. 

A  younger  brother  of  Thomas  and  John  may  have  been  the 
Joseph  Fish  of  the  Great  Swamp  Fight,  of  Kingston,  R.  I.,  in 
1676.  Nothing  further  is  known  concerning  the  other  sons  and 
daughters  of  (68)  Robert2  and  (12)  Alice2  Fish. 
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OTHERS  OF  THE  NAME  IN  ENGLAND 

There  were  other  large  and  well-to-do  families  in  England 
bearing  the  name  of  Fish  wrhich,  as  far  as  have  been  traced,  were 
not  closely  connected  to  the  Great  Bowden  Family.  One  of 
these  was  in  the  counties  of  Hertford  and  Bedford,  and  another 
in  Sussex  and  Kent.  Another  family,  perhaps  more  nearly  re¬ 
lated,  lived  in  Northamptonshire,  and  they  seem  to  have  been 
mostly  a  seafaring  folk.  Many  from  these  various  families  ap¬ 
peared  in  London  and  other  large  towns,  led  there  by  a  mer¬ 
cantile  calling. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  records  that  the  names  John  and 
Thomas  were  very  common  among  the  English  Fishes  in  each 
generation.  John  and  Margaret  of  Great  Bowden  had  six 
grandsons  bearing  the  plain  name  John  Fish,  three  Thomas 
and  three  Joseph.  As  these  were  contemporaries,  extreme  care 
must  be  taken  in  identifying  them  in  order  to  avoid  confusion 
and  give  each  one  his  proper  place,  record  and  history. 

83  Simon  Fish,  theologian  and  pamphleteer,  of  London  (d. 
1531)  was  a  member  of  the  Univ.  of  Oxford.  He  entered 
Gray's  Inn  about  1525,  which  is  the  first  date  that  can  be  ap¬ 
proximately  fixed  in  his  life.  In  London  he  was  one  of  a  circle 
of  young  men  who  gave  expression  to  the  popular  dislike  of 
Wolsey  and  denounced  the  riches  of  the  church.  One  of  their 
boldest  undertakings  was  the  production  of  an  interlude,  written 
by  one  Mater  Roo  (a  member  of  Queen's  College,  Cambridge), 
the  object  of  which  was  to  hold  up  Wolsey  to  ridicule.  Fish 
acted  a  part  in  this  interlude,  and  fearing  the  wrath  of  Wolsey 
fled  into  the  Low  Countries,  where  he  consorted  with  other 
English  exiles,  chief  of  whom  were  Tyndale  and  Roy,  and  from 
them  it  would  seem  that  he  learned  the  principles  of  Protestant¬ 
ism.  But  Wolsey's  wrath  against  him  soon  passed  away  and  he 
returned  to  London,  where  he  turned  his  energies  to  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  Reformation  in  England,  and  acted  as  an  agent 
for  the  sale  of  Tyndale's  “New  Testament."  He  lived  in  a  house 
by  the  White  Friars.  One  Necton  confessed  that  he  bought 
from  him  copies  of  Tyndale's  prohibited  book,  “now  five,  now 
ten,  to  the  number  of  twenty  or  thirty"  (Necton's  confession  in 
“Strype,  Memorials,"  I  App.  No.  22).  Such  conduct  drew  sus¬ 
picion  on  him,  and  he  again  fled  to  the  Low  Countries,  probably 
about  the  end  of  1527.  There  he  wrote  his  famous  “Supplication 
of  the  Beggars." 

So  far  it  is  possible  to  adapt  Foxe's  Narrative  (“Act  and 
Monuments,"  ed.  1837,  IV.  656)  to  other  known  facts  about 
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Simon  Fish.  About  the  date  of  the  “Supplication”  and  its  in¬ 
fluence  in  England  Foxe  gives  two  contradictory  accounts  with¬ 
out  seeing  that  they  are  contradictory:  1,  He  tells  us  that  Fish 
found  means  to  send  a  copy  of  the  “Supplication”  to  Anne 
Boleyn  early  in  1528,  and  that  Anne  was  advised  by  her  brother 
to  show  it  to  Henry  VIII,  who  was  much  amused  by  it  and  kept 
the  copy.  On  hearing  this  Mrs.  Fish  made  suit  to  the  king  for 
the  return  of  her  husband,  but  apparently  received  no  answer. 
However,  on  Wolsey’s  fall,  in  Oct.  1529,  Fish  ventured  to  re¬ 
turn,  and  had  a  private  interview  with  Henry  VIII,  who  “em¬ 
braced  him  with  a  loving  countenance,”  and  gave  him  his  signet 
ring  as  a  protection  against  Sir  Thomas  More  in  case  the  new 
chancellor  should  continue  the  grudge  of  his  predecessor.  2,  Foxe 
also  tells  us  that  the  book  was  brought  to  the  king  by  two  London 
merchants,  who  read  it  aloud  and  when  they  had  done  the  king 
said:  “If  a  man  should  pull  down  an  old  stone  wall  and  begin  at 
the  lower  part,  the  upper  part  thereof  might  chance  to  fall  upon 
his  head,”  meaning  that  Fish’s  exhortation  to  deal  with  the 
monks  and  friars  was  hazardous  advice  until  the  royal  supremacy 
had  been  established.  After  saying  this  the  king  took  the  book 
and  put  it  away,  commanding  the  merchants  to  keep  their  inter¬ 
view  a  secret.  Of  these  accounts  the  first  is  very  improbable  in 
itself,  and  makes  Fish  out  a  much  more  important  person  than 
he  was.  Moreover,  Foxe  evidently  thought  Wolsey  was  Fish’s 
personal  enemy  and  did  not  know  of  Fish’s  return  to  London 
and  of  his  second  flight.  The  second  account,  of  Henry  VIII’s 
interview  with  the  London  merchants  is  quite  credible  in  itself, 
and  the  king’s  remark  is  so  characteristic  both  of  the  man  and 
of  the  times  as  to  make  the  story  extremely  probable.  If  this 
be  accepted.  Fish’s  “Supplication”  was  written  in  1528,  was 
brought  secretly  to  London  at  the  end  of  that  year,  and  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  Henry  VIII  early  in  1529. 

Henry  VIII,  who  was  feeling  his  way  towards  an  ecclesiastical 
revolution,  appreciated  the  advantage  of  winning  popular  sup¬ 
port.  Fish’s  pamphlet  was  admirably  fitted  to  impress  men’s 
minds,  and  just  before  the  assembling  of  Parliament  in  November 
London  was  flooded  with  copies  of  it,  in  a  way  which  suggests 
the  connivance  of  some  one  in  authority.  The  “Supplication  of 
the  Beggars”  was  exactly  suited  to  express  in  a  humorous  form 
the  prevalent  discontent.  It  purported  to  be  a  petition  from  the 
class  of  beggars,  complaining  that  they  were  robbed  of  their 
alms  by  the  extortions  of  the  begging  friars;  then  the  monks  and 
the  clergy  generally  were  confounded  with  the  friars,  and  were 
denounced  as  impoverishing  the  nation  and  living  in  idleness. 
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Statistics  were  given  in  an  exaggerated  form;  England  was  said 
to  contain  50,000  parish  churches  (the  writer  was  counting  every 
hamlet  as  a  parish),  and  on  that  basis  clerical  revenues  wTere 
computed,  with  the  result  that  one-third  of  the  national  revenue 
was  showm  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  church.  The  pamphlet  was 
judged  by  Sir  Thomas  More  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to 
need  an  answer,  the  “Supplication  of  Poor  Soules  in  Purgatory,’ 7 
which  is  fairly  open  to  criticism  in  that  it  makes  the  penitents 
in  purgatory  express  themselves  in  very  inchastened  language 
about  events  on  earth. 

It  was  at  the  end  of  1529  that  Fish  returned  to  England;  but 
though  Henry  VIII  may  have  been  ready  to  use  Fish’s  spirited 
attack  upon  the  church,  he  was  not  prepared  to  avow  this  fact, 
or  to  stand  between  him  and  the  enemies  he  had  raised  up.  It  is 
not  surprising  that  Fish  was  suspected  of  heresy,  that  his  book 
was  condemned  by  Archbishop  Warham  (“Wilkins,  Concilia,” 
III,  737)  and  that  he  was  in  great  difficulties.  Whether  the  press¬ 
ure  of  his  difficulties  overcame  him,  or  he  underwent  a  change 
of  opinion,  we  cannot  tell;  but  Sir  Thomas  More  wrote:  “This 
good  zele  had,  ye  wote  well,  Symon  Fysh  when  he  made  the 
Supplication  of  Beggars,  but  God  gave  him  such  grace  after¬ 
wards  that  he  was  sorry  for  that  good  zele  and  repented  himself 
and  came  into  the  church  again,  and  forswore  and  forsook  all 
the  whole  hill  of  those  heresies  out  of  which  the  fountain  of 
that  same  good  zele  sprang.  (“Works”:  ed.  1557,  p.  881).  Per¬ 
haps  More  overestimated  the  result  of  his  answer  to  Fish.  At 
all  events,  Fish’s  perplexities  were  ended  by  his  death  of  the 
plague  early  in  1531.  Very  soon  after  his  wife  married  James 
Bainham  ( q.v .),  who  was  burned  as  a  heretic  in  April  1532. 

Fish’s  “Supplication”  was  remarkable  for  its  vigorous  style 
and  its  immediate  influence,  and  was  the  model  for  a  series  of 
pamphlets  couched  in  the  same  form.  It  was  first  printed  in 
England  in  1546,  and  was  embodied  in  Foxe’s  “Acts  and  Mon¬ 
uments”  (Vol.  V,  p.  660,  ed.  1837).  It  has  also  been  edited,  with 
three  successors  in  the  same  style,  in  “Four  Supplications”  for 
the  Early  England  Text  Society,  by  Furnivall  &  Cooper,  1871. 
Besides  this  work  Foxe  also  ascribes  to  Fish  “A  Summe  of  Scrip¬ 
ture  done  out  of  Dutch,”  of  which  a  unique  copy  exists  in  a  vol¬ 
ume  of  pamphlets  in  the  British  Museum  (C.  37a),  where  it  was 
first  identified  by  Mr.  Arber  in  his  introduction  to  a  “Proper 
Dialogue”  in  “Rede  Me  and  be  not  Wroth”  (Eng.  reprints,  1871). 
Also  assigned  to  Fish  are  “The  Boke  of  Merchants  Rightly 
Necessary  to  all  Folks,  Newly  Made  by  the  Lord  Pantopole,” 
London,  1547,  and  “The  Spiritual  Nosegay,”  1548. 
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84  William  Fish,  a  musician,  was  b.  in  Norwich,  England,  in 
1775.  He  commenced  his  musical  career  as  violinist  (Grove)  in 
the  orchestra  of  the  theatre,  and  after  studying  under  Sharp, 
the  oboist,  and  Bond,  the  pianist  and  organist,  was  fitted  to  take 
part  in  various  capacities  in  the  important  local  concerts  and 
cathedral  festivals.  He  was  organist  of  St.  Andrews,  Norwich, 
opened  a  music  warehouse,  and  became  well  known  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  as  a  teacher.  He  d.  15  March,  1866,  a  later  date  than 
that  suggested  by  the  musical  dictionaries.  Fish’s  “Opus  I,”  a 
sonata  in  the  Mozartean  manner,  was  followed  by  a  number  of 
less  interesting  pianaforte  pieces,  some  ballads  (words  and  music 
by  the  composer)  among  which  the  “Morning  Star”  may  be 
singled  out,  an  oboe  concert,  and  some  fantasias  for  the  harp. 
His  unpublished  works  are  said  to  have  included  a  manuscript 
cantata  to  words  by  Mrs.  Opie,  and  some  pieces  (presumably 
for  band)  played  at  the  Norwich  Theatre. 


It  is  said  that  the  Mother-Goose  Rhymes  were  written  by  a 
punster,  (85)  Simon  Fish,  of  London. 

86  Charles  Fish,  Greatest  Life-Saver  of  All  Time,  was  cox¬ 
swain  of  the  Ramsgate  Lifeboat,  Ramsgate,  England,  for  twenty- 
six  years,  from  1870  to  1896.  During  that  time  he  made  591 
rescues,  saved  77  vessels  and  877  lives. 


BOOK  II 


THE  FISH  FAMILIES  IN  AMERICA 

THE  IMMIGRANT  ANCESTORS 

During  the  First  Three  Decades  after  the  landing  of  the 
Pilgrims  at  Plymouth  there  were  at  least  nine  individual 
immigrants  bearing  the  name  of  Fish,  seven  of  whom  were 
probably  grandsons  of  (1)  John  and  Margaret  Fyshe  of  Great 
Bowden,  Leicestershire,  England,  who  settled  in  different  local¬ 
ities  on  the  New  England  shores  and  were  the  progenitors  of 
numerous  citizens  scattered  throughout  the  northern  states. 

The  first  three  of  this  group  to  land  on  the  shores  of  the  new 
world  were  the  brothers,  (60)  Jonathan,  (61)  John  and  (62) 
Nathaniel,  sons  of  (5)  Thomas2  and  Mary  (Sprigge)  Fvsh  of 
Wedgenock  Park,  Warwick,  England.  Thomas  was  a  tenant 
and  close  neighbor  of  Lord  Brook  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
three  brothers  for  the  new  land  beyond  the  sea  perhaps  was 
kindled  by  this  lord  who  may  have  had  large  holdings  in  the 
New  England.  The  brothers  first  landed  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  and 
were  among  the  first  settlers  of  Sandwich,  Mass.,  on  Cape  Cod. 
Jonathan,  however,  remained  there  only  until  1659,  when  he 
removed  with  other  colonists  to  a  new  settlement  called  New¬ 
town  on  Long  Island;  he  was  the  ancestor  of  famous  statesmen 
of  New  York  State  including  Col.  Nicholas  Fish,  and  Hamilton 
Fish  who  was  Governor,  Senator  and  Secretary  of  State. 
Nathaniel  remained  at  Sandwich  and  was  the  ancestor  of  a  large 
branch  of  the  Fish  family,  some  of  whom  settled  in  Pennsylvania 
and  others  w^ent  into  the  far  West.  The  third  brother,  John,  it 
appears,  also  remained  at  Sandwich.  Plis  descendants  are  fewer 
in  number. 

Another  three  brothers,  (72)  Thomas,  (73)  John  and  probably 
(77)  Joseph,  sons  of  (68)  Robert  and  (12)  Alice  (Fyshe)  Fvsh, 
of  Market  Harborough,  Leicestershire,  and  cousins  of  the  three 
immigrant  sons  of  Thomas2,  came  to  the  Rhode  Island  and 
Connecticut  colonies.  Thomas  wras  granted  land  in  1643  at 
Portsmouth,  and  became  the  ancestor  of  Preserved7  Fish,  the 
famous  sea  captain  and  an  early  founder  of  the  New  York  stock 
exchange,  and  of  large  Rhode  Island  and  Vermont  families. 

It  is  probable  that  necessity  rather  than  adventure  brought 
these  brothers  to  the  American  shores  as  their  father  died  young 
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leaving  a  large  family  in  overcrowded  Leicestershire.  John  and 
Joseph  were  of  Stratford  and  Stamford,  Conn.,  in  1651:  just 
when  they  came  to  America  is  unknown,  but  it  would  seem  that 
they  came  early,  although  they  failed  to  settle  permanently 
until  about  that  date.  John  finally  settled  at  Mystic  in  Stoning- 
ton,  and  became  the  ancestor  of  a  large  and  illustrious  Con¬ 
necticut  Family,  among  whom  was  John  Dean10  Fish,  the  gen¬ 
ealogist  and  historian,  correspondent  of  the  N.  Y.  Genealog. 
and  Biograph.  Record  and  researcher  into  the  early  history  of 
the  Fish  Family.  (He  contributed  the  history  of  the  John3  Fish 
Family  and  the  early  history  of  the  family  in  England.) 

Joseph3  of  Stamford,  Conn.,  a  soldier  in  the  Great  Swamp 
Fight  at  Kingston,  R.  I.,  in  1676,  may  have  been  this  younger 
brother  of  Thomas  and  John  Fish,  as  Robert  and  Alice  (Fyshe) 
Fysh  did  have  a  son  Joseph,  b.  1626.  Nothing  is  known  concern¬ 
ing  any  descendants  of  Joseph3,  however. 

William3,  son  of  (2)  Augustine  and  Christian  Fysh,  and  cousin 
of  these  two  sets  of  brothers,  settled  at  Windsor,  in  the  New 
Haven,  Conn.,  colony,  when  only  sixteen,  lured  to  New  England 
perhaps  by  the  tales  sent  home  by  his  cousins,  as  well  as  by  his 
own  adventurous  spirit.  No  descendants  of  William  have  been 
discovered,  however. 

Another  immigrant  was  (87)  Gabriel  Fish,  of  unknown  ances¬ 
try,  an  early  inhabitant  of  Boston  where  he  was  engaged  tempor¬ 
arily  in  the  fisheries.  In  1638  he  removed  to  Exeter,  N.  H.; 
returned  soon  to  Boston,  and  remained  there  until  1646.  It  is 
thought  that  he  did  not  take  root  in  this  soil.  By  his  wife  Deborah 
he  had  two  children:  (87a)  Deborah,  bapt.  at  Boston,  Dec.  11, 
1642;  and  (87b)  Elizabeth,  bapt.  Oct.  4,  1646.  He  may  have  had 
a  son  (87c)  Abel,  and  wife  Elizabeth.  On  Aug.  8,  1639,  he  gave  a 
letter  of  attorney  for  collection  of  money  at  Thorsbrop  and 
Alford,  Co.  Lincoln,  England. 

There  was  also  (88)  Edward  Fish,  of  Talbot  Co.,  Md.,  in  1669. 
Nothing  more  is  known  concerning  him. 

Also  (89)  Stephen  Fish,  of  Salem  on  Sept.  22,  1680;  nothing 
can  be  found  concerning  his  ancestry,  either  in  England  or 
America,  but  his  many  descendants  have  been  chronicled.  It  is 
very  probable  that  he  was  son  of  one  of  the  heads  of  families 
above-mentioned;  possibly  of  (87)  Gabriel,  but  more  likely  of 
(61)  John  or  (62)  Nathaniel  of  Lynn  and  Sandwich.  Or  he  could 
have  been  a  grandson  of  one  of  these  immigrants.  He  will  be 
designated  hereafter  as  Stephen4. 

There  was  (90)  Justa  Fish,  constable  of  Chester  Twp.,  Burl¬ 
ington  Co.,  N.  J.,  in  1698,  said  by  Prowell,  in  “History  of  Cam¬ 
den,  N.  J.,”  to  have  been  of  Swedish  ancestry. 
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There  was  also  (91)  Isaac  Fish  in  business  there  in  1762  who 
had  sons,  (91a)  Charles,  (91b)  Benjamin  and  (91c)  Jeremiah. 

At  a  much  later  date,  some  time  after  1804,  (92)  Luke  Fish  of 
Cumberland,  which  was  the  original  home  of  the  family  in 
Northern  England,  settled  in  Shelby  Co.,  Ohio.  He  was  b.  in 
Stanwix,  Co.  Cumberland,  in  1760  ( one  year  after  Wolfe  defeated 
Montcalm  at  Quebec).  He  d.  in  Ohio  in  1844  ( the  year  of  the  found¬ 
ing  of  the  Adventist  Church  by  Capt.  Joseph  Bates  and  Ja?nes 
White).  (A  comprehensive  “Genealogy  of  the  Luke  Fish  Family” 
was  compiled  by  David  Fish  of  Philadelphia.) 

The  descendants  of  these  immigrants  have  been  successful 
and  prominent  in  the  fields  of  Statecraft,  Industry,  Banking, 
Merchandising,  Finance,  Shipping,  Medicine,  Law  and  Farming, 
They  have  played  as  great  a  part  in  the  development  of  the 
country  as  did  their  ancestors  in  the  founding  of  the  nation.  They 
are  noted  for  their  courage,  loyalty,  fixity  of  purpose,  thrift¬ 
iness,  business  ability,  industry,  religious  faith,  and  strength  of 
character.  No,  no  “horse  thieves,”  not  one  has  been  found 
among  them. 


A  great  part  of  this  work  is  devoted  to  the  descendants  of 
Thomas3  Fish  who  settled  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.  He  and  his 
son  Robert  remained  in  Portsmouth,  but  Robert’s  son  Daniel 
migrated  northeastward  into  Massachusetts  and  settled  at 
West  Dighton,  the  first  of  the  Vermont  line  to  leave  the  home 
state  of  Rhode  Island. 


The  old  Daniel5  Fish  Homestead  at  West  Dighton  where  Pre¬ 
served7  Fish  who  settled  in  Ira,  Vt.,  was  born,  has  been  visited 
by  the  author.  His  cousin  once  removed,  Charles  A.10  Fish  of 
Middletown  Springs,  Vt.,  who  did  much  research  on  the  early 
families,  also  visited  the  homestead.  His  interest  in  the  Fish 
genealogy  was  first  aroused  when  his  daughter  Orilla  applied 
for  membership  in  the  D.  A.  R.  At  West  Dighton  Charles  was 
directed  to  the  sexton  at  Horton  Comers,  Mr.  Horton,  a 
nephew  of  Betsey  Horton  wfho  m.  Abner8  Fish,  nephew  of  Pre¬ 
served,  and  with  the  help  of  Mrs.  Witheral,  daughter  of  Abner 
Fish,  they  found  the  old  Daniel  Fish  homestead,  and  also  the 
gravestone  of  Daniel’s  son  Robert6,  father  of  Preserved,  hidden 
in  the  underbrush  which  has  over-run  the  old  farm  land. 
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Thomas3  and  John3  Fishe,  sons  of  (68)  Robert  and  (12)  Alice 
(Fyshe)  Fish,  left  the  shores  of  England  for  America,  and  landed 
at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  in  1643. 


This  period  Mas  marked  by  great  intellectual  advance  in  Eng¬ 
land;  the  translation  of  the  Bible,  the  King  James  version,  was 
completed  in  1611,  the  first  weekly  newspaper  appeared  in  1622, 
in  1628  Harvey  published  his  treatise  on  the  circulation  of  the 
blood. 

Charles  I  ascended  the  throne  in  1625,  succeeding  James  I, 
the  first  of  the  Stuarts;  he  was  executed  in  1649  and  England 
became  a  republic  under  Oliver  Cromwell,  who  died  in  1658, 
however,  and  the  Stuarts  returned  to  power  upon  the  ascension 
of  Charles  II,  May  8,  1660.  At  this  time  many  were  withdrawing 
from  the  English  Church  and  forming  new  religious  bodies. 
There  were  three  main  groups  of  dissenters  from  the  established 
church,  the  Puritans,  the  Pilgrims,  and  the  Seekers  or  Quakers; 
all  were  severely  persecuted,  and  looked  for  a  land  of  religious 
freedom.  The  Pilgrims,  who  were  true  separatists,  left  their 
native  land  and  lived  in  a  colony  in  Leyden,  Netherlands,  for 
ten  years.  They  were  not  content,  however,  to  bring  up  their 
children  in  another  nation,  and  so  decided  to  migrate  to  America 
and  found  a  new  colony.  The  Puritans  were  not  separatists,  but 
wished  to  remain  a  part  of  the  church  but  simplify  its  estab¬ 
lished  ritual.  The  organization  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  or 
Quakers,  was  begun  in  1643  by  George  Fox,  also  born  in  Leicester¬ 
shire,  and  in  1644  William  Penn  was  born. 

The  American  Colonies— The  Founding  of  Rhode  Island 

The  Pilgrims  had  landed  at  Plymouth,  Mass.,  in  1620  and 
established  a  permanent  settlement  there.  The  Puritans,  under 
the  control  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  settled  at  Charles¬ 
town,  Salem  and  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in  the  fur 
trade  with  the  Indians.  What  the  landing  of  William  the  Con¬ 
queror  was  to  England,  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  was  to  Amer¬ 
ica;  the  beginning  of  modern  history. 

In  1636,  Roger  Williams,  a  learned  teacher  and  preacher  of 
religious  liberty,  a  man  of  great  intellectual  ability  and  deep 
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convictions,  brilliant,  eloquent,  and  deeply  religious,  was  ban¬ 
ished  from  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  because  of  his  mili¬ 
tant  advocacy  of  complete  separation  of  church  and  state  in  the 
colonies,  as  the  Pilgrims  had  at  Plymouth.  Williams  was  born 
in  Wales  in  1598  (ten  years  after  the  defeat  of  the  Spanish  Armada , 
and  four  years  before  Captain  Bartholomew  Gosn-old ,  the  first  white 
man  definitely  known  to  have  set  foot  on  New  England  soil ,  landed 1 
at  South  Dartmouth  near  New  Bedford ,  Mass.)-  He  was  liberally 
educated  at  Cambridge  under  Sir  Edward  Coke  and  became  a 
preacher  of  the  gospel.  His  favorite  theme  was  liberty  of  con¬ 
science  in  religious  matters,  he  contending  that  civil  magistrates 
as  such  have  no  power  in  the  church,  and  that  Christians  are 
subject  to  no  laws  or  control  but  those  of  God  alone.  His  teach¬ 
ings  brought  severe  persecution  upon  him  in  England,  and  on 
Feb.  5,  1631,  he  and  nineteen  others  embarked  on  the  good  ship 
“Lyon”  seeking  in  America  a  land  of  freedom  of  religious  thought 
and  practice.  He  finally  settled  at  Salem,  and  at  the  age  of 
twentj'-five  began  to  preach,  in  connection  with  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Skelton,  and  to  teach  his  principles  of  religious  liberty.  And  now*, 
because  of  these  teachings,  he  was  banished  from  the  shores  of 
America  by  action  of  the  board  of  councilors  of  the  Massachus¬ 
etts  Bay  Colony,  which  voted,  Jan.  11,  1636,  that  he  should  be 
returned  to  England  at  once. 

Williams  escaped  during  the  night,  however,  and  sought  refuge 
in  the  wigwam  of  Massasoit,  chief  of  the  Wampanoags  at  Sea- 
cunck,  now  Seekonk,  R.  I.,  having  previously  made  friends  with 
him,  and  in  fact,  during  his  five-year  stay  in  the  Massachusetts 
colony  Williams  had  spent  much  time  among  the  Indians,  be¬ 
friending  them,  learning  their  language  and  studying  their  ways 
of  living  and  worship,  and  their  mode  of  fighting.  He  therefore 
had  no  difficulty  in  entering  the  land  of  the  Narragansetts, 
farther  to  the  West  and  South.  The  authorities  having  learned, 
however,  that  he  was  still  within  the  borders  of  the  Grant  to  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  ordered  him  to  move  farther  to  the 
west,  or  face  arrest.  Rowing  down  the  Seekonk  past  what  is 
now'  Taunton,  and  through  Rehoboth  and  Dighton,  Mass.,  a 
countryside  that  a  few  years  later  was  to  be  settled  by  the  Car¬ 
penter  and  later  by  the  Fish  families,  and  then  rowing  up  the 
Providence  River,  he  came  to  a  spring  which  to  this  day  is  called 
Roger  Williams'  Spring.  It  was  a  beautiful  location,  and  here 
Williams  decided  to  found  a  newT  colony  which  like  William  Penn’s 
Colony  in  Pennsylvania  was  to  become  a  haven  for  those  who 
longed  to  worship  God  in  a  freedom  separate  from  state  control. 
He  was  accompanied  to  the  land  of  the  Wampanoags  by  his 
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friend  Thomas  Skelton,  and  while  there  he  was  joined  by  five 
other  men  from  the  Salem  colony,  William  Harris  (fisherman), 
John  Smith  (miller),  Joshua  Venn,  Thomas  Angell  and  Francis 
Wickes  (carpenter).  This  new  home,  called  Providence  Planta¬ 
tions,  was  situated  at  the  head  of  Narragansett  Bay,  in  the  land 
of  the  Narragansetts  ruled  by  the  Indian  Chief,  Canonicus. 
Williams  befriended  the  Chief  and  bought  from  him  this  beauti¬ 
ful  land,  of  several  hundred  acres,  at  a  price  much  greater  than 
that  paid  by  the  Dutch  for  the  island  of  Manhattan  ten  years 
before,  safeguarding  the  Indians  in  the  possession  of  the  titles 
to  their  tribal  lands  being  one  of  the  principles  upon  which  Wil- 
liams’  new  Colony  was  to  be  founded. 

The  Indians  inhabiting  the  southern  part  of  New  England 
during  this  time  were  divided  into  three  principal  tribes.  The 
Pokanokets  lived  in  southeastern  Massachusetts  and  included 
among  subordinate  tribes  the  Wampanoags,  along  the  eastern 
shore  of  the  Providence  River  and  Mount  Hope  Bay.  The  Nar¬ 
ragansetts  and  tributary  tribes  possessed  nearly  the  whole  of 
the  state  of  Rhode  Island.  The  Pequots,  with  the  Mohegans 
with  whom  they  blended,  occupied  Connecticut. 

Feeling  that  it  was  through  the  providence  of  God  that  he  was 
led  to  this  desirable  place,  and  in  recognition  of  His  merciful 
care,  Roger  Williams  named  the  place  Providence.  This  was  in 
1636  (the  year  of  the  founding  of  Harvard  University  at  Cambridge), 
just  seven  years  before  the  arrival  of  the  immigrant  Thomas" 
Fish  at  Portsmouth  on  the  Island  of  Aquidneck  in  Narragansett 
Bay,  south  of  Providence.  Williams  lived  at  Providence  for 
forty-seven  years,  dying  there  at  85,  and  was  buried  on  his  own 
original  lot.  No.  38,  located  between  Benefit  and  No.  Main 
Street  near  the  spring  that  still  bears  his  name. 

The  present  State  of  Rhode  Island  had  its  origin  in  the  union 
of  four  towns,  all  established  before  1643,  Providence  on  the 
mainland,  Portsmouth,  Newport  and  Warwick  on  the  Island 
of  Aquidneck.  In  1644  Williams  received  a  charter  from  Charles 
I  of  England  and  Mar.  14,  1644,  the  smaller  settlements  with 
the  exception  of  Warwick  were  incorporated  into  “The  Provi¬ 
dence  Plantations  on  Narragansett  Bay  in  New  England/ '  and 
in  “Towne  Meeting”  held  in  Portsmouth  May  19,  20,  21,  1644, 
it  was  voted  that  Warwick  should  enjoy  the  same  privileges  as 
the  other  three  towns.  The  name  of  the  Island  of  Aquidneck 
was  changed  to  “The  Isle  of  Rhodes,”  or  Rhode  Island,  May 
33,  1644. 

According  to  Arnold's  “History  of  Rhode  Island,”  “The 
Aquidneck  settlements  for  many  years  increased  more  rapidly 
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than  those  on  the  main  land.  The  accessions  appear  to  have 
been,  for  the  most  part,  from  a  superior  class  in  point  of  education 
and  social  standing,  which  for  more  than  a  century  secured  for 
them  a  controlling  influence  in  the  colony.” 

The  Settlement  of  Portsmouth 

The  settlement  of  Portsmouth  was  brought  about  by  the 
banishment  of  Ann  Hutchinson  from  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Colony  because  of  her  peculiar  religious  tenet  that  faith  in 
Christ  relieves  those  holding  it  from  obligation  to  keep  even 
the  Moral  Law.  She  was  banished  in  Nov.  1637,  with  nineteen 
others  among  whom  were  her  husband,  her  son  Edward,  Jr.,  and 
other  children,  also  William  Coddington,  John  Clarke.  M.D., 
and  John  Coggeshall. 

These  exiles,  under  the  leadership  of  William  Coddington,  a 
University  of  Cambridge  man,  and  John  Clarke,  M.D.,  were 
welcomed  by  Roger  Williams  and  allowed  to  establish  a  planta¬ 
tion  near  the  Providence  settlement.  The  entire  Island  of  Aquid- 
neck  was  purchased  from  the  Indians  for  a  small  sum.  On  the 
northern  part  of  the  Island,  near  an  Indian  Village  called  Po- 
casset,  they  decided  to  settle,  and  on  June  1,  1639,  they  called 
their  little  town  Portsmouth.  Here  a  “Body  Politic”  was  formed, 
the  deed  to  the  land  being  taken  in  the  name  of  William  Codding¬ 
ton  and  nineteen  of  his  friends,  and  held  by  him  until  Apr.  14, 
1652,  when  he  deeded  the  Island  to  the  entire  company. 

During  the  War  for  Independence  the  British  under  General 
Prescott  occupied  the  Island.  He  took  possession  in  the  fall  of 
1776,  and  harassed  the  settlers  until  Dec.  1779.  when  he  with¬ 
drew.  Before  the  soldiers  took  possession  the  inhabitants  were 
allovred  to  remove  some  of  their  belongings  to  the  mainland,  but 
the  soldiers  under  Prescott  were  allow  ed  to  commit  depredations 
and  indignities  upon  the  settlers.  After  the  war  the  Government 
attempted  to  repay  those  wrhose  property  was  destroyed  or 
dan; aged,  and  among  those  who  sought  recompense  were  the 
following  members  of  the  Fish  family:  Benjamin.  Stephen, 
Christopher  and  John. 

In  Feb.  1805  the  Rhode  Island  Turnpike  Company,  composed 
of  Artemus,  Peleg  and  Isaac  Fish  and  Abraham  Barker,  was 
chartered  by  the  Assembly,  and  a  turnpike  w’as  constructed 
across  the  Island  which  remained  in  use  as  a  toll  road  until  1864. 

The  First  Church  on  the  Island 

One  of  the  first  considerations  was  the  establishment  by  the 
settlers  of  a  House  of  Worship,  which  appears  to  have  been 
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a  Quaker  Meeting  house.  It  was  visited  in  1672  by  George  Fox, 
the  founder  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  Seekers,  or  Quakers  in 
England.  At  a  “Meeting  May  13,  1638,  it  is  ordered  that  a 
meetinge  house  shall  be  set  on  a  neck  of  Land  that  goes  over  to 
the  Mane  of  the  Island,  where  Mr.  John  Coggeshall  and  Mr. 
John  Sanford  shall  lay  it  out.” 

It  appeared,  however,  that  not  all  would  be  made  law-abiding 
by  the  presence  of  a  church  in  their  midst  but  would  have  to  be 
dealt  with  by  physical  force.  “At  a  Meetinge  on  August  20, 1638, 
it  is  voted  that  a  pair  of  stocks  and  a  whipping  post  be  made 
forthwith.  Also  voated  that  a  bowse  for  a  prison  be  built  out  of 
the  Treasury.” 

The  Indians  that  inhabited  the  Island  were  friendly,  however, 
wild  swine  and  wolves  bad  to  be  dealt  with,  and  Sept.  19,  1642, 
Williams  was  commissioned  to  deal  with  the  chief  of  the  Nar- 
ragan setts  to  drive  the  wolves  from  the  Island.  It  was  also  voted 
that  certain  of  the  settlers  be  appointed  to  drive  the  swine  to 
other  parts  of  the  Island  or  to  other  smaller  Islands. 

In  1639,  William  Coddington  and  others  having  withdrawn 
from  the  Portsmouth  settlement  to  form  a  new  colony,  Ports¬ 
mouth  was  reorganized.  The  record  of  this  reorganization  is 
still  in  existence,  and  reads  as  follows:  “April  30,  1639.  Wee 
whose  names  are  undersigned  do  admit  ourselves  the  loyale 
subjects  of  his  majestie  King  Charles,  in  his  name  doe  wee  bind 
ourselves  into  a  Civill  body  pollitict,  agreeable  unto  his  lawes 
according  to  all  matters  of  Justice.”  Among  the  signers  were 
Edward  Hutchinson,  Edward,  Jr.,  and  William  Hutchinson, 
John  Weeks  and  John  Tripp.  The  Hutchinsons  were  large  land- 
owners  on  the  Island,  but  upon  the  death  of  her  husband  in  1642, 
Ann  Hutchinson  sold  her  property,  and  removed  with  her  family, 
and  her  erroneous  religious  belief,  to  Long  Island,  wiiere  shortly 
afterward  she  was  massacred  by  the  Indians  together  with  many 
of  her  large  family  of  children. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  importance  of  this  tow  n  in  the 
colony  during  the  early  years.  An  accurate  index  of  this  is  the 
quotas  of  their  contributions  toward  the  expense  of  their  agent 
John  Clarke,  M.D.,  at  the  Court  of  England,  winch  in  1661 
were  as  follows:  Newport  £85,  Providence  £40,  Portsmouth 
£40,  and  Warwick  £35. 

Marriage  Records 

Some  of  the  marriage  records  are  of  interest  because  of  the 
peculiar  wording,  and  especially  that  of  Thomas4  Fish,  Jr.: 

Thomas  fish  of  the  Town  of  Portsmouth,  junior,  was  married  unto 
Grizzigon  Strange,  daughter  of  John  of  the  said  Portsmouth  on  the  16th  of 
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Dec.  1068.  The  birth  of  the  said  Thomas  and  Grizzigon  fishes  children  an¬ 
as  follows:  Alice  fish  was  born  15  Sept.  1671,  Grizzel,  12  April,  1673,  Hope, 
5  March,  1675,  Preserved,  12  Aug.  1679,  Mehitable,  22  July,  168-1. 

The  settlers  were  very  jealous  of  the  introduction  of  unsuitable 
persons  to  their  society.  They  were  also  watchful  to  prevent 
any  undesirable  persons  from  remaining  among  them  for  any 
length  of  time. 


Settlement  of  Newport 

On  Apr.  28,  1639,  William  Coddington  and  eight  others  founded 
a  plantation  to  the  south  and  this  settlement  was  named  Newport. 

On  Mar.  12.  1640,  a  compact  amounting  to  a  government  was 
entered  into  by  a  union  of  Portsmouth  and  Newport  under  a 
governor  or  deputy  governor  and  assistants;  the  governor  and 
two  assistants  to  be  chosen  from  one  town  and  the  deputy  and 
two  other  assistants  from  the  other  town.  Our  ancestor  Robert4 
Fish  and  his  father  Thomas3  Fish  were  appointed  deputies  to 
the  general  assembly  at  Newport.  It  is  a  little  known  fact  that 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island  had  two  Capitals  until  the  year  1900, 
Newport  on  the  Island  and  Providence  on  the  mainland. 

Now  that  it  is  an  accepted  fact  by  some  authorities  that  the 
American  continent  was  first  discovered  by  the  Norseman,  Lief 
Eridson,  about  the  year  1000  there  is  authority  for  believing  that 
this  locality  was  the  scene  of  the  Norse  settlement  of  Vineland, 
and  many  accept  the  curious  old  stone  mill  at  Newport  as  evi¬ 
dence  of  an  occupation  earlier  than  the  seventeenth  century. 
An  Icelander,  Bjarne  Herjulfson,  is  also  reputed  to  have  visited 
the  American  continent  in  986  A.D.,  and  his  description  of  the 
country  may  have  led  to  the  expedition  of  Lief  Ericson. 


Settlement  of  Warwick 

In  March  1642,  at  a  “Meetinge  of  the  General  Court  at  New¬ 
port,”  it  was  ordered  that  Richard  Carder,  Randall  Holden, 
Sampson  Shatton  and  Robert  Potter  lie  disfranchised  of  the 
Privileges  and  Prerogatives  belonging  to  the  Body  of  this  State.” 
These  men  claimed  that  no  government  could  be  established 
here  in  the  colonies  without  the  consent  of  the  crown,  and  no 
doubt  referred  specifically  to  the  compact  or  government  set 
up  by  the  union  of  Portsmouth  and  Newport  (although  in  1620 
the  Pilgrim  Fathers  had  made  the  initial  attempt  to  make  laws 
in  America  when  forty-one  of  them  signed  the  Mayflower  Com¬ 
pact)  . 
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These  four  men.  Carder,  Holden,  Shatton  and  Potter,  joined 
with  others  holding  the  same  views,  and  in  Jan.  1642/43,  on  a  site 
called  by  the  Indians  Shawonet,  they  founded  a  settlement  and 
called  it  Warwick,  after  the  capital  of  the  Isle  of  Man.  The 
deed  from  Miantonomi  to  that  Company  was  made  out  to  Sam¬ 
uel  Gorton,  the  leading  spirit  in  its  founding  on  Jan.  12,  1642/43. 

The  New  England  Confederacy 

The  New  England  Confederacy,  formed  in  1643,  the  year  our 
ancestor  reached  the  shores  of  America,  was  the  first  coalition 
in  the  Colonies  and  remained  in  force  forty  years.  This  union 
was  made  up  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  Plymouth,  Connecticut 
and  Newr  Haven  colonies  (and  excluded  the  Providence  Planta¬ 
tions,  which  however  were  united  for  action  with  it  one  year 
later),  and  was  formed  in  order  that  the  colonists  might  assert 
their  rights  more  vigorously  in  the  Connecticut  Valley,  watch 
the  movements  of  the  French  in  the  north,  and  cope  with  the 
warring  Pequot  Indians. 

The  Providence  Settlement 

In  Providence  parcels  of  land  had  been  allotted  to  each  of  the 
three  partners  who  came  with  Williams,  Harris,  Smith  and  Verin. 
Angell  and  Wickes  had  not  yet  reached  their  majority,  but  later 
became  proprietors  and  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  the  “Provi¬ 
dence  Plantations,”  as  the  settlement  was  called.  Venn  re¬ 
mained  in  the  “Plantations”  but  a  short  time.  Because  of  his 
breach  of  covenant  or  restraining  liberty  of  conscience  he  was 
no  longer  allowed  to  vote  and  therefore  returned  to  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  Colony. 

Williams  was  soon  joined  by  others  from  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony,  prominent  among  whom  were  Stuckley  Wescott, 
William  Arnold,  Thomas  James,  Robert  Cole,  John  Greene, 
John  Throckmorton,  William  Carpenter,  Thomas  Olney,  Francis 
Weston,  Richard  Waterman  and  Ezekiel  Holy  man.  These 
eleven  men,  with  William  Coddington  and  William  Harris,  were 
most-  prominent  in  the  establishment  of  the  Rhode  Island  Col¬ 
onies,  which  later  became  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  John 
Clarke,  M.D.,  early  American  physician,  was  also  a  founder  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Colonies. 

The  Carpenter  Family 

Attention  is  called  to  the  name  of  one  William  Carpenter, 
especially  because  he  was  a  first  cousin  of  the  William  Carpenter 
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of  Rehobo th,  Mass.,  whofee  great  grand  daughter,  Abigail 
Carpenter,  married  Preserved7  Fish  of  Ira.  Vt.,  and  thus  became 
the  maternal  ancestor  of  all  the  Vermont  family  of  Fish. 

There  were  three  distinct  families  bearing  the  name  of  Carpen¬ 
ter  that  early  came  from  England  and  settled  in  America;  by 
way  of  distinction  they  may  be  termed  the  Providence  Family, 
the  Rehoboth  Family  and  the  Philadelphia  Family.  The  first 
Carpenter  who  made  permanent  settlement  here  was  William 
Carpenter,  son  and  heir  of  Richard  of  Amesbury,  Wiltshire, 
England.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth  Arnold,  daughter  of  William 
and  Christiana  (Peak)  Arnold.  They  were  married  a  short  time 
before  sailing  on  Friday,  May  1,  1635.  They  landed  in  America 
June  24,  1635,  and  settled  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  later  going  to 
Providence,  R.  I.,  in  1636.  They  were  accompanied  by  her  father, 
William  Arnold,  who  also  was  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  as  mentioned  above.  It  is  thus  seen  that  the  Carpenter 
Ancestors  in  America  preceded  the  immigrant  Thomas  Fish  to 
Rhode  Island  by  seven  years. 

The  first  mention  of  William  Carpenter  is  found  in  what  is 
called  the  “Initial  deed,”  a  document  hastily  drawn  up  by  Roger 
Williams  at  the  time  of  the  settlement,  in  which  by  initials  he 
designated  his  “loving  friends  and  neighbors”  who  are  to  have 
equal  rights  with  himself.  These  friends  and  neighbors,  twelve 
in  number,  until  December  23,  1661,  had  only  this  “initial  deed” 
to  show  in  the  way  of  title  to  their  holdings.  On  this  date  a  formal 
confirmatory  deed  was  given  them  by  Roger  Williams  and  wife, 
intended  to  make  their  titles  secure,  but  in  some  unaccountable 
manner  some  of  the  original  names  were  omitted.  To  remedy 
this  another  deed  was  given  in  1666,  at  which  time  Williams 
stated  that  the  original  “initial  deed”  was  delivered  in  the 
eighth  month,  1638. 

One  of  the  witnesses  to  the  second  deed  was  Joseph  Carpenter, 
oldest  son  of  William  Carpenter,  whose  wife  was  a  daughter  of 
William  Carpenter  of  Rehoboth,  our  ancestor. 

INITIAL  DEED 

Memorandum,  that  I  Roger  Williamshaving  formerly  purchased  of  Coani- 
eus  and  Miantonomi,  this  our  situation  or  plantation  of  New  Providence, 
viz:  the  two  fresh  rivers  Wonasquatucket  and  Mossehassick  and  the  grouuds 
and  meadows  thereupon,  in  consideration  of  thirty  pounds,  received  from  the 
inhabitants  of  said  place,  do  freely  and  fully  pass  grant  and  make  over  equal 
right  and  power  of  enjoying  and  disposing  of  the  same  ground  and  lands  unto 
my  loving  friends  and  neighbors,  Stukely  Wescott,  William  Arnold,  William 
Carpenter,  Thomas  James,  William  Harris,  Robert  Cole.  John  Greene,  John 
Throckmorton,  Thomas  Olney,  Francis  Weston,  Richard  Waterman  and 
Ezekiel  Holyman;  and  such  others  as  the  major  part  of  us  shall  admit  into 
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the  same  fellowship  of  vote  with  us.  As  also  I  do  freely  make  and  pass  over 
equal  right  and  power  of  enjoying  and  disposing  of  the  lands  and  grounds 
’reaching  from  the  aforesaid  rivers  unto  the  great  Patuxit  and  the  grass  and 
meadows  thereupon,  which  was  so  lately  granted  by  the  aforesaid  Sachems 
to  nie. 

Witness  my  hand.  Providence  22,  10th  month,  1666,  so  called 

Roger  Williams. 

This  paper  and  writing  given  by  me  about  twenty  years  since,  differs  not 
a  little,  only  so  is  dated  as  near  as  we  could  guess  about  that  time,  and  the 
name  of  the  men  written  in  the  straight  of  time  and  haste  are  here  explained 
by  me. 

Roger  Williams. 

William  Carpenter  was  on  numerous  commissions  to  settle 
boundary  lines,  to  lay  out  roads,  to  locate  and  build  bridges, 
and  in  all  the  affairs  of  the  Colony  no  man  enjoyed  the  con¬ 
fidence  of  Roger  Williams  more  than  did  he.  He  was  elected  to 
the  General  Court  and  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  was  a 
Deputy  of  the  latter  body.  When  King  Philip’s  war  was  threat¬ 
ening  to  annihilate  the  colony,  the  General  Assembly,  on  Apr.  4, 
1676,  passed  the  following  resolution: 

Voted,  that  in  these  troubleous  times  and  straits  in  the  colony  this  Assembly 
desiring  to  have  the  advice  and  concurrence  of  the  most  judicious  inhabitants, 
do  desire  at  their  next  setting  the  company  and  counsel  of  William  Carpenter. 

He  suffered  severe  losses  during  the  Avar,  the  Indians  having 
burned  his  home  and  farm  buildings,  driven  away  200  of  his 
sheep,  50  head  of  cattle  and  15  horses,  and  killed  his  son  William. 


Founding  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  America 

The  prevailing  religious  sentiments  in  the  early  days  of  the 
Colony  were  those  of  the  Baptists  and  Quakers.  All  sects  were 
tolerated. 

It  was  here  in  Providence,  soon  after  its  founding,  sometime 
between  Aug.  3,  1638,  and  Mar.  16,  1639,  that  the  first  Baptist 
Church  in  America  was  founded,  when  Ezekiel  ITolyman,  a 
man  of  gifts  and  piety,  was  chosen  by  the  candidates  for  com¬ 
munion  to  baptize  Roger  Williams,  and  Holyman  baptized  the 
twelve  founders  of  this  first  Baptist  Church.  These  ten  men 
were  the  same  mentioned  above  in  the  “Initial  deed”  with  the 
exception  of  the  names  of  Robert  Cole  and  John  Throckmorton. 

Thomas3  Fish  having  arrived  in  the  Rhode  Island  Colony  soon 
after  the  organization  of  the  Baptist  Church  may  or  may  not 
account  for  the  fact  that  the  Fish  Family  has  been  almost  en- 
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tirely  Baptist  in  church  affiliation  to  this  day.  He  was  made  a 
freeman  in  1655,  which  indicates  that  he  was  a  member  of  the 
church,  and  yet  it  may  be  that  he  became  a  Quaker,  as  the  Ports¬ 
mouth  Church  was  established  by  the  Quakers  or  Society  of 
Friends,  while  the  Baptist  Church  was  established  on  the  main¬ 
land  to  the  north,  in  Providence. 

The  leaders  among  the  Baptists,  besides  Roger  Williams  and 
the  other  eleven  original  founders,  were  Chad  Brown,  Gregory 
Dexter  and  William  Wickenden.  Among  the  Quakers,  or  Friends, 
George  Fox,  Richard  Scott,  John  Burnett,  John  Stubbs,  William 
Edmundson,  and  William  Wilkinson  (whose  descendants  married 
into  the  Fish  family  in  Vermont). 

Here  men  of  every  creed  lived  together  happily,  and  those 
with  no  religious  faith  were  not  molested.  Here  persecuted  men 
lied  for  refuge  and  found  safe  asylum,  the  only  weapons  used 
were  those  of  the  intellect.  Reason,  argument,  truth,  and  free 
discussions  were  encouraged.  Williams  and  his  followers  had  no 
fear  for  the  truth.  In  the  contest  with  error  she  is  able  to  with¬ 
stand,  for  “She  is  might  and  will  prevail,”  was  their  sentiment. 

Truth  crushed  to  earth  will  rise  again, 

The  eternal  years  of  God  are  hers, 

But  error  wounded  writhes  in  pain, 

And  dies  amid  her  worshippers. 

Roger  Williams  [says  Bancroft]  had  already  matured  a  doctrine  which 
secures  him  an  immortality  of  fame,  as  its  application  has  given  religious  peace 
to  the  American  world.  A  fugitive  from  English  persecution,  he  had  revolved 
the  nature  of  intolerance,  and  had  arrived  at  its  only  effectual  remedy,  the 
sanctity  of  conscience.  In  soul  matters  he  would  have  no  weapons  but  soul 
weapons.  The  civil  magistrate  should  restrain  crime,  but  never  control 
opinion,  should  punish  guilt,  but  never  violate  inward  freedom.  The  doctrine 
contained  within  itself  an  entire  reformation  of  theological  jurisprudence; 
quenched  the  fires  that  persecution  had  so  long  kept  burning;  would  repeal 
every  law  compelling  attendance  on  public  worship;  would  abolish  tithes  and 
all  forced  contribution  to  the  maintenance  of  religion;  would  give  an  equal  pro¬ 
tection  to  every  form  of  religious  faith;  and  never  suffer  the  force  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  to  be  employed  against  the  Dissenters  meeting  house,  the  Jewish 
Synagogue  or  the  Roman  Cathedral.  In  the  unwavering  assertion  of  his 
views  he  never  changed  his  position;  the  sanctity  of  conscience  was  the  great 
tenet,  which  with  all  its  consequences,  he  defended  as  he  first  trod  the  New 
England  shores;  and  in  his  extreme  old  age  it  was  the  last  pulsation  of  his  heart. 

If  Copernicus  is  held  in  peipetual  reverence,  because  on  his  deathbed  he 
published  to  the  world  that  the  sun  is  the  center  of  our  system;  if  the  name 
of  Kepler  is  preserved  in  the  annals  of  human  excellence  for  his  sagacity  in 
detecting  the  laws  of  the  planetary  motion;  if  the  genius  of  Newton  has  been 
almost  adored  for  dissecting  a  ray  of  light  and  weighing  heavenly  bodies  in  a 
balance,  let  there  be  for  the  name  Roger  Williams  at  least  some  humble  place 
among  those  who  have  advanced  moral  science  and  made  themselves  the 
benefactors  of  mankind. 
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He  would  hold  no  communion  with  the  Church  of  England,  “for,”  said  he, 
“the  doctrine  of  persecution  for  cause  of  conscience  is  most  evidently  and 
lamentably  contrary  to  the  doctrine  of  Jesus  Christ.”  The  magistrates  in¬ 
sisted  upon  the  presence  of  every  man  at  public  worship;  Williams  reprobated 
that  law.  The  worst  statute  in  the  English  code  was  that  which  did  but  en¬ 
force  attendance  upon  the  parish  church.  To  compel  men  to  unite  with  those 
of  a  different  creed,  he  regarded  as  an  open  violation  of  their  natural  rights; 
to  drag  to  public  worship  the  irreligious  and  the  unwilling,  seemed  only  like 
requiring  hypocrisy.  “An  unbelieving  soul  is  dead  in  sin,”  such  was  his  argu¬ 
ment,  “and  to  force  the  indifferent  from  one  worship  to  another  was  .like 
shifting  a  dead  man  into  several  changes  of  apparel.”  “No  one  should  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  worship,  or  to  maintain  worship  against  his  own  desire.” 

Although  the  smallest  State  in  the  Union,  yet  she  is  the  parent  of  that 
principle  which  inderlies  our  Republic,  and  which  is  the  comer  stone  of  civil 
and  religious  liberty.  “Roger  Williams,”  says  Professor  Gervinus,  in  his  intro¬ 
duction  to  the  “History  of  the  Nineteenth  Century,”  “founded  in  1636,  a  small, 
new  society  in  Rhode  Island  upon  the  principles  of  entire  liberty  of  conscience, 
and  the  uncontrolled  power  of  the  majority  in  secular  concerns.  Theories 
of  freedom  in  church  and  state,  taught  in  the  schools  of  Philosophy  in  Europe, 
were  here  brought  into  practice  in  the  government  of  a  small  community.  It 
was  prophesied  that  the  democratic  attempts  to  obtain  universal  suffrage,  a 
general  elective  franchise,  annual  parliament,  entire  religious  freedom,  and 
the  Miltonian  right  of  schism,  would  be  of  short  duration.  But  these  insti¬ 
tutions  have  not  only  maintained  themselves  here,  but  have  spread  over  the 
entire  Union.  They  have  superseded  the  aristocratic  commencements  of 
Carolina,  and  of  New  York,  the  high  church  party  in  Virginia,  the  theocracy 
in  Massachusetts,  and  the  monarchy  throughout  America;  they  have  given 
laws  to  one-quarter  of  the  globe,  and  dreaded  for  their  moral  influence,  they 
stand  in  the  background  of  every  democratic  struggle  in  Europe.”  Roger 
Williams’  own  language  expressing  this  illustrious  sentiment  is  that  “Every 
man  has  the  absolute  right  to  full  liberty  in  religious  concernments.”  The 
same  freedom  was  allowed  in  politics  as  in  religion. 

Early  Industries  of  Rhode  Island 

Although  Roger  Williams  was  the  founder  of  the  state  of 
Rhode  Island,  he  was  not  the  first  to  settle  in  that  territory.  One 
year  before  Williams’  advocacy  of  religious  freedom  developed 
into  his  being  banished  from  Salem,  William  Blackstone,  a 
University  man  and  also  of  Cambridge,  had  wearied  of  the 
Puritan  theocracy  of  Massachusetts  and  settled  in  Cumberland, 
which  though  not  included  in  the  original  Rhode  Island  ter¬ 
ritory  afterwards  became  a  part  of  it.  This  by  no  means  lessens 
the  credit  due  Williams.  Had  it  not  been  for  him,  the  territory 
which  is  now  Rhode  Island  would  have  been  divided  between 
Massachusetts  and  Connecticut.  The  state  owes  its  individuality 
and  much  of  its  traditional  character  to  the  fact  that  in  October 
1635  Williams,  as  the  pastor  of  the  church  at  Salem,  was  sent 
into  exile  by  the  Massachusetts  General  Court,  because  he  had 
“broached  and  divulged  different  new  and  dangerous  opinions.” 

The  Blackstone  river  was  named  for  William  Blackstone,  and 
the  first  apple  orchard  in  the  country  was  planted  by  him,  and 
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was  still  bearing  two  hundred  years  after  his  death.  Originally 
an  agricultural  country,  the  farm  is  still  an  important  factor  in 
Rhode  Island.  Its  long  coast  line,  however,  brought  an  early 
development  of  seafaring  occupations.  Rhode  Island  clams, 
oysters,  scallops  and  lobsters  are  the  survival  of  a  once  great 
fishing  industry.  The  Rhode  Island  clam  chowder,  the  clam 
bakes,  and  the  yellow  corn-meal  johnny  (journey)  cake  are  gifts 
for  which  the  world  will  never  cease  to  be  thankful. 

When  the  eighteenth  century  dawned  the  many  excellent 
harbors  of  the  state  were  the  homes  of  fleets  which  sailed  the 
seven  seas,  and  centers  of  commerce  which  became  world-wide. 
Ships  built  in  these  harbors  carried  farm  products,  dried  fish, 
lumber,  barrel  heads,  staves  and  hoops  and  horses;  and  brought 
in  rum,  sugar,  molasses,  cotton,  whale  oil  and  tea.  The  molasses 
was  made  into  more  rum  and  exchanged  on  the  shores  of  Africa 
for  slaves,  most  of  whom  were  disposed  of  in  the  West  Indies. 

Today,  in  the  south  and  west,  Rhode  Island  is  a  country  of 
farms  and  market  gardens.  North  of  industrial  Providence  the 
valley  of  the  Blackstone  River,  which  in  1790  turned  the 
spindles  to  make  cotton  yam  for  Samuel  Slater,  now  holds  many 
of  the  factories  of  an  industrial  state.  The  merchants  and  sail¬ 
ors  have  been  caught  in  the  toils  of  a  machine  age.  The  old 
harbors  are  crowded  with  the  yachts  of  the  summer  colony.  The 
shores  are  thronged  with  summer  residents.  Newport  and  Nar- 
ragansett  Pier  are  the  sites  of  but  a  few  of  the  countless  beauti¬ 
fully  landscaped  estates  for  which  the  well-to-do  and  fashionable 
forsake  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  other  sultry  cities  for  the 
summer  months. 

THOMAS3  FISH  AND  DESCENDANTS 

72  Thomas3  Fish  (Alice2,  John1,  or  Robert2,  Thomas1),  eldest 
son  of  (68)  Robert  and  (12)  Alice  (Fysh)  Fyshe,  was  bapt.  at 
Market  Harborough,  Great  Bowden,  Leicestershire,  England, 
Jan.  1,  1618/19  ( one  year  before  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  at 
Plymouth);  d.  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  Dec.  1687  ( three  years  after 
the  death  of  Roger  Williams). 

It  was  three  hundred  years  ago  that  our  Puritan  Ancestor 
left  his  home,  brothers  and  sisters,  mother  and  father,  and 
friends  in  England,  and  turned  his  face  toward  the  adventure 
and  uncertainty  of  life  in  a  strange,  new  and  sparsely  settled  land 
on  the  shores  of  New  England.  Dense  forests  filled  the  valleys 
and  crowned  the  hilltops,  and  wild  beasts  and  the  wilder  savages 
were  the  inhabitants  of  this  widely  extended  country. 
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To  leave  the  comforts  and  luxuries  of  the  Old  World  and  take 
up  abode  in  the  New,  under  these  circumstances,  required  a 
degree  of  moral  courage  and  self-denial  which  only  a  few  possess¬ 
ed;  and  had  not  the  providence  of  God  brought  to  bear  the 
sweets  of  social,  civil  and  religious  liberty,  the  now  fertile  and 
smiling  fields  of  our  great  free  country  might  have  remained  the 
hunting  grounds  of  the  Indians.  But  Liberty — “sound  delight¬ 
ful  to  every  human  ear”* — rendered  more  dear  and  more  desirable 
by  the  iron  heel  of  oppression,  opened  the  gates  of  the  great  sea, 
mill  forced  a  passage  over  the  mountain  wave.  Hither  then 
came  our  Ancestor,  and  settled  at  Portsmouth  on  the  Island 
of  Aquidneck,  in  Narragansett  Bay,  one  of  the  towns  included 
in  the  “Providence  Plantations”  founded  by  Roger  Williams 
only  a  few  years  before.  To  trace  the  descendants  of  this  pioneer 
through  the  various  branches  down  the  stream  of  time  is  the 
object  of  this  work,  a  labor  of  16  years. 

It  may  be  assumed  that  he  arrived  in  Portsmouth,  a  lad  in 
)iis  early  twenties,  during  1643  when,  as  found  in  the  “Record 
of  Towne  Meetinges  of  Portsmouth”  (“History  of  Portsmouth”), 
on  Oct.  5,  “Land  was  ordered  layd  out  to  Thomas  Fish  at  the 
first  Brooke.”  He  was  then  twenty-four  years  of  age.  (It  teas  in 
1643  that  Roger  Williams  received  a  Charter  from  Charles  I  grant¬ 
ing  religions  tolerance  in  the  colony.)  ( Peter  Stuyvesant  was  ap¬ 
pointed !  Governor  of  Manhattan  in  1643.) 

Little  states  that  Thomas  and  John  were  in  Portsmouth  as 
late  as  1655. 

Concerning  his  marriage  to  Mary  — —  no  record  of  date  or 
place  is  found,  whether  in  England  or  America.  Her  name  may 
have  been  Mary  Soule.  Assuming  that  his  first  son,  Thomas4, 
was  19  when  he  was  married  (Dec.  10,  1668,  according  to  record), 
and  21  when  he  was  made  a  freeman  Dec.  3,  1670,  his  birth  may 
have  occurred  in  1649.  From  this  it  would  appear  that  Thomas3 
was  married  about  1647,  at  Portsmouth.  Much  about  his  life 
and  activities  in  the  Portsmouth  Colony  can  be  learned  from  the 
records  of  the  “Towue  Meetinges,”  called  several  times  during 
the  year,  the  proceedings  of  several  of  which  are  here  given. 
Some  idea  of  what  was  required  of  one  desiring  to  become  an 
inhabitant  or  freeman  is  indicated  in  the  proceedings  of  one  of 
the  earliest  meetings,  held  on  “13  March  1638”: 

Voted,  It  is  ordered  that  none  shall  be  received  as  inhabitants  or  freemen, 
to  build  or  plant  upon  the  Island  but  such  as  be  received  in  by  the  consent 
of  the  Bodye  and  do  submit  to  the  Government  that  is  or  shall  be  established 
according  to  the  Word  of  God. 

(It  was  also  ordered  that)  every  inhabitant  of  this  Island  shall  be  always 
provided  of  one  musket,  one  pound  of  powder,  20  bulletts,  and  two  fademe 
of  match  with  sword  and  rest  and  Bandeliers,  all  completely  furnished. 
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General  Meetinge  held  21st  December  1638  ordered:  that  the  swine  that 
are  upon  the  Island  shall  be  sent  away  from  the  plantation  six  miles  up  the 
Island  or  into  some  Islands  adjacent,  by  the  10th  of  February,  1639,  or  else 
be  shutt  up  so  that  they  may  be  inoffensive  to  the  towne.  (After  that  day 
any  one  who  wished  to  shutt  up  one  must  pay  two  pence  for  each  hogg.) 

Me’etinge  held  Oct.  5,  1643,  ordered:  that  land  be  layed  out  to  Thomas 
fish  at  the  first  Brooke. 

Ordered  that  every  man  shall  have  foure  pounds  shott  lying  by  him  and  2 
pounds  powder — and  that  every  man  be  in  readiness  by  24th  March  next. 
Further  ordered,  that  every  man  be  in  readiness  at  the  beate  of  the  drum. 
Further  ordered,  that  there  shall  be  a  towne  watch  kept  every  night — and  that 
those  that  keep  it  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasurie. 

Meetinge  held  Nov.  28,  1643,  it  was  voted:  that  Francis  Breton  [whose 
son  later  married  a  daughter  of  Thomas3  Fish]  be  received  as  an  inhabitant 
and  was  given  engagement  into  the  Government.  It  was  also  ordered  that 
the  Wolfe  catcher  be  payed  out  of  the  Treasurie.  Also  ordered  that  there  shall 
be  noe  shooting  of  deere  from  May  1st  to  1st  of  Nov.  Forfeit  to  be  5  pounds. 

At  a  Towne  meetinge  held  Dec.  28,  1648,  it  is  granted  to  Jeames  Babcock 
to  have  4  acres  added  to  his  house  and  lott  out  of  the  Thos.  fish  his  lott  and 
it  is  granted  to  Thos.  fish  to  have  4  acres  out  of  the  Common  southward  thereof 
insteade. 

Meetinge  21st  Nov.  1649  ( the  year  that  England  became  a  Republic  under 
Oliver  Cromwell ),  Thomas  fish  was  apoynted  to  Jury  for  the  present  Court. 

Townes  Meetinge  March  4  1650  ordered:  that  the  Towne  Clerke  shall 
rite  the  lisccnces  for  selling  beere,  victuals  and  wine,  and  that  William  Balston 
be  liscenced  to  sell  breade  and  beare  and  doe  acknowledge  himself  according 
to  the  tenor  of  the  law7  to  be  bounde  in  the  sume  of  10s  a  piece  for  [every 
defect]  that  Thomas  Stafford  shall  keepe  goode  order  in  his  house.”

Town  Clerke 

Meetinge  Jan.  19,  1651,  2  acres  of  lande  adjoining  to  Thomas  fish  were 
ordered  layd  out  to  Henry  eves  in  lieu  of  land  given  to  said  Henry  by  the 
Towne  formerly. 


In  1655  Thomas  fish  was  made  a  freeman  which  also  indi¬ 
cates  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  church,  probably  the  Quaker 
Church,  or  possibly  the  new-formed  Baptist  Church  of  Provi¬ 
dence,  or  of  Newport. 


Meetinge  March  20  1660,  Thomas  fish  received  a  deed  of  house  and  land 
from  Henry  and  Ann  ayres,  in  consideration  of  fencing  two  acres  said  Henry 
and  Ann  to  enjoy  said  land  for  their  lives  without  paying  rent. 

Dec.  3,  1662,  Thos.  fish  and  William  Hall  were  appointed  to  lay  out  one 
acre  of  Towne  lande. 

Towne  Meetinge  Feb.  17,  1663,  Thomas  fish  chosen  Petty  Jury’  man  to 
meete  in  Newport.  (This  was  one  year  before  New  York  passed  from  Dutch  to 
English  control.) 

5  June  1665  Meetinge:  Thomas  fish  chosen  Constable  for  this  yeare.  (The 
office  of  Constable  was  one  of  the  most  important  positions  in  the  towm  in 
those  days). 


In  this  year  (the  year  of  the  Great  London  Plague  and  one  year 
before  the  Great  London  fire ,  which  lasted  over  a  week  and  burned 
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over  -ioO  acres) ,  he  bought  of  James  Babcock  two  parcels  of  land 
and  a  dwelling  house,  barn  and  orchard  for  50£.  He  later  sold 
four  acres  to  Thomas  Lawton. 

23  April  1667  Meetinge:  Thomas  fish  chosen  Petty  Jury  man  .  .  .  Thomas 
fish  elected  delegate  to  General  Assembly. 

16  October  Meeting:  Thomas  fish,  Captain  Thomas  Cooke  and  Thomas 
Lawton  chosen  Grand  Jury  Men  ....  Francis  Brayton  chosen  Petty  Jury 
Man.  John  Tripp  was  chosen  Court  Deputy. 

6  June  1670  Meetinge:  chosen  Constable. 

3  December  1670  Meetinge:  Thomas  fish,  Jr.  admitted  as  an  inhabitant. 

10  October  1673  Thomas  fish  chosen  Grand  Jury  Man  to  sitt  and  act  in 
next  General  Assembly  to  be  held  at  Newport. 

1  June  1674  Meetinge:  Thomas  fish  chosen  to  Towne  Council. 

10  October  1674  Meetinge:  Thomas  fish  chosen  Deputy  for  the  next 
Genera!  Assembly  to  be  held  at  Newport,  the  last  Wednesday  this  instant. 

7  .June  1675  Meetinge:  Thomas  fish  chosen  to  be  of  the  Towne  Council  and 
engaged. 

12  July  Meetinge:  A  rate  of  400£  was  ordered  levied  in  this  towne  and 
Island.  Thomas  fish  [with  nine  others]  chosen  to  make  the  Said  Rate  and  with 
all  convenient  speed  return  it  inder  their  hands  into  the  Treasurie  of  the  towne. 

1  March  1679  Meetinge:  chosen  to  be  on  the  Grand  Jury  the  next  Court  of 
Trials. 

12  .September  1680  Meetinge:  Voted:  John  Biggs  is  appointed  to  speke  to 
Thomas  fish  that  he  lav  out  that  acre  of  land  to  this  townes  commons  which 
was  lent  to  Henry  eves. 

18  September  1685  Meetinge:  Thomas  fish  appointed  to  Coroners  Jury  for 
an  Inquest  into  the  hanging  of  a  Scotsman  named  John  Crage,  by  Coroner^ 
Major  John  Albro. 

On  May  2,  1684  (three  years  after  the  founding  of  Pennsylvania 
by  William  Penn),  lie  deeded  to  grandson.  Preserved5  Fish,  son 
of  Thomas,  Jr.,  deceased,  for  love,  etc.,  dwelling  house  and  15 
acres  where  Thomas  Fish,  Jr.,  had  lived,  said  grandson  Preserved 
to  possess  it  in  the  year  1700. 

In  examining  these  records  it  is  to  be  noted  that  many  of  the 
early  land -owning  colonists  were  unable  to  sign  their  own  names, 
and  used  only  their  mark,  while  the  name  of  “Thomas  fish”  ap¬ 
pears  in  bold,  legible  hand-writing.  He  held  many  town  offices 
and  was  prominent  in  the  early  affairs  of  the  Portsmouth  Colony, 
a  part  of  the  “Incorporation  of  Providence  Plantations  on  Nar- 
ragansett  Bay  in  New  England.” 

Will  of  Thomas3  Fish 

His  will  was  recorded  Feb.  9,  1687,  and  proved  Dec.  13,  1687, 
so  his  death  no  doubt  occurred  in  December  1687.  It  named  his 
wife  Mary  as  executrix  and  mentions  four  sons,  three  daughters 
and  seven  grand  children.  It  bequeathed  to  son  John  land 
bought  of  James  Babcock.  To  son  Robert  20s,  and  like  amount 
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to  daughters  Mehitable,  Mary  and  Alice.  To  grandson.  Pre¬ 
served,  son  of  Thomas,  Jr.,  os,  to  wife  remainder  of  the  estate. 
Inventory,  £49,  10s. 

On  Sept.  9,  1697,  a  codicil  to  her  will  was  recorded  by  the 
widow  Mary.  It  was  proved  on  July  12,  1699.  Son  Daniel  was 
named  Executor.  To  son  John  £5.  To  son  Robert  £5  and  a  cow. 
To  daughter  Mehitable  Tripp  £5,  brass  chaffing  dish,  pewter 
platter,  three  porringers,  chest  and  pewter  plate.  To  daughter 
Mary  Bray  ton  £5,  table,  basin,  pewter  platter,  long  cups  and 
plates.  To  daughter  Alice  Knowles  £5,  two  feather  pillows, 
basin,  pewter  platters,  pewter  candlestick  and  plate.  To  daugh¬ 
ters  Mehitable,  Mary  and  Alice,  all  wearing  apparel  both  linen 
and  woolen.  She  mentions  grandchildren  Preserved  and  Mehit¬ 
able,  children  of  son  Thomas,  deceased;  Comfort,  Ruth  and 
Thomas,  children  of  son  Daniel;  Mary,  daughter  of  son  John;  and 
Robert,  son  of  son  Robert.  To  daughter  Mehitable  Tripp  what¬ 
ever  is  due  her  for  wool.  To  son  Daniel,  all  the  outward  mov¬ 
ables.  The  codicil  makes  but  slight  changes.  Inventory  £130,  2s. 

He  lies  buried  in  the  old  Portsmouth  Cemetery.  His  wife  Mary 
d.  in  1699  ( six  years  after  the  founding  of  William  and  Mary 
College  at  Williamsburg  in  1693 ,  second  oldest  college  in  America :), 
at  about  the  age  of  75.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  he  and  his 
family  were  survivors  of  King  Philip’s  War,  which  was  fought 
in  1676,  one  hundred  years  before  the  American  Revolution.

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He  d.  at  Portsmouth  about  1684,  as  he  is  mentioned  in  his 
father’s  will  as  deceased,  and  on  May  2,  1684,  his  dwelling  and 
fifteen  acres  were  deeded  to  his  son  Preserved  by  his  father, 
Thomas3,  who  survived  him.

Note:  The  Oblong  Patent  extended  in  a  narrow  strip  along  the 
east  borders  of  Dutchess,  Putnam  and  Westchester  Counties. 
It  was  over  60,000  Acres  in  extent  and  was  located  between 
Connecticut  and  New  York. 

Old  Saratoga  to  the  east  of  the  Hudson,  which  later  became 
Easton,  should  not  be  confused  with  the  Saratoga  battlefield 
west  of  the  Hudson  nor  with  Saratoga  Springs  farther  west.

She  was 
a  bright  and  studious  girl  from  childhood;  was  but  eleven  when 
she  began  writing  sketches  for  publication,  her  first  article, 
“Gathering  Pond  Lilies,”  appearing  in  “Frank  Leslie’s  Ladies 
Magazine,”  handsomely  illustrated.  She  had  an  offer  to  appear 
upon  the  New  York  Stage  in  her  teens,  but  could  not  obtain  her 
parents’  consent.  She  m.  George  S.  Fox,  a  photographer  of 
Greenwich,  whom  she  assisted  in  his  work  for  a  time,  and  she 
also  did  some  painting.  One  of  her  small  paintings  was  exhibited 
at  the  National  Academy  of  Design  in  New  York  City,  where  it 
was  sold  for  8150.00. 

Her  ambition  again  turned  toward  the  stage,  but  again  she 
was  opposed,  this  time  by  her  husband,  whom  she  left  in  a  few 
years  but  he  never  erased  her  memory  from  his  mind.  She  went 
to  Brooklyn,  where  she  obtained  an  engagement  with  the  dram¬ 
atic  firm  of  Spalding,  Bidwell  &  McDonough,  which  covered  a 
large  dramatic  circuit  in  the  South  and  West,  including  St. 
Louis  and  New  Orleans.  Later  she  w  as  leading  lady  at  Meech’s 
Academy  of  Music,  Buffalo,  and  at  McVicker’s  theatre,  Chi¬ 
cago.  In  New  York  she  was  in  a  supporting  role  to  several 
prominent  stars  of  the  day.  and  her  portrayal  of  Ophelia  elicited 
extraordinary  praise  in  the  metropolitan  press.  Her  “Mrs. 
Winthrop”  at  the  Madison  Square  theatre  was  admirable,  and 
she  also  played  the  role  at  the  Griswold  Opera  House.  For  sev¬ 
eral  years  Laura  Don  was  considered  the  handsomest  woman 
on  the  American  stage,  her  photographs  commanded  attention 
everywhere,  and  her  beaut}'  was  portrayed  in  advertising  various 
wares.  About  1880,  as  playwright,  manager  and  stage  director, 
as  wrell  as  actress,  she  brought  out  the  beautiful  drama,  “A 
Daughter  of  the  Nile.”  which  was  a  success,  running  for  several 
months  at  the  Standard  Theatre,  and  only  serious  illness  pre- 
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vented  its  scheduled  production  at  San  Francisco.  She  sought 
health  in  vain  at  Nice  on  the  Italian  Riviera,  and  died  at  the 
height  of  her  fame,  leaving  a  magnificent  wardrobe  and  many 
diamonds. 

(2)  — —  McDonough  of  the  dramatic  firm  that 
first  placed  her  on  the  American  stage,  and  they  had  one  son*

A.B.  Brown 
Univ.  1897,  M.A.  Harvard  1898,  Ph.D.  Harvard  1900.  He  im¬ 
mediately  became  Instructor  of  History  at  the  Univ.  of  Wis., 
later  obtained  an  assistant  professorship,  rose  to  assistant  and 
finally  became  full  professor  of  American  History,  and  one  of 
the  best  known  teachers  of  History  in  American  universities.  In 
1908  and  1909  he  was  research  associate  at  Carnegie  Inst.,  and 
in  1914  he  gave  a  course  in  American  History  at  the  Summer 
Session  at  Harvard  Univ. 

He  was  the  author  of  “The  Civil  Service  and  the  Patronage. ” 
1904;  “Syllabus  of  Lectures  on  American  History,  1783  to  1909,” 
1910;  “Guide  to  Materials  for  American  History  in  Roman  and 
other  Italian  Archives,”  1911;  “Development  of  American  Na¬ 
tionality,”  1913;  “American  Diplomacy,”  1915;  “The  Path  of 
Empire,”  1919;  “Guide  to  the  Study  of  American  Diplomacy,’' 
1919;  “History  of  America,”  1925;  “Rise  of  the  Common  Man,” 
and  many  Magazine  articles. 

In  1915  he  purchased  a  red  vest  in  England,  which  he  wore 
that  fall  at  a  mass  meeting  preceding  a  football  game,  and  since 
then  the  students  insisted  upon  Dr.  Fish  and  his  red  vest  at 
every  such  assembty.  He  was  one  of  the  first  to  receive  the  Red 
Derby,  awarded  each  year  by  Sigma  Delta  Chi,  honorary  journal¬ 
istic  fraternity,  at  a  secret  banquet  at  which  University  issues 
are  discussed. 

About  this  scholar  revolved  many  of  the  oldest  and  most 
novel  of  the  University’s  traditions.  His  drolleries  as  he  ad¬ 
dressed  his  classes,  the  red  and  green  vests  he  wore  each  year  at 
homecoming,  his  lightning  wit  and  the  triple  sky-rocket  cheer  at 
the  beginning  of  each  lecture  gave  the  University  much  of  its 
color  and  romance,  and  it  was  in  this  way  that  he  became  the 
most  popular  member  of  the  faculty,  of  which  he  was  a  member 
for  32  years. 

He  died  at  the  early  age  of  55,  July  10,  1932,  at  his  home  in 
Madison,  Wis.;  survived  by  his  widow,  the  former  Jeanne 
L’Hommedieu  of  Madison  and  a  sister,  (469 J/0  Dr.  Jeannie

The  Robert4  Fish  Line 

100  Lieut.  Robert4  Fish  (Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  blacksmith, 
youngest  son  of  (72)  Thomas  and  Mary  (Soule?)  Fish,  was  b. 
at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  about  1665  (the  year  in  which  Sir  Isaac 
Newton  formulated  the  Law  of  Gravitation).  He  early  became 
prominent  in  the  affairs  of  the  Colony,  and  held  many  govt, 
offices.  He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade,  first  in  a  line  of  four; 
blacksmiths  in  those  days  being  considered  of  great  importance 
as  they  had  a  monopoly  on  a  trade  of  great  necessity  in  early 
days,  and  in  colonial  days  the  business  of  getting  a  blacksmith 
to  take  up  his  residence  in  a  town  was  as  serious  a  matter  as 
calling  in  a  minister  or  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  today.  In  1674  the 
town  of  Wrentham,  Mass.,  voted  "To  give  2  acres  of  upland 
for  the  incouragement  of  such  a  man  as  may  be  approved  of  the 
calling  of  blacksmith.” 

On  Sept.  16, 1686,  at  Portsmouth,  he  was  m.  by  George  Lawton. 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  to  Mary  Hall,  dau.  of  Zuriel  and  Elizabeth 
(Tripp)  Hall.  She  d.  June  8,  1735. 

(Note:  In  the  “Genealogical  Dictionary  of  Rhode  Island”  is  found  the 
genealogy  of  the  Fish,  Hall,  Tripp  and  Pain  families.  Elizabeth  (Tripp)  Hallr 
wife  of  Zuriel  Hall,  was  dau.  of  John  Tripp  and  Mary  Pain,  who  was  descended 
fom  Anthony  Pain,  a  man  of  prominence  in  the  early  days  of  Portsmouth. 

Elizabeth  Tripp  was  no  doubt  a  sister  of  Joseph  Tripp,  who  m.  Robert's 
older  sister  Mehitable,  and  another  sister,  Isabel  Tripp,  m.  Samson  Sherman 
whose  grandson,  Samson  Sherman,  m.  Ruth6  Fish,  dau.  of  David6. 

In  April  1681  he  was  appointed  constable. 

On  April  9,  1686  ( one  year  after  the  birth  of  Johann  Sebastian 
Bach),  Robert  was  made  a  freeman  of  Portsmouth.  This  indicates 
that  he  had  become  a  member  of  the  church,  of  the  Quaker 
Church  no  doubt  or  perhaps  the  Baptist  (no  mention  has  been 
made  in  history  of  the  establishment  of  the  Baptist  Church  upon 
the  Island). 
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“Ear  marks  of  the  cattle  of  Robert  Fish  is  a  crop  on  the  right  ear  and  a  half 
peney  above  the  same  and  a  flower  deluce  on  the  left  ear.  Entered  and  re¬ 
corded  the  tenth  day  of  the  7th  month  1687,  by  me, 

John  Anthony, 

Town  Clerke 

On  May  4,  1686,  “It  is  voted  that  Robert  and  Daniel  fish  be 
accepted  freemen  by  the  General  Assembly  at  Newport/’ 

At  the  “Towne  Meetinge”  held  April  1st,  1691,  he  was  chosen 
Constable.  “Town  Meetinge  held  17th  June  1694  {the  year  of 
the  birth  of  Voltaire ),  Robert  Fish  is  chosen  juryman/’  He  served 
on  the  jury  until  1699.  He  was  again  appointed  juryman  in  1707 
(one  year  after  the  birth  of  Benjamin  Franklin ),  and  served  until 
1715. 

25th  Sept.  1695,  At  meetinge  of  free  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Portsmouth, 
it  is  voted  and  further  agreed  that  there  shall  be  A  pound  built  near  unto  Robert 
fishe’s  shop  of  two  rod  square  to  be  built  with  good  posts  and  a  oak  planck  six 
foot  high  and  the  town  treasurer  to  take  care  for  the  building  of  said  pound  and 
pay  the  charge  of  same  of  Town  Treasurie  and  to  be  built  all  Expedicion. 

At  a  meeting  held  March  21,  1697,  Robert  Fish  was  chosen 
pound  keeper.  On  May  3,  1698,  he  was  appointed  from  Ports¬ 
mouth  as  a  Deputy  to  the  Governor  at  the  General  Assembly 
meeting  at  Newport.  He  was  chosen  pound  keeper  each  year 
from  1705  to  1709.  His  eldest  son,  Robert  Fish,  Junior,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  a  Coroners  jury  at  the  age  of  22,  on  Dec.  29,  1712,  to 
view  the  body  of  Richard  Tripp  who  d.  by  drowning. 

On  Feb.  27,  1790,  a  large  number  of  citizens  met  at  the  old 
Robert  Fish  house  to  consider  the  new  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America  and  give  instructions  to  delegates  to 
the  State  Convention  to  be  held  in  South  Kingston. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Portsmouth  in 
1730,  he  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Colonial  Militia.  {It  was  only 
six  years  before  his  death  that  the  first  permanent  settlement  ivas 
made  in  Vermont ,  at  Fort  Dummer.) 

His  coat-of-arms  may  be  found  in  “Tercentenary  of  New  Eng¬ 
land  Families.” 

His  will  dated  Dec.  12, 1728,  was  proved  in  1730,  his  sons  Dan¬ 
iel  and  David  being  named  Executors.

William  was  willed  land  in  Tiverton  which  remained  in  the 
Fish  Family  until  1930,  when  it  was  sold  by  the  widow  of  Henry4 
Fish.  Upon  this  land  occurred  “the  Battle  of  Tiverton,”  also 
known  as  the  “Swamp  Fight”  or  the  “Battle  of  Pocasset,”  and 
of  no  small  importance  in  King  Philip's  War.  It  took  place  south 
of  the  present  northern  boundary  of  Tiverton,  R.  I.,  in  a  cedar 
swamp,  east  of  the  Fish  Road  and  west  of  Stafford  Pond.  Enter¬ 
ing  the  swamp,  the  English  were  shot  down  rapidly  as  they  ad¬ 
vanced,  but  the  Indians  were  driven  from  their  ambuscades 
with  fearful  loss.  In  the  old  Fish  Cemetery  located  upon  this 
farm,  over  one  hundred  of  the  Fish  family  were  buried.  All  of 
them  known  to  John  Shrieve8  Fish,  but  he  left  no  record  of  them 
and  no  stones  mark  each  grave.  This  burial  plot  was  located 
half  way  to  the  hospital  lot  from  the  Fish  Road;  was  also  used 
to  bury  soldiers  killed  nearby,  but  graves  are  now  invisible  and 
it  is  overgrown.  It  lies  east  of  all  the  cleared  lots,  and  a  15-acre 
swamp,  in  an  open  area  surrounded  with  trees.  This  information 
was  furnished  by  Cora10  (Fish)  Hunt,  who  has  a  map  of  the  area 
and  has  visited  the  battle  site  and  burying  grounds.

Pardon,  Caleb  and  Abner  Fish,  brothers 
Veterans  of  the  Revolution 

These  three  brothers  must  have  been  of  the  Tiverton,  R.  1., 
Branch  of  the  family  as  many  of  the  Tiverton  branch  settled  in 
Amenia,  N.  Y.,  and  at  the  Oblong,  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.  They 
also  were  bom  at  Tiverton.  They  must  have  been  sons  of  (598) 
William6  or  (591)  Thomas6  Fish. 
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670  Pardon  Fish  was  b.  at  Tiverton,  R.  I.,  in  1751.  On  May  1, 
1775,  while  a  resident  of  Nine  Partners,  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.,  he 
enlisted  in  Col.  Graham’s  Regiment;  was  a  member  of  several 
other  organizations.  While  in  Capt.  James  Tallmadge’s  Com¬ 
pany  he  was  present  at  the  surrender  of  Burgoyne.  In  1779  he 
moved  to  Saratoga  (on  the  Hudson),  N.  Y.,  and  while  there 
enlisted  again,  in  the  fall  of  1781,  in  Col.  Rogers’  Regiment.

The  Nine  Partners’  Patent  embraced  the  present  New  York  towns  of 
Clinton,  Pleasant  Valley,  Stanford  and  Washington  except  a  small  strip  along 
the  north  border  of  Clinton  and  Stanford,  that  portion  of  Hyde  Park  south 
and  east  of  Crum  Elbow  Creek,  and  Amenia,  and  the  southern  part  of  North 
East,  except  the  Oblong.

677  Jonathan6  Fish  (Jonathan5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2, 
John1).  Nothing  further  is  definitely  known  concerning  this 
Jonathan,  but  he  may  have  been  the  Jonathan  Fish  who  in  1801 
became  one  of  the  “Original  Tenants  of  Rensselaerville,  N.  Y.” 
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The  Fishes  of  Trenton,  Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y. 

Florence  Lee  Sweet  Wetzel,  of  Utica,  N.  Y.,  genealogist  of  the 
Sweet-Williams  families,  states  that  the  original  settler,  Jonathan 
Fish,  was  b.  about  1748.  However,  the  author  (L.  W.  Fish), 
and  also  Mr.  M.  E.  Tracy  of  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  have  searched 
all  Fish  records  available  and  failed  to  find  a  Jonathan  Fish  born 
near  that  time  who  might  fit  the  requirements.  The  author 
believes  that  the  above  Jonathan6  was  born  about  1734  (15 
years  earlier  than  the  approximate  date  given  by  Wetzel),  and 
is  the  Jonathan  Fish  who  was  one  of  the  original  settlers  in 
Trenton,  N.  Y. 

According  to  the  earliest  deeds  of  Oneida  County,  Nicolas 
Fish  of  New  York  City  owned  large  tracts  of  land  in  Trenton, 
N.  Y.  There  are  records  of  a  transfer  of  his  property  from  1799 
to  1806.  There  seems  to  be  no  record  that  he  ever  lived  in  the 
vicinity.  Thomas  F.  Fish,  acting  as  the  executor  of  the  will  of 
Peter  Fish,  of  Newtown,  Queens  Co.,  N.  Y.,  transferred  property 
in  the  town  of  Trenton  from  the  years  1806  to  1818.  Appar¬ 
ently  neither  these  men  or  any  of  their  families  ever  lived  in 
the  town.  As  these  three  members  of  the  Fish  family  are  from 
Newtown  and  New  York  City  it  would  appear  that  they  were 
descendants  of  Jonathan3  of  Newtown,  whose  descendants  were 
found  in  Newtown  for  many  years,  and  in  New  York  City  to 
the  present  day.  Just  what  connection  there  is  between  their 
presence  there  and  the  coming  of  Jonathan  is  not  seen.  No 
Jonathan  of  the  New  York  branch  was  found  to  fit  this  require¬ 
ment. 

According  to  Wetzel  the  branch  of  the  family  that  settled  in 
Trenton  originally  came  from  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  and  this  original 
settler  w^as  Jonathan  Fish.  He  wras  a  descendant,  she  states,  of 
the  Thomas3  who  settled  at  Portsmouth,  through  the  son  or 
grandson  of  Robert4.  After  leaving  Rhode  Island  these  des¬ 
cendants  of  Robert4  moved  many  times,  residing  for  a  short 
period  in  the  New  Hampshire  Grants  (Vermont),  the  territory 
then  under  dispute  between  the  states  of  Massachusetts,  New 
York  and  New  Hampshire,  and  going  from  there  to  the  counties 
of  Saratoga,  Albany  and  Oneida  in  New  York.  Some  of  this 
family  were  original  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Holland  patent,  Trenton,  founded  1797,  of  which  the  early 
records  are  lost,  and  the  town  of  Trenton  has  no  early  vital 
records. 

The  following  genealogy  and  history  concerning  Jonathan 
Fish  who  settled  at  Trenton  some  time  after  1780  when  he  left 
Rhode  Island,  are  given  by  Florence  Lee11  (Sweet)  Wetzel,  of 
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Utica,  and  based  on  notes  of  her  mother,  Mary  Florence10  (Wil¬ 
liams)  Sweet: 

Jonathan6  Fish  was  b.  about  the  year  1748  in  Rhode  Island, 
and  d.  at  Rensselaerville,  Albany  Co.,  N.  Y.,  about  1805,  at 
about  57  (if  born  in  1734,  according  to  the  author,  at  about  71). 
He  probably  in.  Phebe  —  (possibly  Perry),  in  Rhode  Island. 
There  is  no  proof  of  this  marriage,  however,  but  the  oldest  deeds 
of  Oneida  Co.  leave  no  doubt  that  Phebe  Fish  was  the  mother 
of  Gerothman  Fish  (Vol.  XVI,  p.  313).  The  placing  of  her  name 
first  and  in  larger  letters  indicates  this.  She  deeded  to  her  sons 
land  in  Holland  Patent,  Trenton,  and  bought  and  sold  other 
land  in  her  own  right  as  late  as  1831.  That  her  name  might  have 
been  Perry  is  merely  suggested  by  her  naming  her  third  son 
Perry  and  first  deeding  land  to  him  (Vol.  LIV,  p.  201).  In  1780 
Jonathan  Fish  emigrated,  with  his  wife,  from  Rhode  Island  to 
some  place  in  the  territory  under  dispute  between  the  states  of 
Vermont,  New  York,  New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  U.  S.  Census,  it  might  have  been  Ashford,  Mass., 
or  Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  or  both.  Some  of  his  younger  children  were 
bom  at  New  Ashford. 

In  1790  U.  S.  Census  is  recorded  a  Jonathan  Fish  of  New 
Ashford,  Mass.,  and  this  may  be  the  place  referred  to  as  the 
birthplace  of  his  son  John.  (It  must  be  remembered  that  in  1790 
a  Jonathan  Fish,  son  of  Daniel5,  b.  about  1759,  was  living  in 
New  Ashford,  and  that  he  had  a  son  Jonathan7  born  there  Mar. 
14,  1784.)  Nothing  has  been  found  concerning  this  family  in 
Vermont  records,  but  the  U.  S.  Census  at  Saratoga  showed  a 
Pardon  Fisk ,  Jonathan  and  Jonathan,  Jr.  Fisk  (no  doubt  an  error 
in  spelling,  as  often  happens).  Pardon  Fish,  the  Rev.  War 
Veteran,  was  in  Saratoga  at  this  period. 

Original  Tenants  of  Rensselaerville,  N.  Y. 

In  1801  he  became  one  of  the  Original  Tenants  of  Rensselaer¬ 
ville  under  the  Patroon  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer,  and  took  up 
lot  No.  212,  Mar.  5,  1801  (“History  of  Albany  Co.,”  by  Parker, 
p.  469,  and  “History  of  Rensselaerville,”  by  Torrance).  He 
lived  there  until  his  death  about  1805,  and  his  widow  Phebe  and 
her  family  joined  his  oldest  son,  Gerothman,  who  had  moved 
to  Trenton  a  few  years  earlier. 

According  to  the  Bible  records  of  the  Williams  Family  some 
of  this  family  were  living  in  Charleton,  Saratoga  Co.,  N.  Y. 
Five  children  are  given  as  born  to  Jonathan  and  Phebe  (Perry?) 
Fish:  As  this  Jonathan  was  born  about  the  same  time  as  (677) 
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Jonathan6,  son  of  (581)  Jonathan5,  we  may  designate  him  as 
Jonathan6  and  his  children  as  of  the  seventh  generation.

Very  little  is  known  concerning  the  last  two  brothers.  Perry7 
and  Pardon7,  except  that  they  also  migrated  to  Oneida  Co. 
Perry  Fish  is  listed  as  a  land-owner  in  Trenton,  in  1814  (Oneida 
Historical  Society,  Utica).  There  is  also  mention  of  “Perry  Fish 
and  Wife  Martha,”  of  Trenton  in  1830  (Oneida  Mortgages, 
Vol.  XX,  p.  275).  No  further  records  of  this  family  have  been 
found. 

Pardon7  Fish,  the  youngest  son  and  probably  the  namesake 
of  the  Rev.  War  Veteran  (see  p.  94),  was  in  the  Holland  Patent 
in  1805,  and  signed  a  paper  for  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
(records  destroyed),  with  his  brothers  Gerothman,  John  and 
Perry.  This  paper  is  a  family  record  by  copy.  Nothing  further 
concerning  him  or  his  family. 

The  fact  that  Gerothman7  was  eldest  son  of  Jonathan6  would  almost 
throw  out  the  fact  that  said  Jonathan  was  son  of  Jonathan5  unless  Jonathan6 
had  no  issue,  or  all  daughters,  by  his  first  wife. 


680  ‘  Gerothman7  Fish  (Jonathan6,  Jonathan5,  Robert4,  Tho¬ 
mas3,  Alice2,  John1),  Pioneer,  eldest  son  of  (677)  Jonathan  and 
Phebe  (Perry?)  Fish,  was  b.  probably  iu  Rhode  Island  in  1771; 
d.  at  Oriskany,  N.  Y.,  May  24,  1843.  In  1790  with  his  father’s 
family  he  settled  in  eastern  New  York  State,  probably  at  Sara¬ 
toga  as  mentioned  above,  but  it  is  not  thought  that  he  accom¬ 
panied  his  family  to  Rensselaerville.  Some  time  after  his  mar¬ 
riage,  but  before  1797,  he  became  the  very  first  settler  of  Holland 
Patent,  Trenton,  N.  Y.,  having  purchased  the  land  from  the 
first  American  owners,  Horace  and  Seth  Johnson  and  Andrew 
Craige,  who  had  taken  it  over  from  Henry,  Lord  Holland,  it 
being  a  part  of  Lord  Holland's  grant  of  2,000  acres  from  the 
Crown.  (A  copy  of  this  original  deed  dated  Jan.  26,  1799,  but 
not  recorded  until  1808,  is  in  the  County  Clerk's  office  at  Utica, 
N.  Y.,  Vol.  XVI,  p.  313.) 

1805.  A  document  of  great  interest,  in  the  possession  of  the 
Unitarian  Church  at  Trenton,  is  a  letter,  dated  1805,  from  the 
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old  first  Presbyterian  Church,  founded  1797  (not  now  standing, 
all  records  destroyed),  asking  for  the  loan  of  their  pastor,  Rev. 
John  Sherman,  who  was  a  grandson  of  Roger  Sherman,  the 
signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  This  letter  was 
signed  by  the  officers  of  the  church,  including  Gerothman,  John 
and  Perry  Fish. 

1814.  The  list  of  Oneida  County  Land  Owners  in  1814,  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Oneida  Co.  Historical  Society,  shows:  Gerothman 
Fish,  30  acres  in  Trenton,  543^  acres  in  Deerfield  (an  adjoining 
township). 

1835.  U.  S.  Census  for  Trenton:  Gerothman  Fish  2/6:  80 
acres,  3  horses,  12  sheep,  cows,  etc. 

1842.  Many  deeds  are  on  file  showing  transfers  of  property 
by  Gerothman  and  Lydia  Fish  up  to  this  date. 

1843.  Gerothman  Fish  buried  in  Cemetery  at  Oriskanv,  May 
24,  age  72  years  (dates  on  stone).

686  Daniel8  Fish  (Gerothman7,  Jonathan6,  Jonathan5,  Rob¬ 
ert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  landowner,  son  of  (680)  Geroth¬ 
man  and  Lj^dia  Fish,  was  b.  about  1805  at  Trenton,  N.  Y.;  d.  at 
Oriskany,  N.  Y.,  May  31,  1850.  He  m.  Anne  Marie  (Hart?), 
who  m.  (2),  Abijah  Gregory.  Daniel  evidently  lived  at  Trenton 
until  after  1835,  as  his  name  is  on  a  Trenton  deed  so  dated.  He 
was  one  of  the  Oriskany  landowners  who  sold  the  land  for  the 
right  of  way  for  the  first  railroad  through  New  York  State.  His 
name  is  on  the  original  deed  of  the  Utica  &  Syracuse  Railroad 
1837,  which  later  became  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  (Vol. 
LXXXVI,  p.  93,  Oneida  Co.  Clerk’s  Office,  Utica,  N.  Y.).  There 
are  also  records  of  deeds  in  which  he  and  Anna  Maria  transfer 
property  as  late  as  1850  (Vol.  CXIV,  p.  273).

N.  Y.  Orris  Hart  Fish  was  an  early  stock-holder  of  the  Malleable 
Iron  Works  at  Oriskany.  His  wife's  sister,  Louisa  Clark,  was 
the  grandmother  of  Helene  Chadwick,  one-time  Hollywood 
Movie  Star.  Chadwicks,  N.  Y.,  was  named  for  this  family.

682  John7  Fish  (Jonathan6,  Jonathan5,  Robert4,  Thomas8, 
.Alice2,  John1),  miller,  son  of  (677)  Jonathan  (who  may  have  been 
son  of  (673)  Jonathan5)  and  Phebe  (Perry?)  Fish,  was  b.  in  Jan. 
1782,  somewhere  in  Vermont,  according  to  information  he  must 
have  given  in  the  N.  Y.  State  Census  of  1855.  (Cemetery  record 
gives  his  birthdate  as  1781.)  The  record  of  Whitesboro,  N.  Y., 
Episcopal  Church  (1843)  gives  his  birthplace  as  Rhode  Island, 
no  doubt  because  the  minister  or  clerk,  knowing  that  this  branch 
of  the  family  came  from  Rhode  Island,  assumed  that  he  was 
bom  there.  That  part  of  Saratoga  Co.  was  claimed  in  1781  as  a 
part  of  the  New  Hampshire  Grants,  or  Vermont. 

He  d.  Mar.  15,  1859,  at  Oriskany,  which  is  a  village  in  Whites- 
town,  Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y.  On  Apr.  27,  1806,  he  m.  Jane  Palmer, 
who  was  b.  Dec.  29,  1782,  in  Saratoga  Co.,  N.  Y.,  dau.  of  Ama- 
ziah  Palmer,  who  was  a  Rev.  War  soldier  and  a  first  tenant  of 
Rensselaerville,  N.  Y.,  1796,  also  elder  and  founder  of  the  First 
Unitarian  Church  in  New  York  State,  at  Trenton,  N.  Y.  in  1806. 
They  lived  for  a  time  (John  and  Jane  Fish)  at  Charlton,  N.  Y., 
which  was  the  home  of  Jane's  mother,  Rebecca  (Hubble)  Palmer, 
dau.  of  Seth  Hubble,  Rev.  War  Soldier. 

The  name  of  John  Fish  is  on  the  letter  of  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  of  Holland  Patent  (Trenton),  1805,  now  in  the 
possession  of  the  Unitarian  Church  at  Trenton.  His  wife  Jane 
is  mentioned  as  a  member  there  in  1816,  but  not  he.  In  1843  he 
was  baptized  a  member  of  the  Whitesboro  Episcopal  Church. 
He  moved  to  Oriskany  in  1820.  Family  tradition  says  he  was  a 
soldier  in  the  War  of  1812  and  served  at  Sacket  Harbor,  N.  Y. 
The  records  at  Sacket  Harbor  were  burned  but  other  records 
might  be  found  in  the  files  of  the  commanding  officer,  where  no 
search  has  yet  been  made.

He  was 
a  descendant  of  the  Williams  family  of  Wethersfield,  Conn. 
Was  supt.  of  Dexter  Woolen  Mill  for  many  years,  and  an  author¬ 
ity  on  hydraulics.  Oriskany  was  the  home  of  the  first  woolen 
mill  in  America,  and  Durant’s  “History  of  Oneida  County ”  says 
that  the  machinery  for  Col.  Garrett  Lansing’s  Mill  was  installed 
by  Benj.  E.  Williams.  (The  “Williams”  homestead,  built  in 
the  late  1600’s,  still  stands  in  Wethersfield  as  a  showplace  and 
example  of  Seventeenth  Century  homes  of  New  England.)  In 
1860  they  visited  the  Rensselaerville  Fish  Family. 

In  1870  they  were  living  in  the  Lansing  Manor  House  at 
Oriskany  when  it  burned  to  the  ground.

582  Daniel5  Fish  (Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  farmer, 
son  of  (100)  Robert  and  Mary  (Hall)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Portsmouth, 
R.  I.,  May  17,  1707  {the  year  England  and  Scotland  were  united): 
d.  in  1786,  age  79,  possibly  at  New  Ashford,  Berkshire  Co.,  Mass., 
where  he  was  visiting  his  uncle  Benjamin.  On  Oct.  22,  1730,  at 
Portsmouth,  he  was  m.  to  Mary  Tallman,  dau.  of  Benjamin- 
(Peter1)  and  Patience  (Durfee)  Tallman,  by  Stephen  Brownell, 
Jr.,  Justice  of  the  Peace.  Mary  was  a  cousin  of  Jemima  Tallman 
who  m.  his  brother  David. 

He  was  the  first  member  in  the  Fish  Family  of  the  Vermont 
line  of  ancestry  to  remove  from  Portsmouth;  he  lived  for  a  time 
in  Swansea,  Mass.,  where  he  gave  land  to  his  son  George,  who 
was  living  in  Swansea  in  1790.  Some  time  after  1740,  after  the 
birth  of  five  sons,  he  removed  to  a  farm  in  West  Dighton,  Mass, 
(which  has  been  visited  by  the  author,  and  by  Chas.  A.10  Fish  of 
Vermont). 

The  Census  of  1790  lists  a  Daniel  Fish  of  Dighton,  Bristol  Co., 
Mass.,  with  a  family  of  one  male  over  16,  two  under  16  and  four 
females,  which  may  refer  to  his  son  Daniel6,  who  was  b.  July 
13,  1735,  and  had  three  sons  (one  over  16  in  1790)  and  five 
daughters.  His  will,  proved  Oct.  3,  1786,  indicated  that  he  died 
at  the  age  of  79,  and  another  record  shows  that  he  died  in  1786 
at  New  Ashford,  presumably  wdiile  visiting  at  the  home  of  his 
son  Benjamin  who  lived  on  a  farm  at  that  place.  His  will  named 
his  wife  Mary  and  the  five  sons  born  at  Portsmouth,  also  Olive, 
wife  of  Gamaliel  Robinson,  and  Mary,  wife  of  Benjamin  Whit- 
marsh,  who  must  have  been  his  daughters,  b.  at  Dighton,  and 
William  Fish,  probably  a  son,  b.  at  Dighton. 

In  “Massachusetts  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  Revolutionar\r 
War”  is  found  the  record:  “Daniel  Fish  marched  from  Rehoboth 
on  the  alarm  of  Dec.  8,  1776.”  This  probably  did  not  refer  to  our 
ancestor,  as  he  was  69  years  old  at  the  time,  but  it  must  have 
been  his  third  son  Daniel6,  b.  July  13,  1735.  There  was  also  a 
Private  Daniel  Fish  in  Col.  Topham’s  Regt.  who  marched  from 
Portsmouth  in  1776,  and  whose  pay  was  due  in  1777.

In  his  boyhood  he  accompanied  his 
father's  family  to  West  Dighton,  Mass.,  which  is  not  far  from 
the  Massachusetts  -  Rhode  Island  line. 

(The  first  Sunday  School  in  the  world  was  founded  in  1736 , 
when  Robert  was  jive  years  old ,  by  the  Rev.  John  Wesley  who  was 
placed  in  charge  of  Christ  Church  in  Georgia.  This  Church  was 
founded  in  1 7 S3 ,  when  the  site  for  it  was  laid  out  by  James  Ogle¬ 
thorpe.  The  first  teacher  was  a  Mr.  de  la  Motte ,  who  taught  the 
children  each  Sunday  morning.  In  1737  Wesley  returned  to  Eng¬ 
land  and  with  his  brother  Charles  founded  the  Methodist  Church.) 

On  Jan.  10,  1755,  Robert  m.  Abigail  Hathaway  of  Dighton, 
who  d.  Sept.  29,  1775,  two  months  after  the  birth  of  her  youngest 
son  George,  and  leaving  Preserved7  at  the  age  of  five.  (The  first 
threshing  machine  was  invented  November  30 ,  1786,  by  Andrew 
Meikle.)  Two  years  later,  Nov.  7,  1777,  he  m.  (2),  Sarah  Look. 
He  d.  Feb.  5,  1817,  at  the  age  of  86  {18  years  after  the  death  of 
Washington  and  in  the  last  year  of  Janies  Madison's  administra¬ 
tion 0,  and  lies  buried  in  a  plot  on  his  old  farm,  a  marker  over  his 
grave  beneath  a  large  tree.  {He  was  contemporary  to  the  great 
hunter  and  explorer ,  Daniel  Boone ,  who  was  born  in  1735  and 
died  in  1820 ,  at  85.  Patrick  Henry ,  the  successful  lawyer ,  statesman 
and  orator ,  who  preferred  Death  unless  he  could  live  in  Liberty , 
also  lived  during  this  period ,  1736  to  1799.)  {At  nearby  Pawtucket , 
R.  Samuel  Slater  built  the  first  cotton-spinning  machine ,  with 
48  spindles ,  ivhich  was  first  operated  by  him  Dec.  20,  1790 ,  the 
year  Robert's  son  Preserved  began  his  life  in  Vermont.)

763  Matthew7  Fish  (Robert6,  Daniel6,  Robert4,  Thomas3, 
Alice2,  John1),  farmer.  Rev.  soldier,  son  of  (747)  Robert  and 
Abigail  (Hathaway)  Fish,  was  b.  at  West  Dighton,  Mass.,  Nov. 
3,  1765,  and  at  the  age  of  sixteen  was  a  private  in  Capt.  Daniel 
Drake’s  Company  of  Col.  Drury’s  (Bristol  Co.)  Regt.,  according 
to  the  Enlistment  Rolls  of  the  Rev.  War.  He  marched  Aug.  23, 
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1781;  service  three  months  and  nineteen  days.  Roll  sworn  to  at 
Taunton,  Mass.  His  Company  marched  to  North  River. 

In  the  Town  records  of  Lanesborough,  Mass.,  it  is  found  that 
he  was  m.  to  Phoebe  Henry,  b.  Sept.  15,  1772,  by  Elder  Nathan 
Mason,  Dec.  14,  1788,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three.  According  to 
the  records  of  New  Ashford,  Mass.,  a  town  just  to  the  north  of 
Lanesborough,  Mass.,  two  daughters  were  born  to  them  there. 
{New  Ashford  is  usually  the  first  town  to  report  in  the  National 
elections.)  In  the  years  1803  and  1804  he  was  elected  selectman 
of  that  town.  Six  more  children  were  born  to  them  according  to 
the  records  of  Lanesborough.  His  death  occurred  there  Apr.  17, 
1834,  at  the  age  of  68.  {He  had  lived  during  the  administrations  of 
the  first  seven  Presidents ,  into  the  days  of  Andrew  Jackson.  He  was 
also  contemporary  to  John  L.  Me  Adam  {1756-1836)  for  whom 
macadam  roads  are  named.  Me  Adam  devised  the  scheme  of  building 
highways  of  successive  layers  of  broken  rock.)

He  taught  eight  years,  then  was  with  the  U.  S.  Dept,  of  Labor 
from  1893  to  1927,  and  for  several  years  Chief  of  Industrial  and 
Economic  Law;  from  1927  to  1932  he  was  with  the  U.  S.  Em¬ 
ployees  Compensation  Commission,  administering  the  Long¬ 
shoremen  and  Harbor  Workers  Act  at  Baltimore,  Md.  Since 
his  retirement  in  1932  he  has  done  considerable  research  work 
at  his  Sandy  Spring,  Md.,  home;  has  written  numerous  articles 
for  Govt,  publications,  magazines  and  cyclopedias.  For  several 
years  he  was  law  editor  of  Labor  Decisions  for  the  International 
Labor  Organization,  until  it  shrank  from  nonsupport  by  the 
nations.  He  wrote  “The  Law  of  the  Employment  of  Labor,” 
published  by  MacMillan  Pub.  Co.  His  name  has  appeared  in 
“Who’s  Who”  for  the  past  several  years.

861  Rowland  Evans*  Robinson,  historian  and  writer,  w^as  b. 
1833  in  the  old  Robinson  homestead,  “Rokeby,”  located  between 
No.  Ferrisburg  and  Ferrisburg,  Vt.,  which  is  now  occupied  by 
his  son  (861  Rowland10  Robinson,  and  is  open  to  the  public. 
The  house  is  set  back  from  the  highway  in  tangled  shade  and 
rustic  peace,  and  is  attractive  in  a  simple,  venerable,  unkempt 
way.  It  was  built  some  time  before  1784,  and  in  Civil  War  days 
was  a  station  on  the  “Underground  Railway.”  The  historian’s 
private  collection  of  pictures  and  furniture  is  to  be  seen  here 
(1941). 

Rowland  E.9  Robinson  d.  in  1900,  age  67.  He  was  an  out¬ 
standing  literary  figure  of  the  nineteenth  century.  No  other 
writer  in  the  State  has  ever  translated  so  accurately  and  warmly 
the  personality  of  Vermonters  such  as  have  vanished  from  even 
the  remote  backwoods.  “Vermont;  A  Guide  to  The  Green  Moun¬ 
tain  State,”  says: 

Rowland  E.  Robinson,  a  prose  writer,  was  the  outstanding  Vermont  writer 
of  the  last  century.  Bom  and  brought  up  in  rural  Vermont,  Robinson  spent  a 
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lifetime  observing  the  manners  and  habits  and  listening  to  the  speech  of 
Vermonters.  His  books  of  loosely  connected  sketches,  anecdotes  and  essays 
re-create  authentically  a  way  of  living  and  a  way  of  speaking  that  have  dis¬ 
appeared  forever  even  from  the  fastnesses  of  the  Green  Mountains.  Not  in 
the  first  flight  of  creative  artists,  Robinson  nevertheless  left  us  books  that 
are  always  readable  and  sometimes  re-readable  because  of  the  warm  humanity 
of  the  characterizations,  the  pervading  love  of  nature  expressing  itself  with 
careful  accuracy,  and  the  vanished  rhythms  of  true  Yankee  speech.  One  will 
find  in  the  Robinson  books  the  completest  record  we  shall  ever  have  of  a  little 
comer  of  American  civilization  that  was  both  colorful  and  unique. 

Ferrisburg  is  a  town  of  about  1285  population  sprawling  along 
the  Charlotte-Vergennes  Highway  and  trails  off  on  the  plain 
toward  Lake  Champlain.  The  town  was  settled  in  1785  by  the 
Ferris  family.  The  Quaker  influence  was  strongly  felt  here  for 
many  years  and  descendants  of  Jemima  (Fish)  Robinson  are 
Quakers  to  this  day.  Fort  Cassin  was  built  here  during  the  war 
of  1812  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  reaching  Vergennes  where 
ships  were  being  built.

839  Isaac6  Fish  (David5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1), 
blacksmith,  son  of  (583)  David  and  Jemima  (Tallman)  Fish,  was 
b.  Apr.  19,  1744,  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  and  died  at  Dartmouth, 
Mass.,  before  1779.  He  learned  the  blacksmith’s  trade.  On  Aug. 
30,  1764,  he  m.  Ruth  Grinnell,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Grace 
(Palmer)  Grinnell  of  Little  Compton,  R.  I.,  who  was  b.  Feb.  14, 
1744.  He  lived  for  a  time  at  Little  Compton,  where  a  son,  (893) 
David7,  was  b.  Nov.  11,  1764;  m.  Mary  Palmer  June  16, 1785. 

Isaac  moved  later  to  Freetown,  Mass.,  where  his  illustrious 
son,  (894)  Preserved  was  born,  and  a  daughter,  (895)  Ruth,  was 
born  either  at  Dartmouth  or  before  moving  there. 

894  Preserved7  Fish  (Isaac6,  David5,  Robert4,  Thomas3, 
Alice2,  John1),  sea  captain,  whaler,  merchant,  banker  and  finan¬ 
cier,  son  of  (839)  Isaac  and  Ruth  (Grinnell)  Fish,  was  b.  at 
Freetown,  Mass.,  July  14,  1766  {one  year  after  the  French  and 
Indian  Wars,  and  one  year  after  the  founding  of  the  First  Medical 
School  in  the  United  States ,  by  John  Morgan ,  M.  D .,  and  William 
Shippen,  M.  D.,  at  Philadelphia).  There  is  no  foundation  for  the 
oft-repeated  story  that  he  was  picked  up  from  a  floating  wreck 
by  a  New  Bedford  fisherman,  and  therefore  named  Preserved 
Fish.  Indeed,  there  were  at  least  ten  of  the  name  in  the  Fish 
family,  among  them  his  third  cousin,  also  Preserved7,  who  was 
b.  at  West  Dighton,  Mass.,  in  1770,  the  first  in  his  line  of  the 
name  Preserved,  and  ancestor  of  Preserved  Fish  of  the  Vermont 
line. 

As  a  boy,  Preserved  worked  at  the  forge  in  his  father’s  black¬ 
smith  shop,  and  then  tried  farming  for  a  time,  finally  shipped  on 
a  whaler  to  the  Pacific  Coast  and  at  the  age  of  21  became  its 
captain.  Endowed  with  an  unusual  amount  of  Yankee  shrewd¬ 
ness  Preserved  soon  realized  that  a  fortune  could  be  made  in 
selling  whale  oil,  but  not  in  securing  it,  and  in  1810  he  went  into 
the  whale  oil  business  with  Cornelius  Grinnell  in  New  Bedford. 
He  prospered  as  a  merchant  for  a  few  years,  then  after  a  political 
quarrel  impulsively  sold  his  property  for  half  its  value,  and 
moved  on  to  New  York  City,  where  in  1815  he  went  into  business 
with  Joe  Grinnell. 

At  the  height  of  his  career,  in  1826,  he  was  one  of  twenty-eight 
brokers  of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  Board,  the  nucleus  of 
the  New  York  Stock  Exchange.  He  is  principally  remembered, 
however,  as  the  founder  of  an  organization,  founded  in  1815  as 
Fish  &  Grinnell,  which  eventually  rose  to  a  high  place  in  New 
York  mercantile  and  shipping  circles.  This  firm,  which  soon 
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included  three  Grinnell  brothers,  of  New  Bedford,  Joseph, 
Henry  and  Moses  Hicks  Grinnell,  originally  confined  itself  to 
marketing  part  of  New  Bedford’s  whale  oil  output.  (It  was  re¬ 
marked  that  they  “sold  two  kinds  of  oil,  good  and  bad.”)  By 
1823  they  were  operating  a  line  of  four  packets,  the  Swallow- 
Tail  Line  of  Liverpool,  competing  with  the  Black  Ball  Line, 
and  were  also  running  a  line  of  packets  to  New  Orleans. 

Shortly  after,  Preserved  left  the  firm,  now  Grinnell,  Min  turn 
&  Co.,  Robert  B.  Min  turn  having  entered  the  partnership  in 
1832,  and  under  that  name  it  secured  an  unquestioned  primacy 
in  New  York  foreign  commerce.  Preserved,  whose  eccentric 
disposition  may  account  for  the  several  sharp  breaks  in  his  bus¬ 
iness  career,  had  gone  in  the  meantime  to  Liverpool,  where  he 
formed  a  partnership  with  Edward  Carnes  and  Walter  Willis. 
This  firm  was  not  successful  financially  and  broke  up  in  two  years, 
and  returning  to  New  York,  Preserved  entered  another  partner¬ 
ship  which  lasted  barely  six  months,  and  then  for  seven  years 
retired  from  active  business.  He  returned  to  business  about  1836, 
becoming  president  of  the  Tradesmen’s  Bank,  and  held  that 
position  until  his  death,  in  1846. 

From  an  article  in  Harper’s  Magazine  of  Feb.  1892,  “Old 
Shipping  Merchants  of  New  York,”  a  picture  of  Preserved  Fish 
was  obtained,  and  the  following  reference  to  him: 

Preserved  Fish,  senior  Partner  in  the  firm  of  Fish  &  Grinnell  (1815)  (later 
Grinnell,  Mintum  &  Co.,  1826,  proprietors  of  the  Swallowtail  Line  of  Liver¬ 
pool  packets)  was  recognized  anywhere  as  sui  generis .  He  lived  in  East  Broad¬ 
way  and  was  a  Democrat  with  the  courage  of  his  convictions.  “If  the  Whigs 
succeed  in  electing  their  candidate,”  he  said  during  one  campaign,  “I  will  run 
around  the  Seventh  Ward  in  my  shirt.”  The  Whigs  did  succeed  and  as  Mr. 
Fish  found  it  inexpedient  to  carry  out  his  announced  intention,  they  revenged 
themselves  by  circulating  very  extensively  a  cheap  print  representing  him 
clothed  in  a  night  cap  and  shirt,  running  at  the  top  of  his  speed. 


In  connection  with  his  peculiar  name  and  occupation,  the 
following  story  which  appeared  in  “Youth’s  Companion”  and  in 
“South  Street,”  a  maritime  history  of  New  York,  by  Richard  C. 
McKay,  is  apropos.  “When  a  vessel  near  New  York  Harbor 
passed  another,  one  called  to  the  other,  ‘Ship  Ahoy!’,  getting  the 
answer,  ‘The  Flying  Fish.’  ‘Who’s  your  Captain?’  ‘Preserved 
Fish.’  ‘What’s  your  Cargo?’  ‘Pickled  fish.’  ‘Where  bound?’ 
‘Fishkill.’  ”  This  authentic  story  was  also  told  by  Mary  (Hoag) 
Clark,  grand  dau.  of  Jemima7  (Fish)  Robinson,  and  a  first  cousin 
of  Preserved. 

Farther  on  in  “South  Street,”  Preserved  is  described  as  “a 
singular  man,  and  a  distinguished  merchant.”  In  youth  he  was  a 
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restless,  unruly  boy  who  worked  in  his  father’s  blacksmith  shop 
for  a  time,  then  tried  farming,  before  running  away  to  sea  where 
he  rose  to  a  captaincy  at  twenty-one.  Several  stories  are  told  of 
his  restlessness  and  peculiarities.  While  walking  along  a  street 
one  day  he  came  to  an  auction,  abruptly  interrupted  the  auction 
and  told  the  auctioneer  to  sell  his  house,  at  half  its  value.  This 
was  done  and  Preserved  Fish  took  the  money  and  went  else¬ 
where  to  try  his  fortune.  At  another  time,  when  he  was  walking 
along  the  street  he  met  Robert  Bowne  Minturn,  and  asked  him 
to  come  into  his  office.  Then  followed  the  following  conversation: 
“You’re  not  employed?”  “No.”  “I  want  you  to  take  my  place 
in  the  firm;  your  brother  is  soon  going  out;  I  am  leaving  for 
Europe  tomorrow;  when  I  come  back  you  will  take  your  brother’s 
place  in  the  firm;  meantime  look  after  things  for  me.”  “But  I 
have  no  capital.”  “You  have  the  character  and  ability;  I  have 
the  capital,  will  you  take  hold?”  “When?”  “Right  away,” 
“Yes.”  And  yet  it  has  been  said,  “A  rolling  stone  gathers  no 
moss.” 

He  was  a  Quaker  until  late  in  life,  when  he  became  a  member 
of  the  Episcopalian  Church,  perhaps  through  the  influence  of  one 
of  his  three  wives.  Though  he  was  an  active  Jacksonian  Demo¬ 
crat,  he  joined  the  WLigs  in  1837,  in  opposition  to  Martin  Van 
Buren. 

He  died  at  his  old  boyhood  home  in  Portsmouth,  July  22,  1846 
(at  the  beginning  of  the  War  with  Mexico ),  three  years  before 
Preserved7  Fish  of  Ira,  Vt.  He  was  80  years  of  age  at  his  death. 
(James  K.  Polk ,  a  Democrat ,  ivas  President  of  the  United  States 
at  this  time.)  He  was  buried  in  Vault  No.  75  in  the  century-old 
New  York  City  Mausoleum  on  Second  Avenue  wherein  lie  many 
members  of  New  York’s  old-time  families,  including  the  Ches- 
borough,  Lennox,  Ogden,  Allen,  Bogardus,  Van  Allen,  Griswold, 
Nip,  Taylor,  Wolf  and  Stanton  families.  A  marble  slab  marks 
Preserved  Fish’s  vault,  where  one  other  of  the  Fish  name  is 
buried,  Mary  Fish,  perhaps  his  wife  Mary  (Pease)  Fish  whom 
he  may  have  married  on  June  9,  1805.  (Another  marble  slab 
marks  the  burial  place  of  Captain  Leslie,  a  New  Bedford  felhyw- 
w haler,  also  in  Vault  75.) 

He  married  three  times,  all  without  issue.  He  married  first, 
in  Nov.  1788,  at  Rochester,  Mass.,  Abigail  Clark,  who  d.  Feb. 
20,  1791,  in  childbirth.  In  the  “New  Bedford  Mariner’s  Journal” 
of  1793-95  is  recorded:  “In  this  town  Sunday  evening  last,  Aug. 
11,  1793,  by  the  Rev.  Doctor  West,  was  married  Captain  Pre¬ 
served  Fish  to  Mary  (Polly)  Gerrish,  eldest  dau.  of  John  Ger- 
rish  of  New  Bedford.”  In  1799  and  1800  his  wife’s  name  was 
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Mary  (either  Pease  or  Shepard).  In  his  will  he  mentions  his 
wife  Mary  Shepard,  his  grandson  Franklyn  Wright9  Fish,  and 
the  children  of  his  sister  Ruth  Austin,  as  living  on  the  James 
Austin  farm  on  Sugar  Creek  in  Kendall,  Start  Co.,  Ohio;  also  a 
niece,  Abigail  Templeton,  who  lived  on  a  farm  in  Washington 
Co.,  Vt.  On  July  2,  1807,  a  removal  certificate  was  issued  by  the 
Quaker  community  of  Flushing,  L.  I.,  dismissing  Mary,  wife  of 
Preserved  Fish,  to  New  Bedford. 

He  lived  at  No.  87  Fourth  Street,  New*  York  City. 

Having  reared  no  children  of  his  own  he  legally  adopted  William 
Middleton,  and  named  him  William  Middleton  Fish.  He  was  b. 
in  1812;  d.  in  1840,  at  the  early  age  of  28.  He  m.  Oct.  29,  1832, 
Lydia  Ann  Franklin,  and  had:  (896)  Franklvn9  Wright,  b.  July 
8,‘  1833. 

896  Franklyn  Wright9  Fish  (William8  (Middleton,  adopted 
son  of  Preserved7),  Isaac6,  David5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2, 
John1),  was  b.  July  8,  1833,  in  New  York  City,  the  only  son  of 
William  (Middleton)  and  Ann  (Franklin)  Fish.  (William  Middle- 
ton  was  legally  adopted  by  Preserved7  Fish  of  New  York  City, 
New  Bedford  and  Providence.)  Franklyn  m.  Fanny  Smith,  in 
1854;  m.  (2)  Susan  Biddle,  in  1871.

THE  VERMONT  LINE 

Preserved7  Fish  of  Ira  and  Descendants 

765  Preserved7  Fish  (Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas®, 
Alice2,  John1),  magistrate,  son  of  (747)  Robert  and  Abigail 
(Hathaway)  Fish,  was  b.  Nov.  5,  1770  {the  same  year  as  William 
Clark  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition) ,  during  the  stirring 
colonial  days  just  preceding  the  American  Revolution,  at  the  old 
Daniel  Fish  Homestead  in  West  Dighton,  Mass.  The  farm,  when 
visited  by  Charles10  Fish  of  Middletown  Springs,  Vt.,  and  also 
by  the  author,  was  overgrown  with  thick  underbrush,  as  were 
the  neighboring  farms,  broad  flat  meadows  abandoned  in  neglect. 
An  old  burying  ground,  with  moss-covered  stone  markers  bearing 
the  names  of  the  Fish  family,  was  found  on  the  property,  among 
them,  in  good  preservation,  the  marker  over  the  grave  of  Pre¬ 
served^  father,  Robert6,  b.  July  28,  1731,  d.  Feb.  5,  1817.  Other 
stone  markers  bearing  later  dates  were  found  in  the  town  ceme¬ 
tery  near  the  village  church.  The  old  Fish  home  is  now  (1942) 
owned  by  the  town  of  Dighton,  only  a  small  part  of  the  land 
being  tilled. 

Preserved’s  mother,  Abigail,  d.  in  1775  when  he  was  but  five 
years  of  age,  and  his  early  years  were  spent  in  New  Ashford, 
Mass.,  at  the  home  of  one  of  his  older  brothers,  Matthew,  a 
veteran  of  the  American  Revolution,  to  whom  he  was  bound 
out  to  learn  the  stone  mason’s  trade.  ( Preserved  was  18  years 
of  aye  when  the  British  settled  A  ustralia  in  1788.) 

At  the  age  of  nineteen  he  bought  his  time  from  his  brother 
Matthew  for  sixty  dollars,  but  being  a  poor  boy  he  became  in¬ 
debted  to  him  for  that  amount.  He  then  set  out  north  with  other 
settlers  for  the  New  Hampshire  Grants,  later  the  State  of  Ver¬ 
mont,  arriving  in  the  District  of  Ira  (not  yet  a  town)  in  1790. 
There  were  three  modes  of  travel  in  those  days,  ox-cart,  post- 
chaise  or  stage  coach,  and  horseback,  and  by  which  method  they 
reached  their  destination  we  do  not  know.  Many,  in  fact,  trav¬ 
eled  long  distances  on  foot.  As  to  who  were  the  settlers  who 
accompanied  him,  we  also  have  no  record,  but  it  is  known  that 
he  sometimes  visited  them  during  the  first  few  years  of  his  settle¬ 
ment  in  Vermont. 

Having  been  endowed  with  ability  to  make  money  and  the 
thrift  to  save  it,  he  soon  repaid  his  debt  to  his  brother  from  his 
earnings  as  a  stone  mason,  and  invested  his  savings  in  farm  lands 
and  mortgages,  so  that  while  his  ten  sons  were  growing  into 
manhood  they  were  kept  busy  tilling  his  constantly  increasing 
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acres,  and  at  his  death  he  was  the  town’s  richest  man,  leaving 
an  estate  of  $45,000  after  having  given  $20,000  worth  of  property 
to  his  four  sons  and  one  daughter  who  remained  in  Ira.  It  is  said 
that  each  time  he  acquired  a  farm  he  would  live  upon  the  new 
place  for  a  time,  then  move  to  another.  At  one  time  he  lived  in 
Whitehall,  N.  Y.,  upon  one  of  his  farms. 

Two  of  his  sons  also  amassed  fortunes  for  that  day  and  place, 
Daniel,  dealer  in  cattle  and  real  estate  in  Lansingburg,  N.  Y., 
who  left  an  estate  worth  $250,000;  and  Bradley,  magistrate  and 
financier  of  Ira,  whose  estate  was  $120,000.  His  eldest  son, 
Russell,  followed  the  same  trade  as  his  father  and  became  a 
successful  and  important  landholder  in  his  native  town.  Another 
son,  Alanson,  became  a  Baptist  minister;  grad,  from  Middlebury 
College  and  Newton  Theological  Seminary.  Served  became  an 
inn  keeper,  and  later  a  successful  farmer. 

Hiram,  a  well-to-do  farmer,  helped  organize  a  bank  and  be¬ 
came  a  director  of  it.  His  other  sons  were  successful  farmers. 

In  August  1791,  Preserved  m.  Abigail  Carpenter,  daughter  of 
Jabez  and  Mary  (Molly)  (Lawrence)  Carpenter  of  Clarendon, 
Vt.  She  was  born  Mar.  24,  1773,  at  Rehoboth,  Mass.,  the  eldest 
of  twenty-one  children.  As  Rehoboth  is  not  far  from  West  Digh- 
ton,  the  birthplace  of  Preserved,  and  the  Carpenter  family  had 
settled  in  Clarendon,  a  town  adjoining  Ira  on  the  east,  it  is  very 
probable  that  the  presence  of  Abigail  Carpenter  in  Vermont 
was  the  attraction  which  drew  our  ancestor  to  the  green  Moun¬ 
tain  vState. 


Abigail  (Carpenter)  Fish 

Abigail  Carpenter  came  from  a  prominent  colonial  family.  The 
service  of  her  father,  Jabez  Carpenter,  Jr.,  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  confers  on  his  descendants  eligibility  to  membership  in  the 
National  Society  of  the  Daughters  or  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution,  and  several  are  so  enrolled.  Jabez  Carpenter,  Jr., 
also  served  as  a  soldier  in  the  French  and  Indian  War.  He  was 
descended  through  both  his  father  and  his  mother,  Kesiah 
Carpenter,  from  William1  Carpenter  of  Weymouth  and  Re¬ 
hoboth,  who  in  the  year  1638,  came  with  his  wife  Abigail  and 
four  children  of  ten  years  or  less,  from  Harwell,  England,  on  the 
“Good  Ship  Bevis,”  which  shipped  from  Southampton.  ( The 
first  printing  press  was  established  in  America  at  Harvard  Uni - 
versity  in  1686,  where  it  is  still  known  as  the  University  Press.) 
William  Carpenter’s  father,  also  known  as  William  Carpenter, 
accompanied  them  but  went  back  to  England  on  the  return  voy-

age  of  the  ship  that  had  brought  them  over.  On  this  account, 
therefore,  William  Carpenter  the  son  will  be  considered  as  the 
founder  of  the  Rehoboth  family,  William1  Carpenter.  (The 
family  is  thus  designated  to  distinguish  it  from  the  Providence 
Family  founded  by  William  Carpenter  who  was  a  first  cousin 
of  the  founder  of  the  Rehoboth  branch.) 

William1  Carpenter  of  Rehoboth  was  a  warm  friend  of  Gov¬ 
ernor  Bradford  of  Plymouth,  and  first  cousin  of  the  Governor’s 
second  wife,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  was  through  their  influence 
that  he  came  to  Massachusetts.  He  settled  at  Weymouth  and 
was  elected  from  that  town  a  deputy  to  the  Plymouth  General 
Court  in  1656,  and  held  other  offices  of  honor  and  trust.  He  later 
removed  to  Rehoboth  where  he  continued  as  a  surveyor.  It  is 
stated  in  “History  of  Bristol  County”  (in  which  county  Reho¬ 
both  is  situated)  that  William2  Carpenter  helped  to  sustain  King 
Philip’s  War  out  of  his  own  fortune.  In  the  Museum  at  Plymouth 
is  a  document  signed  by  him  in  his  official  capacity  as  Deputy  to 
the  General  Court.  (It  gives  one  a  feeling  of  patriotic  pride  to 
gaze  upon  the  signature  of  an  ancestor  who  served  in  shaping 
our  country’s  destiny.)  He  died  during  the  winter  of  1659-1660, 
having  amassed  a  considerable  fortune.  Forty-six  of  his  great 
great  grandsons  were  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  One  of  his 
descendants  was  Benjamin  Carpenter  who  wrote  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  and  was  the  first  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  the  State. 

The  line  of  descent  of  Abigail6  (Carpenter)  Fish  from  William1 
Carpenter  is  as  follows:

Preserved7  Fish 

In  the  Vital  Statistics  of  Rehoboth,  Mass.,  her  birth  is  re¬ 
corded  as  “Nabe,”  Mar.  24,  1773,  and  this  same  form  was  used 
by  Preserved  Fish  as  town  clerk  of  Ira,  Vt.,  in  recording  the 
birth  of  her  children,  on  Apr.  7,  1819.  (It  appears  that  they  were 
not  recorded  at  the  time  of  their  birth  but  all  at  one  time  after 
he  was  elected  town  clerk.) 
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Jabez5  Carpenter,  Jr.,  was  b.  in  Rehobo th,  July  26,  1731,  the 
same  year  in  which  Robert6  Fish,  father  of  Preserved,  was  born. 
It  is  recorded  that  Jabez  had  twenty-one  children,  Abigail  being 
the  eldest  of  his  second  marriage,  and  apparently  named  for  his 
first  wife,  Abigail.  Among  the  twelve  children  by  his  second  wife 
were  two  sets  of  twins,  Elisha  and  Elijah,  and  Elizabeth  and 
Mollie  Carpenter.  At  least  two  of  his  sons  served  with  him  in  the 
Revolution,  William  throughout  the  war,  and  it  is  thought  that 
he  responded  as  a  Minute  Man  at  the  Lexington  Alarm. 

Some  time  after  the  war  Jabez  Carpenter  moved  to  Clarendon, 
Yt.,  probably  a  few  years  previous  to  1790,  at  which  time  Pre¬ 
served7  Fish  arrived,  and  one  year  later  he  married  Abigail.  The 
first  U.  S.  Census  lists  him  as  a  resident  of  Clarendon.  ( Wash¬ 
ington  had  been  inaugurated  the  first  President ,  on  April  30,  one 
year  before,  and  the  First  Congress  met  on  Mar.  4,  in  New  York.) 
It  seems  that  Jabez  lived  at  Clarendon  only  a  few  years  after 
this,  moving  to  Moriah,  N.  Y.,  about  1793  (the  year  of  the  in¬ 
vention  of  the  cotton  gin  by  Eli  Whitney),  and  it  is  thought  that 
he  died  in  Moriah,  N.  Y.,  or  in  Michigan. 

Abigail  Carpenter  had  a  brother  Aaron  who  was  a  soldier  in 
the  continental  Army,  and  settled  at  Milton,  Yt.  Her  sister 
Kesiah  m.  Nathan  Collins  of  Ira,  who  d.  there  in  1889.  Her 
brother  Comfort  m.  Betsey  Foster  of  Ira,  and  removed  to  Moriah. 
Her  brother  Jabez,  m.  Lydia  Newton,  dan.  of  Philo  and  Lydia 
Newton  of  Ira. 

On  Dec.  11,  1808,  both  Preserved  and  Abigail  united  with  the 
Ira  Baptist  Church,  transferring  membership  to  the  Baptist 
Church  of  Middletown  Springs  by  letter,  July  29,  1819.  ( This 
is  the  year  in  which  the  first  steamboat,  the  “Savannah,”  crossed  the 
Atlantic,  from  Savannah,  Ga.,  to  Liverpool,  also  the  year  Florida 
was  ceded  to  the  United  States,  for  five  million  dollars.)  (According 
to  tradition,  although  he  was  the  richest  man  in  the  community, 
he  transferred  his  membership  because  he  was  assessed  more 
than  he  deemed  his  share  for  the  maintenance  of  the  church.) 
In  Middletown  he  was  instrumental  in  obtaining  the  property 
on  which  the  church  was  to  be  built.  (Over  one  hundred  years 
later  his  great  grandson,  Charles  A.10  Fish,  disposed  of  that 
property  for  the  church.) 

Preserved  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order,  and  a  Knight 
Templar.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  he  was  not  excluded  from 
the  Middletown  Church  because  of  this  affiliation,  as  were  others 
during  the  Anti-Masonic  movement  of  1820-40. 

Eleven  sons  and  one  daughter  were  born  to  Preserved  and 
Abigail  Fish.  All  but  one  of  the  sons  reached  manhood,  although 
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one,  Alanson,  died  at  the  early  age  of  28.  Four  of  the  sons  re¬ 
mained  in  Ira,  as  did  Betsy,  who  married  Capt.  Leonard  Mason, 
(From  a  medical  standpoint  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  eight  of 
these  children,  also  a  daughter  and  a  son  of  Served,  one  of  the 
brothers,  are  said  to  have  died  of  cancer.)  (They  lived  during  the 
administrations  of  Washington  and  Madison ,  and  to  the  time  of 
Cleveland  and  Harrison.  They  lived  during  the  time  of  the  War  of 
1812,  the  Napoleonic  Wars,  the  Mexican  War ,  the  Great  Civil  War 
and  the  period  of  reconstruction.) 

On  Jan.  7,  1800,  Preserved  was  elected  first  selectman.  There 
were  only  two  selectmen  in  those  days,  and  George  Thomas 
served  with  him.  He  was  elected  town  clerk  for  the  years  1819 
and  1820.  He  was  a  member  of  the  State  Constitutional  Con¬ 
vention  in  1822,  and  the  first  representative  to  the  State  Legis¬ 
lature  from  Ira,  and  between  1805  and  1825  he  was  elected 
thirteen  times.  (His  friend,  Cephas  Carpenter,  a  distant  relative 
of  his  wife  Abigail,  served  seven  years.)  He  was  the  first  to  go 
to  Montpelier  as  representative,  but  up  until  1808,  when  the 
Statehouse  at  Montpelier  was  ready  for  use,  the  Legislature  met 
at  many  different  towns  including  Tinmouth  and  Rutland;  in 
1805,  the  year  Preserved  was  first  elected,  at  Danville,  in  1806 
at  Middlebury,  and  in  1807  at  Woodstock.  He  was  elected  each 
year  from  1805  to  1810,  from  1816  to  1821,  and  again  in  1824 
and  1825.  To  attend  the  legislature  he  no  doubt  traveled  by 
stage  coach,  or  perhaps  even  on  horseback,  as  was  the  custom. 
He  served  on  the  County  Grand  Jury  and  was  foreman  so  many 
times  that  in  the  Rutland  “Gazetteer  Directory”  appears  the 
following  statement:  “Preserved  Fish  served  as  foreman  of  the 
Grand  Jury  so  often  that  the  boys  of  Rutland  had  as  a  by-word, 
‘A  true  bill,  P.  Fish,  foreman/  ”  As  a  member  of  the  Grand  Jury 
and  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  he  served  his  town  and  county  as 
magistrate  for  more  than  forty  years. 

Something  of  the  military  activities  in  the  town  during  the 
early  years  of  Ira,  and  of  Preserved^  life  there,  may  be  learned 
from  a  speech  delivered  by  Cyril  Carpenter  of  Rutland  at  the 
Rutland  County  Centennial,  Mar.  4,  1881 : 

My  first  knowledge  of  military  affairs,  was  in  my  native  town  Ira.  Though 
the  longest  town  in  the  county,  it  has  the  shortest  name.  The  first  act  of  form¬ 
ing  and  regulating  the  Militia  of  Vermont  was  passed  at  the  Assembly  holden 
in  Bennington,  Feb.  11, 1779,  viz ,  that  the  militia  companies  of  this  state  shall 
be  formed  into  regiments.  [At  this  time  the  number  of  regiments  in  the  state 
was  five.]  The  place  of  rendezvous  for  the  militia  on  training  days  when 
warned  to  appear  armed  and  equipped  as  the  law  directed,  with  musket,  knap¬ 
sack,  cartridge  box,  priming  wire  and  brush,  with  two  spare  flints — no  breech 
loaders  in  those  days — was  the  Inn  of  Capt.  Daniel  Graves  [the  farm  home 
now  owned  by  Clark  Potter,  1940],  whose  sign  was  a  bull’s  head  suspended 
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between  two  posts  twenty  feet  high.  (Lemuel  Roberts  of  the  “Green  Mountain 
Boys”  was  chosen  as  Captain.] 

Feeling  an  honest  pride  in  the  military  spirit  of  the  early  patriots  of  Ver¬ 
mont,  I  venture  to  relate  an  incident  which  occurred  in  my  native  town  on  the 
12th  of  September,  1814,  Sunday,  during  Divine  worship:  A  herald  arrived 
from  Plattsburg,  New  York,  walked  into  the  church  in  the  midst  of  the  ser¬ 
mon  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Carpenter,  and  announced  that  Plattsburg  was  being 
invaded  by  Governor  Provost’s  army  from  Canada,  that  he  was  advancing 
on  Lake  Champlain  and  that  the  battle  had  commenced.  The  meeting  was 
dismissed  and  a  call  made  for  Volunteers,  Preserved  Fish  offering  from  his 
own  pocket  five  dollars  extra  for  every  one  who  would  answer  the  call.  He 
also  received  a  dispatch  to  go  to  West  Clarendon  to  call  for  volunteers.  Twenty- 
six  men  responded  from  Ira  and  Clarendon,  among  them  two  of  his  sons, 
Russell,  22  years  of  age,  and  Leonard,  18,  also  Israel  Carpenter  (oldest  brother 
of  the  speaker,  Cyril  Carpenter],  then  only  13,  who  volunteered  as  drummer 
boy.  His  father,  Capt.  Wilson  Carpenter,  who  died  in  1855,  went  with  his 
team  to  convey  the  men.  Others  were  Thomas  C.  Newton,  Edward  Carpenter, 
Noah  Peck  and  Jason  Newton,  Jr.,  minuteman.  Early  the  next  morning  they 
started  for  the  seat  of  war,  but  arriving  at  Vergennes  and  learning  that  the 
battle  was  over  and  the  victory  won,  they  returned  home.  This  patriotic 
gesture  entitles  his  descendants  to  the  right  to  become  Sons  (or  Daughters) 
of  the  War  of  1812. 

Preserved  was  a  very  large  man,  tall  and  powerful,  as  was  one 
of  his  younger  sons,  Capt.  Enos  Fish,  and  in  fact  his  ten  sons 
averaged  six  feet  in  height.  In  later  life  these  sons  met  each  year, 
at  the  home  of  a  different  brother  each  time,  and  in  1865,  when 
the  eight  still  living  once  met  at  the  home  of  Leonard  Fish  in 
Bangor,  N.  Y.,  their  combined  weight  was  1540  lbs.,  an  average 
of  over  192  lbs.  each.  It  was  at  one  of  these  gatherings  that  the 
group  picture  was  taken.  No  photograph  of  the  Rev.  Alanson 
Fish  who  died  at  28  in  1840,  or  of  Preserved  Fish,  has  been  found. 
The  art  of  photography  was  not  discovered  until  1839,  by 
Daguerre  in  France,  but  it  probably  had  been  introduced  into 
Vermont  by  1850,  as  photograph  shops  appeared  in  nearly  every 
American  city  ten  years  after  its  discovery.)  (The  first  daguerreo¬ 
type  was  made  in  this  country  by  the  great  inventor,  Seth  Boy  den, 
1788-1850.)  An  old  daguerreotype  of  Lester8  Fish,  who  died  in 
1855,  is  reproduced  here.  (John  Quincy  Adams  was  the  first 
president  to  be  photographed,  shortly  before  his  death  in  1848.) 

Abigail  Carpenter  Fish,  unlike  her  husband,  was  slight  in 
stature.  She  was  always  busy  about  her  household  duties,  which 
must  have  been  many  with  such  a  large  far  ily  to  care  for.  Her 
great  great  grand  daughter,  Gertrude10  Blaisdell,  has  her  rocking 
chair,  which  bears  the  mark,  “made  in  the  year  1800.”  Abigail 
d.  at  Ira,  July  19,  1852,  age  79,  three  years  after  Preserved. 

Preserved,  also  at  the  age  of  79,  d.  of  septicemia  following  an 
infection  of  the  thumb,  Oct.  10,  1849  (during  the  administration 
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of  President  Zachary  Taylor  and  Governor  Fish  of  New  York). 
( Iodine  was  not  used  as  an  antiseptic  until  after  1850.) 

( They  had  lived  through  the  close  of  the  Colonial  Period  and 
through  the  administrations  of  Washington,  to  Millard  Fillmore ,  dur¬ 
ing  the  days  of  Thomas  Jefferson  and  in  the  days  of  the  duel  between 
Alexander  Hamilton  and  Aaron  Burr ,  and  saw  the  disgrace  of  the 
latter.  They  had  lived  during  the  stirring  days  of  the  great  orator , 
Senator  Daniel  Webster;  Senator  Calhoun  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House ,  Henry  Clay.  The  then  little  known  Abraham  Lincoln  was 
serving  a  term  in  Congress  in  1848  and  they  probably  never  heard  of 
him.  They  reared  their  large  family  without  the  use  of  a  bath  tub  as 
it  was  against  the  law  to  use  one  before  the  year  1840.  There  was  no 
electricity  or  running  water  in  those  days.  The  custom  of  decorating 
the  fir  tree  at  Christmas  time  was  not  introduced  into  America  from 
Germany  until  the  year  1847.  The  railroad  had  entered  Rutland 
only  a  few  years  before  that  time.  The  steel  ice  skate  was  invented 
in  Philadelphia  by  an  American  in  1850.  1849  was  the  year  of 

the  gold  rush  to  California;  gold  had  been  discovered  there  one  year 
before ,  and  the  state  acquired  from  Mexico  following  the  American 
victory  in  the  Mexican  War.  It  was  surrendered  to  Commodore 
Stockton ,  General  Kearney  and  his  Scout ,  Kit  Carson ,  after  their 
capture  of  Los  Angeles.  The  death  of  Dolly  Madison  occurred  in 
1849 ,  and  John  Jacob  Astor  ( 1763-1848 )  died  in  1848.  It  is  gen¬ 
erally  accepted  that  the  first  organized  express  service  in  the  U.  S. 
was  established  by  Alvin  Adams  in  the  1820's ,  between  Woodstock 
and  Windsor ,  Vt.y  this  later  developed  into  the  Adams  Express 
Company ,  now  merged  with  the  American  Railway  Express  Co.) 

( Until  the  rolling  mill  was  introduced ,  in  1840 ,  men  had  not 
learned  to  make  white  flour ,  removing  the  vitamins  and  the  most 
nourishing  part  of  the  wheat.) 

( The  lowly  safety  pin  was  not  invented  until  1849 ,  by  Walter 
Hunt  of  New  York  City.) 

It  would  appear  from  the  appraisal  of  his  estate,  that  his  death 
occurred  on  the  old  Martin  West  place;  on  the  other  hand,  his 
great  great  grandson,  Gratz11  Powers,  quotes  his  great  grand¬ 
father,  Russell8  Fish,  as  saying  that  his  father,  Preserved7,  died 
on  what  became  the  Captain8  Fish  farm.  In  1850,  the  Captain 
took  over  the  farm,  about  one  year  after  Preserved^  death,  and 
it  is  very  probable  that  it  had  already  been  deeded  to  him  as  this 
property  does  not  appear  in  the  will.  In  1820  he  wTas  living  be¬ 
tween  property  owned  by  Nathaniel  Wilmarth  and  by  Leonard8 
Fish.”  In  1830,  between  John  Brown  and  Daniel  Graves,  pro¬ 
prietor  of  the  Graves  Tavern,  which  was  established  in  1807,  and 
later  owned  by  Sheriff  Enos  C.9  Fish  and  Clark  Potter  (1940). 
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In  1840,  the  last  census  before  his  death,  he  was  living  between 
the  Ira  Spaulding  farm  (later  probably  the  Dea.  L.  W.9  Fish 
farm)  and  the  Enos8  Fish  farm  (possibly  the  Graves  Tavern, 
which  was  owned  by  Julia  A.  Fish  in  1854),  which  would  indicate 
the  present  (1940)  Geo.  W.k  Fish  farm. 

Inscription  upon  the  large  tombstone  erected  in  their  memory: 

PRESERVED  FISH,  ESQ’R 
Died  oct  10  1849,  aged  79  years 

ABIGAIL 

Wife  of  Preserved  Fish 
Died  July  19,  1852,  aged  79  years 

Raised  from  the  dust  on  that  eternal  plan 
That  fashioned  dust  into  the  shape  of  man 
Behold  a  world  of  sin,  vanity,  and  pain, 

Then  close  my  eyes  and  turn  to  dust  again. 


He  was  a  popular  and  faithful  servant  of  the  people;  was 
known  as  Esq.  (“Square”)  Fish.  He  was  also  a  banker  for  Ira 
and  surrounding  towns,  and  devoted  to  many  business  enter¬ 
prises. 

In  the  Inventory  of  his  estate  it  may  be  seen  that  he  had  loaned 
large  sums  of  money,  well  secured,  to  at  least  forty-two  individ¬ 
uals  at  the  time  of  his  death,  that  he  had  investments  in  the 
Rutland  &  Burlington  Railroad  and  stock  in  several  banks,  the 
total  estate  amounting  to  $45,079.  There  were  small  claims 
against  the  estate  totaling  $320.94,  among  them  being  doctors' 
bills  totaling  $31.91,  by  H.  Griswold,  M.D.,  and  George  Clark, 
M.D. 

Among  the  personal  effects  willed  to  his  wife,  besides  the  house, 
lot  and  furniture,  were  the  following:  one  horse,  saddle,  bridle, 
blanket,  single  harness  and  one  chaise  $70;  one  cow  $12.  Com 
fodder  and  com  on  the  ear  $2.75.  Two  and  one-half  swarms  of 
bees  $8.  Two  brass  kettles  $4.  One  sleigh,  one  horse  wagon,  one 
buggy  wagon  $43.  Four  beds,  bedding  and  bedsteads  $75.

The  Will  of  Preserved7  Fish 

A  last  will  &  testament.  In  the  name  of  God:  Amen.  I,  Preserved  Fish  of 
Ira  in  the  County  of  Rutland  &  State  of  Vermont  being  weak  in  body,  but  of 
a  sound  &  perfect  mind  &  memory  do  make  and  publish  this  my  last  will  and 
testament  in  manner  and  form  as  above  written. 
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First — all  my  debts  are  to  be  punctually  and  speedily  paid  &  the  legacies 
herein  bequeathed  in  the  manner  directed. 

Item — To  my  dearly  beloved  wife  Abigail  Fish  I  bequeath  my  house,  bam 
&  land  in  Ira  that  I  now  live  on  during  her  life  except  such  part  thereof  as  here¬ 
after  otherwise  disposed  of.  I  also  give  to  her  all  my  furniture  in  the  house  &  a 
good  horse,  chaise  &  harness  &  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  to  her  by  my 
executors  in  one  year  after  my  decease. 

Item — Upon  the  decease  of  my  wife  I  desire  that  what  remains  at  her 
decease  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  children  Russel  Fish,  Daniel  Fish. 
Leonard  Fish.  Leicester  Fish,  Betsey  Fish,  Served  Fish,  Hiram  Fish,  Enos  C. 
Fish,  Bradley  Fish,  Harrison  Fish. 

Item — I  bequeath  to  Julia  Arabella  Fish  My  granddaughter  five  hundred 
dollars  to  be  paid  to  her  when  she  arrives  to  the  age  of  eighteen  years  old  &  the 
interest  on  the  same  in  one  year  after  my  decease.

We,  the  Subscribers,  Commissioners,  appointed  to  receive,  examine  and  adjust 
all  claims  and  demands  of  all  persons  against  the  estate  of  Preserved  Fish  late 
of  Ira  in  said  District  deceased,  and  all  claims  and  demands  exhibited  in  offset 
thereto,  having  been  duly  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  trust  reposed  in 
us,  and  having  given  public  notice  of  the  times  and  places,  when  and  where  we 
would  attend  to  the  business  of  our  appointment;  by  advertising  the  same  three 
weeks  successively  in  the  Rutland  Herald  printed  at  Rutland  and  by  posting 
up  notifications  thereof  in  the  following  places,  viz:  at  four  public  places  in 
Ira  as  in  the  warrant  of  our  appointment  we  are  directed,  have  attended  to  the 
service  assigned  us,  and  report  the  following  as  the  list  of  claims  which  have 
been  presented  for  allowance  against  said  estate,  the  sums  allowed  and  dis¬ 
allowed  on  each  claim,  the  several  offsetts  and  the  balances  found  in  favor, 
and  against  said  estate.  (See  Explanatory  Chart  Page  132). 


EARLY  VERMONT  HISTORY 

So  far  as  is  known,  there  never  was  any  permanent  Indian 
settlement  of  the  territory  now  known  as  Vermont.  It  was  an 
important  hunting  ground  for  the  Algonquins;  later  they  were 
driven  out  by  the  Iroquois  Nations  who  were  superior  in  intelli¬ 
gence  and  organization. 

Throughout  the  seventeenth  and  well  into  the  eighteenth 
century  Vermont  was  a  no  man’s  land,  a.  passage  way  for  French 
and  Indian  raiding  parties  seeking  to  harass  the  English  settle¬ 
ments  to  the  south  and  east.  Lying  as  it  did  between  two  great 
water  routes  of  the  Northeast,  the  Connecticut  River  and  Lake 
Champlain,  the  strategic  importance  of  this  territory  was  early 
recognized.

Samuel  de  Champlain,  who  was  called  the  “Father  of  New 
France,”  attached  to  an  Algonquin  raiding  party  sailed  down 
the  lake  that  now  bears  his  name,  entered  Vermont  territory, 
and  on  July  4,  1609,  claimed  this  part  of  the  Iroquois  country 
for  the  King  of  France,  one  year  after  he  had  founded  Quebec. 
Henry  Hudson  entered  the  Hudson  River,  also  in  1609,  which 
was  two  years  after  the  first  permanent  English  settlement  in 
North  America,  at  Jamestown,  Va.,  in  1607. 


First  Settlements 

The  first  attempted  settlement  within  the  limits  of  the  present 
state  wras  also  French,  and  of  a  military  nature  although  moti¬ 
vated  in  part  by  religious  zeal.  In  1666  Captain  La  Motte  built 
a  fort  and  a  shrine  to  Saint  Anne  on  Isle  La  Motte  in  Lake 
Champlain,  but  the  settlement  was  short  lived. 

The  first  permanent  English  settlement,  made  by  Massachu¬ 
setts  to  protect  its  western  settlements,  was  at  Fort  Dummer, 
in  1724,  near  the  present  site  of  Brattleboro.  It  was  located 
upon  the  so-called  “Equivalent  Lands,”  the  soil  but  not  the 
jurisdiction  of  which  Massachusetts  had  ceded  to  Connecticut 
in  1715.  The  first  white  child  born  on  Vermont  soil,  Timothy 
Dwight,  father  of  President  Dwight  of  Yale,  was  born  here  in 
1726. 


New  Hampshire  Grants 

In  1741,  much  of  the  land  west  of  the  Connecticut  was  granted 
to  Benning  Wentworth,  Governor  of  New  Hampshire,  by  King 
George  of  England,  and  thereafter  until  1777  this  was  known 
as  the  New  Hampshire  Grants.  More  than  130  townships  were 
granted  to  settlers  from  the  English  colonies  to  the  south  by  the 
Royal  Governor  of  the  adjoining  crown  colony  of  New  Hampshire. 
These  land  grants  were  contested  by  the  state  of  New  York  and 
a  decision  in  that  state’s  favor  was  rendered  in  1764  by  the  Royal 
Council.  The  settlers  were  from  the  southern  New  England 
states,  and  especially  Connecticut.  There  was  no  large  scale 
settlement  however  until  about  1760  (only  30  years  before  the 
arrival  of  Preserved  Fish  at  Ira),  when  the  English  conquest  of 
Canada  removed  the  danger  of  French  raiding  parties.  The 
French  relinquished  all  claim  to  territory  now  known  as  Vermont 
in  1763. 
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Gen.  Ethan  Allen  and  The  Green  Mountain  Boys 

In  1770  (one  year  after  the  birth  of  Napoleon )  a  body  of  men  was 
organized  at  Bennington  by  Ethan  Allen,  who  had  migrated  from 
Connecticut,  to  prevent  by  force  the  ejection  of  the  first  land¬ 
holders  under  the  grants  of  Benning  Wentworth,  which  was 
attempted  during  the  land  grant  controversy.  These  men  were 
called  the  Green  Mountain  Boys.  Among  the  colonels  of  General 
Allen  were  Seth  Warner,  and  Remember  Baker,  his  nephew. 
Only  a  few  years  before.  General  Ethan  Allen,  who  was  born  in 
Litchfield,  Conn.,  Jan.  10,  1737/38,  and  his  brothers,  Ira  the 
statesman,  Levi  the  tory,  Zimri,  and  Captain  Heman  of  Dorset, 
and  cousin  Ebenezer,  had  come  to  Vermont  from  Salisbury, 
Conn.,  where  at  the  age  of  23  Ethan  had  built  the  first  iron 
furnace  in  Connecticut. 

Ira  Allen  became  the  largest  single  landowner  in  the  new  state 
of  Vermont.  He  owned  the  entire  township  of  Irasburg  and  gave 
it  to  his  wife  as  a  wedding  present.  He  died  penniless  at  Phila¬ 
delphia  in  1814. 

Soon  after  the  organization  of  the  Green  Mountain  Boys,  their 
attention  was  diverted  from  hostile  action  against  the  New 
Yorkers  by  the  receipt  of  news  that  the  American  Revolution 
had  begun,  and  on  May  10,  1775,  less  than  one  month  after  Lex¬ 
ington  and  Concord,  General  Allen,  who  had  been  joined  by 
Benedict  Arnold,  crossed  Lake  Champlain  with  83  of  his  followers 
and  without  resistance  from  a  sleeping  British  force  of  not  more 
than  fifty  men  captured  Fort  Ticonderoga,  at  the  time  the 
largest  and  most  impregnable  fortification  in  this  country.  (Seven¬ 
teen  years  earlier,  four  thousand  Frenchmen  under  Montcalm 
had  successfully  repelled  sixteen  thousand  British  assailants 
of  the  fort.)  It  was  utterly  in  keeping  with  the  man  that  General 
Allen  should  have  demanded  the  surrender  of  the  fort,  “in  the 
name  of  the  Great  Jehovah  and  the  Continental  Congress,”  in 
spite  of  the  fact,  as  a  later  critic  has  said,  “that  he  held  a  com¬ 
mission  from  neither  source.” 

The  capture  of  Ticonderoga,  followed  on  the  twelfth  day  by 
the  taking  of  the  Fort  at  Crown  Point  by  Col.  Seth  Warner, 
deprived  the  British  of  what,  properly  garrisoned,  might  have 
been  an  important  base  during  the  ensuing  struggle,  and  supplied 
Washington  with  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  cannons  with 
which  he  was  to  drive  the  British  from  Boston  the  next  winter. 
But  the  most  important  result  of  the  capture  was  the  thrill  that 
ran  through  all  the  colonies  at  the  news  of  it  and  made  it  one  of 
the  major  factors  in  turning  a  local  Massachusetts  affray  into 
a  United  American  Cause  that  brought  about  the  founding  of  a 
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great  nation.  The  capture  of  Ticonderoga  was  the  very  first 
movement  of  aggression  on  the  part  of  the  American  Colonists. 
Throughout  the  Revolution,  The  Green  Mountain  Boys  were  of 
invaluable  service  to  the  cause  of  the  colonists. 

Allen’s  death  occurred  Feb.  10,  1789,  at  the  age  of  52,  while 
returning  from  the  farm  of  his  cousin,  Ebenezer  Allen,  of  South 
Hero,  on  a  load  of  hay,  having  imbibed  too  freely  of  an  alcoholic 
beverage.  His  name  was  so  much  a  symbol  of  Godlessness  among 
the  Godly  that  under  entry  of  Feb.  28, 1789,  President  Ezra  Stiles 
of  Yale  University  recorded  in  his  diary  with  pious  certainty: 
“Feb.  13,  1789.  Gen.  Allen  of  Vermont  died  and  went  to  hell 
this  day.”  (He  d.  two  and  a  half  months  before  General  Wash¬ 
ington’s  inaugural  as  President,  and  just  two  years  and  one 
month  before  the  state  he  founded  was  admitted  to  the  Union.) 
(The  first  canal  in  America  was  built  at  Bellows  Falls ,  1790-1792.) 

Vermont  An  Independent  Republic 

Long  before  it  was  mentioned  in  an  official  document,  the 
idea  of  making  a  separate  State  of  the  New  Hampshire  Grants 
occurred  to  many  individuals,  among  them  Thomas  Young, 
M.D.,  then  of  Philadelphia,  but  a  native  of  Salisbury,  Conn., 
and  a  close  friend  of  Allen;  a  shrewd,  learned  and  liberal  man, 
who  convinced  those  interested  in  forming  such  a  new  state 
that  they  would  be  admitted  to  representation  in  the  General 
Congress  if  they  should  request  it.  It  was  Young  also  who,  ad¬ 
dressing  these  men  as  “the  inhabitants  of  Vermont,”  caused  that 
name  to  be  adopted  in  June  1777;  though  this  region  had  already 
been  christened  “Verd-Mont,”  in  1763,  by  Rev.  Samuel  Peters, 
a  Connecticut  Clergyman  who,  riding  through  this  territory  on 
horseback,  stood  upon  the  summit  of  Mount  Killington  and 
named  the  land  “Verd-Mont,”  in  token  of  the  enduring  green  of 
the  hills.  During  the  deliberations  the  name  “New  Connecticut” 
was  also  considered,  but  tabled  in  favor  of  “Vermont.” 

In  convention  in  Windsor  July  8,  1777,  seventy-odd  delegates 
again  asserted  the  independence  of  Vermont  (the  state  had  al¬ 
ready  declared  its  independence,  the  previous  January  at  West¬ 
minster),  and  unanimously  adopted  a  constitution  for  the  State’s 
government.  They  met  in  “Old  Constitution  House,”  built  in 
1769  as  a  tavern  (one  year  before  the  birth  of  Preserved7  Fish). 
This  building  has  been  restored  and  is  still  in  a  good  state  of 
preservation.  Benjamin  Carpenter,  first  Lieutenant  Governor 
of  the  state  (and  mentioned  earlier  in  this  work)  was  the  leading 
spirit  in  drawing  up  this  Constitution,  which  was  closely  pat¬ 
terned  after  that  of  Pennsylvania  and  therefore  followed  the 
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political  philosophies  of  Benjamin  Franklin  and  William  Penn, 
based  upon  English  common  law.  The  Bill  of  Rights  of  the 
Constitution  of  Vermont  stated  that  no  person  of  legal  age 
“ought  to  be  holden  by  law  to  serve  any  person  as  a  servant, 
slave,  or  apprentice.”  This  is  the  very  first  prohibition  in  his¬ 
tory  of  all  human  slavery.  Vermont  was  also  the  first  state  in 
this  country  to  provide  universal  manhood  suffrage,  all  the  other 
state  constitutions  having  made  the  right  to  vote  dependent 
upon  property  owned  or  rented,  or  a  specific  yearly  income. 

The  first  general  election  was  held  Mar.  3,  1778,  and  Thomas 
Chittenden  was  elected  Governor.  For  eighteen  years,  until 
1796,  this  unlearned,  uneloquent,  informal,  one-eyed  giant  of  a 
man  governed  the  people  of  this  state,  most  of  whom  felt,  with 
General  Ethan  Allen,  that  Governor  Chittenden  was  bound 
to  be  right  “even  when  he  couldn't  tell  why.”  (He  was  Governor 
of  the  state  during  the  first  six  years  of  Preserved7  Fish's  life  in 
Ira.)  His  son  Martin  Chittenden  was  Governor  of  the  state 
during  the  War  of  1812. 

For  fourteen  years,  from  July  8,  1777,  to  Mar.  4,  1791,  Ver¬ 
mont  was  a  completely  independent  republic,  although  a  totter¬ 
ing  one.  There  were  many  within  the  confines  of  the  state,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  southwestern  part,  who  refused  to  recognize  its 
authority  and  remained  stubbornly  loyal  to  New  York.  Another 
cause  of  dissension  was  the  proposed  annexation  of  sixteen  towms 
in  w-estem  New  Hampshire  whose  inhabitants  desired  to  become 
a  part  of  Vermont.  ( Crimean  War,  in  which  Florence  Nightingale 
founded  the  profession  of  nursing)  (Preserved  Fish  was  seventeen 
years  of  age,  and  still  living  in  Massachusetts.)  ( This  also  tvas 
the  year  of  the  adoption  of  the  United  States  Constitution.) 

Contrary  to  the  idea  expressed  in  a  letter  to  Congress  by 
General  George  Washington,  Feb.  11,  1783,  it  was  not  necessary 
to  subdue  the  independent  republic  by  force  of  arms,  and  Ver¬ 
mont  was  instead  admitted  into  the  Union  as  the  fourteenth 
state.  Mar.  4,  1791.  (Preserved7  Fish  was  twenty-one  years  of 
age  at  this  time,  and  recently  married.)  The  first  United  States 
Census,  taken  that  year,  1791,  showed  the  population  of  the 
state  to  be  85,425.  In  the  thirty  years  since  1760  it  had  developed 
from  a  wilderness  of  300  people  to  a  sovereign  state  of  over  85,000 
souls.  (The  present  population  is  357,598.)  (1940.) 

The  permanent  capital  of  the  state  was  established  at  Mont¬ 
pelier  in  1805,  and  the  state  house  was  built  in  1808,  the  legisla¬ 
ture  having  convened  previously  in  several  of  the  larger  towns, 
among  them  Tinmouth  and  Rutland.  The  University  of  Ver¬ 
mont  was  founded  in  1800  by  Ira  Allen,  brother  of  Ethan,  leader 
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of  the  Green  Mountain  Boys  ( the  year  the  United  States  Congress 
first  met  in  Washington).  Vermont  was  without  a  bank  until 
1806  (one  year  before  the  birth  of  Bradley8  Fish). 

The  year  1816  (“the  famine  year,”  or  “eighteen  hundred  and 
Froze  to  Death”)  brought  the  greatest  physical  hardships  that 
the  inhabitants  of  this  state  have  ever  known.  On  June  8  of  that 
year  a  foot  of  snow  fell,  and  blew  into  drifts  two  and  three  feet 
high.  There  was  a  little  snow  in  July  and  August,  and  a  heavy 
frost  September  10.  Almost  no  crops  were  harvested  that  fall. 
Much  of  the  live  stock  in  the  state  perished,  the  hay  crop  having 
failed.  Nettles,  wild  turnips,  hedgehogs,  and  other  crude  sub¬ 
stitutes  for  ordinary  fare,  kept  all  but  a  few  of  the  human  in¬ 
habitants  from  near  starvation,  but  suffering  was  so  intense  in 
New  England  that  year  that  it  proved  a  vital  factor  in  greatly 
increased  emigration  to  the  Land  of  Promise  in  the  West,  particu¬ 
larly  Ohio.  In  this  year,  1816,  Preserved7  Fish  was  46  years  of 
age  and  all  of  his  twelve  children  had  been  bom  (one,  Aram,  had 
d.  thirteen  years  before)  Russell,  the  oldest,  being  24,  and  Harri¬ 
son,  the  youngest,  not  yet  one  year  old.  The  following  year, 
1817,  marked  the  death  of  his  father,  Robert6,  in  Dighton,  Mass., 
at  the  age  of  86.) 

Beginning  in  the  1820’s,  and  reaching  its  greatest  intensity 
about  1835,  the  anti-masonic  movement  colored  the  emotional 
and  political  life  of  Vermont  to  an  almost  incredible  extent. 
Although  not  limited  to  this  state,  it  was  dominant  here  as  no¬ 
where  else  in  this  part  of  the  country,  and  Caledonia  county  was 
the  acknowledged  center  of  the  movement  in  New  England. 
Masons  were  excluded  from  jury  service  and  town  offices,  Masonic 
clergymen  were  driven  from  their  pulpits,  and  members  of  fam¬ 
ilies  were  irrevocably  alienated  from  one  another.  Governor 
Palmer  was  elected  in  1831  on  an  anti-masonic  ticket,  and  re¬ 
elected  for  three  succeeding  terms,  and  in  1832,  when  Andrew 
Jackson  was  re-elected,  Vermont  was  the  only  state  in  the  union 
carried  by  William  Wirt,  anti-masonic  presidential  candidate. 
Gradually  many  Masons  withdrew  from  the  order,  and  in  1834 
all  the  lodges  in  Washington  and  Windham  counties  were  vol¬ 
untarily  dissolved  by  their  members. 

The  slavery  question  then  began  to  be  an  important  topic  of 
discussion,  and  in  Vermont  the  hatred  of  slavery  never  ceased  to 
grow  in  intensity  during  the  next  twenty-five  years,  while  the 
question  of  Masonry  was  gradually  forgotten.  Of  all  wars  waged 
by  this  country,  the  Civil  War  was  the  one  Vermonters  entered 
most  wholeheartedly,  and  the  one  that  cost  them  the  heaviest 
toll.  The  state  furnished  34,328  men  (not  counting  large  numbers 
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who  had  migrated  westward  to  such  states  as  Ohio  and  Michigan), 
more  than  91  per  cent  of  whom  were  enlisted  men. 

Between  the  Civil  War  and  the  Spanish  American  War  Ver¬ 
mont  remained  in  a  condition  that  must  be  called  relatively 
static,  if  not  sluggish.  The  war  had  taken  from  farms,  hamlets 
and  cities  a  heavy  toll  of  the  men  who  might  have  been  most 
energetic  in  all  kinds  of  private  and  civic  enterprises.  Desertion 
of  the  hill  farms,  one  of  the  state's  most  vital  problems  uutil  the 
recent  reclamation  of  many  of  them  as  summer  homes,  was  well 
under  way.  Sheep-raising  had  ceased  to  be  of  real  importance  in 
the  agricultural  states,  and  the  transition  to  dairying  was  pro¬ 
gressing  slowly.  There  was  no  appreciable  growth  in  population. 

The  office  of  State  Supt.  of  Education  was  created  in  1874,  the 
State  Board  of  Health  was  organized  in  1886,  and  the  State 
Highway  Commission  was  established  in  1898. 

Great  Vermonters 

The  first  patent  issued  by  the  United  States  Govt,  was  granted 
to  Samuel  Hopkins  of  Burlington,  Vt.,  July  31,  1790,  for  the 
process  of  making  pot  and  pearl  ash.  It  was  signed  by  President 
Washington  and  Secretary  of  State  Jefferson.  In  these  early 
days  soap  was  made  from  lye  and  tallow,  the  lye  being  made  by 
leaching  the  caloium  carbonate  obtained  from  wood  ashes.  In 
1795  Capt.  Samuel  Morey  was  granted  a  patent  for  his  invention 
of  the  steamboat,  at  least  two  years  after  its  successful  operation 
on  Lake  Morey  in  Fairlee.  Thomas  Davenport  of  Brandon 
invented  the  first  electric  motor  in  1834,  and  received  a  patent 
in  1837.  John  Deere,  a  Vermont  blacksmith,  bom  at  Rutland 
in  1804,  invented  the  steel  plow  ,  while  living  at  Grand  Detour, 
Ill.,  in  1837.  The  steam  calliope,  ubiquitous  in  circus  parades, 
was  originated  by  Joshua  C.  Stoddard  of  Pawlet  in  1855. 

The  grandfather  of  President  Rutherford  B.  Hays  built  the 
Old  Hayes  Tavern,  at  Brattleboro,  in  1791. 

Throughout  the  years  native  sons  of  Vermont  have  made 
history  outside  the  state.  In  1880  Chester  A.  Arthur,  who  was 
bom  at  Fairfield,  Vt.,  was  elected  Vice-President  on  the  Garfield 
ticket,  and  upon  the  death  of  the  president  became  President  of 
the  United  States,  the  first  native  Vermonter  to  hold  either  office. 
In  1888,  Levi  P.  Morton,  a  native  Vermonter  who  had  been 
Minister  to  France  under  Garfield  and  Arthur,  was  elected  Vice- 
President  with  President  Harrison,  in  securing  whose  nomination 
the  Republican  delegation  from  Vermont  had  taken  the  lead. 

In  1920  Calvin  Coolidge,  a  native  of  Plymouth,  was  elected 
Vice-President  on  the  Warren  G.  Harding  ticket,  and  upon  the 
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death  of  President  Harding  in  1923  he  succeeded  to  the  Presi¬ 
dency.  In  1924  he  was  elected  President  by  one  of  the  greatest 
plurality  votes  ever  given  a  President,  the  first  Vermonter  ever 
to  achieve  that  honor.  Not  since  the  Great  Lincoln  had  there 
been  a  President  so  essentially  homespun  as  Coolidge. 

Senator  Justin  S.  Morrill,  whose  record  of  nearly  forty-four 
years  of  continuous  service  in  the  House  and  Senate  has  never 
been  equaled,  conceived  and  brought  to  passage  the  Morrill  Act, 
which  led  to  the  establishment  of  our  entire  present  system  of 
state-supported  agricultural,  scientific  and  industrial  schools  of 
college  rank.  Our  Vermont  Senator  George  F.  Edmunds  was  the 
author  of  the  Electoral  Commission  Bill,  also  of  the  vital  parts 
of  the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Act.  His  name  was  twice  placed  in 
nomination  for  the  presidency,  first  in  1880,  when  Garfield  was 
elected,  and  in  1884,  when  Cleveland  was  elected.  In  1862  a 
State  funeral  was  held  in  the  U.  S.  Senate  Chamber  for  Senator 
Solomon  Foote  of  Vermont,  the  second  U.  S.  Senator  to  be  thus 
honored. 

Redfield  Proctor,  who  had  been  Governor  of  Vermont,  and 
Secretary  of  War  under  Harrison,  was  Senator  from  Vermont 
from  1891  until  his  death  in  1908.  His  speech  in  1898  depicting 
conditions  in  Cuba,  as  he  had  foimd  them  on  a  personal  visit, 
was  an  immediate  factor  in  precipitating  the  Spanish- American 
War:  “One  of  those  rare  utterances  which  have  really  shaped 
public  policies.” 

The  Spanish- American  War  brought  such  glory  to  Admiral 
George  Dewey,  who  was  born  at  Montpelier,  and  to  Admiral 
Charles  Clark,  who  though  born  at  Bradford  called  the  state 
capital  his  home  in  later  life,  that  it  was  facetiously  referred  to 
as  the  conflict  between  the  town  of  Montpelier  and  the  Kingdom 
of  Spain.  (Representing  the  Fish  family  in  the  Spanish- American 
War  was  Daniel  Fish11  Coombs,  later  Mayor  of  Culver  City, 
Calif.) 

During  the  World  War  the  First  Vermont  Regt.  of  nearly 
two  thousand  officers  and  men  were  the  first  National  Guard 
troops  to  engage  in  actual  combat,  as  a  part  of  the  First  Division 
in  France.  (Maj.  Gen.  Leonard  Fish11  Wing  saw  service  in  the 
First  Vermont,  as  1st  Lieut.)  The  refusal  of  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  to  keep  the  regiment  intact,  however,  deprived  the  state 
of  the  fame  its  soldiers  achieved  for  her  during  the  Civil  War. 

Vermont  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  in  the  presidential  election 
of  1936  she  was  one  of  the  only  two  states  to  return  a  Republican 
plurality,  adding  its  three  electoral  votes  to  the  five  of  Maine 
for  Alfred  M.  Landon.  Again  in  1912  Vermont  stood  alone  with 
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Utah  for  the  Republican  nominee,  William  Howard  Taft,  whose 
father,  Alphonso  Taft,  was  bom  in  Townshend,  Vt.  Since  the 
founding  of  the  Republican  Party  in  1856,  Vermont  is  thus  the 
only  state  that  has  voted  Republican  in  every  National  election, 
evidence  that  in  recent  times  as  in  its  earlier  days,  she  has  re¬ 
tained  a  spirit  of  independence  that  has  brought  both  great 
praise  and  great  obloquy  but  whatever  the  issue  has  been  the 
dominating  force  behind  its  history.  In  1896  the  Vermont  Legis¬ 
lature  passed  a  law  making  provision  for  absentee  voting,  the 
first  state  to  make  such  voting  privilege  possible. 


Nationality  of  Vermont  Inhabitants 

The  largest  foreign-born  group  of  Vermont  inhabitants  is  the 
French  Canadian,  comprising  thirteen  per  cent  of  the  total 
population;  the  non-French  Canadian,  seven  per  cent;  Irish 
less  than  three  per  cent;  Italian  two  per  cent,  and  English  less 
than  two  per  cent,  making  the  Vermont  population  about  75  % 
native  American  Stock  (1940). 


Vermont  Fauna 

Some  of  the  animals  most  plentiful  in  Vermont  when  its  settle¬ 
ment  by  white  men  was  begun,  are  now  practically  extinct  here — 
as,  for  example,  the  wolf,  foraging  from  the  Canada  border  for 
Vermont  sheep;  the  fierce  panther  or  catamount,  that  would 
attack  a  man  on  horseback;  the  lordly  moose  or  caribou;  the 
trout-loving  otter,  and  the  beaver.  Early  Vermont  local  history 
is  rich  in  anecdotes  about  these  animals,  the  catamount  especially, 
and  some  of  them  still  haunt  the  Vermont  imagination.  Each 
year  in  various  localities  the  scream  of  the  “ painter”  is  heard 
again,  or  perhaps  a  moose  is  seen  crashing  through  the  under¬ 
brush  but  the  fact  remains  that  no  panther  or  moose  has  been 
killed  in  the  state  for  many  years.  The  deer,  Vermont’s  chief 
game  animal,  was  almost  extinct  when  in  1878  seventeen  of  them 
were  purchased  with  private  funds  and  set  free  in  Rutland 
County  and  the  legislature  declared  a  closed  season  until  1896; 
they  are  now  plentiful  in  the  state.  Other  game  animals  now  to 
be  found  are  the  muskrat,  skunk,  raccoon,  fox,  mink,  bear, 
lynx  or  wildcat.  Neither  the  bear  or  the  wildcat  found  in  Ver¬ 
mont  ever  attack  man.  Rabbits,  squirrel,  woodchuck  and  hedge¬ 
hog  are  plentiful,  and  are  shot  for  sport  and  crop  protection. 
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Climate 

Vermont’s  climate  is,  in  general,  the  varied  climate  of  the 
north  temperate  zone,  yet  there  are  distinct  differences  between 
various  sections  of  the  state’s  relatively  small  area.  The  average 
annual  temperature  ranges  from  38  degrees  to  46  degrees:  the 
United  States  Weather  Bureau  at  Northfield  gives  the  highest 
temperature  as  98  and  the  lowest  as  41  below  zero.  The  average 
growing  season  in  the  Connecticut  Valley  is  thirty  days  shorter 
than  in  the  Champlain  Valley  (120  as  compared  to  150).  The 
central  part  of  the  state,  which  comprises  the  Green  Mountain 
Range  and  its  foothills,  has  an  even  shorter  period,  and  also  the 
heaviest  snow,  ten  feet  on  an  average,  while  the  sections  east  and 
west  of  the  center  have  an  average  snow  cover  of  from  eight  to 
ten  feet,  and  the  east  central  section  and  the  Champlain  Valley 
an  average  of  four  to  eight  feet.  The  average  annual  rainfall 
varies  from  thirty-four  inches  in  the  Champlain  Valley  and 
central  section  to  forty  inches  in  the  northern  and  central  sections. 
A  small  strip  in  the  extreme  south  receives  fifty  inches. 

Vermont  Industries 

The  chief  industry  of  Vermont  is  dairy-farming,  and  it  has 
been  said  that  Vermont  is  the  only  state  in  which  there  are  more 
cattle  than  people.  Dairying  has  taken  the  place  of  sheep-raising 
in  the  state,  and  over  a  million  sheep  once  grazing  upon  the  hill¬ 
sides  have  been  reduced  to  only  41,000  in  the  entire  state. 

The  products  for  which  the  state  is  best  known,  however,  are 
its  marble,  granite  and  maple  sugar.  West  Rutland  and  Proctor 
are  the  marble  centers  of  the  world,  and  Barre  the  granite  center. 
Slate  is  quarried  in  Poultney,  Wells  and  Fair  Haven. 

The  art  of  making  maple  syrup  was  accidentaly  discovered  by 
the  Indians  in  Vermont,  which  discovery  has  been  so  wTell  des¬ 
cribed  by  Rowland  Robinson.  The  first  known  record  of  the 
maple  tree  being  tapped  by  the  wrhite  man  was  in  1752  by  Capt. 
Samuel  Robinson  of  Bennington.  In  Dummerston,  on  a  farm 
once  owned  by  Myron  F.  Dutton,  is  a  group  of  warty  old  rock 
maples,  the  largest  fourteen  feet  in  circumference,  now  dead  but 
still  standing,  and  said  to  be  the  first  trees  known  to  have  been 
tapped  by  the  white  man.  Isaac  Farrar  of  Enosburg  Falls  w'as 
the  first  to  use  wooden  spouts  in  tapping  the  maple  tree. 

In  the  earlier  days  copper  was  extensively  mined  in  Vermont, 
especially  in  Stafford  and  Vershire  (according  to  the  W.  P.  A. 
Guidebook,  the  only  town  in  Vermont  that  is  belowr  sea-level). 
These  mines  were  re-opened  in  1943,  and  it  is  said  that  there  are 
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large  deposits  of  copper  in  the  area  still.  Iron  was  also  mined  at 
one  time,  and  ruins  of  furnaces  are  still  to  be  seen  on  Furnace 
Brook  in  Pittsford.  Talc  is  also  mined  in  Vermont,  from  soap¬ 
stone  quarries  about  Water  bury,  and  asbestos  at  Eden  and 
Lowell.  Most  of  the  asbestos  mined  in  the  United  States  is  in 
fact  produced  in  Vermont. 

Rutland  County 

Otter  Creek,  which  flows  through  Rutland  County,  was  a 
favorite  route  for  Indian  travel,  and  rich  beaver-hunting  grounds. 
A  fur-trader,  James  Cross,  gives  in  his  journal  of  an  expedition 
from  Fort  Dummer  in  1730,  the  first  recorded  description  of  the 
falls  on  the  Otter  at  what  is  now  Center  Rutland,  and  the  ad¬ 
jacent  broad  fertile  territory.  During  the  French  and  Indian 
Wars,  1756-1763,  the  travel  through  here  must  have  been  con¬ 
siderable,  for  the  site  of  the  present  City  of  Rutland  was  at  a 
crossroads  of  the  old  Crown  Point  Road  which  General  Amherst 
ordered  built  across  the  mountains  to  connect  the  Champlain 
fort  with  the  Connecticut  valley.  Rutland  was  chartered  in 
1761,  by  Governor  Benning  Wentworth  of  New  Hampshire. 
The  first  grantee,  John  Murray  of  Rutland,  Mass.,  was  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  name  of  the  new  township. 

Col.  James  Mead,  First  Settler  in  Rjjtland 

The  first  actual  settlement  was  begun  by  Col.  James  Mead, 
whose  great-great  grandson,  John  A.  Mead  of  Rutland,  became 
Governor  of  the  State.  He  brought  his  wife  and  ten  children 
up  over  the  mountains  from  Manchester  in  1769  (twenty-one 
years  before  the  arrival  of  Preserved7  Fish  at  Ira),  and  estab¬ 
lished  them  in  a  log  house  on  Otter  Creek  near  Mead’s  Falls 
(Center  Rutland  Falls),  where  he  was  soon  able  to  build  a  saw¬ 
mill  and  a  gristmill,  and  his  log  cabin  home  was  about  half  a 
mile  south,  and  in  a  few  years  Rutland  was  an  active  frontier 
community. 

West  oj  the  Mountains  Green 
Lies  Rutland  fair\ 

The  best  that  e'er  was  seen 
For  soil  and  air. 

We  value  not  New  York 
With  all  their  powers ; 

For  here  we'll  stay  and  work , 

The  land  is  ours. 
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In  such  appropriately  crude  verse,  Thomas  Rowley,  Minstrel 
of  the  Green  Mountain  Boys,  celebrated  the  fierce  resistance 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Grants  to  New  York  authority.  Into 
the  midst  of  this  land  controversy  was  thrust  the  graver  issue 
of  the  dispute  with  Great  Britain  concerning  taxation  without 
representation.  Rutland  became  a  northern  outpost  of  the 
Revolutionary  War.  Fort  Rutland  was  built  in  1775,  Fort  Ranger 
at  Center  Rutland  Falls  in  1778,  and  in  the  latter  year  the  town 
was  made  the  headquarters  for  State  troops. 

In  1774  the  county  seat  was  moved  from  Tinmouth  to  Rutland. 
One  of  the  five  post  offices  of  the  independent  republic  was 
established  here  the  same  year,  and  from  1784  to  1804  various 
sessions  of  the  legislature  were  held  in  Tinmouth  and  Rutland, 
and  from  1804  to  1807  in  other  towns  (so  that  Preserved7  Fish 
attended  sessions  in  various  towns,  and  in  Montpelier  only  after 
1807).  Vermont’s  admission  to  the  Union,  in  1791,  was  enthusi¬ 
astically  greeted  by  an  all-day  celebration  in  Federal  Square, 
Rutland,  and  in  that  era  of  eloquent  toasts,  this  occasion  supplied 
a  memorable  one,  “The  Union  of  Vermont  with  the  United 
States;  may  it  flourish  like  Our  Pines  and  continue  as  unshaken 
as  Our  Mountains.” 

Among  the  early  notables  of  Rutland  the  Rev.  Samuel  Williams, 
author  of  the  first  history  of  the  state  ( Natural  and  Civil  History 
of  Vermont ,  1794),  was  an  impressive  figure.  A  brilliant  member 
of  the  Harvard  faculty,  honored  both  here  and  abroad  for  scholar¬ 
ship,  he  resigned  under  a  cloud  at  the  age  of  forty-five,  and  left 
Cambridge  for  wffiat  was  then  the  frontier  of  Newr  England, 
becoming  in  1789  minister  of  the  Rutland  Congregational  Church. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders,  in  1794  (four  years  after  the  arrival 
in  Vermont  of  Preserved7  Fish),  of  the  Rutland  Herald,  which 
became  a  daily  in  1861  and  has  a  record  of  continuous  publica¬ 
tion  for  almost  a  century  and  a  half.  Williams  w  as  also  active  in 
promoting  the  University  of  Vermont,  although  disappointed 
at  its  final  location  at  Burlington  rather  than  Rutland,  and 
lectured  for  two  years,  1807-1808,  on  Natural  Philosophy  and 
Astronomy. 

In  1800  the  population  of  Rutland  was  12,149,  and  Rutland 
was  then  for  the  first  and  only  time  the  largest  community  in 
the  state.  The  population  in  1940  w^as  15,638. 

After  the  Civil  War,  Col.  Redfield  Proctor  returned  to  Rut¬ 
land  and  set  about  transforming  the  marble  business,  which  had 
been  operating  on  a  small  scale  for  a  generation,  into  one  of  the 
nation’s  leading  industries,  and  Rutland  the  Marble  City  became 
the  marble  center  of  the  world.  Marble  (taken  from  the  Greek 
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word  “Marmoros”  meaning  sparkling,  flashing  or  gleaming,  a 
cry st aline  form  of  carbonate  of  lime)  was  first  quarried  in  Dorset, 
Vt.,  in  1785  (when  Preserved7  Fish  was  fifteen  years  of  age),  by 
Isaac  Underhill.  In  1886  the  western  part  of  the  town  of  Rutland, 
where  the  marble  deposits  were  among  the  richest  in  the  world, 
was  divided  off  into  two  separate  towns,  Proctor  and  West 
Rutland.  In  1892,  when  Rutland  City  was  incorporated,  a 
further  division  took  place,  making  four  subdivisions  of  the 
original  township. 

Ten  Rutland  County  men  have  been  Governors  of  the  state, 
Israel  Smith  (1807-08) ;  Charles  K.  Williams  (1850-52) ;  John  B. 
Page  (1867-69);  Redfield  Proctor  (1878-89);  John  A.  Mead 
(1910-12);  Percival  W.  Clement  (1919-21);  Charles  M.  Smith 
(1935-37);  and  from  Proctor,  Fletcher  D.  Proctor  (1906-08); 
the  younger  Redfield  Proctor  (1923-25)  and  Mortimer  Proctor 
(1944-46). 

Rutland  is  set  in  the  lovely  widened  valley  of  Otter  Creek. 
Second  in  size  only  to  Burlington  it  is  eminently  a  city,  with  the 
spirit  and  inspiration  of  a  city,  a  railroad  center,  nucleus  of  trade 
highways,  independent  and  individual.  There  are  only  three 
communities  in  Vermont  which  a  visitor  will  feel  to  be  cities; 
and  whereas  Barre  remains  a  mining  town,  tempered  and  res¬ 
trained  by  its  Vermont  matrix,  and  Burlington  with  all  its  air 
of  a  great  port  and  a  university  seat  still  wears  her  queenliness 
with  a  sunset  charm,  Rutland  alone  maintains  the  vigor  which 
her  railroad  gave.  Rutland,  more  than  either  of  her  rivals, 
typically  is  the  small  American  City — -her  roots  sunk  deep  in 
the  land  and  in  her  history. 

The  towns  in  the  county  with  which  the  Fisli  family  have  been 
identified  are  Ira,  Clarendon,  West  Haven,  Fair  Haven,  Middle- 
town  Springs  and  West  Rutland. 


Early  History  of  the  Town  of  Ira 

Ira  lies  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  Vermont  valleys.  Nature 
here  presents  some  of  the  most  picturesque  scenery  in  the  world. 
As  you  come  up  the  valley,  Herrick  Mountain  (first  called  Ira 
Mountain)  rises  directly  across  your  path  and  seems  to  bar  all 
further  advance;  the  scenery  from  the  top  of  Herrick  is  beautiful 
beyond  the  power  of  words  to  describe.  Away  to  the  north  is 
Lake  Champlain,  dotted  with  islands  and  flecked  with  white 
sails,  to  the  east  the  long  range  of  the  Green  Mountains  proper, 
while  southerly,  nestled  at  your  feet,  lies  one  of  the  sweetest 
smiling  valleys  this  side  of  the  Vale  of  Tempe. 
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Physical  Characteristics  of  Ira 

Mary  Spargo  has  said  that  Ira  is  unique  in  two  respects:  first, 
it  never  received  a  charter  and  second  for  its  wedge-shaped 
contour.  In  1779,  w'hen  Ira  applied  for  a  charter,  the  town  was 
indeed  in  the  fonn  of  a  triangle  or  spearhead,  but  on  Oct.  31, 
1784,  this  formation  was  changed  when  a  part  of  the  town  was 
incorporated,  with  parts  of  Tinmouth,  Wells  and  Poultney,  to 
form  the  new  town  called  Middletown.  It  was  further  altered 
when  in  1804  a  small  part  was  annexed  to  Poultney  for  school 
purposes.  In  1854  land  was  added  to  Ira  by  the  annexation  of  a 
part  of  Clarendon  and  the  new  boundary  line  coincided  with 
the  boundary  line  between  the  farms  of  Frederick  A.10  Fish  and 
S.  L.  Peck,  the  southeast  border  of  the  Fish  farm  being  Ira  Brook. 
In  1905  a  small  part  of  Ira  was  added  to  the  town  of  Castleton, 
leaving  the  town  area  approximately  11,166  acres.  The  popula¬ 
tion  in  the  first  census  was  312;  its  greatest  pupolation  was  in 
1810,  when  519  inhabitants  were  counted;  in  the  census  of  1940 
there  were  only  248  inhabitants. 

{Ira-  applied  for  her  charter  just  two  years  before  the  founding  of 
the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  the  fourth  largest  city  in  the  United 
States,  which  was  laid  out  Sept.  4,  1781,  by  Philip  de  Neve  and 
Junipero  Serra ,  a  priest ,  upon  the  order  of  the  King  of  Spain, 
the  first  city  in  the  United  States  definitely  planned  as  a  city,  not 
growing  from  a  trading  post  or  small  settlement  as  other  great  cities 
have.  Twelve  families  of  Spaniards,  Mexicans,  Indians  and  Negroes 
were  brought  up  from  Mexico  for  the  specific  purpose  of  starting  a 
city,  a  large  level  plain  on  the  Los  Angeles  River  was  chosen  and  it 
was  named  the  City  of  Los  Angeles.  The  first  Englishman  to  settle 
there ,  after  he  was  captured  by  the  Mexicans  in  1817 ,  was  Joseph 
Chapman,  from  the  woods  of  Maine.  He  became  a  prominent  citi¬ 
zen  of  Los  Angeles  and  died  there  in  1849,  the  same  year  Preserved 7 
Fish  died.) 


Early  History  of  the  Town  of  Ira 

The  District  of  Ira  is  supposed  to  have  been  settled  as  early  as 
1761,  by  men  from  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island  and  Connecti¬ 
cut  who  forced  their  way  into  what  was  then  a  wilderness,  cleared 
the  land  and  built  their  homes.  Although  the  town  was  organ¬ 
ized  May  31,  1779,  it  was  never  incorporated,  because  according 
to  the  Vermont  State  Papers  the  settlers  refused  to  pay  the 
required  fees. 

Isaac  Clark,  an  early  settler  in  Ira,  and  a  famous  Revolution¬ 
ary  soldier,  known  as  “Old  Rifle  Clark,”  was  elected  the  first 
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town  clerk.  The  call  for  a  Town  Meeting  was  recorded  in  the 
Ira  Town  Records,  Vol.  I,  p.  4,  as  follows: 

District  of  Ira,  May  29th,  1779 

To  the  inhabitants  of  this  district,  you  are  hereby  warned  to 
meet  at  the  house  of  George  Sherman  in  said  Ira  at  one  of  the 
Clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Monday  the  31st  day  of  this  instant 
firstly  to  choose  a  moderator,  secondly  to  choose  a  clerk,  thirdly 
a  constable  and  fourthly  to  transact  any  other  business  that  shall 
be  thought  proper,  as  is  the  advice  of  the  Governor  and  Council 
and  at  the  request  of  five  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town. 

Viz.  Isaac  Clark  Cyrus  Wood

Among  the  52  men  who  took  the  Freemen’s  oath  at  that  meet¬ 
ing  were  the  following  leading  men  of  the  town:  George  Sherman, 
who  was  cfyosen  the  first  moderator;  Isaac  Clark,  Amos  Herick, 
Nathan  Lee,  the  first  three  to  be  chosen  Selectmen;  Joseph  Levi, 
Cyrus  Wood,  Cephas  Carpenter,  Nathaniel  Mallory,  John  and 
Thomas  Collins,  Isaiah  Mason,  James  and  Thomas  McCluer, 
Jason  Newton,  Elijah  Mann,  Oliver  Eddy,  Isaac  and  Joseph 
Baker  and  Abraham  White.  Another  was  Captain  Lemuel 
Roberts  who  was  a  member  of  the  Green  Mountain  Boys.  He 
was  the  first  Captain  of  the  Ira  Militia. 

The  pioneer  settlers  of  Ira  were  frequently  exposed  to  the 
raids  of  Indians  and  the  depredations  of  the  British  Soldiers, 
and  at  an  early  date  took  measures  for  self-protection.  On  Aug. 
20,  1780,  a  special  Town  Meeting  was  called  at  the  home  of 
Joseph  Wood  and  among  other  measures  the  following  vote  was 
carried,  “Voted  that  the  town  raise,  for  three  months,  two  men  to 
scout  on  the  frontier,  except  sooner  discharged,  that  the  town 
pay  said  men  for  their  services  two  pounds  per  month,  that  each 
man  pay  according  as  he  stands  in  the  list.  Attest:  Joseph  Wood, 
Town  Clerk.” 

In  his  official  capacity,  Clark  also  recorded  the  first  wedding 
in  town,  his  own,  for  it  was  in  Ira  that  he  met  and  married  Han¬ 
nah  Chittenden,  daughter  of  the  first  Governor  of  the  state, 
Thomas  Chittenden.  The  father  of  the  bride  performed  the 
ceremony  himself,  Jan.  5,  1779.  Isaac  Clark  later  removed  to 
Castleton,  where  he  died. 

Among  the  first  known  settlers  of  Ira  were  John  and  Nathan 
Lee  and  his  wife.  They  owned  324  acres  of  the  best  land  in  Ira

Hollow,  but  lost  much  of  their  property  during  the  Revolution 
because  of  their  Tory  sympathies.  “Apparently  the  chief  trouble 
with  the  Lee  family,”  states  Mary  Spargo,  a  Vermont  writer, 
“was  that  they  were  too  out-spoken  and  expressed  their  Tory 

leaning  too  openly . John  Lee  sympathized  so  much  with  the 

Mother  Country  that  he  was  obliged  to  leave  town.”  His  land, 
the  W.  L.  Cramton  Farm,  later  owned  by  Ellis  H.  Cramton, 
was  confiscated  and  sold  to  Thomas  Collins  of  Lanesborough, 
Mass.,  for  one  hundred  pounds  English  money.  Three  other 
families  said  to  have  been  among  the  first  settlers  were  Sherman, 
Collins  and  Carpenter.  The  first  white  child  born  at  Ira  was 
Olive,  daughter  of  George  and  Olive  Sherman,  bom  Sept.  5. 
1773.  The  first  death  was  that  of  Hannah,  daughter  of  John 
Baker,  which  occurred  Feb.  24,  1785. 

The  first  frame  house  in  Ira  is  said  to  have  been  built  by 
Cephas  Carpenter  in  1789  (the  year  of  the  death  of  Ethan  Allen ) 
(on  the  farm  owned  for  many  years  by  Captain  Enos8  Fish). 
The  old  farmhouse  is  still  standing  and  in  good  repair  (1940), 
one  hundred  and  fifty  years  later. 

(The  oldest  frame  hause  in  Vermont  was  built  by  the  Rev.  Jedediah 
Dewey  at  Old  Bennington  in  1768 .  Parson  Dewey ,  besides  being 
the  first  minister  of  the  old  Congregational  Church  of  Bennington, 
1762 ,  the  first  church  built  in  Vermont ,  was  an  accomplished  carpen¬ 
ter  as  well  and  built  his  own  home.)  # 

David  and  Peter  Parker 

Two  of  the  early  settlers  of  Ira  were  colorful  characters,  David 
and  Peter  Parker,  who  came  soon  after  1800,  both  of  them  noted 
as  rhymsters  and  story-tellers.  Peter  evidently  was  a  stout 
fellow  wTho  loved  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil,  as  well  as  his 
glass  of  hard  cider,  if  the  account  of  him  in  Miss  Hemenway’s 
Gazetteer  is  correct.  The  following  sentence  taken  from  that 
periodical  is  somewhat  strange  in  construction  but  the  meaning 
is  clear  enough:  “He  would  sometimes  tell  fortunes  for  cider  of 
which  he  was  a  great  lover  as  also  of  the  femineine  gender.” 
Peter  was  a  large  man,  courageous,  proud  of  his  physical  strength 
and  rather  boastful.  Once  some  young  men  of  Ira,  wishing  to 
get  the  best  of  the  dauntless  Peter,  took  a  suit  of  old  clothes, 
stuffed  it  with  straw  and  hung  it  from  a  tree  on  a  lonely  road 
Parker  had  to  pass  one  night.  Hidden,  the  boys  watched  “Fight¬ 
ing  Peter”  approach.  Doubling  up  his  fists  Peter  walked  up  to 
the  ghost-like  apparition  and  roared  “What  are  you,  God,  man 
or  the  devil?”  Receiving  no  answer  he  smote  the  straw  man 
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mightily  and  knocked  him  from  the  tree,  with  some  satisfaction 
emptied  out  the  straw  and  took  possession  of  the  suit  of  clothes 
which,  tradition  has  it,  was  better  than  his  own. 

Among  other  early  settlers  was  Jason  Newton,  a  veteran  of  the 
Revolution,  who  settled  there  in  1782.  He  married  three  times 
and  raised  seventeen  children,  and  at  one  time  the  Ira  school 
had  nine  children  each  from  his  family,  Wilson  Carpenter's  and 
Preserved  Fish's.  Noah  Peck  settled  at  West  Clarendon,  now 
a  part  of  Ira,  in  1786,  built  a  log  house  and  later  a  frame  house 
which  became  the  home  of  the  late  Deacon  S.  L.  Peck,  for  many 
years  Ira  town  clerk  and  author  of  The  History  of  Ira ,  his  brothers, 
Attorney  Harrison  J.  Peck  and  Charles  W.  Peck,  M.  D.,  grand¬ 
sons  of  Noah  who  migrated  from  Barrington,  Conn.  Pensioners 
of  the  Revolution  were  Peter  Parker  and  his  brother  David, 
Jason  Newton  and  Nathaniel  Wilmarth. 

In  1813  a  devastating  epidemic  struck  Ira,  seventeen  of  the 
inhabitants  being  carried  away  in  a  short  time. 

The  Ira  Church 

The  first  and  only  church  in  Ira  was  of  the  Baptist  denomina¬ 
tion,  founded  in  1783  by  Rev.  Thomas  Skeel,  a  Baptist  preacher. 
For  a  number  of  years  services  were  held  in  the  homes  of  the 
members.  The  first  church  building,  which  was  erected  about 
1800,  is  now  used  as  a  Town  or  Grange  Hall.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Skeel  d.  Nov.  26,  1792,  and  was  followed  by  Ezra  Wilmuth 
(1792-1801),  and  Joseph  Carpenter  (1801-1816). 

The  new  White  “Meeting  House"  was  erected  about  1852. 
Thompson’s  Vermont  records  a  “powerful  awakening"  by  Rev. 
Joseph  Carpenter  in  Ira  in  1808,  during  which  time  225  people 
(including  Preserved7  and  Abigail  Fish)  were  added  to  the 
church.  Another  great  revival  was  in  1816,  under  Rev.  William 
McClure,  when  40  “heads  of  families"  were  admitted  to  the 
church  upon  profession  of  Faith. 

Early  Industries  of  Ira 

Early  industries  included  wool-carding,  shoe-repairing,  tavern¬ 
keeping,  tanning,  and  saw  mills,  one  of  which  was  owned  by  the 
Wilkinson  family  and  two  of  the  younger  members  of  the  family, 
George  W.  and  Don  A.  Wilkinson,  become  famous  millwrights, 
unexcelled  in  their  time  and  known  throughout  the  eastern 
United  States.  Flax  was  grown  upon  many  of  the  farms  in  the 
earlier  days  to  make  the  summer  garments  of  our  ancestors. 
There  were  several  blacksmith  shops  in  town,  also  wagon  and 
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carriage  shops,  in  two  different  locations.  (One  of  the  wagon- 
makers  was  Warren  Curtiss,  maternal  grand-father  of  the  author.) 
Corn  was  ground  into  meal  and  apples  made  into  cider  in  a  grist 
and  cider  mill  at  the  lower  end  of  the  town,  which  was  abandoned 
in  the  twentieth  century.  (This  mill  was  operated  in  the  later 
years  by  Frank  Fish10  Lincoln,  a  descendant  of  Captain8  Fish. 
(Another  large  mill  was  erected  upon  the  farm  of  Captain  Enos8 
Fish,  long  since  abandoned.)  Great  flocks  of  sheep  once  grazed 
upon  the  hill-side  farms,  some  settlers  owning  as  many  as  a 
thousand  fine  merino  sheep.  The  sheep  have  been  replaced  by 
fine  dairy  herds  and  the  chief  industry  has  become  dairy  farm¬ 
ing.  (The  earmarks  of  Preserved  Fish’s  sheep  and  cattle  are  re¬ 
corded  in  the  Ira  records.) 

Preserved  Fish  of  Ira 

To  such  a  town,  county  and  state  came  in  1790  the  ancestor  of 
Fish  Vermonters,  Preserved  Fish,  without  money  or  worldly 
goods  except  his  tools.  Born  during  the  stirring  days  before  the 
Revolutionary  war,  he  was  used  to  hardships. 

{Our  ancestor  lived  during  the  time  of  Hancock ,  the  Adamses, 
Franklin,  Alexander  Hamilton,  Washington ,  Arnold  and  Burr , 
General  Warren  (a  Doctor  of  Medicine ,  killed  at  Bunker  Hill), 
General  Greene,  and  his  cousin,  Col.  Nicholas 8  Fish.  He  was  a 
contemporary  to  Charles  Lamb,  the  great  essayist.)  ( One  luxury 
just  introduced  into  the  colonies  in  his  youth  was  the  umbrella, 
which  first  appeared  in  Baltimore  in  1792.) 

( The  mail  was  carried  by  stage  coach,  which  had  replaced,  the  post 
chaise  on  the  more  traveled  routes,  sturdy  vehicles,  swung  on  through- 
brace  leather  springs  and  drawn  by  four  or  six  powerful  horses. 
After  his  arrival  in  Vermont  the  mail  must  have  come  to  him  by 
pony  express,  which  followed  the  use  of  the  stage  coach.  In  the  days 
before  the  Revolution ,  Benjamin  Franklin  had  risen  high  in  the 
service  of  the  Royal  Mail  but  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  he  was  dis¬ 
missed  and  a  shadowy  postal  service  was  developed  by  the  colonies , 
for  the  hidden  plans  of  the  Revolutionists  could  not  be  entrusted  to 
the  King’s  post.  When  the  war  was  won  and  despite  the  hardships 
of  post-war  days ,  mails  were  moving  over  2000  miles  of  post  roads. ) 

Arriving  at  Ira,  Preserved  began  to  practice  his  trade  of  stone 
mason,  building  a  stone  wall  here  and  a  cellar  wall  there,  and  it 
is  probable  that  much  of  his  handiwork  may  yet  be  seen  in  the 
town  to  this  day.  It  is  said  he  wore  his  heavy  leather  apron  not 
only  at  his  work  but  as  he  went  about  his  daily  affairs.  With  his 
earnings  he  purchased  small  parcels  of  land,  and  raised  wheat 
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upon  them.  He  hired  the  work  done  and  paid  his  men  a  certain 
percentage  at  the  harvest,  while  he  carried  on  his  trade,  and  at 
one  time  he  seemed  to  own  half  the  town.  Within  the  memory 
of  the  oldest  inhabitants,  he  lived  in  the  house  just  south  of  the 
Baptist  parsonage,  where  the  Tower  Hill  road  joins  the  main 
highway.  They  also  remember  that  the  house  was  burglarized, 
the  evidence  being  a  ladder  leading  to  one  of  the  back  windows. 

During  these  pioneer  days  there  was  no  jail  in  Ira,  or  perhaps 
in  the  county,  and  thieves  were  punished  at  the  whipping-post. 
Loretta  Fish  Powers,  while  riding  through  Ira,  once  pointed  out. 
to  her  grandson  Gratz  a  tree  to  which  her  grandfather.  Preserved 
Fish,  once  tied  a  woman  and  whipped  her,  having  caught  her  in 
the  act  of  thieving.  (This  incident  was  mentioned  in  the  Rutland 
Herald  for  Nov.  1943;  the  amount  stolen,  $1,500.) 

His  first  parcel  of  land  was  purchased  of  Rufus  Colvin  for  the 
sum  of  120  pounds,  Oct.  14,  1793.  Its  description,  as  recorded  by 
Cephas  Carpenter,  Town  Clerk,  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  beach  tree  near  a  brook,  then  running  up  brook  North  39 
degrees  West  76  rods  to  a  stake  and  stone  standing  near  a  birch  tree;  then 
north  10  degrees  east  10  rods  to  a  stake  and  stone  standing  in  the  south  line 
of  a  lot  of  land  formerly  owned  by  Matthew  Parker;  then  east  5  degrees  south 
4  rods  on  to  Parker  line  to  a  stake  and  stone  then  south  13  degrees  west  169 
rods  to  the  first  mensuration,  and  containing  59  acres  of  land.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Ira  Brook  formed  the  western  bound¬ 
ary  and  therefore  the  land  lay  to  the  east  of  the  brook.  This  may 
well  have  been  the  property  on  which  the  old  Martin  West  black¬ 
smith  shop  stood  (a  part  of  which  would  have  been  on  a  steep 
hillside  across  the  highway),  where  he  lived  for  a  time,  whether 
or  not  he  died  there. 

Other  Fish  Families  in  Ira 

Preserved7  Fish  was  not  the  first  man  of  the  name  in  Ira,  how¬ 
ever.  On  Apr.  2,  1779,  the  birth  of  (937)  Jonathan  Fish  was  re¬ 
corded.  Other  early  Fish  records  are  as  follows:

Other  Vermont  Families 

951  Elisha  Fish  came  from  Rhode  Island  in  1778,  settled  in 
Dauby,  Vt.,  and  he  and  his  family  built  up  the  little  village  called 
“Fishville.”  On  a  roll  of  Freemen  of  Danby  in  1778  is  the  name  of 
Elisha  Fish,  which  appears  on  the  roll  again  in  1800,  and  also  in 
1833  ‘‘History  of  Danby”) : 

Elisha  Fish  came  from  Rhode  Island  in  1778,  married  Elizabeth  Wilbur, 
and  settled  on  the  present  homestead  of  Freelove  Fish.  He  was  one  of  the 
earliest  settlers  of  that  part  of  town.  A  frugal  and  skillful  farmer,  a  man  of 
uncommon  energy  and  industry,  he  acquired  considerable  property.  He  died 
in  1S45,  aged  83  years.  His  wife  died  in  1848,  aged  83  years.

961  Moulton  Fish,  son  of  (952)  John  and  Abigail  (Moulton) 
Fish,  was  b.  at  Danby,  Vt.;  m.  Martha  Smith,  daughter  of  Asa 
Smith.  He  settled  at  the  Borough  (Danby)  and  was  an  active 
business  man  there  for  many  years,  engaged  in  the  marble  bus¬ 
iness;  built  and  ran  a  mill  for  several  years;  in  1848  built  the  stone 
blacksmith  shop  at  the  Borough.  He  was  living  at  Aurora,  Ill., 
in  1868. 

968  James  Fish,  son  of  (952)  John  and  Abigail  (Moulton)  Fish, 
married  Eunice  Reed;  lived  at  the  Borough.  Member  of  the 
Masonic  fraternity.  Represented  the  town  of  Danby  in  the 
Vermont  Legislature  of  1868,  and  was  also  Postmaster.  He  had 
three  children,  including  (969)  Abbie  and  (970)  Charles;  Charles, 
being  deaf  and  dumb,  received  his  education  at  the  Asylum  at 
Hartford,  Conn.

Considerable  difficulty  was  encountered  in  determining  the 
exact  name  of  the  fifth  son,  Aram,  as  recorded  by  his  father  as 
town  clerk,  among  the  many  interpretations  being  Azum,  Asum, 
Asam,  and  Aram  which  appears  to  the  author  more  likely, 
especially  as  it  may  have  been  taken  from  the  Bible,  being  the 
name  once  applied  to  the  land  in  northern  Palestine,  that  was 
also  called  Syria  in  the  days  of  David  and  Solomon.  {He  was  born 
in  1801 ,  the  year  Brigham  Young,  the  builder  of  Utah,  and  Mormon 
Leader ,  was  born  in  Whitingham  { Sadawga  Springs),  Vt.)  {In  that 
same  year  Alexander  Hamilton  founded  the  New  York  Post ,  and  in 
its  first  issue  appeared  the  following  principles,  which  remain 
sound  in  newspaper  publishing:  uThe  design  of  this  paper  is  to 
diffuse  among  the  people  correct  information  on  all  interesting 
subjects ;  to  inculcate  just  principles  in  religion ,  morals  and 
politics,  and  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  sound  literature.”) 

Aram  d.  at  the  age  of  three  years,  May  4,  1804,  and  was  the 
only  child  of  Preserved  and  Abigail  Fish  that  failed  to  reach 
manhood.  {This  was  the  year  of  the  death,  in  a  political  duel  with 
Aaron  Burr,  of  the  great  statesman  and  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
Alexander  Hamilton,  who  a  few  years  before  had  been  made 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  to  succeed  Washington .) 


The  Russell8  Fish  Line 

925  Russell8  Fish  (Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4, 
Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  first  born  son  of  (765)  Preserved  and 
Abigail  (Carpenter)  Fish,  was  b.  in  Ira,  Vt.,  Mar.  5,  1792  {five 
years  after  the  signing  of  the  Federal  Constitution  in  the  Stale  Hou.se 
at  Philadelphia.,  and  three  years  after  the  Inauguration  of  the  first 
President  of  the  United  States).  Following  in  the  footsteps  of  his 
father  he  learned  the  stone  mason’s  trade,  and  was  with  him  in 
building  most  of  the  cellar  walls  of  Ira,  and  many  miles  of  the 
picturesque  stone  walls  that  in  New  England  enclose  rolling 
meadows  and  hillside  pastures.  One  example  of  their  ability  is 
the  straight  and  smooth  wall  standing  in  excellent  repair  in  front 
of  the  old  Russell  Fish  homestead.  lie  may  have  lived  on  the 
farm  now  owned  by  his  grandson,  J.  C.11  Coombs;  at  any  rate 
his  daughter,  Mary  Ann9  Howard,  who  lived  to  be  100  years  old. 
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was  born  in  an  old  farmhouse  that  stands  just  back  of  the  present 
house,  and  is  one  of  the  oldest  frame  houses  in  Ira. 

Then  there  were  underpinnings  to  be  laid  by  the  Fishes,  founda¬ 
tion  stones  to  be  placed,  wells,  millstones,  sluices,  stone  hitching- 
posts  and  fence  posts,  stone  thresholds  and  door  steps  to  be 
made.  Whence  came  these  thousands  of  tons  of  hard  rock  with 
which  to  build  miles  of  fences  and  walls?  The  fields  of  New  Eng¬ 
land,  rocky  in  nature,  year  after  year  were  cleared  of  their  one 
unfailing  crop,  boulders,  which  were  used  to  serve  two  purposes, 
to  build  and  to  repair.  (See  “Stone  Walls  of  New  England,’'. 
Page  VII). 

On  Dec.  25,  1808  ( one  year  before  the  birth  of  Lincoln ),  Russell 
became  a  member  of  the  Ira  Baptist  Church.  For  many  years 
he  was  choir  leader,  and  among  the  members  of  the  choir  were 
his  two  daughters,  Loretta  and  Mary  Ann.  The  Ira  church  has 
never  lacked  for  leaders  and  independent  singers;  worthy  of 
mention,  Russell  Fish,  who  led  the  choir  over  one  hundred  years 
ago,  his  son-in-law,  William  Howard,  Simon  and  Warren  Wilkin¬ 
son,  Smith  Johnson,  and  Lyman  Wallace9  Fish.  In  the  early 
days,  before  musical  instruments  were  used  in  the  church,  resort 
was  had  to  the  pitch  pipe,  or  tuning  fork,  and  the  leader  needed 
to  be  a  master  of  the  art.  Music  seemed  to  have  run  in  families, 
and  especially  was  this  true  of  the  Wilkinson,  Tower  and  Fish 
families. 

Russell  was  a  member  of  the  stock  company  formed  Sept.  29, 
1831,  to  purchase  property  for  a  parsonage.  A  tract  of  land  con¬ 
taining  about  28  acres,  and  located  about  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  north  of  the  “Meeting  House”  on  the  main  road  to  Rutland, 
was  bought  of  Abel  Cooper.  Russell,  in  later  life,  added  a  con¬ 
siderable  sum  to  the  “Daniel  Fish  Fund”  for  the  salary  of  the 
minister,  and  the  fund  thereafter  became  known  as  the  “Fish 
Fund”.  In  the  Wrar  of  1812,  he  responded,  with  his  brother 
Leonard,  to  the  call  for  volunteers,  and  started  for  Plattsburg,  but 
the  battle  was  over  before  his  arrival,  and  he  was  mustered  out 
of  service. 

On  Dec.  1,  1813,  he  m.  Betsey  Carpenter,  b.  1796,  no  doubt 
dau.  of  the  pioneer,  Cephas  Carpenter.  She  d.  Jan.  2,  1817,  and 
in  1822  he  m.  Mary  D.  Dexter,  dau.  of  Joseph  and  Apty  Dexter 
of  Clarendon,  Vt.  She  was  b.  in  1798;  d.  June  9,  1874.  His  last 
£ewr  years  were  spent  at  the  home  of  his  eldest  daughter,  Loretta 
(Fish)  Powers,  at  “Elm  Manor”  in  Clarendon,  where  he  d.  Aug. 
6,  1878  ( one  year  before  Edison  invented  the  incandescent  electric 
light),  age  86.

973  Loriett9  (Fish)  Powers  (Russell8,  Preserved7,  Robert6, 
Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  eldest  dau.  of  (925) 
Russell  and  Mary  (Dexter)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  Apr.  4,  1823 
(the  year  of  the  enunciation  of  the  Monroe  Doctrine,  and  one  year 
after  the  birth  of  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant).  With  her  sister  Mary  Ann, 
she  sang  in  the  church  choir,  and  the  two  sisters  were  very  popu¬ 
lar  in  Ira  and  nearby  towns.  On  Jan.  4,  1844,  she  m.  Nicholas 
Montgomery  Powers  of  Clarendon,  Vt.,  the  great  bridge-builder. 

Nicholas  Montgomery  Powers  of  Clarendon,  Vt. 

Bridge  Builder,  Construction  Engineer 

Nicholas  Montgomery  Powers,  eleventh  child  of  Richard 
Montgomery  and  Polly  (Carpenter)  Powers,  was  bom,  it  is  said, 
in  a  log  cabin  in  Pittsford,  Vt.,  Aug.  30,  1817  (when  Madison  was 
President).  His  parents,  Richard  M.  Powers,  b.  1775,  and  Polly 
Carpenter,  b.  1776,  were  among  the  earliest  settlers  in  Rutland, 
Vt.  Polly,  whose  mother  was  then  dead,  arrived  in  a  covered 
w'agon  at  the  age  of  thirteen,  and  lived  in  Sheepskin  Village, 
sometimes  called  Ladd’s  Hollow'.  Her  grandfather  was  William 
Carpenter,  a  soldier  in  the  Continental  Army,  and  her  ancestry 
may  be  traced  back  to  Alice  (Carpenter)  Bradford,  second  wife 
of  Governor  Bradford  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony. 

Nicholas  wras  great  grand  son  of  Gideon  Cooley,  who  was  one 
of  the  first  settlers  to  come  down  Otter  Creek  and  settle  Pittsford, 
and  his  dau.  Elizabeth  m.  Capt.  Jeremiah  Powers.  From  Gideon 
he  inherited  his  great  skill  as  a  construction  engr.  He  was  one  of 
thirteen  children,  among  them  Mary  Carpenter  (Pow'ers)  Good¬ 
rich,  who  celebrated  her  one  hundredth  birthday  July  15,  1907; 
Jeremiah  Cooley  Powers,  whose  dau.,  Katie  Gertrude,  m.  Charles 
F.10  Powrers;  and  Artemas  Carpenter  Powers,  who  m.  Julia  Lane 
Douglas  of  Richmond,  Vt.,  and  to  them  was  b.  Alice  Powers 
who  m.  Sidney  P.  Stockwell  and  their  dau.  May  Stockwell  m. 
Gratz11  Powers  of  Clarendon.  This  large  family  of  thirteen,  living 
on  a  Pittsford  farm  cleared  around  a  log  cabin,  was  brought  up 
to  observe  the  Puritan  Sunday  very,  very  strictly.  Not  a  nut 
could  be  cracked,  not  a  toy  could  be  touched,  no  week-day  topic 
could  be  discussed. 
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Nicholas’  bent  was  mechanical.  (In  1823 ,  when  he  was  six 
years  of  age ,  the  first  steam  railway  began  its  operation ,  between 
Darlington  and-  Stockton ,  England ,  and  years  later  the  first 
steam  train  in  America  made  a  short  run  from  Quincy  to  Nepon- 
set.)  He  built  his  first  bridge  at  the  age  of  19,  in  1837  ((the  be¬ 
ginning  of  Victoria’s  reign).  The  trustees  of  the  town  of  Pittsford 
refused  to  give  him  the  contract  until  his  father  agreed  to  pay 
for  all  the  timber  he  might  spoil  but  there  was  none  to  pay  for. 
This  Pittsford  Mills  bridge,  which  marked  the  beginning  of  a 
great  building  career,  was  recently  razed  after  standing  94  years 
as  strong  as  when  built.  He  was  to  become  a  famous  bridge- 
builder,  a  builder  of  long  single  spans  without  center  supports, 
and  many  of  his  covered  bridges  still  remain  standing  in  New 
England  and  along  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  a  monument  to  his 
genius. 

Upon  his  marriage  in  1844,  at  the  age  of  27,  he  moved  to  Ira 
and  built  a  house  on  the  farm  of  his  wife’s  father,  across  the  road 
from  the  old  homestead,  where  they  lived  for  several  years, 
and  where  their  children  were  born.  He  also  owned  at  one  time 
the  Gilmore  farm,  and  later  lived  on  a  farm  in  Tinmouth.  He  then 
purchased  of  Mr.  Hall  “The  Old  Tavern”  on  Clarendon  Common. 
During  this  time  he  was  away  a  great  deal  of  the  time  erecting 
railroad  and  covered  highway  bridges  in  the  seaboard  states  from 
Maine  to  Maryland,  and  states  to  the  west,  and  Loriett  was  left 
in  charge  of  the  farm,  and  she  became  known  as  a  good  business 
woman.  Returning  from  his  successful  completion  of  the  railway 
bridge  over  the  Susquehanna  River,  Nicholas  purchased  the 
house  next  to  “The  Tavern,”  built  for  Dr.  Silas  Bowen  about 
1822,  which  with  the  land  he  acquired  with  it  later  became 
known  as  “Elm  Manor,”  and  here  he  died,  January  17,  1897, 
at  the  age  of  79. 

Besides  being  a  great  bridge  builder  (he  has  been  called  the 
greatest  builder  of  wooden  bridges  in  the  world),  Nicholas  Powers 
built  and  erected  the  first  derrick  that  ever  raised  a  block  of 
marble  from  a  quarry.  This  derrick  was  put  in  use  in  West  Rut¬ 
land,  Vt.,  the  marble  center  of  the  western  world.  It  is  said  that 
he  never  undertook  a  task  that  ended  in  failure. 

The  bridges  of  the  leading  railroad  lines  of  the  country  were 
monuments  to  his  skill.  Among  the  most  noted  of  these  was  the 
great  span  across  the  Susquehanna  River  from  Perryville  to 
Havre  De  Grace,  Maryland,  on  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  & 
Baltimore  Railroad.  This  bridge  was  four  thousand  seven  hun¬ 
dred  feet  long,  twelve  hundred  feet  on  each  approach  and  two 
thousand  three  hundred  feet  across  water,  and  cost  three  million

This  bridge,  232  feet  in  length,  the  longest  covered  Single  Span 
wooden  bridge  in  the  world,  was  built  for  the  Blenheim  Bridge  Co.

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dollars  to  construct.  (The  first  Bessemer  steel  rails  in  the  U.  S. 
were  made  in  the  North  Chicago  Rolling  Mill ,  Mag  24*  I860.) 

His  greatest  engineering  feat,  however,  was  the  construction 
of  a  two  hundred  thirty-one-foot  single  span  all-wooden  covered 
bridge  across  the  Schoharie  River  at  North  Blenheim,  N.  Y.,  the 
first  of  such  length  in  history.  It  stands  today  (1940)  after  eighty 
years  of  constant  use  without  having  sagged  an  inch,  a  fitting 
memorial  to  his  engineering  ability. 

In  Sept.  1938,  a  large  photograph  of  Nicholas  M.  Powers  was 
placed  in  the  Old  Stone  Fort  Museum  in  Schoharie,  N.  Y.,  and 
many  Powers  letters  are  also  on  exhibition  there  in  memory  of 
the  builder  of  Schoharie  Bridge. 

Many  of  the  old  covered  bridges  of  New  England  are  being 
torn  down,  not  because  they  are  becoming  weakened  or  dangerous 
as  their  timbers  are  still  in  good  condition,  showing  no  evidence 
of  decay.  It  is  difficult  in  many  cases  to  determine  just  why  a 
bridge  is  to  be  destroyed,  many  times  no  logical  reason  being 
given.  Just  such  an  instance  arose  in  1938  when  it  was  planned 
to  replace  Old  ’76  Bridge  in  Rutland  with  a  modern  reinforced 
concrete  bridge.  Many  were  opposed  to  the  destruction  of  Old 
776,  and  Mayor  Branchaud  of  Rutland  came  to  their  assistance. 
He  remembered  “Nick”  Powers  as  a  boy  and  was  much  opposed 
to  its  destruction,  and  it  wTas  not  destroyed.  Many  of  those  re¬ 
maining  are  too  narrow  for  modern-day  traffic,  it  is  true,  and 
many  are  located  at  a  sharp  bend  in  the  road,  and  at  times  at 
the  foot  of  a  grade. 

Loriett  (Fish)  Powers  d.  July  26,  1905,  at  the  age  of  82.  Both 
she  and  her  husband  are  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  in  Ira.

976  Russell  Fish10  Powers  (Loriett9,  Russell8,  Preserved7, 
Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  son  of  Nich¬ 
olas  Montgomery  and  (973)  Loretta  (Fish)  Powers,  was  b.  at 
Ira,  Vt.,  Mar.  18,  1847,  and  graduated  from  Wallingford  High 
School.  It  seems  that  he  did  not  inherit  the  engineering  genius 
of  his  famous  father  and  he  became  a  farmer,  remaining  upon 
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the  old  homestead,  “Elm  Manor.”  He  d.  at  “Elm  Manor”  Mar. 
24,  1921,  at  74,  and  lies  buried  in  East  Clarendon,  Vt. 

On  Mar.  16,  1870,  he  m.  Mary  Elizabeth  Cavanaugh  of  Clar¬ 
endon,  whose  brother,  Win.  Cavanaugh,  was  father  of  Samuel  G. 
Cavanaugh  of  Middletown  Springs,  Vt.  Mary  celebrated  her 
90th  birthday  May  3,  1939,  and  completed  34  years  service  as 
Rutland  Herald  correspondent. 

After  an  all-night  election  or  “Freemen’s  Meeting”,  Sept.  5, 
1882,  Russell  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature.  He  ran  on 
the  Democratic  ticket  against  two  Republicans,  one  of  whom  was 
Hannibal  Hodges,  a  prominent  man  in  the  town.  Leonard  F. 
Croft,  an  early  civil  engineer,  has  described  this  election  in  which 
a  Democrat  won  in  an  almost  solid  Republican  town : 

In  1888  there  were  175  Republican  voters  in  the  town  of  Clarendon  and 
only  42  Democrats,  yet  in  1882,  six  years  before,  when  Chester  A.  Arthur  had 
just  assumed  the  Presidency  following  the  death  of  Garfield,  they  had  sent  a 
Democrat,  Russell  Fish  Powers,  to  Montpelier;  after  the  19th  ballot  on  the 
day  after  the  election.  Nicholas  Powers,  the  bridge  builder  and  father  of 
Powers,  was  a  lifelong  Republican,  and  would  not  renounce  his  party  allegiance 
even  to  vote  for  his  own  son.  But  he  was  not  sufficient^  enthisiastic  about 
voting  against  him  to  retain  his  interest  in  the  election  so  he  went  to  his  home 
and  bed  in  the  early  hours.  In  the  morning  his  son’s  supporters,  rounding  up 
their  forces,  missed  a  voter  they  thought  should  be  on  their  side,  so  they  sent 
a  message  to  the  Powers  home  nearby.  The  daughter  went  at  once  to  arouse 
her  father.  “You  must  go  back  to  the  town  hall  right  away,”  she  said,  “Even 
if  you  are  a  dyed-in-the-wool  Republican,  your  son  needs  your  vote  now.” 
So  back  went  the  great  bridge-builder  to  make  family  history,  recalled  by 
later  generations  as  “the  time  Grandpa  Nick  voted  Democratic.”  When 
breakfast  time  came,  bringing  its  thoughts  of  buckwheat  cakes  and  maple 
syrup,  corned  beef  hash,  ham  and  eggs  and  doughnuts  and  coffee,  Hannibal 
Hodges  saw  that  the  deadlock  was  beginning  to  break.  He  did  not  wish  to 
run  the  risk  of  its  breaking  in  favor  of  his  Republican  rival.  When  the  call 
for  the  ninth  ballot  came,  he  sprang  to  his  feet  waving  his  ballot  and  shouting, 
“Here’s  a  vote  for  Russell  Fish  Powers,  the  best  Democrat  that  ever  lived  in 
the  town  of  Clarendon,  better  a  good  Democrat  than  a  bad  Republican.” 
Enough  of  his  supporters  joined  with  him  and  the  bridge-builder  to  elect 
Powers  on  the  19th  ballot,  at  nine  A.  M.  No  matter  how  popular  a  Clarendon 
man  was,  someone  felt  bound  to  oppose  him.  “A  man  wouldn’t  think  he  was 
really  going  to  Montpelier,”  said  an  old-time  Clarendon  politician,  “unless 
someone  ran  against  him.”  Sometimes  the  election  was  decided  by  a  single 
vote. 

This  was  in  1882.  (The  American  Red  Cross  had  been  founded 
the  year  before  by  Clara  Barton.  In  1882  Pasteur  developed  a 
successful  treatment  for  rabies  and  on  Sept .  4>  the  day  before  this 
election ,  the  first  central  station  for  generating  electricity  was  put 
into  operation  by  Thomas  A.  Edison  in  New  York  City  (Pearl 
Street  Station).  ( One  year  later ,  in  1888 ,  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  was 
opened  to  traffic.)

Mary  Gilbert  Smith,  Vermont  historical  writer,  states  that 
Stephen  A.  Douglas  was  bom  on  the  Charles  Powers  farm.  She 
says: 

Although  Brandon  has  erected  a  monument  in  commemoration  of  his  birth 
and  shows  visitors  his  birthplace,  the  room  he  was  bom  in  and  all,  the  fact  re¬ 
mains  that  Lincoln’s  opponent  for  the  Presidency  was  born  on  the  Charles 
Powers  farm  on  the  federal  highway  in  Clarendon,  as  most  of  [the  old  foks 
in  the  town  could  tell  you.  His  mother’s  parents,  the  Fisks,  lived  upon  that 
farm  at  the  time  of  his  birth.  A  few  weeks  after  his  birth  he  was  taken  to  his 
new  home  at  Brandon,  Vt. 

His  parents  were  not  well  known,  and  no  one  thought  that  the  tiny  infant 
would  grow  up  to  become  a  statesman.  Town  records  were  loosely  kept  and 
many  vital  statistics  were  destroyed  when  the  town  clerk's  office  was  burned, 
as  happened  in  Clarendon. 

“There  is  no  doubt  at  all  that  Stephen  A.  Douglas  was  bom  in  Clarendon,” 
said  Mrs.  Louise  B.  Billings,  then  regent  of  Ann  Story  Chapter,  D.  A.  R., 
and  an  authority  on  the  history  of  Rutland  County.  “I  have  heard  my  hus¬ 
band’s  Grandmother  Briggs  tell  of  it  many  times.  The  woman  who  attended 
his  mother  at  his  birth  lived  to  a  ripe  old  age.  After  Douglas  became  famous 
she  used  to  like  to  tell  how  she  helped  him  make  his  appearance  in  the  world. 
He  was  the  son  of  Dr.  Stephen  Arnold  and  Sarah  (Fisk)  Douglas.” 

“Father  Powers  always  said  that  Stephen  A.  Douglas  was  born  in  that 
house,”  said  Mrs.  Gratz  Powers  (May  Stockwell  Powers),  who  has  in  her  veins 
a  strain  of  Douglas  blood.  “As  a  life-long  Democrat,  Russell  Fish  Powers  would 
have  been  proud  of  the  fact  had  not  Douglas  been  a  slavery  man.”  “Douglas’ 
support  of  slavery  explains  the  comparative  lack  of  interest  Vermont  long  felt 
in  her  illustrious  son.  At  the  height  of  his  career  he  himself  made  little  claim 
upon  his  Green  Mountain  heritage.”

On  Nov.  1,  1943,  he  became  Assistant  4-H  Club  Leader  for  the 
Univ.  of  Vermont  College  of  Agriculture,  continuing  on  as  Super¬ 
visor  of  State  Farm  Labor,  and  now  State  4-H  Club  Leader.

978  Charles  Fish10  Powers  (Loriett9,  Russell8,  Preserved7, 
Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  architect, 
bridge  builder,  son  of  {Nicholas  M.  and  (973)  Loriett  (Fish) 
Powers,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  July  21, 1850.  He  inherited  his  father’s 
engineering  genius.  At  the  early  age  of  sixteen  he  was  called  to 
fill  a  responsible  position  in  connection  with  the  construction 
of  the  famous  railroad  bridge  his  father  was  erecting  across  the 
Susquehanna  from  Perry ville  to  Havre  de  Grace,  Md. 

Charles  F.  Powers  was  later  in  charge  of  construction  of  many 
large  bridges  successfully  completed  in  Maine.  He  also  invented 
many  useful  marble-finishing  machines,  derricks  and  hoisting 
power,  and  the  machine  used  in  the  manufacture  of  floor  tile. 

These  very  useful  machines,  his  well  built  bridges  throughout 
New  England  and  the  Middle  West,  works  of  his  brain  and  hand, 
stand  as  a  monument  to  his  inventive  genius  and  untiring  in¬ 
dustry:  Few  men  in  Vermont  in  so  brief  a  span  of  life  have  mani¬ 
fested  more  skill,  genius  and  energy.  He  died  at  the  age  of  30, 
August  19,  1880,  a  martyr  to  his  urge  to  invent,  design  and  build. 
( This  was  five  years  before  the  invention  by  Gottlieb  Daimler  of  the 
internal  combustion  motor  using  gasoline  as  fuel.) 

Two  years  before  his  death  he  m.  his  cousin,  Kate  Gertrude 
Powers,  dau.  of  Jeremiah  Cooley  Powers,  who  was  a  brother  of 
Nicholas  Montgomery  Powers.  No  children  were  bom.

974  Mary  Ann9  (Fish)  Howard  (Russell8,  Preserved7,  Robert6, 
Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  centenarian,  youngest 
dau.  of  (925)  Russell  and  Mary  (Dexter)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira, 
Vt.,  Nov.  20,  1824  ( during  the  administration  of  President  Mon¬ 
roe).  For  many  years  she  sang  in  the  Baptist  Choir. 

About  1843,  she  m.  William  Howard,  salesman  for  a  large 
national  concern,  who  was  b.  at  Chester,  Vt.,  about  1820;  he 
was  in  a  quartette  which  often  sang  in  nearby  towns.  The  How¬ 
ards  lived  in  Ira  for  a  time,  later  in  Rutland  and  finally  in  West 
Rutland  where  they  owned  the  Timothy  Wheeler  general  store, 
and  lived  over  it  for  several  years,  later  building  a  large  house 
across  from  the  store.  He  d.  in  1858,  at  about  38,  but  Mary  Ann 
lived  to  the  age  of  one  hundred  years,  two  months  and  a  day.

He  cared  little  about  school,  and  early  began  work¬ 
ing  along  mechanical  lines,  but  spent  a  few  years  in  the  public 
schools  of  Rutland,  Vt.,  and  of  Bennington,  Vt.,  under  Professor 
Bowles,  then  worked  for  the  G.  H.  Grimm  Company  of  Rutland, 
manufacturers  of  maple  sugar  utensils,  became  foreman  and  was 
sent  to  Montreal  to  establish  a  new  plant  in  that  city.

Among  other  students  were  Frank 
Mason,  Clark  Collins,  Thomas  and  William  Donahue,  Charles10 
and  Marshall10  Fish  and  David  Wing.  Some  of  these  boys  were 
about  as  old  as  the  teacher  but  when  Arthur  spoke  the}^  obeyed. 
A  later  teacher  was  Carrie  Buxton,  who  m.  Charles  A.10  Fish. 

Daniel  later  attended  high  school  in  West  Rutland,  Rutland 
and  Bennington,  and  after  working  for  a  time  at  the  forge  in  the 
Batcheller  Fork  and  Hoe  Works  at  Wallingford,  he  attended  the 
Rutland  English  and  Classical  Inst,  and  Business  College.  On

He  was  one  of  the  organizers  and  incorporators  of  Culver 
City,  which  was  incorporated  in  Sept.,  1917.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  first  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  first  Board  of  Councilmen, 
serving  thirteen  years  continuously  until  1930  when  he  resigned. 
In  1917  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Culver  City  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  He  was  a  member  of  the  school  board  in  1919. 
Fie  w^as  the  third  mayor  of  the  City,  serving  from  1920-22. 

In  1931  he  was  elected  Master  of  Blue  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.  and 
in  1937  Commander  of  the  Fred  W.  Green  Camp  of  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Republican  Co.  Central 
Committee;  in  later  life  served  as  building  inspector  of  Culver 
City,  and  after  he  was  sixty  years  of  age  he  attended  trade 
school  to  learn  the  machinist  trade  as  a  hobby.

926  Daniel8  Fish  (Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel8,  Robert4, 
Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  cattleman  and  financier,  son  of  (765) 
Preserved  and  Abigail  (Carpenter)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  Jan. 
24,  1794.  He  was  baptized  Jan.  8,  1809  ( the  year  of  Lincoln7 s 
birth)  in  Ira  brook  where  so  many  of  the  family  were  baptized, 
regardless  of  the  season  of  the  year.  That  he  was  excluded  from 
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the  church,  Nov.  17,  1814  ( one  year  after  the  birth  of  Robert  Wag¬ 
ner ,  originator  of  the  music  drama)  is  of  interest  because  of  the 
fact  that  he  later  established  a  trust  fund  for  the  support  of  this 
church,  that  its  doors  might  never  close.  The  causes  for  which  a 
member  might  be  excluded  in  those  early  days  were  varied,  and 
evidence  of  a  strict  church  discipline.  We  are  left  to  speculate 
on  the  exclusion  of  Daniel  Fish,  age  20.  Some  of  the  items  found 
in  the  records  are  as  found  below: 

On  Mar.  18,  1819,  charges  preferred  against  Sally  Whipple  for  going  in 
vain  company,  and  neglecting  church  services. 

On  May  26,  1830,  Jason  Newton  was  arraigned  before  the  church  for 
joining  the  Free-Masons.  The  church  had  passed  a  rule,  not  to  have  any  fellow¬ 
ship  with  Free-masonry.  He  was  requested  to  withdraw  from  the  order,  and 
upon  refusal  to  do  so  was  expelled,  Juty  29,  1830. 

On  Oct.  31,  1793,  Thomas  O’Brian  was  arraigned  before  the  church  for 
having  his  children  sprinkled. 

On  Sept.  28,  1826,  David  Davis  was  called  to  account  for  shearing  sheep 
on  Sunday,  the  first  day  of  the  week,  the  day  the  work  of  creation  of  the  world 
began.  He  acknowledged  his  wrong  (so  called  by  that  church),  and  was  for¬ 
given. 

On  June  7,  1845,  Silas  Haven  was  excluded  for  playing  cards. 

On  Sept.  30,  1848,  Noah  Peck  was  excluded  for  not  attending  church,  and 
for  not  paying  his  share  of  the  minister’s  salary. 

On  March  31,  1866,  Harriet  Mann  was  temporarily  suspended,  for  “de¬ 
liberately  and  voluntarily  attending  a  place  of  midnight  revelry  and  dissipation 
inconsistant  with  Christian  Character.”  She  confessed  her  wrong  ‘end  was 
forgiven. 


Ira  Brook 

One  of  the  accessories  of  church  life  of  this  charming  valley 
in  the  Green  Mountains  of  Vermont  ever  since  the  organization 
of  the  church  in  1783  was  Ira  Brook.  Hundreds  of  people  have 
resorted  thither  to  be  baptized,  thus  typifying  their  death  to 
sin  and  resurrection  to  newness  of  life.  Two  such  occasions  which 
occurred  under  unusual  circumstances  are  of  interest:  On  May  26, 
1878,  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  William  R.  Warner,  twenty- 
three  young  people  were  baptized  during  a  thunderstorm,  while 
the  lightning  flashed  and  rain  fell  in  torrents.  It  was  a  solemn 
and  impressive  hour.  Among  them  were  Frederick  A.10  Fish, 
father  of  the  author,  and  his  brother,  Richard  Arthur,  later  a 
ministerial  student  at  Brown  University,  and  a  cousin,  Charles 
A.10  Fish.  On  Mar.  16,  1890,  five  candidates  were  baptized  by 
the  pastor,  Rev.  W.  M.  Hitchcock,  and  the  record  reads: 

As  they  were  buried  in  the  cold  icy  stream,  fit  type  of  the  river  of  death, 
while  snow-flakes  fell  thick  and  softly  upon  the  scene,  so  may  the  blessings 
of  God’s  divine  love  fall  into  the  hearts  of  these  dear  ones,  who  have  this  day 
given  themselves  to  Him  in  an  everlasting  covenant. 
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Among  those  baptized  this  day  were  Edward  S. 10  Fish  and 
Grace  Lincoln. 


Early  in  life  Daniel  Fish  became  interested  in  the  buying  and 
selling  of  cattle  from  which  he  realized  a  large  amount  of  money. 
The  live  stock  was  purchased  in  southern  New  York  and  New 
England  and  sold  in  Canadian  markets,  and  driven  north  on  foot, 
and  it  was  while  passing  on  his  route  to  Canada,  through  Lansing- 
burgh,  N.  Y.,  now  a  part  of  Troy,  that  Daniel  met  his  future 
wife,  Amanda  Aiken,  dau.  of  a  well-to-do  land  owner.  Some  of 
the  cattle  strayed  into  the  Aiken  garden  and  Amanda  called  out, 
“Run,  you  little  rascal,  and  hustle  those  cattle  off  our  land,”  or 
words  to  that  effect.  This  was  the  beginning  of  the  romance  that 
eventually  led  to  their  marriage,  about  1819  {during  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  President  Monroe).  Amanda  was  b.  Aug.  30,  1800; 
d.  at  Lansingburgh  Feb.  23,  1879,  age  78.  No  children. 

{It  was  in  a  British  army  camp  near  Troy  that  “  Yankee  Doodle ” 
was  written  by  Dr.  Richard  Shuckberg ,  a  British  officer,  during  the 
French  and  Indian  War  in  1755.) 

Following  his  marriage  Daniel  made  his  home  in  Lansing¬ 
burgh,  where  he  continued  in  the  cattle  business,  real  estate  and 
other  investments,  and  amassed  a  fortune  of  a  quarter  of  a 
million.  At  the  time  of  his  father’s  death,  he  was  living  in  Pitts- 
town,  N.  Y.,  northeast  of  Lansingburgh  and  a  few  miles  west  of 
Pownal,  Yt.  {Alexander  Graham  Bell  was  born  about  this  time , 
184-7,  and  died  in  1922.  In  July  1875 ,  which  was  five  years  before 
Daniel’s  death ,  Bell  completed  his  first  telephone.)  (Daniel  was  55 
years  of  age  when  Hamilton9  Fish  was  elected  Governor  of 
New  York.) 

{It  was  in  the  middle  of  his  business  career ,  that  what  has  been 
called  the  second  discovery  of  America  occurred ,  when  in  1831 
Alexis  De  Tocqueville ,  a  young  French  aristocrat ,  set  sail  from 
Havre  to  study  America  and  its  democratic  institutions.  That 
voyage ,  which  by  the  way  took  38  days ,  resulted  in  the  publication 
in  1835  of  his  world-famous  book,  “ Democracy  in  America ,”  and 
from  that  date ,  America  was  on  the  world  map  and  Europe  stopped 
sneering  at  the  ulittle  upstart  nation ”  across  the  seas.  The  observa¬ 
tions  of  De  Tocqueville  and  his  friend  Beaumont  of  society ,  arts, 
politics  and  public  men  of  the  1830’ s,  is  set  forth  in  u  Tocqueville 
and  Beaumont  in  America  ”  by  George  Wilson  Pierson  {Oxford 
University  Press).  In  a  word ,  here  is  what  they  saw  in  America : 
uToo  much  interest  in  money;  great  commercial  ingenuity;  sus¬ 
ceptibility  to  flattery;  sensitivity  to  criticism  of  English  travelers; 
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equality  of  social  relationships;  national  conceit;  small-town  atti¬ 
tudes;  feverish  activity;  diverse  origins;  few  refinements;  restlessness; 
religious  faith;  faith  in  education;  optimism;  belief  in  progress; 
faith  in  republican  self-government;  respect  for  law;  curiosity;  high 
level  of  intelligence ;  tranquility  under  physical  discomforts 

( The  first  steam  locomotive  train  in  the  United  States  ran  from 
Albany ,  near  Daniel’s  home  town ,  to  Schenectady ,  in  1831.) 

( Daniel  lived  during  stirring  days ,  when  the  fiery  but  untimely 
speeches  of  Congressman  John  C.  Calhoun  of  South  Carolina  were 
a  major  cause  of  the  Declaration  of  War  in  1812 ,  which  was  against 
the  advice  of  Senator  Daniel  Webster  of  Massachusetts.  He  lived 
in  the  days  of  the  great  Webster-Calhoun  debates ,  when  Henry  Clay 
was  Speaker  of  the  House.  He  lived  during  the  days  when  Tammany 
Hall  flourished.  Tammany  Hall,  named  after  an  Indian  Chief . 
Tammanend,  was  founded  May  12,  1789,  by  one  William  Mooney, 
a  New  York  upholsterer,  and  aimed  at  fighting  the  landed  aristo¬ 
crats.  Non-political  at  first,  it  was  used  by  Aaron  Burr  in  the  days 
when  he  opposed  Jefferson  for  president,  reaching  its  greatest  powers 
under  Boss  Tweed  in  1870.)  ( The  poet  Longfellow,  b.  1807 ,  d.  1882, 
was  a  contemporary  of  Daniel  Fish.  The  first  Medical  School  in 
Vermont  was  chartered  in  1818 ,  and  located  at  Castleton,  in  buildings 
later  used  by  the  State  Normal  School.  In  1861  the  Medical  School 
became  a  part  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  at  Burlington.) 

Daniel  Fish  died  in  Lansingburgh,  Mar.  9,  1880,  at  the  ad¬ 
vanced  age  of  86.  He  and  his  wife  lie  buried  in  beautiful  Oak- 
wood  Cemetery,  where  on  an  imposing  monument  of  granite 
erected  to  his  memory  is  inscribed  simply  “D.  Fish.”  He  was  a 
Mason  and  noble  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 

The  Fish  Endowment  Fund 

In  his  will,  bearing  date  Mar.  12, 1879,  drawn  four  years  before 
his  death,  is  the  following  paragraph:] 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Baptist  Church  in  Ira,  in  the  State  of  Vermont, 
my  native  place,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  as  a  permanent  fund,  to 
be  called  “The  Daniel  Fish  Fund,”  to  be  kept  invested  by  the  trustees  of  said 
church,  secured  by  bond  and  first  mortgage,  on  real  estate  worth  at  least 
double  said  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  thereon  to  be  used  an¬ 
nually  towards  paying  the  salary  of  a  minister  of  the  said  church. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Parsonage  Society  held  Dec.  6,  1880, 
Lyman  Wallace9  Fish  was  chosen  to  receive  the  Daniel  Fish 
Fund.  On  Feb.  22,  1886,  Lyman  W.  Fish,  Lester  Fish  and 
Leonard  Fish  were  elected  trustees  of  the  fund,  and  for  nine 
years  Lyman  was  the  only  trustee,  following  the  death  of  Lester 
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in  1910,  and  Leonard  in  1907.  On  Feb.  15,  1919,  Harrison  W.10 
Fish  and  Simon  L.  Peck  were  elected  trustees,  and  Eben  B.  Perry 
served  from  June  2,  1919,  to  Feb.  10,  1922,  when  Dana  Jones 
succeeded  him,  and  in  1936  three  others  were  chosen  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Deacon  Peck,  May  12,  1935. 
The  five  trustees  at  the  present  time  (1942)  are:  Deacon  H.  W.10 
Fish,  Deacon  Dana  Jones,  Charles  Cramton,  Arden  Day  and 
Russell10  Fish. 

In  1946  the  figure  stood  at  about  $3,000,  the  interest  of  which 
is  being  used  as  a  substantial  contribution  toward  the  salary  of 
the  pastor  of  this  old  church,  the  doors  of  which  have  never  yet 
been  closed. 


The  Leicester8  Fish  Line 

927  Leicester8  Fish  (Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel6,  Robert4, 
Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1)  (his  father,  as  town  clerk  of  Ira,  used  the 
English  spelling  in  recording  his  birth),  son  of  (765)  Preserved 
and  Abigail  (Carpenter)  Fish,  and  twin  brother  of  (928)  Leonard 
Fish  of  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  Jan.  25,  1796  {during 
the  second  administration  of  President  Washington).  He  early 
took  over  the  management  of  one  of  his  fathers  farms,  and  m. 
Dec.  30,  1821  {during  the  administration  of  Monroe ),  Eunice 
Newton,  who  was  b.  at  Ira,  Oct.  16,  1800,  dau.  of  Jason  and 
Susannah  Newton. 


Jason  Newton,  Esq. 

Jason  Newton,  a  pensioner  of  the  American  Revolution,  came 
to  Ira  from  Lanesborough,  Mass.,  in  1782,  following  the  war, 
and  might  well  be  called  the  patriarch  of  the  town.  He  raised  a 
family  of  seventeen,  having  married  three  times.  His  first  wife 
died  at  Troy,  N.  Y.,  where  she  must  have  gone  for  the  birth  of 
her  first  son.  The  story  is  told  that  the  squire,  asleep  in  his  cabin, 
heard  the  blows  of  a  whip  on  the  roof,  the  signal  that  he  should 
go  to  his  wife,  but  upon  his  arrival  in  Troy  found  that  she  had 
died,  leaving  her  first  bom  son.  He  later  remarried,  and  most  of 
his  sixteen  children  were  bom  to  the  second  wife. 

The  old  Newton  farm,  abandoned  many  years,  and  now  used 
as  pasture  land,  was  recently  visited  by  the  author. 

In  1802  Jason  moved  down  to  lower  ground  on  the  new  highway 
and  built  a  new  farm  house,  which  he  deeded  to  his  dau.  Eunice 
and  her  husband,  Leicester  Fish,  and  it  was  inherited  by  their 
son  Leonard.  Some  of  his  other  children,  whose  names  are  fam¬ 
iliar  to  the  older  Ira  residents,  were:  Jason,  Jr.,  one  of  six  minute- 
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men  from  Ira  who  fought  in  the  War  of  1812;  Narina,  who  m. 
Lester’s  brother  Hiram;  Alexander.  Loroney,  Arnold,  Andrew 
Jackson,  Lydia,  Polly,  Nelson,  Henrietta,  Philo,  and  Putnam 
who  was  killed  by  a  runaway  horse  just  a  few  days  before  he  was 
to  have  been  ordained  deacon.  Jason  d.  June  7,  1842,  age  80. 

On  Sept.  9,  1831  {the  year  that  Faraday  first  demonstrated  the 
dynamo  by  which  electricity  can  be  generated  by  mechanical  power) , 
Leicester  was  baptized  in  the  Ira  Baptist  Church.  In  1848 
{the  year  gold  was  discovered  in  California ,  and  just  after  the  Mexi¬ 
can  War)  he  was  elected  to  the  state  Legislature  as  town  repre¬ 
sentative.  He  also  served  as  Rutland  County  Grand  Juror  for  a 
time.  He  d.  at  Ira  June  6,  1855  {during  the  administration  of 
President.  Franklin  Pierce).  {He  failed  by  three  years  to  live  to  read 
of  the  Lincoln- Douglas  Debates  and  the  defeat  of  Lincoln  for  Sena¬ 
tor  in  1858;  and  by  four  years  to  read  of  John  Brown's  futile  at¬ 
tempt  to  free  the  slaves  and  his  hanging  at  Harper's  Ferry  in  1859.) 
He  lies  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  in  Ira.  Upon  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  estate,  the  homestead  was  left  to  the  widow',  the 
Ross  farm,  later  the  Edward  S.10  Fish  farm,  was  taken  over  by 
his  sons,  Lester  and  Lyman  Wallace,  and  the  Newton  Farm,  later 
owned  by  Dana  Jones,  went  to  his  son  Leonard.  Lester  and 
Lyman  carried  on  the  Ross  farm,  with  the  aid  of  a  housekeeper, 
until  Lyman’s  marriage  in  1858.  Lester  was  married  in  1861, 
and  in  1869  Lyman  sold  his  share  to  Lester  and  returned  to  his 
mother’s  farm,  which  he  carried  on  until  her  death,  in  1874. 

Leonard  Fish  remained  at  home  until  he  was  married,  in  1857, 
when  he  took  over  the  Newton  Farm  for  four  years,  then  returned 
to  the  home  farm  for  seven  years,  returning  to  the  New  ton  Farm. 
Thus  there  was  one  of  her  sons  with  the  mother  most  of  the  time 
until  her  death.  The  homestead  was  carried  on  for  a  fewr  years 
after  her  death  by  her  son  Lyman  Wallace,  who  in  about  1874 
had  purchased  the  Willard  Ross  farm,  when  it  was  sold  to  his 
cousin,  Henry  C.9  Fish.  The  Willard  Ross  farm,  which  is  not  to 
be  confused  with  the  John  Ross  farm,  later  became  the  Walter 
C.  Perry  farm. 

A  reunion  of  his  descendants  has  been  held  each  New*  Year’s 
eve  at  the  home  of  one  of  the  families.  This  custom  w  as  started 
in  1932  through  the  efforts  of  Alanson  L.10  Fish,  his  grandson, 
and  about  thirty-five  attend  each  year. 

Estate  of  Leicester8  Fish 

By  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  you  are  appointed  commissioners 
to  divide  the  estate  of  Lester  Fish,  late  of  said  Ira  deceased  testate,  as  follows: 
to  wit, 
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To  Eunice  Newton  Fish,  the  widow  of  said  deceased,  one  equal  third  of  all 
said  estate  during  her  natural  life  and  the  residue  of  said  estate  to  Amanda 
Fish,  Lester  Fish,  Leonard  Fish  and  Lyman  W.  Fish,  children  of  said  de¬ 
ceased,  in  equal  proportions. 

Said  estate  consists  of  Home  Farm  of  130  acres  of  land,  Ross  Farm  of  300 
acres  of  land,  Copeland  Lot  of  33  acres,  Mountain  Lot  of  170  acres,  Newton 
Farm  of  100  acres,  and  two  slips  in  the  meeting  house.  — Specific  articles  of 
personal  estate  originally  inventoried  and  on  hand — hay  estimated  97  tons, 
grain,  fodder,  stock-balance  due  on  20  shares  of  stock  in  old  Rutland  Bank, 
all  of  which  will  be  shown  you  by  Bradley  Fish,  administrator,  who  has  a  lien 
on  said  estate  for  two  hundred  twenty-four  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents. 
Having  been  duly  sworn  you  will  notify  all  parties  interested  of  the  time  when 
you  will  attend  thereto — you  will  set  said  estate  to  each  of  said  heirs  by  miles 
and  bounds  or  description  so  that  the  same  can  be  easily  distinguished,  unless 
two  or  more  of  the  parties  interested  shall  consent  to  have  their  shares  set  so 
that  they  may  be  held  by  them  in  common  and  undivided. 

When  any  tract  of  land  measurage  or  tenement  shall  be  of  greater  value 
than  either  parties  share  in  said  estate  and  cannot  be  divided  without  injury 
to  the  same — you  may  set  it  off  to  either  of  the  parties  who  will  accept  it  pre¬ 
ferring  males  to  females  and  the  elder  to  the  younger — providing  the  party 
so  accepting  it  shall  pay  or  secure  to  one  or  more  of  the  others,  such  sums  as 
you  shall  award  to  make  the  partition  equal.  As  soon  thereafter  as  may  be 
you  will  return  this  warrant  and  a  report  in  writing  of  your  doings  into  the 
office  of  the  register  of  said  Court.

widow  of  said  deceased  for  her  third  thereof  during  the  remainder  of  her  natural 
life  certain  specific  articles  of  personal  estate,  stock,  hay,  furniture,  etc.  the 
sum  of  seven  hundred  seventy  three  dollars  and  seventeeen  cents  ($773.17) 
and  certain  real  estate  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit:  Easterly  by  lands  of  Joseph 
Chapman,  Willard  Ross  and  Benona  Collins,  South  by  lands  of  William 
Howard  and  the  Ross  Farm  and  the  highway,  on  the  West  by  lands  of  said 
Howard,  P.  W.  Wilkinson  and  said  Ross.  And  North  by  lands  of  Pardon  W. 
Wilkinson  and  Willard  Ross  containing  about  one  hundred  and  thirty-five 
acres  of  land. 

Finding  that  Amanda  Fish,  one  of  the  legatees  and  devisees  has  conveyed 
her  share  of  said  estate  except  her  share  of  the  reversion  of  the  widows  share

Eunice  (Newton)  Fish  became  a  member  of  the  Ira  church 
Sept.  11,  1831,  two  years  after  her  husband,  and  lived  a  devoted 
Christian  life,  having  rejoiced  to  see  all  her  children  members 
of  the  church.  Upon  the  death  of  her  husband,  with  the  aid  of 
her  three  sons,  she  carried  on  the  home  farm,  until  her  death, 
Apr.  25,  1874,  at  the  age  of  73. 

The  three  younger  sons,  Lester,  Leonard  and  Lyman  Wallace, 
when  12,  10  and  8  years  of  age  attended  their  first  Rutland 
County  Fair  (which  was  held  in  Castleton),  riding  on  a  sulky, 
Lester  driving,  the  other  two  riding  in  back  with  feet  on  the  axle. 
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These  three  became  leading  farmers  of  their  town  and  county, 
officials  of  the  County  Fair  association,  held  many  town  offices 
and  all  represented  their  town  in  the  State  Legislature.  They 
were  devoted  leaders  in  the  work  of  the  Ira  Baptist  Church,  the 
youngest,  Lyman  Wallace,  having  been  deacon  of  that  church 
for  over  60  years. 

S.  L.  Peck,  historian  of  Ira,  says: 

It  would  sometimes  happen  that  mirth-loving,  thoughtless  young  people 
would  be  present  at  evening  meeting,  and  forgetting  for  the  moment  the 
sacredness  of  the  time  and  place  would  engage  in  some  apparently  innocent 
but  frivolous  disturbance,  but  when  Lester  Fish  or  Deacon  Lyman  W.  Fish 
arose  to  testify,  or  bowed  in  prayer  at  the  throne  of  Grace,  every  disturbing 
noise  ceased  at  once,  and  attention  profound  and  deep  testified  to  the  heart¬ 
searching  words  and  tender  appals  of  the  speakers. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  during  a  long  life  to  listen  to  the  voluntary  testi¬ 
mony  in  open  meeting  of  many  laymen,  but  I  desire  to  state  that  no  man  I 
ever  heard  could  excel  in  clear  comprehensive  language  the  well-chosen  words 
of  Deacon  Lyman  Fish.

1028  Wealthy9  (Fish)  Mehuron  (Leicester8,  Preserved7, 
Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  eldest  dau.  of 
(927)  Leicester  and  Eunice  (Newton)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira  in  1822, 
and  became  a  member  of  the  church  Nov.  16,  1832  ( during  the 
Van  Buren  administration).  She  m.  Edway  Mehuron  Jan.  1, 
1840.  She  d.  ( during  the  administration  of  John  Tyler)  soon  after 
the  birth  of  her  dau.,  (1028)4)  Martha  Wealthy10  Mehuron,  who 
was  b.  in  1842,  and  m.  William  B.  Spaulding  of  Middletown 
Springs,  (b.  1842,  d.  1925),  who  owned  a  large  farm  there.  Martha 
d.  in  1928,  leaving  no  children. 


The  Lester9  Fish  Line 

1032  Lester9  Fish  (Leicester8,  Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5, 
Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  farmer  and  horse  breeder, 
son  of  (927)  Leicester  and  Eunice  (Newton)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira, 
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Feb.  1,  1832  ( two  years  before  the  invention  of  the  McCormick 
reaper).  ( Nitrous  oxide  was  first  used  as  an  anaesthetic  in  1842, 
when  he  was  ten  years  of  age ,  and  a  surgical  operation  was  first 
performed  in  1846  using  ether  as  an  anaesthetic.)  On  Mar.  14, 
1858,  he  was  bapt.  in  the  Ira  church. 

Lester  remained  upon  his  father's  farm  until  1855,  later  lived 
on  the  John  Ross  farm,  which  was  left  to  Lester  and  his  younger 
brother,  Lyman  W.,  by  his  father.  In  1869  Lyman  sold  his  share 
to  Lester,  who  raised  blooded  Spanish  Merino  sheep  extensively, 
and  later  dairy  cattle.  ( Barbed  wire  was  invented  in  1873 ,  by 
Thomas  F.  Glidden.) 

In  1877  Lester  erected  a  new  house  commanding  a  beautiful 
view  of  Ira  Valley  and  some  of  the  higher  peaks  of  the  Green 
Mountain  Range,  and  in  1884  (< during  the  administration  of  the 
first  president  from  Vermont ,  Chester  A.  Arthur)  he  erected  a  fine 
large  barn.  On  the  letterhead  of  his  business  stationery  was  the 
inscription : 

FAIR  VIEW  STOCK  FARM 
Lester  Fish,  Prop. 

Breeder  of 

Morgan  and  Ky.  Horses 
Jersey  Cattle  and  Fine  Wool  Sheep 
Ira,  Vt. 

Both  he  and  his  brother  Leonard  were  closely  identified  with 
the  Rutland  County  Agricultural  Society,  and  they  produced 
some  of  the  finest  road  and  driving  horses  shown  upon  the  grounds. 
Lester  was  a  breeder  of  blooded  Morgan  and  Hambleton  horses, 
and  purchased  “Aristos,"  “King  of  the  Morgans,"  for  86,000 
from  the  Porters  of  Ticonderoga.  Among  the  many  fast  horses 
sired  by  Aristos  were  “RDF,"  who  did  better  than  2:20;  “H.D. 
Winship,"  who  made  a  record  of  2:06  and  was  sold  for  840,000; 
and  “Tamerlane,"  a  prize-winner  for  speed  and  beauty.  Aristos, 
“King  of  the  Morgans"  dropped  dead  while  passing  the  farm  of 
Frederick  Alander10  Fish,  eldest  son  of  his  owner,  and  was  buried 
upon  that  farm.  Lester  Fish  also  owned  “Parnassus." 


The  Morgan  Horse

The  Morgan,  first  pure-bred  horse  in  America,  was  originated 
in  Vermont  in  1795,  when  a  consumptive  but  talented  singing- 
master,  Justin  Morgan  of  Randolph,  Vt.,  went  to  Springfield, 
Mass.,  to  collect  a  debt,  and  unable  to  obtain  the  money  took  as 
settlement  two  colts,  neither  of  which  he  considered  of  any  promise. 
He  rented  the  smaller  of  the  two,  a  two-year  old  stallion,  for  815 
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a  year,  to  a  farmer  named  Robert  Evans;  the  stallion  changed 
hands  several  times  and  sired  several  beautiful  colts,  but  it  was 
not  until  he  had  several  grandsons  that  his  value  was  recognized, 
and  he  was  named  Justin  Morgan  after  his  former  Vermont 
owner,  who  had  died  in  1798.  The  horse,  “Justin  Morgan,” 
lived  to  be  30  years  of  age.  In  1816,  after  he  had  become  famous, 
he  was  ridden  by  President  Monroe  in  a  parade  at  Burlington, 
Vt.  During  the  Civil  War  the  First  Vermont  Cavalry  was  mount¬ 
ed  exclusively  on  Morgan  Horses.  In  1939,  the  Vermont  legisla¬ 
ture  appointed  a  committee  to  draw  up  plans  for  a  suitable  mem¬ 
orial  to  the  great  sire,  Justin  Morgan. 


On  Jan.  21,  1861  (the  year  the  kinematoscope,  forerunner  of  the 
motion  picture  earner a,  was  patented  hy  Coleman  Sellers  of  Phila¬ 
delphia),  Lester  m.  Lucelia  Elvira  Rider,  dau.  of  Richard  D.  and 
Lucy  (Canfield)  Rider,  prosperous  farming  people.  (Richard 
Rider  d.  at  the  age  of  69.)  Lucelia  was  b.  at  Lincoln,  Vt.,  Feb. 
20,  1841,  and  taught  school  at  Ira  for  several  years.  She  was  a 
direct  descendant  of  Richard  Warren,  signer  of  the  famous  Com¬ 
pact  in  the  Cabin  of  the  Mayflower  in  1620. 

(In  1844,  Sir  George  Williams ,  a  draper’s  assistant  in  England, 
persuaded  a  few  of  his  fellow-workers  to  hold  prayer  meetings  with 
him ;  and  after  the  meeting  they  discussed  current  events,  played 
hall,  or  perhaps  went  swimming.  This  small  group  eventually  ex¬ 
panded  to  become  a  vast  institution,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  in  which 
Lester’s  son  Alanson 10  became  well  trained.) 

Richard  D.  Rider  also  had:  (1)  Stephen,  who  owned  a  large 
ranch  in  North  Dakota;  Nathaniel,  who  d.  at  26;  (2)  Norman 
F.,  postmaster  at  Bristol,  Vt.;  (3)  Lucinda,  wife  of  Emmet 
Tower  (an  insurance  man  in  New  York  City  and  a  Civil  War 
veteran);  (4)  Washington  Irving  of  Bristol;  and  by  a  second 
wife,  Clara  Jane  Child:  (5)  Lucy  Jane,  (6)  Ellsworth,  and  (7) 
Ebenezer  C.  of  New  Haven,  Vt.  Ebenezer  C.  Rider  was  an  owner 
of  fine  horses,  and  acted  as  marshal  at  numerous  Vermont  Fairs 
and  other  public  parades.  Lucy  Jane  Rider  went  to  Chicago, 
with  her  mother  and  brother  Ellsworth,  and  became  the  founder 
of  the  Deaconess  Movement  in  the  Methodist  Church.  She 
m.  Prof.  Schelly  Meyer,  Prin.  of  the  Ladies  Training  School,  and 
continued  her  work  among  the  underprivileged  of  Chicago. 

On  Feb.  22,  1886,  Lester  was  elected  trustee  of  the  Fish  Fund 
of  the  Ira  Baptist  church,  acting  with  his  brothers,  Leonard  and 
Lyman.  He  was  a  devout  and  earnest  Christian,  and  for  many 
years  Supt.  of  the  Sunday  School.  In  Mar.  1904  he  was  elected 
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to  serve  the  town  in  the  state  Legislature.  He  was  a  lifetime 
Republican. 

{In  1893  Ford’s  Theatre ,  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  President 
Lincoln  was  shot,  collapsed,  killing  several  people.) 

About  1890,  Lester  bought  a  home  in  Rutland,  where  he  lived 
for  six  years  while  his  sons  carried  on  the  farm,  which  later  be¬ 
came  the  property  of  his  youngest  sons,  Edward  and  Harrison. 
When  his  health  failed,  he  was  cared  for  by  his  daughter  Lillian, 
a  practical  nurse.  He  d.  at  the  age  of  78  at  Rutland,  Sept.  14, 
1910,  just  at  the  close  of  the  Rutland  County  Fair  in  which  he 
was  so  intensely  interested,  and  which  was  shown  just  across 
the  way  from  his  home.  Lucelia,  his  wife,  d.  at  Ira,  Jan.  29, 1908, 
and  a  beautiful  stone  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  surmounted  with  the 
figure  of  an  angel  pointing  heavenward,  marks  their  last  resting 
place. 

Lucelia  was  a  pillar  in  the  Ira  Church,  and  all  of  her  nine  child¬ 
ren  were  active  in  the  work  of  the  church.  The  sons  maintained 
the  family  reputation  for  height,  averaging  six  feet.

1035  Deacon  Frederick  Alander10  Fish  (Lester9,  Leicester8, 
Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel6,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1), 
eldest  son  of  (1032)  Lester  and  Lucelia  (Rider)  Fish,  was  b.  in 
Ira,  Vt.,  Nov.  15,  1861  ( the  same  year  as  Charles  Duryea  who 
built  the  first  successful  automobile).  {Stephen  Foster  d.  in  1864.) 
{The  typewriter  was  invented  in  1867 ,  by  Scoles.)  He  lived  at  Elm¬ 
wood  Stock  Farm,  Clarendon  Springs,  Vt.;  d.  Mar.  9,  1924, 
after  a  short  illness  at  Rutland  Hospital,  leaving  one  son  at 
Washington,  D.  C.  (now  at  Los  Angeles),  one  son  in  Florida,  and 
a  daughter  at  home  (now  in  Northampton,  Mass.).  Frederick 
Alander  was  an  energetic  and  conscientious  worker.  At  seven- 
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teen  he  first  left  home  to  work  upon  the  large  Jay  Newton  Farm 
in  Wallingford  where  he  remained  two  years,  he  worked  three 
years  on  the  Marcellus  Wheeler  Farm  at  Middletown  Springs, 
and  three  years  upon  the  well  kept  farm  of  his  uncle,  Lyman 
Wallace  Fish.  He  was  always  an  ardent  student  of  the  Bible, 
and  could  be  seen  in  a  corner  of  the  kitchen  reading  a  few  chap¬ 
ters  in  it  while  waiting  to  be  called  to  the  noon-day  or  evening 
meal.  He  read  the  entire  Bible  through  many  times  during  his 
lifetime. 

Because  of  a  pulmonary  ailment,  he  went  West  for  his  health 
in  the  Spring  of  1885.  {The  first  electric  street  railway  was  operated 
in  Baltimore ,  in  1885.)  He  went  to  the  large  Dakota  ranch  owned 
by  his  uncle,  Stephen  Rider,  at  New  Salem,  Morgan  Co.,  Dakota 
Territory.  These  ranches  were  so  extensive  that  the  farmhouses 
were  miles  apart,  and  the  nearest  railroad  station  was  ten  miles 
away,  at  Mandan  on  the  Missouri  River,  in  what  is  now  the 
State  of  North  Dakota.  (Only  ten  years  before,  June  25,  1876, 
General  Custer  had  been  killed  by  the  Indians  at  the  Battle  of 
the  Little  Big  Horn,  to  the  west,  in  Montana.  From  1866  to  1873 
the  desperado  Jesse  James  rode  the  country  to  the  south.) 

On  the  Rider  ranch  he  met  his  cousin  Charles,  who  became  a 
Seventh  day  Adventist  minister,  and  who  thirty  years  later 
brought  the  Bible  truth  of  the  Adventist  faith  to  Frederick  in 
Vermont.  Greatly  improved  in  health  he  returned  in  Oct.  1885, 
to  Ira,  where  he  worked  upon  neighboring  farms. 

{Frederick  had  traveled  by  Standard  Railroad  time ,  which  had 
been  put  into  effect  only  two  years  before.  Before  it  was  invented 
by  Charles  F.  Dowd  {1825-1 90 J(),  Nov.  12-19 ,  1888,  there  had  been 
over  three  thousand  different  reckonings  of  time.)  {The  Dakota 
Territory  became  the  states  of  North  and  South  Dakota ,  Nov.  2, 1889.) 
{Incandescent  lamp  invented  by  Edison ,  1879.) 

On  Mar.  11,  1889  {the  year  Jefferson  Davis  died)  he  was  m.  to 
Fannie  Inez  Curtiss,  at  her  home,  by  Rev.  William  M.  Hitchcock 
of  Ira  Baptist  Church.  She  was  b.  at  Ira,  May  8,  1867  {the  year 
of  the  Alaska  purchase  from  Russia ),  dau.  of  Warren  and  Jane 
(Wilkinson)  Curtiss.  Jane  was  a  great  granddaughter  of  William4 
Wilkinson,  ship-builder,  who  helped  build  the  renowned  frigate 
“Constitution”  (Old  Ironsides),  and  whose  brother,  Jeremiah4 
Wilkinson,  in  1777,  cut  the  first  nail  from  cold  iron.  Jeptha  A.5 
Wilkinson,  nephew  of  William4,  invented  the  rotary  cylindrical 
printing  press,  about  1818,  and  also  invented  the  revolver.  David6 
Wilkinson,  fourth  cousin  of  Jane’s  father,  Pardon  W.6  Wilkinson, 
was  the  inventor  of  the  sliding-lathe,  on  which  he  turned  out  the 
first  bolt  and  nut,  in  1798.  Stephen4  Hopkins,  signer  of  the  De^ 
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claration  of  Independence  (only  Quaker  signer),  was  a  son  of 
Ruth3  Wilkinson,  and  so  was  Admiral  Esek4  Hopkins,  whom  the 
Continental  Congress  Dec.  22, 1775,  created  the  first  Commodore 
and  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  American  Navy,  a  title  always 
since  held  by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  Her  brothers, 
George  and  Don  Wilkinson,  were  well  known  mill- wrights  and 
builders  of  New  England. 

Following  his  marriage  he  carried  on  his  father’s  farm  for  four 
years,  with  the  help  of  his  younger  brothers  who  were  going  to 
school.  In  Mar.  1894,  he  became  manager  of  the  large  Rollin  A. 
Williams  Farm  in  Hampton,  N.  Y.,  and  in  Mar.  1895,  he  bor¬ 
rowed  enough  to  purchase  of  Josiah  Seamans  the  Burr  Chapman 
Farm  located  at  the  junction  of  the  Clarendon  and  Ira  roads  a 
mile  and  a  half  from  Clarendon  Springs.  The  purchase  of  the 
farm  caused  him  to  go  heavily  into  debt,  but  by  industry  and 
thrift  he  was  able  to  pay  for  it,  erect  a  modern  13-room  farm 
home,  in  1908,  and  at  his  death  leave  a  small  estate.  The  land 
was  cleared  and  made  fertile,  and  for  over  thirty  years  stones 
were  picked  from  the  fields  yearly  until  the  meadows  were  smooth. 
His  dairy  products  were  retailed  each  Friday  morning  to  homes 
in  nearby  Rutland.  His  butter  won  first  prizes  at  the  county 
fair,  and  his  maple  sugar  was  first  grade. 

On  May  21,  1932,  eight  years  after  his  death,  this  house  was 
burned  to  the  ground,  and  the  land  has  again  returned  to  the 
extensive  Chapman  holdings.  This  Burr  Chapman  farm  was 
cleared  from  the  wilderness  soon  after  the  Revolution  by  Silas 
Smith  of  Connecticut,  was  sold  Mar.  1,  1786,  to  Obadiah  Chap¬ 
man  of  Salisbury,  Conn.,  and  was  later  owned  by  his  grandson 
Burr  Chapman,  and  in  1887  sold  to  Josiah  Seamans.  It  has  been 
said  that  Ethan  Allen,  on  one  of  his  visits  to  Clarendon  to  settle 
the  case  of  a  New  York  sympathizer,  in  his  own  way,  spent  the 
night  in  the  old  farmhouse,  which  stood  for  over  a  century 
and  was  torn  down  to  make  way  for  the  new.  It  was  still  in 
fairly  good  repair.  Many  of  the  boards  and  planks  used  in  flooring 
and  walls  were  from  two  to  three  feet  in  width  and  were  still  solid. 

Frederick  was  a  devout  Christian  gentleman,  known  for 
integrity,  thrift  and  absolute  honesty,  a  lover  of  children  and  of 
animals,  a  good  husband  and  kind  father.  He  never  had  an 
enemy  and  a  neighbor  remarked  at  his  death  that  “if  ever  a  man 
was  sure  of  Heaven,  Fred  A.  Fish  was.”  In  early  life  he  was 
baptized  a  member  of  the  Ira  Church  and  for  nineteen  years 
he  faithfully  served  as  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  took 
a  leading  part  in  its  activities.  In  1915,  through  the  efforts  of  his 
cousin  Elder  Charles  Rider  and  other  evangelists,  new  light  was 
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revealed  to  him  from  the  Bible  and  with  his  second  son,  Col. 
Lester  Warren  Fish,  M.  D.,  he  became  a  member  of  the  Seventh- 
day  Adventist  Church  in  Rutland,  six  miles  away,  was  immedi¬ 
ately  made  a  deacon  and  Supt.  of  the  Sabbath  School,  and  served 
until  his  death. 


Clarendon  Springs 

In  1761,  Royal  Governor  Benning  Wentworth  granted  a 
charter  to  Caleb  Williams  and  seventy  others  on  the  land  now 
known  as  Clarendon.  Each  of  the  seventy  was  granted  23,600 
acres,  so  that  parts  of  surrounding  towns  were  included  in  this 
grant.  In  1768,  men  from  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut  came 
to  clear  the  land,  largely  the  lands  found  in  the  valley  of  the 
Otter;  among  them  James  Rounds,  who  was  in  Clarendon  before 
1771,  and  whose  son  built  the  first  log  house  in  Clarendon  Springs, 
which  lies  over  the  mountain  high  above  Otter  Valley  in  the 
western  part  of  town.  For  the  first  few  years  these  pioneers 
returned  to  their  homes  in  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut  for 
the  winter  months,  and  cleared  the  land  in  the  summer  months. 
The  settlement  was  first  called  Durham  but  later  Clarendon, 
presumably  for  the  first  man  who  was  buried  in  the  town.  The 
first  white  woman  to  live  in  Durham  was  Mrs.  Sprague,  who 
lived  to  be  104  years  of  age,  and  her  son  Durham  was  the  first 
white  child  born  there.  By  1790,  in  the  first  census,  Clarendon 
had  become  the  largest  town  in  Rutland  County,  wfith  1,478 
inhabitants;  Pawlet  was  second  and  Rutland  only  third.  In 
1940,  Clarendon  had  only  about  500  inhabitants. 

Clarendon  Springs  was  first  visited  by  Asa  Smith  who  lived  in 
the  east  part  of  town.  He  suffered  from  cancer,  and  according 
to  tradition  saw  in  a  dream  the  health-restoring  mineral  springs 
located  in  the  wilderness  on  the  other  side  of  town.  In  1776,  he 
discovered  the  springs  and  was  restored  to  health  (and  a  man 
named  Shaw  was  also  cured  of  cancer  by  the  white  clay  there). 
In  1781,  George  Rounds  built  a  log  house  near  the  springs  and 
boarded  those  who  came  to  the  springs  in  search  of  a  cure.  O.  H. 
Rounds,  one  of  his  twelve  children,  born  in  this  cabin  Dec.  5, 
1788,  became  one  of  the  leading  men  in  the  town  and  lived  to 
be  ninety  years  of  age.  In  1798,  George  Rounds  built  a  frame 
house  at  the  Springs,  and  kept  boarders.  The  medicinal  value 
of  the  mineral  water  was  officially  recognized  in  1793  or  1794, 
and  in  1797,  there  were  eight  families  living  there,  whose  children 
totaled  113,  ninety-nine  of  them  in  attendance  at  the  newly 
formed  district  school.  The  names  of  the  heads  of  the  families

The  land  about  the  springs  was  later  purchased  by  Richard 
Murray,  who  built  a  large  hotel  called  the  Clarendon  House  and 
made  the  village  a  popular  health  resort.  Stores,  lodging  houses 
and  homes  were  built  and  during  the  summer  Clarendon  Springs 
became  a  lively  village.  Its  popularity  was  at  its  height  during 
the  “Gay  Nineties,”  when  tourists  came  from  all  parts  of  the 
Union  by  stage  coach  and  post  chaise  in  search  of  healing  from 
the  mineral  springs.  The  red-coated  Ira  band,  led  by  George 
Curtiss,  brother  of  Fannie  (Curtiss)  Fish,  gave  concerts  there  each 
summer.  The  hotel  was  later  managed  by  the  four  sons  of  Rich¬ 
ard  Murray,  Arthur,  George,  Charles,  and  headed  by  Robert,  a 
large  bottling  works  was  established,  and  the  water  was  shipped 
to  all  parts  of  the  world,  its  health-giving  properties  not  being 
lost  over  a  period  of  years  after  bottling.  The  Springs  gradually 
went  into  decline,  however,  and  now  (1940)  only  a  few  residents 
remain,  among  them  the  Seamans  family,  descendants  of  Josiah*, 
Lorenzo8,  and  Charles7  Simonds  (later  spelled  Seamans).

1044  Leland  Howard11  Fish  (Frederick10,  Lester,J,  Leicester8, 
Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1), 
hotel  manager,  eldest  son  of  (1035)  Fred  A.  and  Fannie  (Curtis) 
Fish,  was  b.  Oct.  11,  1891  ( one  year  before  nearby  Rutland  was 
incorporated  as  a  city ,  and  one  year  before  the  first  motor  vehicle 
was  built  by  Charles  Duryea)  on  Fair  View  Stock  Farm  at  Ira, 
Yt.  At  the  age  of  four  he  moved  with  his  parents  to  the  newly 
purchased  farm  at  Clarendon  Springs,  where  he  attended  the 
graded  school. 

On  Jan.  2,  1908,  he  joined  the  Ira  Baptist  church,  the  first  to 
be  immersed  in  the  newly  installed  baptistry.  His  membership 
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was  later  transferred  to  Rutland,  Vt.,  and  Tampa,  Fla.,  Baptist 
churches,  thus  continuing  the  long  line  of  Fish  Baptist  mem¬ 
bership  since  Preserved7  of  Ira. 

After  one  year  in  West  Rutland  High  School  he  removed  to 
Rutland,  where  he  wTorked  his  way  through  high  school,  grad¬ 
uating  June  23,  1911.  In  September  he  became  assistant  book¬ 
keeper  of  the  Baxter  National  Bank  of  Rutland,  and  was  suc¬ 
cessively  promoted  to  book-keeper,  teller  and  assistant  cashier 
until  in  1918,  when  because  of  failing  eyesight,  he  resigned  and 
entered  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business.  In  1934  he  went 
to  Florida,  where  he  entered  the  hotel  business,  managing  the 
Park  Hotel  in  Tampa  during  the  winter,  and  hotels  in  the  Adiron- 
dacks  during  the  summer. 

On  Jan.  1,  1911,  he  m.  Lavonia  Elizabeth  Nichols,  dau.  of 
Charles  Morris  and  Hannah  (Sargent)  Nichols,  b.  at  So.  Walling¬ 
ford,  Feb.  20,  1891.  Her  father  was  a  descendant  of  Commodore 
Charles  Morris  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Constitution  (“Old  Ironsides”). 
She  d.  Oct.  24,  1941,  at  Tampa,  one  week  after  her  return  from  a 
summer  in  Vermont  and  the  Adirondacks,  and  on  Feb.  7,  1943, 
he  m.  (2),  at  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  Mrs.  Mary  (Freeman)  Bishop, 
who  was  b.  at  Griffin,  Ga.,  in  1901. 

Rhythm  and  the  love  of  music  is  a  gift  running  through  the 
Fish,  Rider  and  Wilkinson  families,  and  Leland  has  become  well 
knowTn  as  a  bass-baritone  singer.  For  ten  years  he  was  a  member 
of  a  semi-professional  male  quartet  on  church,  concert  and  radio. 
He  has  been  an  officer  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  other  orders, 
and  is  a  staunch  Republican  like  most  of  the  Ira  branch.

(According 
to  the  town  report  of  Clarendon,  1910,  “Lester  Fish  was  paid  $1.50 
for  building  fires  at  the  Clarendon  Springs  School.”)  Grad.  1919 
from  West  Rutland  High  School  where  he  was  pitcher  on  the 
baseball  team  and  fullback  on  the  football  team,  and  president 
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of  the  athletic  association  in  1919.  In  1915  he  joined  the  Seventh 
day  Adventist  Church  at  Rutland  before  his  father,  and  be¬ 
came  leader  of  the  Young  People’s  Society  there.  {The  first 
transcontinental  telephone  call  was  made  from  New  York  to  San 
Francisco  in  1915.) 

In  1921  he  completed  his  pre-medical  training  at  Atlantic 
Union  College,  where  he  was  catcher  and  captain  of  the  baseball 
team  for  two  years.  (He  worked  his  way  there,  on  the  school 
farm,  and  one  year  as  baker.)  He  received  his  A.  B.  degree  from 
Washington  Missionary  College  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  1923. 
(A  member  of  his  graduating  class  was  George  T.  Harding, 
nephew  of  President  Warren  G.  Harding,  who  was  present  at 
the  exercises,  and  another  nephew,  Warren  G.  Harding  II,  wTas  a 
junior  student.)  He  worked  his  way  at  college  as  a  house-painter, 
until  appointed  to  the  police  force  for  duty  in  the  Capitol  Build¬ 
ing  (through  U.  S.  Senator  Frank  L.  Greene  of  Vermont).  In 
this  capacity  he  came  in  contact  with  many  world  statesmen. 
Senators  and  Congressmen,  and  three  Presidents.  He  saw  and 
heard  many  world  dignitaries  at  the  World  Peace  Conference. 
As  a  Capitol  Police  Officer  he  was  chosen  to  stand  guard  at  the 
head  of  the  bier  as  the  body  of  President  Harding  lay  in  state. 

Following  graduation  he  spent  one  year  of  special  study  in 
chemistry  and  biology  at  George  Washington  University,  and 
while  in  school  (and  on  duty  nights  in  the  Capitol),  he  built  and 
sold  a  small  house  in  nearby  Takoma  Park,  Md.,  at  a  profit  that 
aided  him  through  medical  college. 

On  June  23,  1929,  after  a  year  of  internship  at  the  Santa  Fe 
Railroad  Hospital,  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
from  the  College  of  Medicine  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  (While 
studying,  he  worked  as  Civil  Service  X-ray  technician  in  Los 
Angeles  General  Hospital.)  Served  as  Police  Surgeon  in  the 
City  Emergency  Hospital,  he  then  had  eight  years  of  special 
study  in  Urology  under  Arthur  Bond  Cecil,  M.  D.,  of  Johns 
Hopkins  Univ.,  and  began  the  practice  of  urology  at  Los  Angeles. 

He  is  instructor  in  Surgery  (Urological)  at  the  College  of 
Medical  Evangelists,  a  member  of  the  Urological  staff  of  the 
White  Memorial,  Good  Samaritan  and  Methodist  Hospitals,  a 
member  of  the  Urological  Section  of  the  Los  Angeles  Co.  Medical 
Asso.  and  of  the  Calif.  State  Medical  Association. 

In  Feb.  1930,  he  was  commissioned  1st  Lieut,  in  the  Medical 
Reserve,  U.  S.  Army,  and  Jan.  24,  1941,  he  was  called  into  active 
service  in  the  Medical  Corps,  with  the  rank  of  Major.  He  re¬ 
ported  at  newly  constructed  Camp  Roberts,  Calif.,  built  to  train 
35,000  troops,  where  he  was  appointed  Chief  of  Professional 
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Services  and  Chief  of  the  Urological  Department,  also  president 
of  the  Medical  Society,  and  president  of  the  Special  Court 
Martial,  the  Line  of  Duty  Board  and  the  Disability  Discharge 
Board;  later  Operating  Surgeon  and  Chief  of  the  surgical  ser¬ 
vices.  The  hospital  at  Camp  Roberts  was  built  to  care  for  fifteen 
hundred  patients. 

His  duties  earned  him  a  Certificate  of  Capacity  for  promotion 
to  the  rank  of  Lieut.  Colonel,  and  he  was  made  Lieut.  Colonel 
Apr.  13,  1943.  While  in  camp  his  home  was  in  the  beautiful  little 
village  of  Atascadero,  on  the  Pacific  Coast  half  way  between 
Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco.  He  was  appointed  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  San  Luis  Obispo  County  Medical  Cadet  Corps, 
July  1,  1942. 

On  Sept.  1,  1944,  he  was  transferred  overseas  to  the  Southwest 
Pacific  Area,  where  he  was  assigned  to  an  Army  Hospital  as 
Chief  of  Surgical  Services.  He  was  stationed  in  New  Caledonia 
and  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  On  Jan.  11,  1946,  he  was  promoted 
to  Colonel,  Med.  Corps,  U.  S.  Army,  and  on  May  11,  1946,  he 
was  retired  to  inactive  status  as  Colonel  in  the  Reserves. 

Lester  has  played  baseball  every  year  since  he  entered  high 
school.  At  40  he  played  third  base  on  one  of  the  twelve  teams  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Police  League,  and  he  was  a  captain  and  man¬ 
ager  for  four  years.  He  also  organized  and  played  on  the  officers 
baseball  team  at  Camp  Roberts.  He  is  an  ardent  Republican, 
and  opposed  to  the  sale  of  liquor.  An  active  supporter  of  the 
Adventist  Church,  he  is  a  member  of  no  lodge,  club  or  society. 
His  hobbies  are  genealogy  and  colored  movie  photography. 

Col.  Fish  has  always  opposed  legislation  that  permits  the 
practice  of  healing  by  any  who  cannot  meet  the  high  educational 
standards  attained  by  Doctors  of  Medicine  in  medicine  and 
surgery.  He  believes  that  those  who  oppose  the  life-saving  use  of 
vaccines,  serums,  antitoxins  and  surgery  should  pass  the  same 
rigid  examinations  as  the  Doctor  of  Medicine,  before  practicing 
on  the  bodily  ills  of  mankind,  and  that  they  should  be  restricted 
to  the  use  of  their  own  degrees,  such  as  D.O.,  N.D.,  D.C.,  rather 
than  the  misleading  title  of  Dr. 

Since  the  blackness  of  the  Dark  Ages  was  turned  into  daylight 
by  the  discoveries  of  medical  science,  millions  of  people  have 
been  saved  from  death  by  diphtheria,  smallpox,  pneumonia  and 
typhoid  by  serums  and  vaccines,  called  pus  and  poison  by  these 
so-called  nature  healers  not  trained  as  doctors  of  medicine  (M.D.). 
Since  1935  the  sulphonamides,  condemned  likewise  by  the  drug¬ 
less  practitioners,  have  reduced  the  death  rate  from  pneumonia 
and  meningitis  from  35  %  to  10  %,  and  whereas  in  army  camps  in 
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earlier  wars  thousands  died  from  typhoid,  yellow  fever,  dysentery 
and  pneumonia,  such  deaths  are  now  rare,  yet  the  benefits  of  the 
sulphonamides  have  as  yet  been  scarcely  explored.  During  World 
War  II  there  were  100,000  cases  of  typhoid  in  North  Africa, 
among  the  natives,  but  among  the  American  Armed  Forces  its 
incidence  was  negligible,  because  of  the  protection  afforded  by 
inoculation.  Death  from  appendicitis  can  also  be  cut  to  zero 
if  those  who  cannot  operate  will  cease  to  advise  against  surgery. 
Among  120,000  soldiers  at  Camp  Roberts,  there  was  not  one  death 
from  appendicitis,  because  surgery,  when  necessary,  was  practi¬ 
cally  compulsory. 

During  the  life  span  of  Colonel  Fish  and  his  father,  marvelous 
medical  discoveries  have  been  made,  beginning  with  the  great 
discovery  by  Joseph  Lister  of  London,  in  the  summer  of  1867, 
of  how  to  prevent  infection,  and  a  few  years  later  of  his  disco very 
of  the  germ  cause  of  infections.  Urology  (Kidney  Surgery)  be¬ 
came  a  specialty  in  1877,  when  Van  Buren,  M.  D.,  took  the  chair 
of  Urology  at  the  Bellevue  Medical  College  of  New  York  City. 
In  1882,  the  tubercle  bacillus  was  isolated  by  Robert  Koch  in 
Germany.  In  1894,  Von  Behring  announced  the  discovery  of 
diphtheria  antitoxin.  Medical  scientists  continued  to  pry  out 
the  secrets  of  deadly  bacteria,  and  other  dread  diseases  began  to 
yield  before  the  life-saving  serums  and  vaccines.  In  1895,  the 
world  thrilled  to  the  news  of  the  discovery,  by  Roentgen  in 
Germany,  of  the  miraculous  X-Ray.  In  1900,  Lansteiner  dis¬ 
covered  a  method  of  blood-grouping,  making  it  possible  to  give 
blood  by  transfusion;  also  in  1900,  the  discovery  of  adrenalin, 
another  life-saver,  the  first  hormone  to  be  used  in  pure  form,  gave 
Doctors  of  Medicine  a  powerful  new  drug  and  speeded  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  a  new  science,  endocrinology.  Schaudinn  of  Ger¬ 
many,  in  1905,  first  demonstrated  by  the  microscope  the  germ  of 
syphilis,  and  in  1906  Wasserman,  also  of  Germany,  announced 
the  famous  blood  test  by  which  syphilis  in  the  human  blood 
stream  is  diagnosed.  Insulin,  discovered  by  Banting  and  Best 
of  Toronto,  Canada,  in  1921,  has  given  life  to  thousand  of  dia¬ 
betics.  During  the  past  thirty  years  one  vitamin  after  another 
has  rewarded  the  medical  research  worker  with  its  secret.  What 
the  future  holds  of  advance  in  medical  science,  no  man  can  tell. 
Medicine's  horizon  is  not  limited  to  diet  and  manipulation  of  the 
spine,  as  taught  in  a  six-weeks  course.  Medicine  has  progressed 
in  the  past  seventy-five  years  more  than  in  all  the  past  centuries, 
and  in  spite  of  the  anti-vivisectionists,  the  drugless  practitioners 
and  those  not  trained  in  surgery. 

As  a  remedy  for  the  disorder  existing  in  the  practice  of  the  heal¬ 
ing  art  the  author  advocates  that  all  individuals  meet  the  same 
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requirements  of  education  and  training.  He  also  recommends 
that  methods  found  of  value  in  the  teaching  of  those  who  have 
not  attained  to  the  learning  and  training  of  the  M.  D.  be  in¬ 
corporated  into  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery.

(“Claire”)  Aretta  Schulze,  who  was  b.  at  San  Luis  Obispo,  Calif., 
Jan.  29,  1908  ( one  year  before  the  discovery  of  the  North  Pole  by 
Commodore  Peary),  dau.  of  Carl  Schulze,  a  clothing  merchant, 
and  Clara  Dickerson.  She  is  a  graduate  nurse,  receiving  her 
R.  N.  in  1930.

10,  1888,  at  Rutland.

of  Bachelor  of  Physical  Education.  Springfield  is  remarkable  in 
its  teaching  methods,  supplementing  athletic  intruction  with 
training  that  emphasizes  rhythm,  power  and  beauty.  It  gives 
courses  in  economics,  English,,  mathematics  and  history,  and 
has  made  of  physical  education  a  highly  complicated  science. 
Students  are  taught  the  psychology  of  coaching,  the  technique 
of  camping,  and  given  courses  in  the  neurological  problems  of 
education.  They  are  trained  in  a  Christian  atmosphere  and  leave 
with  the  mission  to  better  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  nation. 
(The  modern  game  of  basketball  was  invented  at  Springfield 
by  Dr.  James  Naismith  in  1892,  who  d.  in  1939.) 

While  in  college  Alanson  was  an  outstanding  athlete,  playing 
All-American  calibre  football.  During  the  summers  of  1902  and 
1903,  he  organized  and  coached  the  locally  famed  Ira  football 
team,  in  the  backfield  of  which  played  three  of  his  husky  younger 
brothers,  Edward,  Russell  and  Harrison.  This  team  was  tied 
but  never  met  defeat  in  state-wide  competition.  Other  members 
of  the  team  were  Grant  White,  Oscar  and  Charles  Gilmore, 
Herbert  Tower,  Clark  Potter,  George  Parker,  James  Farrell, 
Archie  Gokie,  Arthur  Mascott,  Henry  Thornton  and  Daniel 
Fish11  Coombs. 

Following  graduation,  Alanson  was  Director  of  health  educa¬ 
tion  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  for  one  year, 
returned  to  Springfield  post-graduate  work,  and  taught  in  the 
college  until  1901.  From  1902-1904  he  was  athletic  instructor  in 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at  Bridgeport,  Conn.  {It  was  in  1903  that  the 
Wright  brothers  flew  the  first  flying  machine  at  Kitty  Hawk ,  N.  C.) 
From  1905  to  1910  he  was  supervisor  of  health  education  of  the 
Brooklyn  Public  Schools,  and  from  1910  to  1934,  athletic  director 
at  Flushing  High  School.  He  retired  in  June  1934,  and  lives  at 
Rutland,  Vt.

The  Leonard9  Fish  Line 

1033  Leonard9  Fish  (Leicester8,  Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5, 
Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  breeder  of  fine  horses,  son  of 
(927)  Leicester  and  Eunice  (Newton)  Fish,  was  b.  Mar.  23, 
1835,  at  Ira,  Vt.  In  his  youth  he  was  known  for  his  powerful 
frame,  excelling  in  strength,  and  as  a  wrestler.  It  is  said  that 
he  was  never  thrown  in  an  old-fashioned  wrestling  match.  (At 
the  age  of  ten  with  his  older  brother,  Lester,  twelve,  and 
younger  brother,  Lyman  Wallace,  eight,  he  attended  the  first 
Rutland  County  Fair,  which  was  held  in  Castleton,  Vt.,  in  1845, 
Lester  driving  the  sulky  and  the  younger  boys  riding  on  the  rear 
rail  with  their  feet  on  the  axle.  He  became  a  member  of  Ira  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  Mar.  14,  1858,  and  was  active  until  his  death.  He 
was  always  interested  in  athletics,  of  a  serious  nature,  and  a  man 
of  few  words. 

In  1861  he  took  over  (or  moved  to)  his  own  farm  built 
up  by  the  able  Jason  Newton  in  1802  (owned  1947  by 
Dana  Jones).  He  was  one  of  the  leading  farmers  of  Ira  and  a 
leading  Vermont  sheep-raiser,  importing  from  Spain  some  of  the 
first  Merino  sheep  ever  seen  in  Vermont.  (He  sold  one  yearling 
ram  for  $1000.)  He  was  also  a  lover  of  fine  horses  and  raised  some 
of  the  finest  and  fastest  in  the  State,  purchasing  his  first  horse, 
“Darkey  Mare,”  of  James  Pratt,  at  the  early  age  of  sixteen,  and 
from  her  he  sold  $3,500  worth  of  colts,  a  considerable  sum  for 
those  early  days.  He  was  something  of  a  veterinarian,  was  an 
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official  of  the  Rutland  Fair,  and  raised  Southdown  sheep  which 
were  shown  there. 

In  1892-93  he  represented  the  town  in  the  State  Legislature. 
He  was  often  called  upon  to  act  as  appraiser,  commissioner  or 
administrator  of  an  estate. 

On  Feb.  8,  1857,  he  m.  his  cousin  once  removed,  Belinda  R. 
Carpenter  of  Port  Henry,  N.  Y.,  who  was  b.  Apr.  7,  1835,  dau.  of 
Elijah  Carpenter  whose  sister  Abigail  m.  Preserved7  Fish,  Leon¬ 
ard’s  grandfather.  She  d.  Feb.  6,  1911,  age  75,  at  the  home  of 
her  son,  Marshall  B.  Fish  of  Rutland.  Leonard  d.  at  Ira,  Jan. 
14,  1907.

Leonard  has  in  his  possession  an  old  Colonial  powder-horn 
carried  by  his  great  great  great  great  grandfather,  Jabez5  Carpen¬ 
ter,  father  of  Abigail  who  m.  Preserved  Fish.  This  powder  horn, 
which  is  eighteen  or  twenty  inches  in  length,  must  antedate  the 
Revolution,  as  there  is  inscribed  upon  it  the  words,  “Lake  George, 
Oct.  13,  1758”  (the  year  before  the  capture  of  Quebec  by  General 
Wolfe).

In  July  1938,  he  was  commissioned  Brig.  General  and  placed 
in  command  of  the  86th  Inf.  Brigade,  composed  of  the  172d 
Vermont  and  the  103d  Maine  Infantry.  In  Jan.  1941  he  was 
again  called  into  active  service  at  Camp  Blanding,  Fla.,  and 
served  in  the  Pacific,  being  promoted  on  the  battlefield  to 
Major  General  in  Oct.  1943,  and  placed  in  command  of  the 
43rd  Division,  which  took  Munda  airfield,  and  was  in  the  first 
invasion  of  the  Philippine  Islands.  He  was  one  of  the  very  few 
National  Guard  officers  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Major  General 
and  given  command  of  a  Division. 

In  April  1919,  he  was  appointed  City  Attorney  of  Rutland, 
Vt.,  and  served  until  1921.  He  was  a  member  of  the  County, 
State  and  American  Bar  Associations,  and  has  been  president  of 
the  County  Association.  In  1924,  he  became  a  member  of  the 
law  firm  of  Fenton,  Wing  &  Morse,  which  enjoyed  a  large  practice 
before  all  the  courts  of  the  State  of  Vermont.  In  1933-34  he  acted 
as  legal  advisor  to  the  Governor  of  the  State. 

Always  an  ardent  Republican,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Re¬ 
publican  State  Committee  from  1919-1931,  serving  ten  years  as 
its  treasurer  and  chairman.  He  was  a  very  forceful  speaker  and 
his  services  were  demanded  at  many  patriotic  gatherings  and 
political  rallies.  It  was  strongly  predicted  that  he  would  be 
elected  Governor  of  his  State,  upon  his  return  from  the  War,  if 
he  had  lived. 

He  d.  suddenly,  Dec.  19,  1945,  at  Rutland,  shortly  after  re¬ 
ceiving  one  of  the  greatest  ovations  ever  given  a  returning  Ver¬ 
mont  Hero. 

He  became  a  member  of  the  Rutland  Baptist  church  in  1910, 
and  was  one  of  the  trustees.  He  was  president  of  the  board  of 
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trustees  of  Vermont  Soldiers’  Home  at  Bennington;  Past  Com¬ 
mander  of  Rutland  Post  No.  31  of  the  American  Legion;  a  Mason 
and  Shriner,  and  a  member  of  many  patriotic  societies. 

On  Nov.  9,  1919,  he  m.  Bernice  G.  Kidder  of  Middlebury,  Vt., 
who  d.  Oct.  23,  1923.  One  son  Leonard  Fish12  Wing,  Jr.,  was  b. 
to  them,  Mar.  11,  1923.  On  June  28,  1924,  he  m.  (2)  Margaret

1034  Deacon  Lyman  Wallace9  Fish  (known  as  Wallace,  or 
simply  Deacon  Fish)  (Leicester8,  Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5, 
Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  youngest  son  of  (927)  Leicester 
and  Eunice  (Newton)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  May  9, 1837.  ( This 
was  two  years  before  the  introduction  of  the  great  American  game  of 
baseball ,  at  Cooper stown,  N.  F.,  by  Maj.  Gen .  Abner  Doubleday 
and  Alexander  J.  Cartwright) .  ( Three  years  after  his  birth  postage 
stamps  were  first  used  on  letters ,  through  the  efforts  of  Sir  Roland 
Hills  in  the  British  Parliament.) 

He  attended  Ira  Acad.,  a  secondary  school  located  at  Ira  for  a 
short  time,  also  studied  under  Prof.  Philip  Emerson  who  became 
a  Judge  in  the  West  in  later  years.  In  1855  with  his  brother 
Lester  he  took  over  the  management  of  one  of  his  father’s  farms. 

In  July  1855  he  united  with  the  Ira  Baptist  church,  and  three 
years  later,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  he  was  elected  deacon,  and 
served  in  that  capacity  over  sixty  years,  also  for  twenty  years 
acting  as  Sunday  School  Supt.  He  possessed  a  fine  tenor  voice 
and  was  for  many  years  choir  leader. 

On  Nov.  14,  1858,  he  m.  Felicia  Hemans9  Fish,  his  first  cousin, 
dau.  of  Captain  Enos  and  Marcia  (Chapman)  Fish.  No  children 
were  bom  to  them,  but  many  were  cared  for  by  them;  their  spirit 
of  generosity  and  hospitality  was  proverbial.  His  sister,  Amanda9 
Fish,  lived  with  them  for  many  years,  as  did  his  cousin,  Henry 
Carpenter,  from  1874  to  his  death  in  1910.  ( Paper  money  was 
first  used  as  legal  tender  in  1864,  following  the  recommendations  of 
Salmon  P.  Chase ,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  Lincoln’s  Cabinet.) 

In  the  Spring  of  1869  he  sold  his  share  in  the  John  Ross  farm 
and  helped  his  mother  carry  on  her  farm  until  her  death  in  1874. 
Soon  after  he  purchased  the  Willard  Ross  farm  on  the  main  high¬ 
way,  and  carried  on  both  farms  for  a  time,  selling  the  home  farm 
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later  to  his  cousin,  Henry  Clay9  Fish.  His  newly  acquired  farm 
he  built  up  to  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the  State.  His  well  tilled 
fields,  clean  pasture  lands  and  neat  farm  buildings  bore  silent 
witness  to  a  spirit  of  thrift  and  business  enterprise.  Among  those 
who  worked  for  him  for  many  years  at  a  time  were  Frederick  A.10 
Fish,  David  Wing,  Oscar  Gilmore,  Fannie  Curtiss,  and  Grace 
Lincoln,  a  sister  of  Stella  who  m.  Wallace  Nathaniel10  Fish. 

He  was  a  selectman  for  many  years,  and  held  about  every 
other  town  office.  He  was  elected  for  two  biennial  terms  as  town 
representative  to  the  state  legislature,  1882  to  1886,  as  a  Re¬ 
publican.  In  1884  the  state  legislature  appropriated  $400  for  the 
erection  of  a  suitable  monument  at  the  grave  of  Judge  Theophilus 
Harrington  in  Chippenhook  Cemetery,  and  appointed  Lyman 
W.  Fish,  Hannibal  Hodges,  Seneca  E.  Smith  and  W.  G.  Veazey 
to  erect  the  monument. 

The  Deacon  was  a  heavy  stockholder  and  director  in  the 
Rutland  Co.  Telephone  Co.,  and  administrator  of  many  estates. 
On  Dec.  6,  1880,  he  was  appointed  receiver  of  the  Daniel  Fish 
Fund  and  on  Feb.  22,  1886,  he  was  chosen  a  trustee.  Lie  was 
actively  engaged  in  managing  his  farm  until  he  was  eighty  years 
old,  when  he  sold  it  to  Elroy  Barker,  and  in  the  spring  of  1918  he 
purchased  a  home  in  Rutland,  where  he  d.  Mar.  31,  1919;  buried 
at  Ira.  At  his  funeral  six  of  his  nephews,  C.  A.  Fish,  M.  B.  Fish, 
F.  A.  Fish,  E.  S.  Fish,  H.  W.  Fish  and  Russell  Fish,  acted  as 
bearers. 


Judge  Theophilus  Harrington 

Judge  Theophilus  Harrington  came  to  Vermont  in  1785  from 
Rhode  Island,  and  became  a  member  of  the  Ira  church.  He  was 
a  plain  dirt  farmer,  not  a  lawyer,  but  served  on  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  state,  and  made  the  famous  decision  in  a  case  in¬ 
volving  ownership  of  slaves  in  a  free  state,  an  account  of  which 
follows : 

A  Southerner  whose  escaped  slave  had  been  captured  in  Ver¬ 
mont  while  in  flight  to  Canada,  applied  to  Judge  Harrington  for 
a  warrant  of  extradition,  and  having  made  out  what  he  con¬ 
sidered  a  ‘prima  facie’  case,  “rested.”  But  the  Judge  intimated 
that  the  title  to  the  slave  was  not  satisfactorily  established.  After 
three  attempts  to  make  the  title  clear  the  claimant  asked,  “Will 
your  Honor  then  be  good  enough  to  suggest  what  is  lacking  to 
make  a  perfect  title?”  “A  bill  of  sale,  sir,  from  God  Almighty.” 
The  slave-owner  lost  the  case  and  returned  to  the  South,  and  the 
slave  was  free. 
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Upon  Judge  Harrington’s  monument  is  chiseled  the  following 
inscription : 

“He  sleeps  on  the  hills 
No  slave  ever  trod, 

Nor  claimant  brought  bills 
From  Almighty  God.” 


The  Leonard8  Fish  Line 

928  Leonard8  Fish  (Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4, 
Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  innkeeper  and  farmer,  son  of  (765)  Pre¬ 
served  and  Abigail  (Carpenter)  Fish,  and  twin  brother  of  (927) 
Leicester,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  Jan.  25,  1796  ( one  year  before  the 
introduction  into  England  by  Jenner  of  vaccination  against  small¬ 
pox).  During  the  War  of  1812,  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  with  his  older 
brother  Russell  and  nineteen  other  men,  and  in  response  to  a 
dispatch  received  by  his  father,  Preserved7,  he  answered  the  call 
for  men  at  Plattsburg. 

In  1815  he  left  his  home  for  the  West,  at  that  time  so  wild  and 
unsettled  that  vigilante  committees  were  necessary  for  pro¬ 
tection  from  Indians,  horse-thieves  and  outlaws.  He  ran  a  trad¬ 
ing-post  and  cleared  a  few  acres  forty  miles  east  of  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  on  what  was  then  the  Indianapolis  Road,  and  remained  for 
three  years,  returning  to  Ira  wrhere  on  Sept.  18,  1819,  he  m. 
Celinda  Hewitt,  dau.  of  Gideon  Hewitt  of  Tinmouth,  Vt.  She 
was  b.  July  18,  1800.  In  1824,  with  their  two  children,  Calista 
and  Thedro,  they  removed  to  Parish ville,  St.  Lawrence  Co.,  N. 
Y.,  and  engaged  in  farming  there  for  twelve  years.  In  1836  they 
moved  to  South  Bangor,  Franklin  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he  again 
engaged  in  hotel-keeping  and  farming  until  his  retirement.  He 
was  short  and  stocky  in  build  and  always  very  jovial  in  nature. 

In  a  South  Bangor  paper  a  few  years  before  his  death  appeared 
the  following  brief  sketch  of  his  life: 

Leonard  Fish,  up  to  the  time  of  his  retiring,  has  been  an  active  business 
naan  and  has  accumulated  a  considerable  property.  Before  the  formation  of 
the  Republican  party  Mr.  Fish  was  a  Democrat  but  since  that  time  he  has 
been  an  active  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the  South  Bangor  Congrega¬ 
tional  Church  and  has  always  been  an  active  participant  in  all  measures  per¬ 
taining  to  public  life  of  whatever  name  or  nature,  whether  religious,  political, 
intellectual  or  social.  He  is  a  man  of  unassailable  character  and  unimpeach¬ 
able  integrity.  No  better  example  of  correct  living  and  conformity  to 
nature’s  laws  during  a  long  life  is  required  than  to  know  that  now  at  the  ad¬ 
vanced  age  of  84,  Mr.  Fish  shows  little  evidence  of  decay,  mentally  or  physi¬ 
cally,  but  seemingly  enjoys  all  the  pleasures  of  living  in  the  abstract  supposed 
to  be  enjoyed  by  the  young. 
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He  d.  at  Bangor  July  24,  1883,  at  the  age  of  87  ( two  years  after 
the  murder  of  President  Garfield).  His  wife  Celinda  d.  age  77,  at 
South  Bangor,  July  10,  1877.

Vt.,  Sept.  5,  1798  {one  year  before  the  death  of  General  George 

Washington).  The  story  is  often  told  of  her  ready  reply  to  the 
question,  “Whose  little  girl  are  you?”  “I’m  Squire  Fish’s  daugh¬ 
ter,  sir,  and  the  only  daughter  too,  sir.”  She  became  a  member 
of  the  Baptist  Church  in  the  summer  of  1816  {one  year  after  the 
defeat  of  Napoleon  at  Waterloo).  She  m.  Capt.  Leonard  Mason, 
Feb.  10,  1818  {during  the  Administration  of  James  Monroe).  They 
lived  upon  the  farm  known  as  the  Leonard  Mason  Farm. 

Leonard  Mason,  son  of  Isaiah  and  Levinah  Mason  who  settled 
in  Ira  in  1780,  and  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  the  town,  was  b.

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Webster  of  Massachusetts).  He  was  a  Captain  of  the  Ira  Militia, 
and  during  the  War  of  1812  furnished  transportation  for  the  Vol¬ 
unteers  who  answered  the  call  to  Plattsburg.  He  represented 
his  town  three  times  in  the  State  Legislature,  1826,  1827  and 
1843  ( one  year  before  Samuel  F.  B.  Morse  sent  his  first  telegraph 
message ,  from  Washington  to  Baltimore) .

931  Served8  Fish  (Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4, 
Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  inn-keeper,  son  of  (765)  Preserved  and 
Abigail  (Carpenter)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  July  18,  1803  (during 
the  administration  of  Thomas  Jefferson ,  arid  the  year  of  the  Louisi¬ 
ana  Purchase).  He  m.  June  17,  1822,  Anne  Cook,  and  both  be¬ 
came  members  of  the  Ira  Baptist  Church  Sept.  14,  1831.  He  and 
his  brothers,  Russell  and  Hiram,  were  members  of  the  stock 
company  formed  to  purchase  land  and  erect  upon  it  a  parsonage 
for  the  church.  On  Oct.  25,  1828,  he  was  elected  first  constable 
and  made  a  call  for  election  of  Republican  presidential  electors 
when  Jackson  was  elected. 

Some  time  before  1837  (the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Vic¬ 
toria, ,  and  while  Jackson  was  president)  he  moved  to  West  Haven, 
Vt.,  and  purchased  a  farm  there  at  the  age  of  34.  (His  letter  of 
transfer  from  the  Ira  Church  was  dated  July  27,  1837.)  It  was 
about  this  time  that  his  brother  Hiram  moved  to  Massena,  N.  Y., 
and  later  his  younger  brother  Harrison  moved  to  West  Haven. 
Their  older  brother  Daniel  was  an  extensive  cattle-dealer  and 
drove  cattle  from  southern  New  England  north  through  White¬ 
hall,  West  Haven  and  Massena  to  Canada,  and  it  is  very  prob¬ 
able  that  possibilities  of  success  were  made  known  to  them  by 
the  elder  brother. 

Served  was  a  large,  broadshouldered,  rawboned  individual.  On 
Apr.  1,  1858,  he  bought  the  old  Col.  Matthew  Lyon  House,  on 
the  hill  at  Fair  Haven,  Vt.,  of  Israel  Davey,  leaving  his  younger 
brother  Harrison  in  charge  of  his  farm.  The  old  three-story 
brick  house,  built  by  Col.  Lyon  in  1784,  and  after  him  occupied 
by  several  physicians.  Served  remodeled  as  an  inn  and  named  it 
Hotel  Fish.  He  ran  it  until  Mar.  1866,  when  he  sold  it  to  David 
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Offensend,  and  it  was  later  known  as  Hotel  Vermont.  It  burned 
to  the  ground  in  1878,  was  later  rebuilt  and  known  as  the  Knight 
Block.  Served’s  grandniece,  Mable10  (Fish)  Clark,  had  in  her 
possession  an  invitation  to  a  dance  at  Hotel  Fish  sent  to  her 
mother  by  her  father,  Francis9,  dated  in  1862,  and  her  brother 
Arthur,  of  Clemons,  N.  Y.,  has  a  gong  used  in  the  inn.  Upon 
selling  his  hotel,  Served  returned  to  his  West  Haven  Farm  where 
he  spent  the  remaining  years  of  his  life. 


Col.  Matthew  Lyon 

Col.  Matthew  Lyon  (1750-1822),  a  brilliant,  headstrong, 
pugnacious  Irishman  who  moved  to  Fair  Haven  in  1783,  domin¬ 
ated  the  early  history  of  that  town.  He  had  important  political 
affiliations,  having  married,  first,  the  niece  of  Ethan  Allen,  and 
second,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Chittenden.  Lyon  erected  the 
first  sawmill  and  the  first  gristmill,  employed  the  first  teacher 
and  built  the  first  meeting-house,  was  the  first  moderator,  estab¬ 
lished  the  first  printing  press,  issued  the  first  newspaper,  and 
erected  the  forge,  iron  works  and  paper  mill  at  Fair  Haven,  which 
was  one  of  the  early  industrial  centers  of  the  state. 

In  1797,  after  several  terms  in  the  State  Legislature  (to  which 
he  was  elected  nineteen  times  in  all),  he  was  sent  as  Vermont’s 
Representative  to  Congress.  Here  he  immediately  became  a 
center  of  attack  by  the  Federalists,  and  was  viciously  lampooned, 
along  with  Jackson  and  Jefferson,  in  the  Federalist  press.  On 
Jan.  30,  1798,  goaded  by  the  repeated  insults  of  Roger  Griswold, 
a  Congressman  from  Connecticut,  Lyon  spat  in  his  opponent’s 
face,  the  encounter  taking  place  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  Two 
weeks  later,  Griswold  attacked  Lyon  with  a  heavy  cane,  in  the 
same  arena,  and  these  incidents  were  sensationally  exploited  as 
“the  first  breach  of  decorum  in  Congress.” 

Lyon  was  a  bitter  foe  and  outspoken  critic  of  President  Adams. 
In  Oct.  1798,  he  was  sentenced  under  the  Sedition  Act  to  four 
months  in  the  Vergennes  jail  and  a  fine  of  $1000,  for  allegedly 
treasonable  remarks  made  in  his  newspaper,  “The  Scourge  of 
Aristocracy  and  Repository  of  Important  Political  Truth.” 
While  still  in  jail  he  was  re-elected  to  Congress  by  an  overwhelm¬ 
ing  majority,  and  made  a  triumphant  progress  of  his  journey  to 
Washington.  In  1801,  he  moved  to  Kentucky,  which  he  also 
represented  in  Congress,  1803-11.  He  was  appointed  a  factor  of 
the  Indian  Territory  in  Arkansas  and  moved  to  that  State, 
which  also  elected  him  to  Congress,  though  he  died  before  he 
could  assume  his  seat. 
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Lyon  has  often  been  called  the  man  who  elected  Jefferson, 
because  in  1801  when  the  House  of  Representatives  was  voting 
to  break  the  tie  between  Jefferson  and  Burr,  he  cast  the  decisive 
vote  for  Jefferson  on  the  35th  ballot.  He  was  the  only  man  ever 
elected  to  Congress  by  three  different  States.

He  spent  his  youth  on  his  father’s  farm  at 
West  Haven,  Vt.;  in  early  life  became  a  canal  driver,  and  later 
chief  driver  on  the  Whitehall  Barge  Canal.  He  was  known  for 
his  great  physical  strength  and  for  his  proficiency  in  the  art  of 
self-defense.  His  jlater  years  were  spent  upon  his  farm  in  Castle- 
ton,  Vt.,  where  in  1884  he  became  an  active  member  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Church.  He  m.  Mary  Proctor. 

Evidence  points  to  the  fact  that  he  was  murdered.  Early  on 
the  morning  of  Dec.  6,  1896,  he  was  called  from  his  bed,  soon 
afterward  his  wife  heard  a  loud  commotion,  and  his  battered 
body  was  discovered  next  morning  down  by  the  river  that  runs 
through  his  farm,  where  evidence  of  a  deadly  struggle  was  found. 
He  lies  buried  in  Castleton  Cemetery.  No  children. 

There  were  many  others  of  the  Fish  family  that  met  violent 
deaths.  Many  of  them  were  lost  at  sea;  his  younger  cousin, 
Wallace10  Nathaniel,  died  as  the  result  of  accident  on  a  horse 
power  treadmill  machine,  and  one  descendant  of  the  New'  York 
immigrant,  Jonathan4  Fish,  was  killed  in  action  during  the  War 
with  Spain,  at  the  Battle  of  Las  Guasimas,  Cuba.

The  Hiram8  Fish  Line 

932  Hiram8  Fish  (Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Tho¬ 
mas3,  Alice2,  John1),  inn-keeper,  banker,  farmer,  son  of  (765) 
Preserved  and  Abigail  (Carpenter)  Fish,  was  b.  Sept.  3,  1805, 
at  Ira,  Vt.  He  owned  a  farm,  probably  at  Ira;  also  worked  for  a 
year  with  a  paper  company  and  for  a  short  time  was  proprietor 
of  an  Inn.  He  served  one  term  as  clerk  of  Ira  School  District. 
On  Oct.  7,  1827  ( the  year  of  the  invention  of  the  friction  maich , 
by  John  Walker  in  England)  he  was  m.  at  Ira  by  Justice  of  the 
Peace  James  Clark  to  Naurina  Newton,  who  was  b.  in  1806,  dau. 
of  Jason  Newton  and  a  sister  of  Eunice  Newton  who  m.  his  broth¬ 
er  Leicester.  One  child,  who  died  in  infancy,  was  born  to  them. 
Naurina  d.  in  1831,  and  is  buried  at  Ira.  He  joined  the  Ira  Baptist 
Church  ( during  the  administration  of  Andrew  Jackson),  and  was  a 
stockholder  of  the  company  formed  to  erect  a  parsonage.  Ten 
years  later,  Jan.  2,  1841,  his  membership  was  transferred  to  the 
Baptist  Church  of  Massena,  N.  Y.  ( Three  years  before  this ,  Sam¬ 
uel  F.  B.  Morse ,  the  inventor ,  sent  the  first  telegraph  message, 
uWhat  Hath  God  Wrought,”  from  Washington  to  Baltimore.) 

In  1832,  Hiram  m.  (2)  Minerva  Chapman,  b.  1815,  dau.  of 
Joseph  and  Dorcas  (Mead)  Chapman  of  Ira,  and  Clarendon, 
Vt.  Her  mother,  Dorcas  Mead,  was  a  dau.  of  Ezra  and  Triphena 
(Burton)  Mead.  Ezra  Mead,  who  was  the  younger  brother  of 
Colonel  James  Mead,  great  grandfather  of  former  Gov.  John  A. 
Mead  of  Vermont,  served  in  the  Vermont  Militia  during  the 
American  Revolution,  and  all  Hiram’s  descendants  are  eligible 
to  belong  to  the  Sons  or  Daughters  of  the  Revolution,  eithe-i 
through  the  Fish-Carpenter  lineage  as  already  mentioned  in  this 
work,  or  through  the  Fish-Chapman-Mead  lineage.  Minerva’s 
sister,  Marsha  Chapman,  m.  Captain  Enos8  Fish,  Hiram’s 
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younger  brother,  and  another  sister,  Emily  Chapman,  m.  John 
Gilmore,  brother  of  Henry  and  Gilman  Gilmore  of  Ira. 

About  the  year  1839  ( during  the  administration  of  Van  Buren, 
the  first  President  horn  in  the  United  States )  they  moved  to  Mass- 
ena,  St.  Lawrence  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he  purchased  a  farm,  which 
is  recorded  in  the  county  clerk’s  office  at  Canton,  N.  Y.  A  deed 
transferring  118  acres  of  land  to  Hiram  Fish,  given  by  David  C. 
Judson,  and  dated  Nov.  30,  1839,  is  recorded  in  book  30  of  deeds, 
p.  706,  and  another  deed  by  David  C.  Jordan,  conveying  189.9 
acres  to  Hiram  Fish  and  dated  Sept.  16,  1844,  is  recorded  in 
book  37,  p.  543.  This  gave  him  a  farm  of  310  acres,  and  one  of 
the  best  in  town.  Upon  it  he  built  a  large  colonial  farm  house  of 
brick  with  four  tall  white  Ionic  columns  in  front  supporting  the 
roof,  which  projects  to  cover  the  spacious  porch.  A  picture  of 
the  homestead  in  an  old  county  history  shows  the  front  yard 
surrounded  by  a  painted  ornamental  fence  which  extends  across 
the  lot  to  the  left  where  the  tenant  house  is,  and  to  the  right 
where  there  is  a  carriage  house  and  driveway.  A  group  of  six 
farm  buildings  is  shown  to  the  left  of  the  tenant  house.  The 
only  home  of  its  type  at  Massena,  it  suggests  a  Southern  planta¬ 
tion  home  looking  benignly  across  the  fields,  mute  witness  to  the 
taste  of  its  builder,  Hiram  Fish.  It  stands  today  (1940)  in  ex¬ 
cellent  repair,  on  the  “Middle  Road,”  one  mile  from  Massena 
Center;  is  owned  by  his  daughter-in-law,  Nellie  (Kimball)  Jack- 
man. 

Minerva  (Chapman)  Fish,  his  second  wife,  d.  at  Massena, 
Jan.  16,  1846  ( two  years  after  Prof.  Pasch  of  the  Royal  Swedish 
Academy  of  Science  patented  the  safety  match).  In  1847  (the  year 
of  the  War  with  Mexico ),  he  m.  (3)  Martha  M.  Rice,  who  was  b. 
at  Bangor,  N.  Y.,  in  1819  ( the  year  the  first  steamboaty  the  Savan¬ 
na h,  crossed  the  Atlantic ,  from  Savannah ,  Ga .,  to  Liverpool ,  Eng¬ 
land] ),  dau.  of  Jesse  and  Betsey  (Bradley)  Rice.  She  d.  Sept.  28, 
1880.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  and  a  principal  stockholder 
of  the  Farmer’s  National  Bank  of  Malone,  N.  Y.,  and  a  trustee 
of  the  Massena  Baptist  Church.  He  was  a  Republican.  About 
the  year  1885  he  retired  from  his  farm  and  went  to  live  with  his 
dau.  Jessie,  at  Massena  Center.  He  d.  (during  the  administration 
of  Benjamin  Harrison)  Apr.  6,  1891,  and  lies  buried  at  Massena.

He  attended  Massena  public  school  and  Potsdam  Acad,  and 
grad,  from  Rochester  Business  College.  He  became  a  deacon  in 
Massena  Baptist  Church.  On  Mar.  5,  1868  (i the  year  Gladstone 
became  Prime  Minister  of  England),  he  m.  Callie  Beebe,  who  was 
b.  at  Massena,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  14, 1840.  She  attended  Potsdam  Acad, 
and  Mount  Holyoke  College.

He  purchased  a  farm  adjoining  his  father’s  homestead  but 
remained  upon  it  only  six  years  because  of  ill  health,  and  it  is 
now  owned  by  his  dau.  Genevieve.  He  removed  to  Massena, 
where  he  was  a  bookkeeper  for  Simpson,  McIntyre  &  Hyde  of 
Boston,  dealers  in  dairy  products,  until  his  death,  Dec.  15,  1876 
(< during  the  administration  of  President  Grant).  Callie  (Beebe) 
Fish  d.  Aug.  20,  1883.  ( Two  years  later  Gottlieb  Daimler  announced 
the  invention  of  the  internal-combustion  motor  using  gasoline ,  the 
first  step  toward  the  invention  of  the  modern  motor  car.)  One  dau., 
(1243)  Sarah  Genevieve10,  was  born  to  them  July  2,  1869  ( the 
year  of  the  completion  of  the  first  transcontinental  railroad ,  the 
Union  Pacific).

Lydia  E.  Staplin,  of  Gouverneur,  N.  Y.,  then  17  years  of  age.

A  few  years  before  this  several  Massena  families  had  moved  to 
a  farming  community  in  Cass  County,  Iowa,  which  was  just 
opening  up  after  the  installation  of  the  Rock  Island  Railroad 
through  that  section,  and  later  a  new  town  was  started  there 
and  named  Massena,  Iowa,  after  the  old  home  town  in  New 
York  state.  Among  the  families  urging  George  and  his  new  wife 
to  move  to  the  Western  farming  country  were  M.  M.  Smith  and 
M.  J.  Stearns,  M.  D.,  the  latter’s  wife  being  a  sister  of  Lydia’s. 

During  the  administration  of  President  Grant,  in  the  spring  of 
1871  ( the  year  of  the  great  Chicago  fire)  they  migrated  to  Iowa, 
where  a  pile  of  railroad  ties  marked  the  village  of  Anita,  then  the 
nearest  town  to  their  destination.  They  bought  a  farm  of  80 
acres  located  9  miles  south  of  Anita,  on  time,  for  $10  an  acre, 
and  later  added  to  this  from  time  to  time  until  the  farm  totaled 
320  acres  of  the  finest  corn  land  in  Iowa,  and  at  one  time  was 
worth  $350.00  an  acre.  Their  new  farm  was  a  part  of  the  virgin 
prairie  and  very  fertile.  Almost  any  time  of  the  day  they  could 
look  south  from  their  one-room  shack  and  see  covered  wagons 
on  their  way  to  the  Great  West. 

In  addition  to  his  farm  duties  George  taught  the  county  school 
for  seven  years  at  a  salary  of  $30.00  per  month.  He  helped  found 
and  build  the  Lincoln  Center  Baptist  Church,  which  was  near 
his  farm  in  Lincoln  Twp.,  Cass  Co.,  and  was  a  deacon  in  the 
First  Baptist  church  of  Atlantic  for  many  years.  He  retired  in 
1906,  and  d.  at  Atlantic,  Iowa,  Apr.  26,  1937,  aged  89.

Sydney  Walhs  Dodge  was  a  son  of  Levi  and  Lois  (Young) 
Dodge,  and  grandson  of  Major  Thomas  Dodge  of  the  Vermont 
Militia.  He  attended  schools  at  Massena,  Lawrenceville,  Malone 
and  Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  and  taught  in  local  schools.  He  studied 
medicine  at  the  Univ.  of  Mich,  and  grad,  from  the  Univ.  of  Vt. 

M.  D.  1875,  the  year  of  his  marriage  to  Narina  B.  Fish.  For  four¬ 
teen  years  he  was  U.  S.  examining  surgeon  at  Bloomingdale ;

933  Bradley8  Fish  (Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4, 
Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  magistrate,  son  of  (765)  Preserved  and 
Abigail  (Carpenter)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  Sept.  17,  1807  (in 
the  days  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase).  (General  Robert  E.  Lee  was 
also  born  in  the  year  1807 ,  and  in  the  same  year  Robert  Fulton  first 
propelled  his  steamboat  by  steam  power).  He  d.  at  Ira  May  8,  1885 
(during  Cleveland’s  first  term) .  ( The  first  forty  years  of  his  life  were 
marked  by  great  expansion  of  our  borders  by  purchase ,  annexation 
and  treaty.  Great  names  and  great  events  characterized  this  period: 
Jackson  and  Florida ;  Texas  and  Davy  Crockett  and  Sam  Houston ; 
the  Gadsden  purchase.  The  United  States  mail  was  carried  by 
u Coach  and  Six,”  which  as  the  West  opened  up  was  replaced  by  the 
picturesque  and  swifter  pony  express.) 

At  one  time  or  another  he  held  every  town  office  in  Ira;  was 
clerk  21  years.  He  represented  his  town  in  the  Legislature  in 
1856,  and  in  1861,  during  the  early  days  of  the  Civil  war,  he  was 
elected  a  State  Senator.  In  1869  he  became  an  Assistant  Judge  in 
Rutland  Co.  court.  He  was  president  of  Ira  Temperance  Society, 
and  although  not  a  member  was  an  active  supporter  of  the  Ira 
church,  and  in  1852  he  was  a  member  of  the  church  building  com¬ 
mittee.  He  was  perhaps  the  most  thrifty  of  the  Fish  brothers, 
and  they  say  he  died  holding  the  first  dollar  that  he  ever  earned.

(2)  Lillian  Bates  of  Monti- 
cello,  N.  Y.,  now  deceased,  to  whom  nine  children  were  born, 
seven  surviving:  (1269d)  Charles;  (1269e)  Mrs.  Philip  Faig- 
nant  of  Rutland;  (1269f)  Franklin  Ives  of  North  Clarendon,  Vt.; 
(1269g)  Private  Albert  B.  of  the  U.  S.  Army;  (1269h)  Mrs.  George 
Lane  of  West  Rutland,  Vt.;  (1269i)  Edna  S.;  and  (1269j)  Mrs. 
George  Beane  of  Torrington,  Conn.  He  was  a  teamster  and  small 
farmer  of  West  Rutland;  a  member  of  the  United  church,  and 
the  Free  Masons. 

934  Enos  Clark8  Fish  (Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4, 
Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  son  of  (765)  Preserved  and  Abigail 
(Carpenter)  Fish,  was  b.  Dec.  26,  1809,  on  the  Ira  farm  on  which 
he  spent  his  life.  He  was  named  for  a  friend,  Enos  Clark,  who  had 
preceded  Preserved  Fish  from  Massachusetts  to  Vermont,  and 
settled  in  Middletown  Springs,  where  both  were  qualified  stone 
masons.  ( Vermont  as  a  state  was  but  18  years  old;  James  Madison 
was  in  the  first  year  of  his  Presidency;  George  III  was  still  on  the 
throne  of  England;  Napoleon  Bonaparte  was  at  the  zenith  of  his 
power;  George  Washington  had  been  in  his  grave  but  ten  years.  This 
year  is  also  memorable  as  the  year  in  which  Abraham  Lincoln  was 
born.  Enos  was  also  contemporary  with  the  great  hunter ,  trapper 
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and  scout ,  Kit  Carson  ( 1808-1868 ).  ( The  first  American  globe  was 
made  in  1810  in  Bradford ,  Vt .,  by  James  Wilson.)  The  Rutland 
County  Directory  published  in  1881-1882,  made  this  statement: 
“Capt.  Enos8  C.  Fish  was  born  here  in  1809  and  never  has  been 
absent  from  the  town  four  consecutive  weeks  in  his  life.” 

Enos  was  content  with  the  education  afforded  by  the  local 
schools  and  to  pass  a  long  and  peaceful  life  in  beautiful  Ira  Valley, 
encircled  by  the  emerald  hills  which  he  loved.  He  became  Com¬ 
mander  of  Ira  company  of  the  Vermont  Militia.  In  a  speech  at 
the  Rutland  County  Centennial,  Mar.  4,  1881,  Cyril  Carpenter, 
speaking  of  military  affairs  of  the  early  days  of  Ira,  said,  “The 
title  of  Captain,  Colonel  or  General,  once  attached  to  a  name, 
was  as  firmly  fixed  as  that  of  Emperor.”  And  thus  it  was  that 
Enos  Clark  Fish  as  Commander  of  the  Ira  Company,  Vermont 
Militia,  came  to  be  known  through  a  long  life  time  as  Captain 
Fish.  He  was  a  man  of  great  physical  strength  and  powerful 
voice,  indicative  of  a  strong  personality  and  inflexible  will. 

There  is  very  little  to  record  in  the  life  of  Enos  Clark  Fish,  but 
perhaps  fewT  have  passed  an  entire  lifetime  under  the  searchlight 
of  small-town  intimacy  against  whom  no  charge  of  dishonorable 
act  could  be  brought.  And  this  was  true  of  Mr.  Fish.  Among 
the  local  offices  held  by  him  at  various  times  was  that  of  select¬ 
man,  and  with  two  others  he  engineered  the  affairs  of  Ira  through 
the  troublous  times  of  the  War  between  the  States,  with  great 
credit  to  himself. 

He  m.  Dec.  1,  1831,  Marsha  Chapman,  dau.  of  Joseph  and 
Dorcas  (Mead)  Chapman,  and  granddaughter  of  Obadiah  and 
Elizabeth  (Northrup)  Chapman,  and  on  her  maternal  side  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Ezra  and  Tryphena  (Burton)  Mead.  Ezra  Mead 
was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  a  younger  brother  of  Col.  James 
Mead  who  was  great  grandfather  of  former  Governor  Mead  of 
Vermont,  and  they  were  the  first  white  settlers  of  Rutland. 

The  first  frame  house  in  town  was  built  by  Cephas  Carpenter, 
one  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  Ira.  The  chimney  of  this  house, 
which  was  later  occupied  by  Enos  Fish,  bears  the  date  of  con¬ 
struction,  1789.  On  May  7,  1851,  soon  after  removing  to  this 
large  house,  Marsha  Chapman  Fish  d.,  leaving  several  children, 
including  an  infant  daughter,  Marsha  Annett,  but  seven  months 
old.  Mrs.  Marsha  Fish  was  a  very  small  woman,  weighing  less 
than  a  hundred  pounds,  too  frail  perhaps  to  stand  the  burden  of 
labor  required  of  a  farmer’s  wife  and  the  mother  of  a  large  family 
of  little  ones. 

Enos  represented  Ira  in  the  Vermont  Legislature  of  1852-1853. 
Through  one  of  his  colleagues  he  met  the  estimable  woman  who 
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became  his  second  wife,  Elvira  Morton  of  Salisbury,  Vt.  She 
was  of  old  New  England  lineage,  and  the  writer  was  told  by  her 
stepdaughter  that  she  was  a  cousin  of  Levi  P.  Morton,  former 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States.  She  proved  herself  an  ex¬ 
cellent  stepmother,  and  the  children  w^ere  deeply  attached  to 
her.  She  and  her  stepdaughter,  Emily  Chapman  Fish,  were 
baptized  and  received  on  the  same  day,  Feb.  12,  1860,  into  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  Ira  church,  of  vrhich  Enos  had  been  a  member 
since  Sept.  14,  1831. 

On  the  death  of  Elvira  Morton  Fish,  Nov.  18,  1867,  Enos  m. 
(3),  Aug.  30,  1868,  Mrs.  Jane  (Flagg)  Bateman  (b.  1826)  a  widow 
with  a  son  and  daughter.  He  d.  Aug.  24,  1888,  and  she  d.  Sept. 
30,  1907.  Of  his  eight  children  the  only  one  nowr  living  (1947) 
is  (1277)  George  Washington  Fish.  His  descendants  numbered 
at  that  time  eight  children,  nine  grand  children,  eight  great  grand¬ 
children,  nine  great  great  grandchildren,  and  six  great  great  great 
grandchildren,  thirty-twro  in  all. 

In  all  the  annals  of  the  Fish  Family  perhaps  a  stranger  will 
never  was  made  than  that  of  Enos  C.  Fish.  Following  is  a  true 
copy. 


Will  of  Enos  C.  Fish 

I,  Enos  C.  Fish  of  Ira  in  the  county  of  Rutland  and  State  of  Vermont  do 
make  and  publish  this  my  last  will  and  testament. 

First  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife  Jane  the  sum  and  in¬ 
come  of  one  third  part  of  all  my  estate  both  real  and  personal  during 
the  period  of  her  natural  life,  in  lieu  of  her  right  of  dower  and  homestead. 

Second  I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  all  and  singular  my  estate  real  and  per¬ 
sonal  subject  only  to  the  rights  of  my  wife,  to  my  son  George  W.  Fish, 
now  a  minor,  and  his  heirs  if  he  shall  die  leaving  issue  capable  of  in¬ 
heriting  his  estate. 

In  the  event  of  the  decease  of  the  said  George  W.  Fish  without  issue,  I 
give,  devise  and  bequeath  all  of  my  estate  to  my  other  five  children, 
to  wit:  Clarissa  Lincoln  of  said  Ira,  Enos  C.  Fish  Jr.,  of  West  Rutland, 
Philetia  Fish  of  said  Ira,  Emily  Blaisdell  of  Randolph  and  Henry  C. 
Fish  of  Ira  and  to  their  heirs  in  equal  proportions. 

I  nominate  and  appoint  Lyman  W.  Fish  of  said  Ira  sole  Executor  of  this  my 
last  will  and  testament. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  the  16th  day  of 
January  A.  D.  1880.

1270  Clarissa  Eliza9  (Fish)  Lincoln  (Enos8,  Preserved7, 
Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  oldest  child 
of  (934)  Enos  and  Marsha  (Chapman)  Fish,  was  b.  July  15,  1833, 
at  Ira,  Vt.  Upon  the  death  of  her  mother  in  1851,  Clarissa  mother¬ 
ed  her  little  brothers  and  sister  until  her  father’s  remarriage.  In 
Jan.  1855,  she  m.  James  Solomon  Lincoln  (b.  July  25,  1828), 
and  for  many  years  they  lived  on  the  farm  now  owned  and  oc¬ 
cupied  by  Harrison10  Fish,  moving  in  the  early  eighties  to  West 
Rutland,  Vt.  Mr.  Lincoln  was  an  invalid  for  many  years,  and 
d.  Feb.  26,  1905. 

James  and  Clarissa  Lincoln,  together  with  their  daughter 
Nettie,  were  received  into  membership  of  the  Ira  Baptist  Church 
Dec.  15,  1878.  In  1884,  together  with  fifteen  other  members, 
they  were  granted  letters  of  dismission  for  the  purpose  of  forming 
a  church  at  West  Rutland. 

Clarissa  Lincoln  survived  her  husband  for  sixteen  years  and 
d.  May  20,  1921,  and  both  are  buried  in  Ira.  On  June  5,  1921,  at 
a  memorial  service  held  for  her  in  the  Ira  Baptist  Church,  Simon 
L.  Peck,  clerk  of  the  church,  and  a  lifelong  friend,  read  the  follow¬ 
ing  tribute: 

Clarissa  (Fish)  Lincoln,  eldest  daughter  of  Enos  C.  and  Marsha  (Chapman) 
Fish,  bom  at  Ira,  July  15,  1833,  died  at  West  Rutland,  May  19th,  1921,  age 
87  years,  10  months,  4  days. 

Granddaughter  of  Preserved  Fish,  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  the  town  of 
Ira,  who  located  here  in  1790,  at  the  age  of  20  years,  and  in  1791  was  married 
to  Abigail  Carpenter,  and  began  life  as  a  stone  mason,  but  as  time  went  on 
broadened  his  occupation  to  that  of  farming,  and  by  industry  and  economy 
became  the  most  influential  and  wealthiest  man  then  living  in  town. 

Clarissa,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  called  to  assume  the  duties  both  of 
sister  and  mother  at  an  early  age,  her  mother  dying  when  her  family  were  all 
small,  the  youngest  a  babe  in  arms,  and  upon  this  oldest  sister  devolved  the 
care  of  the  household  until  her  father  remarried,  several  years  later.  Thus 
early  in  her  life  was  she  called  to  assume  the  severe  discipline  of  domestic 
activity,  that  remained  a  burden  for  her  to  carry  to  almost  the  end  of  her  life. 

Soon  after  her  marriage  to  James  S.  Lincoln,  about  60  years  ago,  they 
bought  and  moved  on  to  the  farm  now  owned  by  Harrison  W.10  Fish,  Apr. 
1st,  1864,  57  years  ago,  where  they  continued  to  reside  until  they  sold  their 
farm  to  Elbert  L.  White  in  1886  and  removed  to  West  Rutland,  building  the 
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house  where  she  remained  until  her  death,  with  the  exception  of  some  two 
years’  residence  with  her  son,  F.  F.  Lincoln,  at  Tinmouth. 

The  last  eleven  months  of  her  life  were  passed  in  the  quiet  of  her  own  home, 
cared  for  by  friends  and  neighbors,  whose  kindness  she  greatly  appreciated. 
Up  to  the  last  two  months  of  her  life  she  was  in  comparatively  good  health, 
but  when  diesase  overtook  her  the  race  was  short  and  sharp  and  the  end  soon 
reached,  but  she  died  in  a  triumphant  trust  in  her  Redeemer,  whose  acquaint¬ 
ance  she  made  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  William  R.  Warner,  Dec.  15,  1878, 
when  she — with  her  husband — united  with  the  Baptist  Church  at  Ira. 

Her  immediate  family  survivors  are  a  son,  two  brothers  and  two  grandsons, 
Walter  and  Percy  Day  of  Springfield,  Vt.,  whose  material  assistance  and 
sympathy  were  not  wanting  once  they  knew  that  their  grandmother  needed  it. 

As  a  woman  she  lived  her  life  quietly,  commanding  the  respect  and  esteem 
of  her  acquaintances,  neighbors  and  friends.  As  a  Christian  she  was  exemplary, 
but  undemonstrative.  As  a  sister  she  was  kind  and  considerate.  As  a  wife  loyal 
and  true.  As  a  mother  often  indulgent,  but  ever  anxious  for  the  welfare  and 
happiness  of  her  children.  A  model  of  neatness  in  her  home  and  an  honor  to 
everyone  who  claimed  her  as  one  of  their  kindred. 

Can  we,  need  we,  say  more?  She  sleeps  the  restful  sleep  in  the  valley  she 
loved  so  well,  under  the  shadow  of  the  hills  where  her  eyes  first  saw  the  light 
of  day.  May  God  bless  her  memory  to  the  good  of  all  who  survive  her.

County,  oldest  son  of  (934)  Capt.  Enos  C.  and  his  first  wife 
Marsha  (Chapman)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  Sept.  11,  1836.  Fie 
was  educated  in  Ira  Acad.,  an  institution  then  under  the  guidance 
of  Philip  Emerson,  later  U.  S.  District  Judge  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah. 

On  Nov.  1,  1857,  he  m.  Clarissa  E.  Peck,  dau.  of  David 
Peck,  and  had  (1271  yi)  Helen10,  who  was  b.  Apr.  21,  1866.  She 
was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  West  Rutland,  Vt.,  and  at 
Castleton  Normal  School,  specializing  in  music  and  art.  She  m. 
C.  B.  Harris,  and  they  resided  at  Stamford,  Conn.,  for  about 
three  years.  Because  of  her  declining  health  they  moved  West, 
finally  locating  in  Denver,  Colo.,  where  she  d.  of  tuberculosis 
June  29,  1899,  and  in  accordance  with  her  request  she  was  buried 
in  Ira  beside  her  mother,  who  d.  Oct.  18,  1868. 

On  Dec.  23,  1869,  he  m.  (2)  Frances  J.  Freeman,  dau.  of  Fred¬ 
erick  and  Viola  Freeman  of  West  Rutland.  She  was  b.  Dec.  23, 
1851,  and  was  a  niece  of  Mr.  Fish’s  first  wife.  Soon  after  his 
second  marriage,  he  moved  to  West  Rutland.  They  had  one  child, 
a  son,  b.  and  d.  July  13,  1882. 

In  Apr.  1862  Enos  was  appointed  constable  at  Ira  to  look  after 
evaders  of  the  Civil  War  draft.  During  the  sixty  years  that  he 
was  an  officer  of  the  law  in  Rutland  County,  Mr.  Fish  found  it 
necessary  but  once  to  draw  his  gun  on  a  man  and  that  was  during 
this  period.  He  was  constable  from  1862  to  1877,  in  which  year 
he  was  appointed  deputy  sheriff,  and  upon  the  accidental  death 
of  Sheriff  Daniel  P.  Peabody  in  1905  he  was  appointed  sheriff  by 
Governor  Bell,  on  petition  of  the  Vermont  State  Grange  and  the 
Rutland  County  Bar,  and  assumed  the  office  immediately.  Mr. 
Fish  continued  in  this  office  until  1917  when  he  was  eighty-one, 
and  declined  to  be  a  candidate.  Henry  R.  Adams  was  elected 
Sheriff,  and  immediately  appointed  Enos  a  deputy  sheriff,  and 
he  continued  in  that  office  until  his  death  in  1922. 
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Frances  (Freeman)  Fish  died  after  a  lingering  illness  May  21, 
1921,  and  Mr.  Fish  did  not  long  survive  her,  passing  away  May 
10,  1922.  Both  are  buried  in  Evergreen  Cemetery,  Rutland. 

Mr.  Fish  was  a  member  of  Hiram  Valley  and  Killington 
Pomona  Grange,  a  Knight  Templar,  a  member  of  Hiram  Lodge, 
F.  &  A.  M.,  of  West  Rutland,  and  of  Vermont  Grand  Lodge,  and 
lie  was  chosen  Master  of  Hiram  Lodge  several  times.  He  was  for 
many  years  moderator  of  the  Town  of  West  Rutland,  and  served 
the  town  as  Representative  to  the  Vermont  Legislature  in  1898. 

He  was  bapt.  in  the  Ira  church  Mar.  14,  1858,  and  from  1862 
to  1878  was  clerk  of  the  church.  He  was  a  tender  and  loyal  friend. 
Having  no  surviving  children  he  willed  his  considerable  property 
to  his  grateful  nieces  and  nephews,  according  to  family  custom. 

1272  Felicia  Hemans9  (Fish)  Fish  (Enos  C.8,  Preserved7, 
Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  dau.  of  (934) 
Enos  C.  Fish  and  his  first  wife  Marsha  (Chapman)  Fish,  was  b. 
at  Ira,  Vt.,  May  11,  1839,  and  named  for  the  poetess  Felicia 
Piemans,  popular  at  that  time,  but  her  father,  Capt.  Enos  C. 
Fish,  invariably  spelled  this  daughter’s  name,  “Philetia.” 

Felicia  Fish  m.  Nov.  14,  1858,  her  first  cousin,  Lyman  Wallace9 
Fish,  a  marriage  that  endured  more  than  sixty  years. 

Settling  on  the  farm  known  as  the  Willard  Ross  farm,  adjacent 
to  the  old  Fish  farm  where  she  was  born,  Felicia  became  a  notable 
housekeeper  and  home-maker,  and  her  charming  New  England 
home  was  a  mecca  for  nieces,  nephews  and  cousins.  Wallace  and 
Felicia  Fish  were  childless,  and  their  affections  were  centered  on  a 
lively  group  of  nephews  and  nieces,  and  also  upon  a  young  girl, 
daughter  of  a  neighboring  farmer,  who  for  many  years  was  almost 
in  the  relation  of  daughter  to  them.  Grace  Lincoln  was  still  with 
Mrs.  Fish  when  she  was  left  desolate  by  the  sudden  death  of  Mr. 
Fish,  and  remained  with  her  until  she  died,  seven  months  later, 
and  she  was  named  co-heir  with  the  nephews  and  nieces.  Mrs. 
Fish  d.  Oct.  25,  1919,  and  both  are  buried  at  Ira. 

About  a  year  before  his  death  he  sold  the  farm  at  Ira  (owned 
in  1946  by  Mrs.  Walter  Perry  and  sons,  Ralph  and  Walter),  and 
purchased  a  home  on  Cottage  Street  in  Rutland.  An  account  of 
the  life  of  Lyman  Wallace  Fish  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this 
volume,  with  his  immediate  family. 

Uniting  by  baptism  with  the  Ira  Baptist  church  some  time 
previous  to  their  marriage,  Wallace  and  Felicia  Fish  were  life¬ 
long  and  leading  members,  and  Wallace  was  for  so  many  years  a 
deacon  that  in  his  later  years  he  was  invariably  given  that  title, 
and  so  the  inscription  on  his  monument  at  Ira  reads.  There  in 
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Riverside  Cemetery  both  sleep,  within  sight  of  her  birthplace, 
and  of  the  home  where  they  spent  so  many  happy  and  fruitful 
years.

Enos  C.  and  Marsha  (Chapman)  Fish,  was  b.  Aug.  8,  1841,  and 
named  for  her  mother's  sister,  Emily.  The  middle  name  Chap¬ 
man  she  added  some  years  later,  and  moreover  preferred  to  be 
called  Emma.  She  attended  New  Hampton  Inst,  at  Fairfax, 
Vt.,  and  there  met  William  Stephen  Blaisdell,  a  student  from 
Richford,  Vt.,  whom  she  m.  Mar.  13,  1862.  He  later  attended 
Albany  Law  School,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Franklin  Co.  Bar; 
afterwards  attended  theological  school,  and  was  ordained  a 
Baptist  minister,  later  changing  to  the  Congregational  denom¬ 
ination. 

From  Randolph  Center,  Vt.,  where  Mr.  Blaisdell  held  a  pastor¬ 
ate  for  almost  nine  years,  the  family  removed  in  1883  to  Tavares, 
Fla.,  where  he  served  a  home  missionary  church  for  some  time. 
The  privations  of  a  pioneer  life  were  too  exacting  for  Emily  (Fish) 
Blaisdell,  who  like  her  mother  was  of  delicate  build,  and  she 
succumbed  to  malarial  fever  Aug.  26, 1889,  shortly  after  her  forty- 
eighth  birthday;  both  are  buried  in  Glen  wood  Cemetery,  Eustis, 
Fla. 

Emily  Fish  Blaisdell  was  of  a  sweet  and  unselfish  nature;  a 
lover  of  everything  beautiful,  flowers,  sunsets,  music  and  poetry, 
she  managed  on  limited  means  to  make  her  surroundings  inviting 
whether  in  bare  parsonage  or  pioneer  home,  and  inbued  her 
children  with  an  intense  love  of  home.

Blaisdell;  (1288)  Gertrude  Grace  Blaisdell. 

1286  Eva  Bell10  (Blaisdell)  Bartlett  (Emily9,  Enos  C.8, 
Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1), 
eldest  dau.  of  Rev.  William  S.  and  (1273)  Emily  (Fish)  Blaisdell, 
was  b.  at  Richford,  Vt.,  Apr.  10,  1864,  and  named  for  Bell  Fish 
(Julia  Arabella),  the  only  dau.  of  Rev.  Alanson8  Fish,  her  moth¬ 
er's  intimate  girl  friend  and  first  cousin. 

She  grad,  from  State  Normal  School  at  Randolph,  Vt.,  and 
studied  music  and  French  for  a  time  at  a  convent  in  Acton  Vale, 
P.  Q.,  Canada,  and  taught  in  Vermont  and  Florida  for  several 
years. 

On  May  8,  1893,  she  was  m.  by  her  father,  at  Tavares,  Fla.,  to 
Edrick  A.  Bartlett,  a  native  of  New  Hampshire.  They  made  their

home  at  Nantasket,  Mass.;  many  of  their  winters,  however,  were 
spent  in  Florida.  One  dau.  (unnamed)  was  b.  at  Nantasket, 
Mar.  24,  1899,  and  lived  but  one  day.  Mr.  Bartlett  d.  of  appendi¬ 
citis  at  the  Mass.  General  Hospital,  June  4,  1899,  and  Mrs. 
Bartlett  resided  for  many  years  at  East  Derry  and  at  Derry, 
N.  H.,  where  she  now  lives.  She  is  a  member  of  the  East  Derry 
Congregational  Church. 

1287  Beatrice  Maud10  Blaisdell  (Emily9,  Enos  C.8,  Pre¬ 
served7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  dau.

Acad..  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  taught  in  New  Hampshire  and 
Massachusetts;  later  prepared  for  a  business  career  at  the  Hickox 
School  for  Secretaries,  Boston,  and  is  a  public  stenographer  at 
Cambridge,  Mass.  Member  of  the  New  Old  South  Congregational 
Church,  Boston. 

1288  Gertrude  Grace10  Blaisdell  (Emily9,  Enos  C.8,  Pre¬ 
served7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1), 
dau.  of  Rev.  William  S.  and  (1273)  Emily  (Fish)  Blaisdell, 
was  b.  at  Manchester,  Vt.,  Apr.  19,  1874.  She  was  educated  in 
the  public  schools  of  P^andolph,  Vt.,  and  Tavares,  Fla.,  and 
Eustis  High  School,  supplemented  by  courses  under  private 
teachers  and  some  college  -work,  and  taught  in  Florida  and  Ver¬ 
mont  for  three  years.  She  held  positions  at  Boston  and  at  Chicago 
for  several  years;  since  1918  has  been  emp.  by  the  United  States 
Govt,  almost  continuously,  and  for  thirteen  years  wdth  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Commerce.  Member  of  the  First  Congregational 
Church,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  Monticello  Chapter,  D.  A.  R. 
From  1940  to  1942  she  served  as  secy,  treas.  of  the  Blaisdell 
Family  Association. 

1274  Henry  Clay9  Fish  (Enos  C.8,  Preserved7,  Robert6,  Dan¬ 
iel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  son  of  (934)  Enos  C.  and 
Marsha  (Chapman)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  June  4,  1844;  d. 
of  paralysis  Oct.  22,  1922,  and  is  buried  at  Ira.  He  purchased 
from  his  brother-in-law  Lyman  a  farm  claimed  by  some  to 
have  been  the  original  homestead  of  his  grandfather,  Preserved 
Fish,  and  undoubtedly  it  was  one  of  the  many  farms  owned  by 
him,  and  after  his  death  owned  by  his  son  Lester8.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Ira  Baptist  church  from  his  baptism  May  26, 
1878,  until  his  death.  He  represented  Ira  in  the  Vermont  Legis¬ 
lature  of  1919. 
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One  of  his  unfulfilled  dreams  was  of  a  little  daughter  or  grand¬ 
daughter,  to  be  called  Marsha,  the  name  of  his  mother  who  died 
when  he  was  but  six  years  old.  But  his  children  and  grandchild¬ 
ren  were  all  boys,  and  it  was  not  until  five  years  after  his  death 
that  this  dream  became  an  actuality  when  his  first  grandchild, 
Guy  B.11,  eldest  son  of  Bert10  Fish,  named  his  first  dau.  Marcia, 
in  deference  to  the  oft-expressed  wish  of  his  grandfather,  Henry 
C.  So  Henry  Clay  Fish’s  great  granddaughter  bears  the  name  of 
her  great  great  grandmother,  and  another  and  most  charming 
Marcia  Fish  is  growing  up  at  old  Ira.  This  little  girl,  on  her 
maternal  side,  is  also  descended  from  Governor  Bradford  of 
Plymouth  Colony. 

The  name  Marsha  has  been  variously  spelled  throughout  the  family  re¬ 
cords.  As  applied  to  Marsha  Chapman  Fish,  the  form  here  used,  Marsha,  is 
as  it  appears  in  Capt.  Fish’s  family  Bible,  and  as  it  is  spelled  on  her  headstone 
in  the  Ira  cemetery. 

Henry  Clay  Fish  m.  Betty  Bliss  of  Poultney,  Vt.,  which  union 
culminated  in  divorce,  and  he  m.  (2)  Mar.  18,  1880,  Frances  C. 
Wilkinson,  dau  of  Ira6  and  Emeline  (Griggs)  Wilkinson  of  Ira. 
She  d.  Apr.  1,  1917;  and  is  buried  at  Ira.

1289  Bert  S.10  Fish  (Henry  C.9,  Enos  C.8,  Preserved7,  Robert6, 
Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  son  of  (1274)  Henry 
C.  and  Betty  (Bliss)  Fish,  was  b.  at  East  Poultney,  Vt.,  Dec.  18, 
1866;  m.  Aug.  10,  1897,  Della  Kelleway  of  West  Rutland,  Vt. 
At  the  death  of  his  father  in  1922  he  became  the  owner  of  the 
farm. 

He  was  elected  to  represent  Ira  in  the  Vermont  Legislature  of 
1937,  but  on  a  trip  to  Montpelier  to  arrange  for  accommodations 
during  the  Session  he  contracted  pneumonia,  and  d.  Nov.  17, 
1936,  one  month  before  his  seventieth  birthday,  and  his  widow 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Mr.  Fish  was  baptized  and  received  into  membership  of  the 
Ira  Baptist  Church  May  26,  1878,  when  but  a  lad  of  eleven  years, 
on  the  same  day  as  his  father,  Henry  C.,  and  he  was  a  lifelong 
member.  He  was  a  member  also  of  Hiram  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M., 
Gilman  Chapter,  O.  E.  S.,  and  a  charter  member  of  the  Ira  Valley 
Grange.  He  is  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery  where  sleep  three 
generations  of  his  fathers.

M.;  Gilman  Chapter  No.  88,  O.  E.  S.;  and  Ira  Valley  Grange; 
also  of  Ira  Baptist  church,  where  he  was  bapt.  and  received  into 
membership,  at  the  same  time  as  his  mother,  July  1,  1917.  He 
is  mgr.  of  a  Rutland  oil  station,  and  res.  at  West  Rutland,  Vt.

Henry  C.  and  Frances  (Wilkinson)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.  Sept. 
3,  1886;  a  farmer;  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  bapt.  July  1, 
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1917.  He  m.  Feb.  14,  1906,  Birdie11  Coombs,  who  was  b.  Aug. 
8,  1888,  dau.  of  Charles  and  Alice10  (Howard)  Coombs,  and  great- 
great  granddaughter  of  Preserved7  Fish.  She  d.  Apr.  3,  1921, 
and  he  m.  (2)  Irene  Prouin  Barlow,  who  d.  Aug.  17,  1932.  There 
were  no  children  by  either  marriage. 


1277  George  Washington9  Fish  (Enos  C.8,  Preserved7,  Rob¬ 
ert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  only  child  of 
(934)  Enos  C.  and  Jane  (Flagg)  Fish,  was  b.  Aug.  16,  1871,  in  the 
old  homestead,  which  was  later  bequeathed  to  him  by  his  father. 
He  gained  local  fame  as  catcher  on  the  Ira  baseball  teams  for 
many  years.  He  was  m.  to  Gertrude  Potter,  dau.  of  Fayette  and 
Lucre  tia  (Woodbury)  Potter  of  Castle  ton,  Vt.,  at  West  Rutland, 
Vt.,  Dec.  31,  1891,  by  Rev.  H.  T.  Barnard,  and  they  have  one 
son,  (1277^2)  Clayton  Enos10,  b.  June  17,  1897. 

They  celebrated  their  Golden  Wedding  Anniversary  Dec.  31, 
1941,  at  the  old  farm  home,  which  was  built  in  1786  but  has  been 
much  altered  by  successive  remodelings.  Some  of  the  fine  features 
of  the  original  structure  remain,  notably  the  fine  lunettes  in 
either  gable,  and  the  plan  of  the  ground  floor,  and  in  the  cellar 
are  foundations  which  supported  fireplaces  in  the  original  rooms. 

Clayton  Enos10  Fish,  dairyman,  their  only  son,  was  the  third 
generation  born  in  the  old  homestead.  Grad,  of  West  Rutland 
High  School,  where  he  excelled  as  a  baseball  pitcher.  On  Aug. 
27,  1919,  he  m.  Mabel  Grant  of  West  Rutland,  a  graduate  of 
Castleton  Normal  School,  and  a  teacher.  Mrs.  Fish  is  prominent 
in  local  D.  A.  R.  circles,  and  in  1939  was  elected  Regent  of  Ann 
Story  Chapter  at  Rutland,  Vt. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fish  have  no  children.  They  make  their  home 
with  his  parents  on  the  old  Enos  C.8  Fish  farm,  which  is  farmed  in 
a  progressive  manner  by  father  and  son.  Clayton  E.  Fish  is  one 
of  the  important  Ayrshire  breeders  of  Vermont,  and  his  herd  and 
individual  thoroughbreds  have  captured  many  blue  ribbons  and 
prizes  at  fairs  throughout  New  England  and  New  York  State.  A 
cow  owned  by  him  was  the  world's  record  cow  for  the  month  of 
January  a  few  years  ago,  producing  2120  pounds  of  milk  and  more 
than  87  pounds  of  butter  fat  for  the  one  month  alone.  A  typical 
Vermont  “sugar  bush"  of  approximately  400  trees  increases  the 
farm  revenues  in  the  spring  months. 

The  Alanson8  Fish  Line 

935  Rev.  Alanson8  Fish,  A.  B.  (Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5, 
Robert4,  Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  son  of  (765)  Preserved  and 
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Abigail  (Carpenter)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  July  11,  1811.  He 
entered  Middlebury,  Vt.,  College  in  the  class  of  1830  at  the  age 
of  18.  ( This  was  one  year  after  the  Delaware  &  Hudson  Railroad 
put  into  service  the  first  railway  train  run  upon  the  American  con¬ 
tinent.)  He  was  an  enterprising  youth  for  those  times,  the  only 
one  of  a  large  family  of  children  that  seemed  to  have  aspira¬ 
tions  for  the  higher  learning.  At  the  beginning  of  his  sophomore 
year,  Sept.  11,  1831,  he  was  baptized  in  his  home  town,  following 
a  great  revival,  and  his  membership  was  transferred  the  very 
same  day  by  letter  to  the  Middlebury  Church.  He  was  licensed 
to  preach  at  Ira  Sept.  14, 1834. 

During  his  sophomore  year  at  Middlebury  in  1831,  his  resi¬ 
dence  is  given  as  “Mrs.  Story’s,”  during  his  junior  year  as  “West 
Cottage,”  and  during  his  senior  year  as  “Mr.  Hagar’s.”  He  grad, 
from  Middlebury  (B.  A.)  1834.  ( During  his  college  years  Jackson 
and  Van  Buren  were  Presidents  of  the  United  States.)  In  Sept,  of 
the  same  year  he  entered  Newton  Theological  Seminary  to  pre¬ 
pare  himself  for  the  Baptist  ministry.  The  entrance  qualifica¬ 
tions  were  rather  severe  especially  in  Greek,  Latin  and  Mathe¬ 
matics,  and  the  Seminary  Bulletin  gave,  among  other  require¬ 
ments,  “genuine  piety,”  stating  that  the  school  “is  open  for  ad¬ 
mission  of  those  persons  possessing  suitable  gifts  and  attainments, 
and  being  influenced  by  proper  motives  in  the  wish  to  pursue 
theological  studies,  and  they  must,  moreover,  present  certi¬ 
ficates  from  the  churches  of  which  they  are  members  approving 
of  their  devoting  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.”  The 
cost  of  living  at  the  college  was  one  dollar  and  a  half  a  week; 
laundry  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents  a  dozen,  books  and  inci¬ 
dentals  a  few  dollars  a  year,  and  room  and  tuition  free.  Newton 
was  the  main  Baptist  theological  school  of  the  time  in  America. 
There  were  twenty -five  in  the  freshman  class  and  twelve  of  these 
graduated  in  1837.  During  his  vacation  periods  Alanson  preached 
in  the  Ira  Baptist  church,  and  for  a  group  in  Chelsea,  Mass.,  that 
was  later  organized  as  a  Baptist  church,  and  following  his  grad¬ 
uation  in  1837  he  became  the  first  pastor  of  this  newly  organized 
church.  A  brief  historical  sketch  of  this  little  church  is  interesting: 

On  the  23rd  of  June  1836  nine  brethren  and'sixteen  sisters  met 
in  the  parlor  of  Mr.  Dwight  Wheelock  on  Winnisimmet  St.,  and 
with  the  advice  of  an  ecclesiastical  council  which  they  had  invited 
to  meet  with  them  at  that  time  and  place,  organized  themselves 
into  a  Christian  body  to  be  knwon  as  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Chelsea. 

Chelsea  was  then  a  modest  hamlet  of  not  more  than  three  or 
four  hundred  people.  The  church  had  its  origin  in  the  heart  of 
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Deacon  Dwight  Wheelock  who  had  an  earnest  desire  to  have  the 
gospel  preached  in  this  community.  Having  moved  from  Boston 
to  Winnisimmet  village  in  Chelsea  in  1834,  this  good  man  secured 
occasional  services  conducted  by  ministers  from  Boston  and 
students  from  Newton  Theological  Institute.  J.  W.  Parker, 
William  Hoe,  Lemuel  Porter  and  C.  H.  Peabody  are  the  well 
known  names  of  the  men  who  rendered  frequent  service. 

The  establishment  of  a  steamboat  ferry  in  1832  had  caused  an 
increase  in  the  population  in  the  village,  and  several  Baptist 
families  from  Boston  had  come  to  make  their  abode  here.  About 
the  middle  of  Feb.  1836  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  begin  regular 
morning  and  afternoon  Sunday  services.  Brother  Wheelock 
opened  his  house  for  these  services  and  Rev.  William  Collier 
preached.  A  Sunday  school  was  formed  at  the  same  time,  with 
Victor  S.  Blair  as  superintendent. 

By  the  advice  of  a  council,  a  church  was  organized  June  23. 
1836,  and  the  following  Sunday,  June  26,  recognition  services 
were  held  at  Franklin  Hall,  Rev.  William  Hauge  of  Boston  preach¬ 
ing  the  sermon.  The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Chelsea  enjoys  the 
distinction,  quite  rare  for  a  Baptist  church  in  New  England,  of 
being  the  first  religious  society  organized  in  the  town. 

On  Sept.  19,  1836,  Brethren  Wheelock  and  Bryant  were  chosen 
deacons.  Dr.  Charles  Chase  had  already  been  elected  clerk.  For 
the  first  year  of  its  history,  the  church  was  supplied  by  students 
from  Newton.  On  June  23,  1837,  Brother  Alanson  Fish  was  in¬ 
vited  to  preach,  with  a  view  to  settlement,  and  at  a  meeting  of 
the  church  Oct.  23,  1837,  after  serving  the  church  about  two 
months  he  was  called  as  their  pastor.  On  Aug.  2,  1837,  his  letter 
of  acceptance  was  received,  and  on  Feb.  8,  1838,  he  was  ordained. 
On  the  same  day,  the  first  meeting-house  of  the  church  was 
dedicated.  This  edifice  was  a  neat  and  commodious  structure 
seating  between  four  and  five  hundred  people.  The  church  made 
substantial  gains  during  his  pastorate. 

On  Oct.  19,  1837,  Alanson  m.  Eunice  Whipple,  dau.  of  Joseph 
and  Amy  Whipple  of  Needham,  Mass.,  and  had:  (1301)  Julia 
Arabella',  b.  at  Chelsea  Aug.  21,  1839. 

On  June  4,  1840,  highly  regarded  and  well  beloved  by  his 
flock,  he  resigned  his  pastorate  in  very  poor  health,  and  returned 
to  his  old  home  at  Ira,  where  he  d.  July  6,  1840,  at  the  early  age 
of  28,  and  was  buried  in  Riverside  Cemetery.  The  Rev.  William 
Smith  succeeded  him  as  pastor  of  the  Chelsea  Church. 

Upon  his  gravestone  is  inscribed  the  following: 

Rev.  Alanson  Fish 

Pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  Society 
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at  Chelsea,  Mass. 

Died  at  Ira,  Vermont,  July  6,  1840 
age  28 

Sentiment  addressed  to  his  bereaved  wife: 

Loved  one ,  treasure  of  my  heart, 

Fare  thee  well ,  ’tis  hard  to  part , 

But  we  soon  shall  meet  again, 

Soon  we’ll  roam  the  heavenly  plain. 

“Which  hope  we  have  as  an  anchor  of  the  soul.” — Heb.  6:19 

After  his  death  his  widow,  Eunice  Whipple  Fish,  and  her 
mother,  Amy  Whipple,  resided  with  his  mother,  Abigail  (Carpen¬ 
ter)  Fish.  Some  time  after  1850  she  m.  (2)  Captain  Worcester, 
a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War.

U.  S.  Senator  and  U.  S.  Representative  to  United  Nations 

(A  sketch  of  the  Senator  appears  here  because  of  the  fact  that  through  his 
mother,  Anna  Robinson  Austin,  he  is  a  cousin  of  Helena  Rice  dau.  of  Emily 
Robinson  Rice,  who  m.  Louis  A.10  Marshall.  Two  members  of  the  Fish  fam¬ 
ily  also  married  into  the  Austin  family,  and  resided  at  Ferrisburg,  Vt.,  orig¬ 
inal  home  of  the  Austin  family:  (846)  Patience6  Fish,  who  m.  Jeremiah 
Austin,  and  moved  to  Ferrisburg;  and  (895)  Ruth7  Fish,  who  m.  James 
Austin,  who  was  residing  at  Ferrisburg  in  1808.) 

Senator  Warren  R.  Austin  was  elected  to  the  United  States 
Senate  from  his  home  city  of  Burlington,  Vt.,  where  he  was  a 
leading  attorney.  In  1946  he  was  appointed  U.  S.  Representative 
to  the  Security  Council  of  the  United  Nations.  In  1947  he  was 
appointed  U.  S.  Representative  to  the  United  Nations,  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Truman. 

The  direct  line  of  descent  from  Robert4  Austin,  who  was  born 
in  England  in  1636  and  came  to  America  before  1650,  is  as  follows:

936  Harrison8  Fish  (Preserved7,  Robert6,  Daniel5,  Robert4, 
Thomas3,  Alice2,  John1),  youngest  son  of  (765)  Preserved  and 
Abigail  (Carpenter)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ira,  Vt.,  Dec.  24,  1815  (< dur¬ 
ing  the  administration  of  James  Madison ,  and  the  year  in  which 
Napoleon  was  defeated  at  Waterloo).  He  worked  for  his  wealthy 
brother  Daniel,  a  cattle  dealer  of  Lansingburg,  N.  Y.,  driving 
large  droves  of  beef  cattle  north  to  the  Canadian  line,  and  always 
on  foot.

Harrison  and  Nancy  (Offensend)  Fish,  was  b.  on  the  old  Har¬ 
rison8  Fish  Farm  at  West  Haven,  Vt.,  Jan.  11,  1841  ( during  the 
administration  of  William  Henry  Harrison).  He  attended  Troy 
Conference  Acad,  at  Poultney,  Vt.,  also  studied  at  Fort  Edward, 
N.  Y.,  and  after  graduation  taught  school  for  several  years.  In 
physical  stature  and  strength  he  followed  the  family  character¬ 
istics  and  no  one  could  throw  him  in  a  wrestling  match. 

After  teaching  for  several  years  he  bought  a  320-acre  farm 
three  and  one  half  miles  northeast  of  Whitehall,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
lived  until  his  death  Jan.  27,  1921,  aged  80.  He  became  one  of 
the  leading  farmers  of  Whitehall,  and  was  also  a  breeder  of  fine 
horses,  having  as  many  as  seventy  horses  on  his  farm  at  one  time. 
To  help  better  the  class  of  work  horses  in  the  community  he  pro¬ 
cured  the  best  Percheron  stallion  he  was  able  to  obtain  in  Eng¬ 
land,  which  upon  its  arrival  in  Boston  wighed  2000  pounds. 
He  was  a  school  director  in  Whitehall  for  many  years. 
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On  Feb.  22,  1865,  he  m.  Clarissa  Ann  Beckwith,  dau.  of  David 
0.  Beckwith.  She  was  b.  at  Whitehall  Jan.  13,  1842,  and  d.  there 
Dec.  4,  1915,  at  the  age  of  73,  nine  months  and  twelve  days  after 
they  had  celebrated  their  Golden  Wedding  Anniversary,  a  great 
event  at  Whitehall.  Several  pieces  of  gold  money  given  to  them 
b}r  their  many  friends  on  this  occasion  were  divided  among  her 
children  at  her  death,  two  pieces  nearly  one  hundred  years  old 
being  left  in  the  possession  of  Mary  Frances12  Fish  of  Colorado, 
her  great  grand-daughter.  Both  lie  buried  in  Sciota  Cemeterv 
at  Whitehall. 

When  she  was  fourteen  Clarissa’s  father  presented  her  with 
the  old  family  Bible,  which  is  now  in  possession  of  her  son  Arthur 
Francis  of  Clemons,  N.  Y.  Hidden  away  in  this  old  Bible  are 
many  interesting  items,  such  as  a  letter  from  the  Historical 
Society  of  Whitehall  as  follows:  ‘May  1,  1859,  Mrs.  Sarah  E. 
Closon,  Mrs.  Betsy  St.  Clair  and  Mrs.  Clarissa  Beckwith  were 
admitted  into  the  Church  (Congregational),  Rev.  H.  Slauson, 
pastor;  Nathan  Smith,  clerk.”  There  is  another  letter,  written 
by  her  brother,  David  O.  Beckwith,  Jr.,  1st  Lieut.,  Sixth  New 
York  Cavalry,  and  dated  Oct.  2,  1862,  at  Annapolis,  Md.  Lieut. 
Beckwith  was  later  shot  through  the  heart,  Aug.  28,  1864,  while 
on  the  march  at  Smithfield,  and  Arthur  also  has  in  his  keeping  a 
17-page  booklet,  the  address  delivered  in  the  Whitehall  Con¬ 
gregational  Church  when  Lieut.  Beckwith’s  body  was  brought 
home.

He  joined  the  9th  Regiment,  separate  company  of  National 
Guards,  and  trained  with  them  several  years,  and  upon  the  declar¬ 
ation  of  War  with  Spain  his  Regiment  volunteered  100%  and 
were  mustered  into  service  at  Camp  Hempstead,  L.  I.,  May  1, 
1898,  becoming  Co.  I,  2d  N.  Y.  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  embarked 
for  Cuba.  His  regiment  was  mustered  out  late  in  1898  and  he 
returned  to  Whitehall  broken  in  health,  his  weight  reduced  to 
96  pounds.

THE  CONNECTICUT  LINE 


73  John3  Fish  (Alice2,  John1),  colonist,  surveyor,  school  teacher, 
colonial  soldier.  According  to  the  late  John  Dean10  Fish,  genealo¬ 
gist  and  historian,  who  was  a  descendant  of  this  John3,  and  spent 
considerable  time  in  England  studying  the  origins  of  the  Fish 
Family  and  the  early  life  of  Fish  immigrants  who  settled  in 
America,  there  were  two  John  Fishes  who  came  to  America.  In 
an  article  in  the  New  York  Genealog.  and  Biog.  Record,  Vol. 
LXII,  1928,  pp.  53-58,  he  states  that  there  was  a  John  Fish  of 
Mystic  in  1654.  He  believes  this  John  was  a  brother  of  Thomas3 
Fish  who  was  granted  land  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  in  1643.  He 
does  not  state  when  this  John  landed  in  America,  or  where,  and 
there  is  no  record  of  an  immigrant  John  Fish  ever  having  been 
in  any  of  the  Rhode  Island  Colonies.  ( The  first  white  man  to 
climb  Mount  Washington  in  New  Hampshire  was  Darby  Field  of 
the  Plymouth  Colony  in  1642,  accompanied  by  two  Indian  guides.  It 
was  not  named  until  1784.) 

There  was  however  a  John3  Fish,  brother  of  Nathaniel  and 
Jonathan,  who  landed  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  previous  to  1637,  and 
moved  to  Sandwich,  Mass.,  on  Cape  Cod,  about  1637.  These 
three  brothers  were  first  cousins  of  Thomas3  of  Portsmouth  and 
his  brother  John.  Jonathan3  removed  to  Newtown,  L.  I.,  in  1659, 
while  Nathaniel  remained  at  Sandwich  and  reared  a  family, 
and  there  is  a  history  of  John  and  his  family  at  Sandwich,  as 
evidenced  by  an  inventory  of  Nov.  18,  1663. 

But  there  is  a  definite  historical  record  of  a  John  Fish  who  be¬ 
tween  1654  and  1686  owned  land  in  the  towns  of  Stratford,  New 
London,  Mystic,  Stonington  and  Groton,  all  towns  about  the 
Thames  River  on  the  Long  Island  Coast  of  Connecticut. 

The  Rev.  Frederic9  Denison,  between  1859  and  1874,  wrote 
us  a  very  full  and  accurate  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  this 
John3  Fish,  which  was  brought  up  to  date  in  1935  by  John  Dean10 
Fish.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Denison  located  John3  first  in  1655  at  Mystic 
and  at  Groton,  Conn.,  and  stated  that  John  Fish  who  landed  at 
Lynn,  previous  to  1637  settled  with  his  wife  and  three  children 
at  Groton,  in  1655. 

Frances  M.  Caulkins,  in  her  “History  of  New  London,”  locates 
John  Fish  at  that  place  in  1655,  and  she  states  that  he  landed  at 
Lynn  in  1637,  but  gives  no  further  account  of  him  until  1655. 
Aaron  Starke  and  John  Fish  were  of  Mystic  in  1654.  She  states 
that  a  John  Fish  was  living  at  Stratford,  a  town  farther  to  the 
west,  prior  to  1655,  but  how  long  he  made  his  abode  there  is  not 
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stated.  He  sold  his  home  lot  and  six  acres  of  land  there,  Sept. 
25,  1655,  to  John  Willcockson,  the  same  year  that  Caulkins  says 
he  appeared  at  New  London,  with  wife  and  three  children,  John, 
Samuel  and  Jonathan,  but  she  was  doubtless  mistaken  in  saying 
that  Samuel  came  with  them,  as  according  to  the  epitaph  on  his 
gravestone  he  was  b.  at  New  London,  in  1656.  How  long  the 
family  lived  at  New  London  is  not  known,  but  records  show  that 
John  had  lived  at  Stonington  long  enough  in  1668  to  become  a 
resident,  which  required  two  years  in  those  days. 

The  following  biographical  record,  prepared  by  John  Dean10 
Fish,  is  authentic: 

In  1654,  and  probably  for  several  years  previously,  John3  Fish  had  lived  at 
►Stratford,  Conn.  [He  does  not  state  whence  he  came.]  He  was  young  and  im¬ 
pulsive.  His  house  and  lot  where  he  lived  was  at  the  northerly  end  of  the 
present  village,  and  bounded  on  the  west  by  Main  St.,  and  on  the  north  and 
east  by  Ferry  Road,  and  on  the  south  by  land  of  Daniel  Tetterson.  It  is  marked 
on  the  map  drawn  by  Rev.  Benjamin  L.  Swan  and  printed  in  the  Hawley  Re¬ 
cord  on  page  432,  where  it  is  marked  as  belonging  to  John  Willcockson.  In 
the  autumn  of  1654,  a  controversy  began  between  him  and  some  men  in  the 
town  growing  out  of  some  unwarranted  accusations  which  he  made  against 
them.  This  trouble  was  carried  into  the  courts  and  very  probably  was  the 
cause  of  his  selling  all  his  property  at  Stratford  a  year  later  to  John  Willcock¬ 
son,  and  leaving  the  town.  There  are  no  records  of  births  to  John  Fish  and  wife 
at  Stratford.  Samuel4  was  born  after  he  left  there.  The  records  of  the  Ston¬ 
ington  Congregational  Church  show  the  baptism  of  Samuel,  John  and  Mary, 
children  of  John  Fish,  all  in  adult  life,  on  Mar.  13,  1680.  In  1668,  he  was  one  of 
forty-three  inhabitants  of  Stonington.  A  home  lot  was  layed  out  to  each  of 
these  upon  condition  that  they  build  upon  it  within  six  months  and  inhabit  it. 
A  twelve  acre  home  lot  was  granted  to  John  Fish,  being  allotment  No.  5,  and 
was  retained  by  him  through  life.  His  son  Samuel,  under  date  of  Dec.  26,  1710, 
conveyed  this  lot  to  James  Dean,  who  on  Nov.  8,  1711,  conveyed  it  to  Ebenezer 
Searles  as  shown  by  the  Stonington  Land  Records.  On  Aug.  6,  1764,  he  acted 
as  Town  Clerk  at  a  town  meeting. 


During  the  Narragansett  War,  or  the  Expedition  against  the 
Indians  under  King  Philip,  in  1675-76,  the  Connecticut  Colony 
sent  about  300  volunteers  from  among  her  settlers,  and  a  number 
of  friendly  Pequot  Indians.  Both  John3  and  his  son  Samuel  were 
among  these  volunteers,  and  about  1700,  when  the  town  of  Vol- 
untown  was  set  apart  to  be  alio  ted  to  the  Indian  War  Volunteers, 
there  were  grants  of  land  made  for  each  of  them,  and  as  John3 
Fish  had  died  Samuel  was  alloted  his  father’s  acreage.  In  his 
will,  dated  Aug.  7,  1730,  Samuel  bequeathed  his  own  grant  to 
his  son  Samuel5,  and  divided  his  father’s  grant  between  his  sons 
Moses6  and  Aaron5.  Two  grandsons  of  Samuel4  settled  on  these 
lands  at  Voluntown,  and  their  descendants  are  still  owners  thereof. 

On  Aug.  22,  1679,  John3  was  unanimously  chosen  school  master 
of  Stonington,  to  instruct  the  children  in  reading,  writing,  arith- 
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metic  and  grammar,  such  as  shall  be  inclined.  On  Dec.  5,  1680, 
he  was  admitted  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church.  On 
Aug.  25,  1681,  he  m.  Hannah  (Palmer)  (Hewitt)  Steery.  It 
seems  that  he  had  no  children  that  survived  except  by  his  first 
wife,  who  was  supposed  to  have  been  a  Miss  Eland  of  an  ancient 
and  knightly  family  of  Yorkshire,  Eng.  (In  another  place  John 
Dean10  Fish  names  Mary  Ireland  as  his  first  wife.  The  discrep¬ 
ancy  may  be  in  the  spelling.)  His  second  wife  was  Martha  Stark, 
who  proved  unfaithful  and  absconded  with  Samuel  Culver,  in 
1674.  John  obtained  a  divorce  in  1680,  the  first  mentioned  in 
Fish  genealogy,  and  in  1681  wTas  again  married. 

He  was  a  land  surveyor,  and  laid  out  many  of  the  public  lands, 
as  the  Stonington  records  bear  witness.  His  brother-in-law 
Gershom  Palmer  was  associated  with  him  in  1680  and  1681.  By 
grant  and  purchase  he  became  the  proprietor  of  considerable 
land  at  Stonington  and  at  Groton,  and  in  other  towns  nearby, 
considerably  over  one  thousand  acres. 

Mr.  M.  E.  Tracy  of  Los  Angeles,  in  searching  the  records  of 
Sandwich,  Mass.,  found  that  the  inventory  of  the  estate  of  John 
Fish  of  Sandwich  was  made  Nov.  18,  1663,  and  exhibited  at 
Plymouth  Court  May  3,  1664,  mentioning  the  widow,  Cecilia 
Fish,  Inventory  taken  by  Nathaniel  Fish.  Now  this  would  appear 
to  be  the  John3  of  the  brothers,  Jonathan,  Nathaniel  and  John, 
who  settled  there  from  Lynn.  His  death  must  have  occurred  a 
short  time  before  Nov.  18,  which  would  have  made  him  possibly 
51  years  old,  assuming  he  was  born  bout  1612.  He  was  baptized 
at  East  Farndon,  England,  June  20,  1619,  with  his  brother 
Nathaniel  who  was  b.  in  1618,  son  of  Thomas2  and  Mary  (Sprigge) 
Fish.  Tracy  also  found  in  “The  Pioneers  of  Massachusetts,”  by 
Pope,  that  there  was  a  son  Nathaniel4,  born  to  John  and  Cecilia 
Fish,  Nov.  27,  1648,  and  a  son  Caleb4,  born  and  died  in  1649. 
In  the  Sandwich  records  was  also  found  a  son  John4,  born  to 
John  and  Cecilia  Fish,  who  d.  before  Oct.  28,  1669. 

After  studying  these  findings  and  the  extensive  work  of  John 
Dean10  Fish,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  author  that  this  John  Fish 
was  one  of  the  three  brothers  that  landed  at  Lynn,  that  he  re¬ 
mained  at  Sandwich  with  his  brother  Nathaniel3,  and  contrary 
to  the  opinion  of  the  other  historians  and  genealogists  men¬ 
tioned  above,  that  the  John  Fish  who  d.  at  Stonington,  Conn., 
was  the  John3  who  was  brother  of  Thomas3  of  Portsmouth,  R.  I., 
as  John3  of  Sandwich  d.  about  1663,  while  John3  of  Stonington 
d.  about  1687,  or  1689. 

Of  John3  of  Connecticut  it  was  written,  “He  lived  in  the  days 
when  men  were  famous  according  as  they  lifted  up  axes  upon 
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the  thick  trees  and  bravely  did  battle  with  the  wild  beasts  of  the 
wilderness.”  His  lands  were  obtained  from  “goodman  Robert 
Burrows,”  lying  along  the  eastern  part  of  Fort  Hill  on  the  north, 
along  the  northern  slope  of  Pequot  Hill  extending  to  the  Mystic, 
and  embracing  about  one  thousand  acres.  He  was  the  second 
son  of  (68)  Robert  and  (12)  Alice2  (Fysh)  Fyshe,  and  was  bapt. 
at  Great  Bowden,  England,  Jan.  21,  1620/21.  He  d.  at  Stoning- 
ton,  Conn.,  at  about  70,  probably  in  1689.  John3  m.  three  times: 
first,  Mary  Ireland  of  the  famous  family  of  that  name  of  Eng¬ 
land;  (2)  Martha  Stark,  who  deserted  him  and  ran  off  with  an¬ 
other  man ;  and  (3)  Hannah  (Palmer)  (Hewitt)  Steery .  It  would 
appear  that  his  three  sons  and  one  daughter  were  born  to  his 
first  wife. 


Samuel  Ireland  of  Groton 

On  Apr.  15,  1635,  there  appeared  at  London,  with  the  purpose 
of  finding  transportation  to  New  England,  Samuel  Ireland,  a 
carpenter  aged  32,  his  wife  Marie,  aged  30,  and  a  daughter  aged 
one  and  one-half.  After  taking  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  King, 
and  having  been  made  comformable  to  the  government  and  to 
the  Church  of  England,  whereof  they  brought  testimony  in  a 
certificate  from  the  Justice  and  ministers  where  their  abode 
had  lately  been,  they  embarqued  in  the  “Increase,”  of  which 
Robert  Lea  was  the  master. 

In  due  time  they  reached  their  destination,  and  established  a 
new  home  at  Wethersfield,  Conn.  Here  Samuel  Ireland  d.,  Mav 
20,  1639,  leaving  an  estate  appraised  by  the  Probate  Court  at 
Seventy  Pounds.  The  widow  Ireland  m.,  previous  to  Mar.  5, 
1645,  Robert  Burrows,  and  on  that  date  the  Court  apportioned 
one-third  of  the  Ireland  estate  to  Mrs.  Burrows,  “the  other  two 
parts  to  be  for  the  Ireland  children.”  In  1651,  Robert  Burrows 
obtained  a  large  grant  of  land  on  the  west  bank  of  Mystic  River, 
at  the  present  town  of  Groton,  and  there  his  family  made  their 
home.  In  making  this  move,  Mr.  Burrows  made  his  new  estate 
chargeable  with  the  shares  in  their  father’s  estate  of  his  Ireland 
step-children,  who  were  yet  minors. 

John3  Fish  of  Stonington,  Conn.,  was  the  second  son  of  Robert2 
and  Alice2,  (Fish)  Fish  of  Market  Harborough.  He  was  bapt.  in 
infancy  (1620/21),  and  doubtless  received  an  education  in  the 
school  at  his  home  village  of  Market  Harborough,  which  had  a 
wide  reputation  as  a  preparatory  school  for  the  Universities.  After 
his  father’s  death  he  and  his  older  brother  Thomas  came  to  New 
England,  and  perhaps  his  younger  brother  Joseph.  Thomas  be¬ 
came  an  owner  of  land,  was  married  and  was  the  father  of  a  fam- 
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ily,  and  this  put  him  upon  the  records  at  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  as 
early  as  1643. 

We  do  not  know  just  when  John3  Fish  came  to  this  country 
from  Great  Bowden  parish,  in  Leicestershire,  England,  but  he 
apparently  did  not  settle  down  as  a  landlord  or  head  of  a  family. 
He  found  his  way  to  Wethersfield  and  Mystic,  and  was  there  in 
1651  and  married  the  Ireland  girl.  He  was  twelve  or  fourteen 
years  older  than  she.  Soon  thereafter  they  went  to  Stratford  in 
the  New  Haven  colony,  where  he  acquired  land  and  established 
his  home.  At  about  the  same  time  Robert  Burrows  and  his  family 
moved  to  New  London  and  acquired  a  large  plantation  on  the 
Westerly  Bank  of  the  Mystic  River.  John3  Fish  was  seemingly 
a  man  of  quick  temper,  and  spoke  with  a  strong  “North  Coun¬ 
try’  ’  dialect  or  accent.  Doubtless  that  is  the  reason  w’hy  his  wife’s 
family  name  is  on  the  records  as  “Eland”  instead  of  “Ireland.” 

In  1655  he  sold  his  lands  to  one  Wilcockson,  and  they  moved 
onward  to  Groton  and,  as  tradition  says,  their  youngest  son,  Capt. 
Samuel  Fish,  was  b.  there  that  year,  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Robert 
Burrows,  his  grandmother.

Laura  wrote  in  diary  form  an  account  of  her  many  years  of 
residence  in  the  “Paradise  of  the  Pacific,”  and  a  copy  of  this  book, 
“Honolulu:  Sketches  of  Life  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands,”  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  author  during  his  stay  in  Honolulu,  by  her  grand¬ 
son,  James  R.  Judd,  M.  D. 

The  headquarters  of  Dr.  Gerrit  P.  Judd  was  at  Honolulu, 
but  he  made  frequent  professional  calls  at  other  island  stations. 
On  June  1,  1839,  he  was  appointed,  by  King  Kamehameha  III 
and  the  native  chiefs,  to  look  after  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
young  chiefs,  and  in  May  1842  he  severed  his  connection  with 
the  American  Board  to  become  translator  and  recorder  for  the 
Government,  a  member  of  the  Treasury  Board  and  empowered 
to  transact  business  with  foreign  representatives.  In  Nov.  1843 
he  was  appointed  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs;  in  March 
1845  became  Minister  of  the  Interior;  on  Sept.  10,  1849,  ap¬ 
pointed  Commissioner  to  France,  Great  Britain  and  the  U.  S. 
He  was  accompanied  by  Prince  Alexander  and  Prince  Lot  on 
this  important  mission,  from  which  they  returned  in  1850.  Dr. 
Judd  resigned  in  Sept.  1853,  and  resumed  the  practice  of  medi¬ 
cine.  He  was  also  interested  in  various  commercial  enterprises 
during  the  remaining  years  of  his  life.

He  wras  bapt.  at 
Stonington,  Conn.,  in  1680.  His  estate,  inherited  from  his  father, 
John3,  was  situated  between  the  Mystic  River  and  the  north¬ 
eastern  slope  of  Fort  Hill.  Near  the  center  of  his  lands  wavS 
Pequot  Hill,  on  the  northeastern  slope  of  which,  between  the 
present  highway  that  runs  parallel  with  it  and  the  river,  he 
erected  his  house.  The  old  cellar,  in  the  west  end  of  the  field  be¬ 
longing  to  the  late  Russell  Fish,  Esq.,  may  still  be  traced  (1872) 
by  a  depression  in  the  earth.  He  was  a  Capt.  in  the  French  and 
Indian  War  (1676).  He  was  admitted  to  the  first  church  at  Ston¬ 
ington  Apr.  18,  1689.  His  name  appears  in  patent  of  New  London 
in  1704,  the  year  prior  to  the  incorporation  of  Groton.  He  was 
the  second  selectman  at  Groton  on  its  organization  and  was  re¬ 
elected  to  this  position  for  many  years.

He  also  began  the  manufacture  of  woolen  fabrics  and  con¬ 
tinued  for  28  years  while  also  carrying  on  a  hundred-acre  farm 
where  a  part  of  the  village  now  stands.  He  later  manufactured 
flour  in  the  Volney  Mills  and  for  two  years  was  supt.  of  the 
Oswego  Canal.  The  remainder  of  his  life  was  devoted  to  the

1502  Nathan5  Fish  (Samuel4,  John3,  Alice2,  John1),  farmer, 
youngest  son  of  (1360)  Samuel  and  Sarah  Fish,  was  b.  at  Ston- 
ington  or  Groton,  Conn.,  about  1699,  and  bapt.

m.  about  1726,  at  Fisher’s  Island,  N.  Y.,  Abigail  Havens,  who 
d.  Sept.  16,  1727,  at  the  age  of  22;  m.  (2),  about  1729,  Mary 
Burrows,  dau.  of  John  and  Lydia  Burrows.  She  d.  May  11,  1732, 
and  he  d.

As  he  was  but  five  days  old  when  his  mother 
died  and  less  than  five  years  old  when  his  father  died,  he  was 
taken  by  his  grandmother,  Mary  Havens,  and  remained  with 
her  at  Shelter  Island,  N.  Y.,  until  he  was  twelve.  He  then  re¬ 
turned  and  was  sent  to  school  under  the  famous  Master  Niles. 
His  guardians  were  Thomas  Mumford  and  Mary  Havens.  Fie 
was  heir  to  a  large  estate.  He  m.  Oct.  13,  1748,  at  Groton,  Conn., 
Catherine  Niles,  dau.  of  Nathan  Niles,  by  whom  he  had  four 
children.  She  was  b.  July  18,  1729,  d.  Jan.  9,  1759,  and  was 
buried  in  the  old  Niles  Burying  Ground  on  her  father’s  land. 
She  was  a  Baptist.  On  July  24,  1759,  he  m.  (2)  a  cousin  of  his 
first  wife,  Catherine  Helme  of  Newport,  R.  I.,  dau.  of  Rouse, 
Jr.,  and  Sarah  (Niles)  Helme.  She  was  b.  Mar.  1737,  and  d. 
Aug.  22,  1818,  at  81.  Her  mother,  Sarah  Niles,  was  a  dau.  of 
Nathaniel  Niles,  Jr.  (b.  Mar.  21,  1677,  at  New  Shoreham,  R.  I., 
d.  1766),  who  m.  Jan.  20,  1699,  Mary  (Hannah)  Wilson,  dau. 
of  Robert  and  Mary  Wilson.  Mary  was  dau.  of  Samuel  Wilson. 

He  was  faintly  remembered  by  his  great  grandson,  Rev.  Fred¬ 
eric  Denison,  who  was  but  three  at  his  death.  He  remembers 
him  as  sitting  in  the  corner  of  the  front  room  near  the  fireplace 
with  short  clothes,  silver  shoe  and  knee  buckles,  long  waistcoat 
and  white  flowing  hair — a  patriarch.  Known  as  a  “Gentleman 
of  the  Old  School,”  he  was  a  man  of  serene  philosophy,  a  large 
property-holder,  inclined  to  the  quiet  enjoyments  of  the  home, 
not  interested  in  political  affairs  although  he  was  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  and  represented  Groton  in  the  State  Legislature  (as 
Captain  Fish),  in  1771.  On  July  25,  1755,  he  united  with  the 
Baptist  Society.  He  built  to  the  wrest  of  his  grandfather,  Samuel4 
Fish,  and  about  halfway  between  the  highway  and  the  house 
now  occupied  by  Alden8  Fish  (which  was  built  in  1800  by  Nath- 
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an’s  son  Sands),  and  the  highway  leading  from  Cow  Hill  was 
opened  in  1818.  ( The  first  bridge  over  Mystic  river  at  Mystic 

Bridge  Village  was  also  built  in  1818.)  He  d.  at  95,  Oct.  22,  1822, 
and  was  buried  with  his  second  wife  in  Packer  Burying  Ground.

Fifty  years  ago  there  lived  in  Mystic  a  famous  character,  Nathan  Fish, 
known  as  “Humpy  Nate.”  His  back  was  deformed  and  several  humps  were 
noticeable.  He  kept  a  restaurant  in  the  Red  Lion,  and  afterwards  in  the  base¬ 
ment  of  the  Mystic  River  Hotel.  His  restaurant  was  barber  shop  and  general 
huckster  shop  where  candy,  nuts,  hot  dogs,  etc.,  were  kept.  When  the  houses 
were  built  by  Eldridge  Packer  on  St.  Jago  St.  and  Rotten  Row  he  moved  down 
there.  (These  streets  took  their  names  from  streets  in  London  and  Paris, 
which  the  many  ship  carpenters  then  in  Mystic  applied  to  them.)  He  retired 
worth  $6,000  and  d.  of  Cancer  at  49  on  May  9,  1866.

He  made  several  trips  to  England,  accompanied  by  his  daugh¬ 
ter  Elizabeth  Mildred,  doing  research  work  on  the  origin  of  the 
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family  there.  A  very  comprehensive  record  of  the  Fish  family  in 
England  appears  in  Volume  LIII  of  the  New  York  Genealog. 
and  Biograph.  Record,  and  this  work  is  the  source  of  early  Fish 
records  in  England  as  written  in  this  history.  He  then  did  ex¬ 
haustive  research  work  and  followed  up  the  work  started  by  his 
second  cousin,  Rev.  Frederic  Denison9  Fish  in  writing  up  the 
genealogy  of  his  family  from  John3  Fish  of  Mystic,  Conn.,  to  the 
present  day,  and  these  records  are  the  basis  for  the  genealogy 
of  his  branch  as  appears  in  this  history.

JONATHAN3  FISH  AND  DESCENDENTS 

60  Jonathan3  Fish  (Thomas2,  John1),  Colonist,  Magistrate, 
son  of  (5)  Thomas  and  Mary  (Sprigge  or  Spriggs)  Fish,  was  b. 
at  East  Farndon,  England,  in  1610,  bapt.  Feb.  16,  1615/16.  He 
was  the  eldest  of  three  brothers  who  migrated  to  America,  landing 
at  Lynn,  Mass.,  about  1635.  In  1637  they  joined  about  thirty 
settlers  and  their  families  in  the  founding  of  a  new  settlement 
on  Cape  Cod,  a  part  of  the  Plymouth  Colony,  which  they  named 
Sandwich.  Land  was  granted  them,  and  Nathaniel  remained 
there  upon  his  farm  until  his  death  in  1693;  his  younger  brother 
John  d.  there  in  1663. 

About  the  year  1644,  or  before,  Jonathan  m.  Mary - .  This 

date  is  suggested  by  the  fact  that  their  third  son  was  born  at 
Sandwich,  Mass.,  in  1650.  ( In  1639 ,  on  Holyoke  St.,  at  Cambridge , 
Mass.,  Stephen  Daye  set  up  the  first  printing  press  ever  used  north 
of  Mexico ,  and  on  it  printed  “ The  Freeman's  Oath,"  the  first  work 
ever  put  in  print  in  what  is  now  the  United  States.  The  first  press 
on  the  North  American  continent  had  been  set  up  in  Mexico  in 
1539.) 

They  remained  at  Sandwich,  where  at  least  two  sons  were 
born,  until  some  time  before  1659,  according  to  Riker  (or  prior 
to  1656,  according  to  Stuyvesant  Fish),  when,  with  his  family 
and  several  others,  among  them  his  associate,  Henry  Feeke,  and 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  M.  Leverich,  they  set  out  for  a 
new  home  on  Long  Island.  Passing  through  Rhode  Island  on 
their  way  south,  they  may  have  visited  Jonathan’s  cousin  Thom¬ 
as3  of  Portsmouth,  R.  I.  They  settled  at  Newtown,  or  Middle- 
burg  (Middlebury),  now  known  as  Queensboro,  N.  Y.,  and  there 
Jonathan  founded  the  New  York  family  of  diplomats  and  states¬ 
men. 

The  first  patent  for  lands  on  this  part  of  Long  Island  was 
granted  to  Francis  Doughty  and  associates  in  1642,  when  the 
eastern  part  of  the  location  was  known  by  the  Indian  name 
Wandowenock,  and  the  western  part  as  Mispat  or  Maspeth. 
The  first  permanent  settlement  was  not  begun  until  1652,  how¬ 
ever,  when  it  was  named  Newtown.  New  York  at  this  time  was 
still  under  the  Dutch  Government. 

Jonathan  Fish,  a  man  of  character,  served  as  a  magistrate 
during  the  years  1661  and  1662.  His  large  house  at  Newtown 
was  left  to  his  son  Nathan,  who  added  to  it,  and  became  a  prom¬ 
inent  land-owner  there.

2184  Samuel6  Fish  (Jonathan5,  Nathan4,  Jonathan3,  Thomas2, 
John1),  Colonial  army  officer  and  inn  keeper,  son  of  (2168)  Jon¬ 
athan  and  Mary  (Wright)  Fish,  was  b.  Nov.  24,  1704,  at  New¬ 
town,  L.  I.;  d.  there  Aug.  27,  1767.  He  owned  “the  Corner 
House,”  located  in  what  later  became  Elmhurst,  L.  I.,  in  Queens- 
boro.  This  house  he  remodeled  and  kept  Inn,  and  most  of  the 
activities  of  Newtown  or  Middleburg  centered  around  this  inn 
during  the  French  and  Indian  War  (1754/63).  It  has  been  stated 
that  General  Washington  was  entertained  there,  and  in  1756 
French  exiles  from  Acadia  were  kept  there  at  town  expense. 

Samuel  was  a  captain  in  the  Colonial  Army  and  commanded 
a  company  in  the  French  and  Indian  War.  He  m.  three  times, 
first  on  June  21,  1727,  Agnes  Berrien,  dau.  of  John  and  Ruth 
(Edsall)  Berrien,  to  whom  six  children  were  born  that  became  of 
age.  He  m.  (2)  Apr.  22,  1748,  Abigail  Howard,  dau.  of  Edward 
Howard,  to  whom  at  least  one  child  was  born.  He  m.  (3)  Nov. 
19,  1752,  Anna  Betts,  to  whom  Elizabeth  was  born.  Wife  Agnes 
d.  Oct.  11,  1747,  and  Abigail  d.  Apr.  9,  1750.  Riker  states  that 
15  children  were  born  to  him,  but  only  eight  reached  adulthood, 
as  follows:

2189  Jonathan7  Fish  (Samuel6,  Jonathan5,  Nathan4,  Jonathan3, 
Thomas2,  John1),  merchant  and  customs  official,  eldest  son  of 
(2184)  Capt.  Samuel  and  Agnes  (Berrien)  Fish,  was  b.  at  New¬ 
town,  L.  I.,  May  11,  1728;  d.  Dec.  26,  1779.  He  inherited  the  old 
homestead  but  whether  or  not  he  kept  Inn  is  not  known.  (This 
Inn  was  the  property  of  Peter  Grosline  in  1852.)  All  of  his  Long 
Island  ancestors  had  been  farmers.  He  obtained  somewhat  more 
education  than  earlier  members  of  his  family,  went  into  New 
York  City  and  became  a  small  merchant;  and  was  also  appointed 
to  an  office  in  the  Customs  Department  at  a  good  salary.  In 
1774  or  1775  with  war  imminent  he  resigned  his  Govt,  position, 
closed  his  New  York  office  and  returned  to  his  Newtown  home. 
In  1776  his  son  Nicholas  was  serving  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Mil¬ 
itia,  and  Jonathan  was  held  under  suspicion  by  the  British  be¬ 
cause  he  had  a  son  in  the  American  Service.  Their  troops  were 
billeted  on  his  farm,  which  was  practically  ruined.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  died  during  the  Tvar.

From  1772  to  1774  he  studied 
law  in  the  office  of  Morin  Scott,  who  later  w^as  a  general  in  the 
American  Army.  He  then  studied  for  a  year  at  Princeton.  Nich¬ 
olas  began  his  service  against  George  III  in  1775  by  guarding  old 
“King”  Sear’s  house  near  the  Battery.  Early  in  1776  he  entered 
the  service  of  the  state  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  First  N.  Y.  Regt., 
and  fought  at  the  Battle  of  Long  Island  where  at  18  he  was 
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actually,  by  brevet,  a  brigade  major  in  Scott’s  Brigade.  With 
Hamilton  he  later  became  an  Aide  to  General  Washington,  and 
served  under  him  until  the  close  of  the  war  at  Yorktown.  He  was 
with  Washington  at  Valley  Forge,  and  drilled  under  Baron 
Steuben  there.  He  was  wounded  at  the  Battle  of  Monmouth, 
June  28,  1778,  when  he  was  made  Div.  Inspector  of  the  Army, 
by  General  Washington.  He  took  part  in  the  decisive  Battle  of 
Saratoga  and  the  final  Battle  of  Yorktown,  where  he  commanded 
a  regiment  at  the  assault  on  the  last  redoubt.  After  the  War  he 
was  made  a  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  remained  in  the  army;  was 
stationed  along  the  Ohio  in  1786.  That  year  he  was  appointed 
First  Adjutant  General  of  New  York  State,  and  held  that  office 
until  1793,  when  he  resigned  from  the  army.  In  1794  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  President  Washington  Supervisor  of  the  Revenue, 
one  of  the  highest  posts  in  the  Treasury  Department.  Colonel 
Fish  was  a  great  disciplinarian,  and  held  the  confidence  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Washington.  He  was  also  an  intimate  friend  of  Alexander 
Hamilton,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  was  executor  of  his 
estate.  Like  Hamilton,  for  whom  he  named  his  eldest  son,  he 
became  a  prominent  American  statesman.  Col.  Nicholas  Fish 
was  an  alderman  of  New  York  City,  from  1806  to  1817.  He  was 
an  original  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  New  York  Branch  from  1797  to  1804. 

On  Apr.  30,  1803,  he  m.  Elizabeth  Stuyvesant,  dau.  of  Petrus 

and  great-grand-daughter  of  Peter  Stuyvesant,  Dutch  Governor 
of  New  York.

2202  Hon.  Hamilton9  Fish  (Nicholas8,  Jonathan7,  Samuel6, 
Jonathan5,  Nathan4,  Jonathan3,  Thomas2,  John1),  Governor  of 
New  York  and  U.  S.  Senator,  U.  S.  Secretary  of  State,  eldest 
son  of  (2199)  Nicholas  and  Elizabeth  (Stuyvesant)  Fish,  was  b. 
in  New  York  City,  Aug.  3,  1808.  Grad,  from  Columbia  with 
highest  honors,  A.B.  1827,  A.M.  1830,  and  received  the  honorary 
degree  of  LL.D.  from  Columbia  in  1850,  Union  in  1869  and 
Harvard  in  1871.  He  entered  the  law  office  of  Peter  A.  Jay,  son 
of  John  Jay.  He  practiced  law  from  1830  to  1842  in  partnership

with  J.  Rutsen  Van  Rensselear,  their  practice  dealing  chiefly 
with  real  estate,  and  largely  with  holdings  of  his  uncle,  Peter  G. 
Stuyvesant.  Fie  later  was  associated  with  William  Beach  Law¬ 
rence.  Fie  was  elected  to  the  28th  Congress  by  the  Whig  party 
(1843-1845).  Elected  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  1847-48,  and  Governor,  1849-50,  by  a  plurality  of  nearly 
100,000. 

He  went  to  the  U.  S.  Senate  as  a  Whig  in  1851,  just  after  A. 
Lincoln  left  Congress,  but  became  a  member  of  the  newly  formed 
Republican  party  before  the  expiration  of  his  term  in  1857.  Upon 
the  death  of  Henry  Clay  in  1852  he  was  appointed  by  Congress, 
with  Gen.  Sam  Flouston,  to  the  committee  to  convey  the  body 
to  Ashland,  Ky.  President  Zachary  Taylor  was  to  appoint  him 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  but  Taylor’s  death  prevented  this 
appointment. 

He  was  a  trustee  of  Columbia  Univ.  1840-49,  and  again  in 
1851-93.  In  1861-62  he  was  associated  with  John  A.  Dix,  later 
Governor  of  New  York,  William  M.  Evarts,  William  E.  Dodge, 
A.  T.  Stewart  and  John  Jacob  Astor  on  the  Union  Defense  Com¬ 
mittee  which  from  Apr.  22,  1861,  to  Apr.  30,  1862,  co-operated 
with  the  municipal  government  in  raising  and  equipping  troops 
and  dispensed  more  than  one  million  dollars  for  relief  of  New 
York  Volunteers  and  their  families.  With  Bishop  Ames  he  con¬ 
stituted  the  U.  S.  Commission  to  visit  the  Confederate  Prison 
at  Richmond  in  1862  and  arrange  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners. 

In  Mar.  1869,  he  was  appointed  Secretary  of  State  by  Presi¬ 
dent  Grant  and  served  Grant’s  two  terms.  Fie  was  called  “the 
pillar  of  the  Grant  Administration.” 

In  “Hamilton  Fish:  The  Inner  History  of  the  Grant  Admin¬ 
istration,”  by  Allan  Nevins,  published  by  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.,  is 
a  very  interesting  account  of  his  appointment  to  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  State,  showing  that  he  was  the  real  power  behind 
the  throne  during  those  two  Administrations.  This  work  is  a 
scholarly,  thousand-page  volume,  based  on  the  huge  manuscript 
diary  kept  by  Secretary  Fish,  and  contains  much  heretofore  un¬ 
published  material.  It  is  a  solid  historical  achievement,  slovr- 
moving  but  not  dull,  a  biography  for  those  who  like  facts  re¬ 
gardless  of  the  animation  with  which  they  are  presented,  and 
should  be  read  by  every  member  of  the  family.  The  author 
clarifies  the  disorder  of  the  Grant  regime,  and  reveals  aspects 
of  U.  S.  political  life  of  which  few  voters  have  been  aware. 

Hamilton  Fish  was  so  unchangeable,  incorruptible,  his  pre¬ 
judices  and  political  views  and  limitations  were  so  firmly  fixed  by 
the  time  he  took  office,  that  he  served  as  a  standard  of  consist- 
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ency  against  which  the  dishonesties  and  irresponsibilities  of  his 
colleagues  could  be  measured.  The  author  devotes  five  chapters 
to  Fish’s  early  career,  divides  the  remainder  of  this  large  volume 
between  accounts  of  foreign  affairs  and  domestic  scandals,  and 
quotes  copiously  from  the  Secretary’s  factual,  objective  diary. 

In  a  review  of  this  work,  entitled  “Statesman  Among  Scound¬ 
rels,”  the  Reviewer  writes  of  his  life: 

Born  in  1808,  one  year  before  the  Great  Emancipator,  the  son  of  a  distin¬ 
guished  Revolutionary  Officer,  his  first  sixty  years  were  relatively  uneventful. 
In  the  next  eight  he  packed  a  lifetime  of  effort  into  the  negative  task  of  pre¬ 
venting  trouble.  He  kept  his  head,  while  all  around  him  plotters,  many  of  them 
with  Grant’s  support,  worked  for  war  with  England  and  with  Spain,  the  an¬ 
nexation  of  Santo  Domingo  and  Canada.  The  one  real  achievement  of  Grant’s 
Administration  was  the  settlement  of  the  Alabama  Claims  by  the  first  great 
arbitration  of  modem  history,  in  which  Fish,  able,  conciliatory,  determined 
and  stubborn,  blocked  Sumner’s  extravagant  demand  that  England  pajr  for 
the  prolongation  of  the  Civil  War,  in  the  same  fashion  that  he  blocked  Secretary 
of  War  Rawlins’  demand  for  an  attack  on  Spain.  By  patience,  vigilance,  and 
frequent  threats  to  resign,  he  prevented  further  internal  disorders. 

His  appointment  occurred  after  he  had  virtually  retired  from  public  life, 
when  on  Mar.  11,  1869,  the  tall,  curly-haired  former  Senator,  at  his  home  in 
Manhattan,  received  a  laconic  letter  from  President  Grant,  saying:  “I  will 
have  to  make  another  selection  of  Cabinet  Officer  from  New  York.  I  have 
thought  it  might  not  be  unpleasant  for  you  to  accept  the  portfolio  of  the  State 
Department.” 

The  week  before,  the  sixty-one  year  old  ex-Governor  Fish  had  read  the  list 
of  Grant’s  amateurish  Cabinet  selections  with  alarm,  noting  that  one  choice 
was  plainly  illegal,  that  others  were  chosen  by  the  President’s  desire  to  aid  his 
old  friends  from  Galena,  Ill.,  all  by  a  naive  concept  of  Presidential  responsi¬ 
bilities.  Fish  had  been  a  capable  but  undramatic  Congressman,  United  States 
Senator  and  Governor  of  New  York,  a  party  leader  of  the  Whigs  at  the  time 
of  their  collapse,  a  studious  and  cultivated  man  for  whom  retirement  held  no 
terrors.  He  discussed  Grant’s  letter  with  his  wife,  and  wired  back:  “I  cannot.” 
But  Grant  had  made  such  a  mess  of  his  first  appointments  that  he  was  de¬ 
termined  to  have  Fish  in  his  cabinet,  so  he  sent  his  nomination  to  the  Senate 
and  said  he  had  not  received  the  New  Yorker’s  refusal  until  too  late.  Fish  then 
agreed  to  serve  until  the  adjournment  of  Congress.  But  as  he  plunged  into 
work,  at  his  little  office  in  the  Orphan  Asylum  Building  on  14th  St.,  with  as 
many  as  four  hundred  callers  a  day,  as  the  monumental  confusions  of  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  piled  up,  as  scandal  followed  scandal  and  Grant’s  waywardness 
became  more  obvious,  Secretary  of  State  Fish  soon  became  one  of  the  few  un¬ 
compromised  individuals  in  the  Government. 

It  is  said  that  one  of  Grant’s  reasons  for  appointments  to  foreign  posts  was 
because  he  wanted  to  get  someone  out  of  the  country.  He  would  send  one  of 
his  old  friends  to  the  Secretary  with  a  card  stating  his  willingness  “to  give 
the  bearer  .  .  .  one  of  the  best  consulates  now  available.” 

After  twenty-seven  months  of  the  Spanish  Revolt  in  Cuba,  when  Spanish 
armies  had  been  sent  to  that  Island,  and  a  popular  move  for  the  United  States 
recognition  of  the  rebels  blocked  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  U.  S.  policy 
carefully  worked  out,  Grant  abruptly  asked  Fish:  “I  hear  that  Spain  has  sent 
out  troops  to  Cuba,  is  that  a  fact?”  In  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State  he  ranks 
with  Thomas  Jefferson,  John  Quincy  Adams,  Daniel  Webster,  William  L. 
Marcy  and  William  H.  Seward.

In  1871,  he  presided  at  the  Peace  Conference  at  Washington, 
D.  C.,  between  Spain  and  the  allied  Republics  of  Peru,  Chile, 
Ecuador  and  Bolivia.  It  was  chiefly  due  to  his  restraint  and 
moderation  that  a  satisfactory  settlement  of  the  “Virginia  Affair” 
was  reached  by  the  United  States  and  Spain. 

In  1854  he  was  elected  President-General  of  the  Cincinnati. 
(The  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  is  a  patriotic  society  founded  by 
General  Washington,  composed  of  the  officers  who  had  served 
under  him  in  the  War  for  Independence  and  to  be  perpetuated 
by  their  descendants.  It  wras  organized  in  1783  at  the  close  of 
the  War,  when  George  Washington  was  chosen  as  first  President 
General,  and  served  until  his  death  in  1799.  Maj.  Gen’l.  Alex¬ 
ander  Hamilton  succeeded  Washington  in  1800,  Maj.  Cen’l. 
Chas.  C.  Pinckney  was  elected  in  1805,  Maj.  Gen’l.  Thomas  Pinck¬ 
ney  in  1825,  Maj.  Gen.  Aaron  Ogden  in  1829,  Maj.  Gen.  Morgan 
Lewis  in  1839,  Brevet  Maj.  William  Popham  in  1844,  Brig. 
Gen.  Henry  A.  Dearborn  in  1848,  and  Hon.  Hamilton  Fish  in 
1854.  He  served  longer  than  any  of  his  predecessors,  thirty-nine 
years,  and  had  previously  served  as  treasurer  for  several  years. 
He  was  also  made  President-General  of  the  New  York  branch 
of  the  Society  in  1855. 

He  was  president  of  the  Union  League  Club  and  of  the  United 
Railroad  and  Canal  Co.  of  New  Jersey.  He  served  repeatedly  as 
a  delegate  from  the  Diocese  of  N.  Y.  to  the  Triennial  conventions 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  devoted  much  time  to 
the  study  of  the  canon  law  of  the  church,  on  which  he  became  an 
authority. 

He  built  a  house  fronting  Stuyvesant  Square  for  which  the 
land  was  given  to  the  city  by  his  uncle,  Peter  G.  Stuyvesant, 
and  lived  there  forty  years.  The  site  of  his  garden  is  now  that  of 
a  maternity  hospital.  His  country  home,  “Glenclyffe,”  near 
Garrison,  N.  Y.,  in  Putnam  Co.,  embraced  the  f amour  Beverly 
House,  headquarters  of  Gen.  Benedict  Arnold  at  the  time  his 
treason  was  discovered  and  he  fled  to  the  British.

Their  only 
son,  (2216)  Hamilton11,  a  soldier  in  the  War  with  Spain,  was  the 
first  American  killed  on  land  in  that  war.  He  was  killed  in  action 
in  Cuba,  June  26,  1898,  during  the  Santiago  Campaign,  while 
serving  as  Sergt.  of  troop  L,  1st  Vol.  Cavalry  (Roosevelt’s  Rough 
Riders),  leading  his  men  at  the  first  charge  at  Siboney,  in  the 
battle  of  Las  Guasimas,  in  his  25th  year.  He  was  buried  in  St. 
Philip’s  Protestant  Episcopal  Churchyard,  Garrison,  N.  Y. 
Their  only  dau.,  was  (2217)  Elizabeth  St.  Claire11,  m.  Robert 
Burnside  Potter. 

2212  Hon.  Hamilton10  Fish,  A.M.,  L.L.B.  (Hamilton9,  Nich¬ 
olas8,  Jonathan7,  Samuel6,  Jonathan5,  Nathan4,  Jonathan3, 
Thomas2,  John1),  son  of  (2202)  Hamilton  and  Julia  (Kean)  Fish, 
was  b.  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  Apr.  17,  1849,  during  the  first  year  of 
his  father’s  term  as  Governor.  A.B.  Columbia  1869.  He  then 
spent  two  years  at  Washington  as  secretary  to  his  father,  the 
Secretary  of  State,  returning  to  Columbia  for  the  study  of  law 
(A.M.  1872),  and  he  received  his  LL.B.  in  1873.  During  the  next 
twenty-five  years  he  became  prominent  in  New  York  state  poli- 
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tics,  serving  as  aide  to  Governor  John  A.  Dix  in  1872,  and  in  1873 
winning  a  seat  in  the  Assembly  on  the  Republican  ticket.  As  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Cities  in  1874  he  introduced  the 
bill  providing  for  the  consolidation  of  the  city  and  county  of 
New  York. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Assembly  for  eleven  successive  terms, 
served  on  many  important  committees,  and  held  a  prominent 
place  in  Republican  affairs  in  the  state.  In  1894  he  lost  a  memor¬ 
able  contest  with  G.  R.  Malby  for  the  speakership  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly,  but  he  succeeded  to  the  post  when  Malby  entered  the  Senate, 
and  continued  as  speaker  until  1896.  In  that  year,  1896,  he  was 
regarded  as  the  most  likely  candidate  for  the  Republican  nom¬ 
ination  for  Governor,  and  his  selection  by  the  state  convention 
was  confidently  expected  by  his  friends,  but  shortly  after  the 
balloting  began  his  name  was  withdrawn  and  the  nomination 
went  to  Frank  S.  Black. 

Fish  did  not  again  hold  office  or  take  part  in  politics  until 
1908,  when  he  received  the  Republican  nomination  to  Congress 
from  the  twenty-first  district.  After  serving  two  years  in  the 
61st  Congress  (1909-1911)  he  was  appointed  assistant  treasurer  of 
the  United  States  by  President  Taft  in  1911.

2218  Hon.  (Col.)  Hamilton11  Fish,  A.B.  (Hamilton10, 
Hamilton9,  Nicholas8,  Jonathan7,  Samuel6,  Jonathan5,  Nathan4, 
Jonathan3,  Thomas2,  John1),  Army  Officer,  U.  S.  Congressman, 
only  son  of  Hon.  (2208)  Hamilton10  and  Emily  M.  (Mann)  Fish, 
wasb.  at  Garrison-on-the-Hudson,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  7,  1888.  He  grad, 
from  Harvard  Univ.  in  three  years,  in  1908,  with  a  cum  laude 
degree,  at  the  age  of  20;  was  captain  of  the  football  team  and 
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was  twice  chosen  all-American  tackle  by  Walter  Camp.  From 
1914  -  1916  he  served  three  terms  in  the  New  York  Assembly,  as 
a  Progressive  and  follower  of  Theodore  Roosevelt. 

He  served  throughout  the  World  War,  first  as  a  commander  of 
the  15th  N.  Y.  volunteers,  later  known  as  the  369th  Infantry, 
then  as  a  major  of  infantry  in  the  Fourth  Division  of  the  Army 
of  Occupation.  He  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Champagne,  July  15,- 
1918,  and  was  awarded  the  French  Croix  de  Guerre  and  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Silver  Star  for  Gallantry  in  action.  He  graduated  from  the 
Army  General  Staff  College  of  the  American  Expeditionary 
Force,  and  now  holds  a  commission  as  Colonel  in  the  Officers 
Reserve  Corps. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and  of  the 
American  Legion,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  organizers  and  in 
which  he  has  been  a  tireless  worker.  He  served  as  chairman  of 
the  sub-committee  which  drafted  the  preamble  of  the  American 
Legion  constitution,  which  General  John  J.  Pershing  declares 
to  be  the  most  patriotic  declaration  since  Lincoln’s  Gettysburg 
address. 

In  1919  he  was  elected  to  the  66th  Congress  to  fill  an  unexpired 
term,  and  re-elected  continuously  to  that  office  with  increasing 
majorities,  being  one  of  the  few  members  of  Congress  to  run 
ahead  of  President  Coolidge  in  1921  and  President  Harding  in 
1928.  He  was  elected  to  the  74th  Congress  in  1934,  by  a  majority 
of  19,557,  an  increase  over  the  last  election,  from  the  twenty- 
sixth  district,  representing  the  counties  of  Dutchess,  Orange  and 
Putnam,  in  which  district  is  located  the  home  of  President  Frank¬ 
lin  Delano  Roosevelt,  and  to  the  seventy-fifth  Congress  by  a 
large  majority,  in  1936,  the  year  of  the  heavy  Roosevelt  vote.  In 
1942  he  was  again  re-elected,  but  was  defeated  in  1944,  after  a 
rearrangement  of  voting  districts. 

Congressman  Fish  introduced  into  Congress  the  resolution  to 
return  the  body  of  the  Unknown  Soldier  to  America  for  burial 
at  Arlington,  which  President  Wilson  signed  as  his  last  official 
act  in  1921.  He  was  appointed  by  President  Coolidge  as  Chair¬ 
man  of  an  advisory  committee  on  veterans  preference,  and  fol¬ 
lowing  the  recommendations  of  this  committee,  the  president 
granted  preference  to  all  disabled  veterans  in  Federal  civil  service 
examinations.  He  was  appointed  chairman  of  a  special  House 
Committee  in  1930-31  to  investigate  Communist  Activities  in 
the  United  States,  and  later  wTas  the  ranking  Republican  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  House  Committee  on  Foreign  Affairs. 

In  1939,  he  was  elected  president  of  the  American  group  of 
the  Interparliamentary  Union  which  met  in  Oslo,  Norway.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  National  Grange,  the  American  Farm  Bureau 
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Federation,  and  numerous  fraternal  organizations.  He  holds  the 
commission  of  Colonel  and  was  called  to  active  duty  as  a  special¬ 
ist  in  Sept.  1941. 

In  1921,  he  m.  Mrs.  Grace  (Chapin)  Rogers,  dau.  of  Alfred 
Chapin,  former  Democratic  mayor  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Mrs.

He 
attended  school  in  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  in  1858,  and  grad, 
from  Columbia,  A.B.  1871,  A.M.  1874.  He  embarked  on  a  bus¬ 
iness  career  early  in  life  and  in  a  few  years  had  become  a  railroad 
official  and  financier.  Starting  as  a  clerk  in  the  offices  of  the 
Ill.  Central  R.  R.,  he  became  secretary  to  the  president  of  the 
road  in  one  year.  In  1876  he  became  a  member  of  the  N.  Y. 
Stock  Exchange,  and  a  director  of  the  Ill.  Central  R.  R.  In  1877 
he  was  secretary  of  the  Chicago,  New  Orleans  &  St.  Louis  R.  R., 
and  vice-pres.  of  this  road  in  1882.  He  was  made  president  of  the 
Ill.  Central  R.  R.,  and  a  director  of  the  National  Park  Bank  in 
1887. 

During  the  years  preceding  his  death,  he  was  a  determined 
opponent  of  the  Volstead  Act  and  the  18th  amendment,  and 
vigorously  attacked  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  America.  He 
served  as  vice-pres.  of  the  N.  Y.  Genealog.  and  Biograph.  Soc., 
and  contributed  several  articles  to  the  Record. 

On  June  1,  1876,  in  New  York  City,  he  m.  Marian  Graves 
Anthon,  a  distinctive  leader  of  New  York  and  of  Eastern  society. 
She  was  b.  on  Staten  Island;  d.  in  New  York  May  25,  1915,  dau.

THE  JOHN3  FISH  LINE  OF  SANDWICH,  MASS. 

61  John3  Fish  (Thomas2,  John1),  Colonist,  son  of  (5)  Thomas 
and  Mary  (Sprigge)  Fysh,  was  b.  some  time  between  1610  and 
1618,  probably  about  1616,  at  East  Farndon,  Leicestershire, 
England;  bapt.,  with  his  brother  Nathaniel,  at  East  Farndon, 
June  20,  1619;  d.  shortly  before  Nov.  18,  1663  (as  the  inventory 
of  his  estate  was  made  on  that  date),  at  Sandwich,  Mass. 

In  1635,  at  the  probable  age  of  19,  he  landed  at  Lynn,  in  the 
Mass.  Bay  Colony,  with  his  two  brothers,  Jonathan  and  Nath¬ 
aniel,  and  in  1637  they  joined  about  thirty  other  settlers  and  their 
families  in  the  founding  of  a  new  settlement  on  Cape  Cod  which 
they  called  Sandwich.  There  he  cleared  a  farm  upon  which  he 
remained  until  his  death. 

He  and  his  brother  Jonathan  drew  a  bill  on  their  father  Thomas 
which  was  protested  Apr.  17,  1643.  The  inventory  of  John  Fish 
of  Sandwich  was  taken  by  Nathaniel  Fish,  Nov.  18,  1663,  and 
exhibited  at  Plymouth  Court  May  3,  1664.  It  mentions  his 
widow,  Cecilia  Fish.  Record  of  only  three  sons  has  been  found, 
only  one  of  whom  could  have  married  and  had  issue.

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THE  NATHANIEL3  FISH  LINE  OF  SANDWICH,  MASS. 

The  earliest  information  obtained  by  the  author  concerning 
Nathaniel3  Fish  and  some  of  his  descendants  in  America  was 
furnished  by  Olive  J.  Morgan  of  Bridgeville,  Pa.,  author  of 
“The  McCandless  Family  in  America.”  (The  McCandless 
Family  intermarried  with  descendants  of  Jonathan3  Fish  of  Long 
Island.)  She  furnished  the  data  down  to  and  including  Lieut. 
Nathaniel6  Fish  of  the  Mass.  Militia.  The  greater  part  of  the 
material  on  this  line  was  gathered  by  Prof.  Silas  L.10  Fish  of 
Snowflake,  Ariz.,  son  of  the  noted  historian  of  Arizona  and  Utah, 
Joseph9  Fish.  Fie  writes: 

The  information  submitted  herewith  is  the  result  of  many  years  of  taking 
notes  and  copying  records  gathered  by  others.  I  am  not  yet  certain  that 
Joseph5,  Thomas4,  and  Nathaniel3  are  the  ancestors  of  Nathan6  and  Joseph7. 
My  father,  Joseph9,  was  a  historian  and  visited  Canada,  where  his  father 
Horace8  was  born  and  wrote  up  all  the  data  he  could  find,  also  such  stories  as 
his  father  and  relatives  handed  down.  He  never  could  obtain  any  definite  in¬ 
formation  concerning  his  great  grandfather,  Nathan6,  nor  any  earlier  history. 
He  was  certain,  however,  that  his  ancestors  had  lived  in  New  England  for 
many  generations.  I  have  not  therefore  been  able  to  connect  up  certainly 
beyond  Nathan6.  John  E.11  Fish  of  Richfield,  Utah,  a  genealogist  of  thirty- 
five  years  experience  states  that  Nathan  was  the  son  of  Joseph5,  but  that  the 
source  of  his  information  was  not  given.  Among  the  sources  of  information  I 
have  used  are:  The  Newbury  Library  of  Chicago,  New  England  Historical 
Society  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  The  S.  A.  R.  and  D.  A.  R.  Libraries  of  Los  Angeles, 
and  the  Genealogical  Dept,  of  the  Los  Angeles  Library.  The  statement  that 
Joseph5  married  twice,  1st  Rebecca  Dana  and  2nd  Rebecca  Peabody,  was 
obtained  from  a  distant  relative  who  has  since  died  at  Hatley,  Quebec.  Other 
information  came  from  Miss  Phillips,  a  distant  relative  who  at  the  time  was 
the  chief  secretary  to  the  Premier  of  Canada.  Information  was  gathered  from 
cousins  of  Horace8  Fish  who  lived  in  Emporia,  Canada.  [He  closes  with:] 
At  this  date  we  can  not  say  definitely  to  which  branch  of  the  Fish  family 
Joseph7  and  his  descendants  belong. 

62  Nathaniel3  Fish  (Thomas2,  John1),  son  of  (5)  Thomas  and 
Mary  (Sprigge)  Fysh,  was  b.  about  the  year  1618  and  bapt. 
June  20,  1619,  at  East  Farndon,  Northamptonshire,  England; 
d.  at  Sandwich,  Mass.,  in  1693,  age  about  75.  With  his  two  older 
brothers,  Jonathan  and  John,  he  landed  at  Lynn,  in  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  Colony,  in  1635,  age  about  17,  and  in  1637  the  three 
brothers  helped  form  a  new  colony  on  Cape  Cod,  which  was 
named  Sandwich.  Land  was  granted  them  there,  and  John  and 
Nathaniel  remained  upon  their  farms  there  until  their  death. 
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It  would  appear  that  Nathaniel  married  more  than  once,  as  the 
inventory  of  his  estate,  taken  Mar.  14,  1693/94  and  entered  at 
Plymouth  Probate  Court,  Oct.  4,  1694,  mentions  his  last  wife, 
Lydia  Fish,  as  sister  of  John  Miller  of  Yarmouth,  Mass.  Another 
record  states  that  Nathaniel  Fish  m.  Lydia  Miller,  sister  of  John 
Miller,  in  1643.  A  Lydia  Miller,  dau.  of  Rev.  John  and  Lydia 
Miller,  was  b.  Feb.  2,  or  Apr.  12,  1640,  at  Rowley,  Mass.  No 
record  of  the  first  wife  of  Nathaniel3  has  been  found. 

Nathaniel3  Fish  owned  one-half  of  a  church  pew  at  Sandwich, 
in  1658.  There  is  record  of  the  birth  of  seven  sons,  but  by  which 
wife  is  not  known.  It  is  quite  certain  that  but  two,  if  any,  of  them 
were  born  to  Lydia,  as  she  was  but  fifteen  when  Jonathan  was 
born. 

The  Rev.  John  Miller 

John  Miller  was  a  minister  in  1652  at  Yarmouth,  and  a 
sermon  he  preached  there  was  regarded  as  offering  sufficient 
occasion  to  instruct  a  jury  to  make  due  inquiry  to  vindicate  the 
govt.  He  lived  in  Boston,  Roxbury,  Yarmouth,  Rowley  and 
Groton,  Mass.  He  was  b.  in  Gonville,  England;  educated  at 
Cambridge,  about  1627 ;  was  made  a  freeman  May  22,  1639.

2457  Rev.  Joseph5  Fish  (Thomas4,  Nathaniel3,  Thomas2, 
John1),  son  of  (2421)  Thomas  and  Margaret  (Woodworth)  Fish, 
was b.  at  Duxbury,  Mass.,  Jan.  28, 1705/06  (oneyear after  Gibraltar 
was  taken  from  Spain  by  England ,  and  one  year  before  the  birth 
of  Benjamin  Franklin );  d.  at  North  Stonington,  Conn.,  May  26, 
1781  (the  year  the  Bank  of  North  America ,  the  first  bank  in  the 
United  States ,  was  chartered).  Grad,  from  Harvard  Univ.,  and 
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received  degree  of  M.  A.  there  in  1728,  and  became  a  famous 
Minister  of  the  Gospel,  having  preached  at  North  Stonington, 
Conn.,  from  1732  to  1781.  He  preached  an  election  sermon  in 
1760.  According  to  the  “Register  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of 
the  Colonial  Dames  of  America,”  1940,  p.  333,  and  Public  Re¬ 
cords  of  the  Colony  of  Conn.,  Vol.  II,  p.  99,  Joseph  Fish  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Chaplain  of  the  2d  Conn.  Regt.  in  Mar.  1758  for  the 
Expedition  to  Canada  during  the  French  and  Indian  War  (1755- 
1762). 

Family  tradition  handed  down  to  the  extensive  Fish  Family 
of  Utah  has  it  that  Nathan,  father  of  Joseph7  Fish  of  Pepperell, 
Mass.,  and  Hatley,  P.  Q.,  was  a  descendant  of  Joseph5  Fish, 
Chaplain  in  Captain  Churchill’s  company  in  the  campaign 
against  King  Philip.  But  M.  E.  Tracy  on  searching  the  records 
found  that  there  was  no  Captain  Churchill  or  Joseph  Fish  on  the 
roster  as  printed  in  “Soldiers  in  King  Philip’s  War.”  He  did 
however  find  that  Joseph  was  chaplain  of  the  2d  Regt.  in  the 
Expedition  to  Canada  during  the  French  and  Indian  War.  The 
name  of  Captain  Churchill  was  not  found  on  this  roster;  however 
there  was  a  John  Churchill  in  the  first  Company  of  the  2d  Regt. 

According  to  the  records  of  John  Dean  Fish,  and  of  other 
biographers  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Fish,  he  married  but  once.  On 
Dec.  6,  1732,  he  m.  Rebecca  Peabodie,  who  was  b.  Feb.  29,  1704, 
d.  Oct.  27,  1783,  at  Fairfield,  Conn.,  at  79.  From  the  “Fairfield, 
Conn.,  Inscriptions  from  Graveyards,”  by  F.  F.  Spies,  it  may  be 
seen  that  Rebecca  was  a  great  grand  daughter  of  John  Alden 
of  the  Mayflower,  friend  of  Miles  Standish.  “Rebecca,  dau. 
William  Peabody,  grand  daughter  of  William  Pabodie  who  was 
bom  in  England  about  1620,  died  13  Dec  1707,  and  married 
Elizabeth  Alden  26  Dec  1644:  and  thus  great  grand  daughter 
of  John  Alden  (1594-1687)  and  Priscilla  Mullins  (1602-1688).” 

According  to  most  records,  three  children  were  born  to  them: 

May  24, 
1775,  Gen.  Gold  Selleck  Silliman,  who  was  b.  May  7  (or  July  2), 
1732,  d.  July  21,  1790,  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Abigail  (Selleck) 
Silliman.  He  served  in  Rev.  War  (Conn.  War  Rolls). 

2466  Rebecca,  b.  Jan.  11,  1739;  d.  Feb.  8  (or  Dec.  8),  1766;  m.  Benjamin 
Douglas. 

2467  Joseph,  b.  Apr.  3,  1742;  d.  Apr.  3,  1742. 

One  source  gives  a  fourth  child,  (2468)  Elizabeth,  who  m.  Benjamin 
Skinner. 

A  member  of  the  family  of  Hatley,  P.  Q.,  once  stated  that  the 
Rev.  Joseph  was  married  twice,  first  to  Rebecca  Dana.  John 
EJ1  Fish  of  Richfield,  Utah,  also  states  that  he  was  married  twice; 
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first  to  Rebecca  Dana  by  whom  he  had  a  son  (2469)  Nathan6, 
and  second  to  Rebecca  Peabody.  He  states  that  Rebecca  Dana 
was  b.  1703,  d.  Oct.  27,  1783,  the  same  date  given  for  the  death 
of  Rebecca  Peabody.  His  records  show  that  Joseph  married 
Rebecca  Dana,  and  that  a  son  Nathan  was  b.  Apr.  14,  1730,  d. 
1776,  m.  Mary  Pierce;  that  he  married  Rebecca  Peabody  Dec. 
6,  1732.  This  Nathan  died  in  1776,  five  years  before  Joseph5. 
The  will  of  Rev.  Joseph5  Fish  mentions  only  his  wife  Rebecca,  his 
dau.  Mary  and  his  son-in-law,  Hon.  Gold  Selleck  Silliman  of 
Fairfield,  Conn.  The  will  was  dated  Oct.  25,  1780,  and  his  daugh¬ 
ter  Rebecca,  son  Joseph,  and  if  he  had  a  son  Nathan,  all  had  died 
prior  to  this  date.  No  record  of  residence  has  been  found  for 
Joseph5  for  the  period  1728,  when  he  received  his  M.  A.  at  Har¬ 
vard,  and  1732,  when  he  began  his  pastorate  at  No.  Stonington. 
We  have  no  record  that  he  lived  at  Pepperell,  Mass.,  where 
Joseph7,  son  of  a  Nathan  Fish,  was  born.  M.  E.  Tracy  of  Los 
Angeles,  after  much  careful  and  extensive  research,  is  certain 
that  Joseph7  cannot  be  a  descendant  of  Joseph5  through  Nathan6. 
Because  Nathan  was  contemporary  to  others  of  that  generation, 
however,  he  will  be  designated  as  Nathan6  and  considered  in 
this  section  of  the  genealogy,  his  ancestry  not  definitely  known. 

Will  of  Rev.  Joseph  Fish 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I  Joseph  Fish  of  Stonington,  in 
the  county  of  New  London,  and  state  of  Connecticut,  New  England, 
Clerk.  Through  the  Mercy  of  God,  tho  weak  in  body  yet  of  perfect 
mind  and  memory.  Knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  once 
to  die,  and  calling  to  mind  my  own  mortality,  do  make  and  ordain 
this  my  last  Will  and  Testament. 

That  is  to  say  principally  and  first  of  all  I  give  my  Soul  to  God, 
My  Maker,  to  be  redeemed  by  His  Son  Jesus  Christ,  sanctified  by 
His  Holy  Spirit,  and  made  perfect  for  eternal  life.  My  body  I 
commend  to  the  earth,  to  be  decently  buried  at  the  direction  of 
the  executor  and  executrix,  hereafter  mentioned,  nothing  doubting, 
knowing  I  shall  receive  the  same  again,  at  the  general  resurrection 
through  the  power  of  Almighty  God. 

And  touching  such  worldly  estate,  as  it  has  pleased  God  to 
bless  me  with,  I  give,  devise  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  form  and 
manner  following.  That  is  to  say. 

Imprimis  - ?  first  place,  I  give  and  bequeth  to  my  beloved  wife,  Rebecca 

Fish  the  whole  of  my  personal  or  movable  estate,  and  all  debts  due 
to  me,  after  all  my  just  debts,  funeral  charges  and  legacies  hereafter 
mentioned  and  paid  out  of  the  same. 

Item.  I  give  and  bequeth  to  my  said  Wife  Rebecca,  the  improve¬ 

ments  of  all  my  real  estate  lying  and  being  in  Stonington  above 
mentioned  during  her  natural  life. 

Item.  I  give  and  bequeth,  after  my  wife’s  Decease,  to  my  beloved 

Daughter  Mary  Silliman  of  Fairfield,  and  to  her  heirs  and  assigns 
forever,  all  the  land  and  buildings,  I  have  in  said  Stonington,  and

in  the  town  of  Farmington,  in  this  state,  and  the  rents  or  profits 
of  the  house  and  land  I  have  in  said  Farmington  in  joint  tenure 
with  my  daughter  I  give  to  her  upon  my  Desease. 

Item.  My  Will  is  that  my  Negro  man  Servant  named  Levi  shall  be 

emancipated  or  set  free  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  and  six 
months — reconing  from  the  first  of  November  next,  which  will 
be  on  the  first  of  May  A.  D.  1791.  Provided  said  Levi  indemnifys 
my  estate,  to  the  satisfaction  of  my  Heirs,  from  all  expense,  on  the 
account  of  his  being  made  free.  And  I  do  appoint  and  ordain  my 
beloved  Son  in  Law,  the  Hon.  Gold  Selleck  Silliman,  Esq.  of  Fair- 
field  Executor,  and  my  beloved  wife  Rebecca  Fish  Executrix,  of 
this  my  last  Will,  hereby  revoking  and  making  null  all  former 
Wills  by  me  made,  ratifying  and  confirming  this  and  no  other  to 
be  my  last  Will  and  Testament. 

In  Witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this 
25th  day  of  October  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty.

Nathan  Fish  of  Pepperell,  Mass. 

Joseph7  Fish,  whose  father  was  Nathan  Fish,  was  b.  at  Pep¬ 
perell,  Mass.,  April  1770.  He  had  a  brother  Samuel,  b.  1772. 
Nothing  is  certainly  known  concerning  this  Nathan  except  that 
he  lived  in  Pepperell,  and  had  two  sons,  Joseph  and  Samuel.  But 
tradition  in  the  family  has  it  that  the  great  grandfather  of  Joseph9 
the  historian,  Nathan,  was  a  descendant  of  the  Joseph5  Fish  who 
was  Chaplain  in  Captain  Churchill's  Company  in  the  Campaign 
against  King  Philip.  Another  tradition  kept  alive  by  Joseph1 
Fish  was  that  Nathan  Fish  was  called  by  the  King  to  go  to  sea 
and  fight  the  pirates  who  infested  the  Sea;  that  \yhen  Captain 
Kidd  was  commissioned  and  sent  by  the  British  Government  to 
exterminate  the  pirates  Nathan  Fish  sailed  with  him,  and  was 
never  heard  from  again.  In  another  sketch  Joseph  merely  wrote: 
“My  great  grandfather,  Nathan,  went  to  sea  and  was  never  heard 
from  again.”  Some  historians  are  not  certain  in  fact,  that  Capt. 
William  Kidd  (1650?-1701)  ever  turned  pirate.  He  sailed  as  a 
loyal  officer,  having  received  two  commissions  from  the  King, 
one  for  suppressing  piracy  and  thie  other  as  a  privateer  against 
the  French.  He  and  nine  of  his  men,  however,  were  hanged  in 
London,  May  23,  1701,  having  been  accused  of  piracy  and  con¬ 
victed.  But  this  was  29  years  before  this  Nathan  is  said  to  have 
been  born,  so  there  is  a  discrepancy  in  the  story. 

Charles  L.10  Fish  (Thomas9,  Lemuel8,  Joseph7,  Nathan6),  in¬ 
ventor,  who  retired  to  the  Fish  ancestral  home  at  Pepperell, 
writes  that  the  only  record  extant  on  a  Nathan  Fish  is  of  Nathan 
Fish  and  wife  Patience,  to  whom  a  dau.,  Elizabeth,  was  bom  in 
Pepperell  in  1732,  and  several  other  children  later.  He  further 
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states  that  Pepperell  prior  to  1775  was  a  district  of  Groton, 
Mass.,  and  later  became  a  separate  town.  Groton  records  go  back 
only  to  1731,  when  it  was  a  frontier  town.  The  town  was  des¬ 
troyed  many  times  during  Indian  raids;  in  fact  he  states  that 
Indians  were  killing  white  men  as  late  as  1747  in  Groton.  It  is 
quite  evident  then  that  all  early  records  were  burned  or  des¬ 
troyed. 

Some  records  show  that  many  of  the  Fish  family  lived  in 
Groton,  and  Charles  L.  Fish  is  authority  for  the  statement  that 
when  Butler  wrote  the  History  of  Pepperell  and  incorporated  the 
Groton  records  he  spelled  the  name  Fish  Fisk.  There  is  a  record 
of  a  Nathan  “Fisk,”  b.  Apr.  14,  1730,  son  of  Lydia  Bennett. 
And  there  is  a  record  of  a  Nathan  “Fish,”  b.  1729,  who  m.  Mary 
Pierce,  and  left  at  his  death  seven  children,  names  not  given.  The 
genealogist,  John  E.11  Fish  of  Richfield,  Utah,  states  that  Nathan6 
Fish,  son  of  Rev.  Joseph5  and  Rebecca  (Dana)  Fish,  was  b.  Apr. 
14,  1730,  and  m.  Mary  Pierce,  who  was  b.  June  24,  1732,  at 
Groton,  Mass.,  dau.  of  Stephen  and  Rachel  (Harwood)  Pierce, 
and  had  two  sons,  Joseph7  and  Samuel.  John  E.11  Fish  also  gives 
the  following  record  of  a  Nathan  Fish,  b.  at  Groton,  son  of  Nathan 
and  Deborah  (Barnes)  Fish,  who  m.  Oct.  2,  1730,  Patience 
Shattuck,  b.  at  Groton,  dau.  of  John  and  Mary  (Blood)  Shat- 
tuck,  and  they  had  eight  children,  as  follows:  Sarah7,  b.  Oct.  7, 
1731  or  1732;  Elizabeth,  b.  Oct.  21,  1733;  Jonathan,  b.  Nov.  21, 
1738,  m.  Dorothy  Butterfield;  David,  b.  Apr.  27,  1741;  Eleazer, 
b.  Dec.  24,  1745,  m.  Rachel  Gould;  Patience,  b.  Aug.  28,  1747; 
Nathan,  b.  Oct.  20,  1749;  and  Simeon,  b.  Oct.  8,  1752. 

A  Nathan6  Fish  (2469)  had  the  two  sons  bom  at  Pepperell, 
Mass.,  as  follows:

2470  Joseph7  Fish,  son  of  Nathan6  and  possibly  son  of  Mary 
(Pierce)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Pepperell,  Mass.,  Apr.  27,  1770,  the  same 
year  as  Preserved7  Fish  of  Ira,  Vt.;  d.  at  Hatley,  P.  Q.,  Apr.  22, 
1859,  age  89,  ten  years  after  Preserved;  m.  Jan.  5,  1793,  at  Read¬ 
ing,  Vt.,  Sarah  (known  as  Sally)  Spear,  who  was  b.  Mar.  24,  1770, 
at  Walpole,  N.  H.,  and  d.  Oct.  12,  1858,  age  88,  at  Hatley. 

Mrs.  Lemuel  Fish,  dau. -in-law  of  Joseph,  has  written  a  des¬ 
cription  of  Joseph’s  migration  to  Canada,  which  is  here  quoted: 

In  the  winter  of  1795,  my  father-in-law,  Joseph  Fish,  with  his  wife  and  their 
eldest  son  Lemuel,  then  a  babe  of  8  months,  left  their  home  at  Reading,  Vt., 
and  with  an  ox-team  loaded  with  their  household  goods  and  a  limited  supply 
of  provisions,  found  their  way  through  the  woods  to  Durham,  Province  of 
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Quebec,  becoming  the  first  white  settlers  to  settle  in  that  part  of  Canada,  in 
what  is  now  known  as  Stanstead  County,  in  the  eastern  Townships  of  Quebec. 
It  is  said  that  they  moved  in  not  knowing  that  the  land  was  outside  the  border 
of  the  United  States,  and  thinking  they  were  still  in  the  state  of  Vermont. 
After  remaining  a  short  time  at  that  place,  they  sent  back  their  team  as  it  was 
a  dense  forest  and  no  wagon  could  get  through,  and  set  out  on  foot  to  seek  a 
home  on  the  eastern  side  of  Lake  Memphremagog.  They  carried  many  of  their 
belongings  on  their  backs  in  places;  the  mother  her  babe  all  the  way  in  her 
arms,  and  the  father  was  loaded  down  with  a  pack  of  no  small  dimensions. 
After  crossing  the  Lake  and  staying  a  day  or  two  at  the  log  cabin  of  Capt. 
Hovey,  they  directed  their  course  to  a  place  on  Negro  River  about  a  mile  below 
Borough’s  Falls.  Here  they  put  up  a  temporary  shanty  on  a  rising  ground  near 
the  river.  The  place  is  still  known  as  “Shanty  Hill.” 

George  G.11  Fish,  who  lived  for  many  years  at  Ayers  Cliff,  Que.,  but  now 
lives  at  Toronto,  Can.,  states  that  in  his  youth  he  remembers  being  told  that 
the  wife  of  Joseph7  Fish  was  the  first  white  woman  to  spend  a  winter  in  that 
part  of  Canada,  now  known  as  Stanstead  County,  Quebec.  He  can  point 
out  where  they  made  their  first  clearing  in  the  forest  adjacent  to  what  is 
now  known  as  Burrough’s  Falls  (near  Ayers  Cliff).  The  story  relates  how 
the  friendly  Indians  went  out  of  their  way  to  see  a  white  woman  for  the  first 
time. 

They  were  poor,  and  their  hardships  and  privations  were  for  many  years 
very  severe.  Some  time  elapsed  before  they  were  able  to  clear  land  enough  to 
raise  their  grain,  and  still  longer  time  before  they  could  get  their  grain  ground 
into  meal.  During  the  first  seven  years  of  their  experience,  there  was  not  a 
grist  mill  within  the  distance  of  twenty  miles  from  their  dwelling.  From  1795 
to  1802,  they  pounded  their  grain  in  a  large  mortar  made  from  a  heavy  block 
of  maple.  For  variety,  they  sometimes  boiled  and  ate  their  wheat  and  Indian 
corn  whole. 

The  supply  of  fish  from  the  lake  and  river  was  abundant  and  contributed 
materially  to  their  support.  From  1802,  their  difficulties  began  to  lessen.  The 
wooden  mortar  was  thrown  aside  (although  long  preserved  as  a  memento),  and 
they  enjoyed  the  luxury  of  loaves  baked  from  well  ground  flour.  The  shanty 
had,  meanwhile,  been  superceded  by  a  substantial  log  house,  of  limited  dimen¬ 
sions,  which  furnished  them  with  a  comfortable  home.  In  1795  Mrs.  Fish  was 
playfully  called  “the  handsomest  woman  in  the  town,”  there  being  no  other 
woman  in  the  settlement.  In  the  meantime,  their  family  increased;  and  by  in¬ 
dustry  and  economy  their  means  increased;  and  after  residing  some  seven  years 
in  this  locality,  they  removed  to  No.  9,  1st  Range  of  Hatley,  which  lot  Mr. 
Fish  had  drawn  as  an  Associate.  Here  they  passed  their  last  days  in  comfort 
and  prosperity,  and  lived  to  see  their  children  and  grandchildren  well  settled 
in  life,  and  with  hardly  an  exception  sustaining  respectable  and  useful  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  community.  All  the  families  were  exemplary  members  of  the 
different  Christian  Churches.

June  6,  1820,  at 
Hatley,  P.  Q. ;  m.  about  1847,  Elizabeth  Paradis,  dau.  of  Thomas 
and  Ruth  (Wadleigh)  Paradis.  She  wTas  b.  July  25,  1827.  Joseph 
d.  about  1883,  according  to  his  nephew  Charles,  and  his  widow 
m.  Nathan  Emery,  about  1884.  Thomas  Paradis,  b.  in  Quebec, 
Dec.  22,  1804,  d.  May  21,  1827;  his  wife,  Ruth  Wadleigh,  was  b. 
Sept.  13,  1805.  Nothing  further  has  been  found  concerning  this 
Joseph9,  but  there  are  numerous  members  of  the  Fish  family 
living  in  Ontario,  in  the  vicinity  of  Oakville,  descendants  of 
Joseph  Fish  and  his  wife  Eliza. 

In  Munn’s  Cemetery  at  Trafalgar,  near  Oakville,  a  Joseph 
Fish  is  buried  whose  wife  was  Eliza.  He  d.  July  11,  1856,  at  the 
age  of  53  years  and  25  days;  therefore  was  b.  June  16,  1803,  but 
it  appears  that  he  could  not  have  been  the  son  of  Lemuel8.

She 
must  have  been  a  very  strong  character,  for  whens  he  joined  the 
Mormon  Church  and  went  to  Illinois  she  took  with  her  a  numer¬ 
ous  posterity  of  sons  and  daughters,  with  their  wives,  husbands 
and  children,  many  of  whom  went  on  west  to  Utah  and  nearby 
states.

Horace  and  Hannah  (Leavitt)  Fish,  was  b.  June  27,  1840,  at 
Twelve  Mile  Grove  (“The  Grove”),  Will  Co.,  Ill.,  twelve  miles 
from  Joliet;  and  d.  at  Enterprise,  Utah,  age  86.  His  journal  is  a 
history  of  the  regions  in  which  he  lived.  He  spent  sometimes 
hours  a  day  for  over  forty  years  reading  and  writing  history; 
wTrote  the  first  complete  history  of  Arizona,  also  a  history  of  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Region,  but  was  unable  to  publish  his  writings. 
The  manuscript  of  his  Hist,  of  Arizona  is  in  the  State  Historian’s 
office  at  Phoenix,  and  has  been  widely  used  by  historians. 

He  made  his  living  at  various  vocations  needed  on  the  frontier, 
finally  for  nearly  thirty  years  as  bookkeeper  and  accountant  in 
which  he  excelled.  He  served  in  the  Arizona  legislature  1895-96. 
He  lived  at  Nauvoo,  Ill.,  1840-46;  Farmington,  Iowa,  1846-47, 
while  his  parents  were  camping  temporarily  on  their  way  to 
Utah;  Council  Point,  Iowa,  1847-50;  Centerville,  Davis  Co., 
Utah,  1850-52;  Provo,  Utah,  1852-53;  Parowan,  Utah,  1853-78; 
Snowflake,  Ariz.,  1879-86,  and  1887-93;  Pinedale,  Ariz.,  1886-87; 
Layton  (Safford),  Ariz.,  1893-96;  Holbrook,  Ariz.,  1896-1910; 
Woodruff,  Ariz.,  1910-16;  Beaver,  Utah,  1916-17;  and  Enter¬ 
prise,  1917-26.  He  was  a  good  neighbor,  well  liked,  efficient  and 
dependable  a  worthy  and  helpful  citizen  in  every  community 
where  he  lived.  He  was  married  four  times,  and  had  twenty 
children.  Although  very  industrious,  he  never  lived  on  easy 
street.  His  children  never  went  hungry  but  they  enjoyed  no 
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luxuries.  Two  graduated  from  college,  one  with  a  master’s  degree, 
but  they  did  it  on  their  own,  with  the  encouragement  they  re¬ 
ceived  at  home. 

As  it  was  written  of  John3  Fish  of  Connecticut,  the  immigrant, 
so  also  might  it  be  said  of  Joseph9  Fish  of  the  unsettled  West, 
200  years  later:  “He  lived  in  the  days  when  men  were  famous 
according  as  they  lifted  up  axes  upon  the  thick  trees  and  bravely 
did  battle  with  the  wild  beasts  of  the  wilderness.”  About  the 
year  1860  he  was  noted  for  his  dexterity  with  the  axe.  He  could 
do  twice  the  work  of  the  average  strong  man  although  he  was 
considered  weakly,  and  did  far  neater  work  while  doing  it.  The 
logs  he  hewed  were  as  smooth  as  though  they  had  been  planed. 
He  was  also  the  best  marksman  in  his  community  and  fought 
wild  beasts  and  Indians. 

A  six-foot  granite  shaft  stands  at  his  grave  at  Enterprise, 
erected  on  the  100th  anniversary  of  his  birth.  On  the  face  is  in¬ 
scribed: 


JOSEPH  FISH 
1840-1926 

Pioneer  of  Utah  and  Arizona 
Teacher  -  Builder  -  Historian  -  Friend 

On  the  other  side  is  the  following:  “With  zeal  he  builded  homes 
in  the  wilderness,  by  integrity  he  builded  ideals  and  character.” 
“He  chronicled  events  as  they  happened  when  the  West  was 
young  and  unsubdued.”

Elnathan  Fish 

Elnathan  Fish  was  b.  in  August  about  the  year  1675.  He 
died  at  Kingston,  Mass.,  Apr.  19,  1738,  age  62  yrs.  and  five 
months.  Nothing  at  all  is  known  concerning  his  place  of  birth 
or  parentage.  He  may  have  been  an  immigrant,  but  as  the  names 
Elnathan,  Nathaniel  and  Nathan  were  used  frequently  in  the 
families  of  Jonathan3,  Nathaniel3  and  John3,  and  the  descendants 
of  Nathaniel  settled  very  largely  in  Massachusetts  towns,  it  may 
be  assumed  that  Elnathan  was  of  the  Nathaniel3  family.  We 
find  in  the  Marshfield,  Mass.,  records  that  he  married  there,  and 
that  he  was  of  Sandwich,  Mass.,  at  an  earlier  date. 

Assuming  that  he  was  a  son  of  Nathaniel3  and  Lydia  (Miller) 
Fish,  b.  at  Sandwich,  Aug.  1675  (when  Nathaniel  was  about  52 
yrs.  of  age),  he  may  be  designated  as  Elnathan4  (or  he  may  have 
been  a  grandson  and  should  be  designated  Elnathan5).

STEPHEN4  FISH  OF  READING,  MASS. 

The  earliest  record  found  concerning  Stephen  Fish  is  dated 
Nov.  22,  1680,  in  the  “Vital  Records  of  Salem,  Mass.,”  \yhen  he 
m.  Mary  Micrist.  Assuming  that  he  was  20  years  old  at  the  time, 
his  date  of  birth  would  be  1660.  Nothing  has  yet  been  found  con¬ 
cerning  his  parentage,  or  date  and  place  of  birth,  but  he  has 
numerous  descendants  who  have  been  eminently  successful  in 
the  mercantile  field  and  in  other  lines  of  endeavor.  If  he  was 
born  about  1660,  he  may  have  been  son  of  one  of  the  eight  im¬ 
migrants  of  the  Fish  Family,  or  more  likely  a  grandson.  How¬ 
ever,  he  was  not  found  in  a  partial  list  that  has  been  recorded 
of  the  children  of  these  immigrants  (with  the  exception  of  Ed¬ 
ward  of  Talbot,  Md.,  and  Joseph3  of  Stamford,  Conn.),  and  may 
have  been  himself  an  immigrant,  although  John  Dean10  Fish, 
the  genealogist,  failed  to  find  him  as  such.  He  was  married  at 
Salem,  and  his  first  two  children  were  born  there,  so  he  may  have 
been  closely  related  to  one  of  the  three  brothers,  Jonathan4, 
John3  and  Nathaniel3,  or  he  may  have  simply  landed  at  the  same 
town.  The  birth  dates  of  the  children  of  the  other  five  Fish  im¬ 
migrants  hover  around  the  date  1660,  wrhile  the  birth  dates  of 
their  children  run,  from  about  1680  to  1700,  therefore  it  seems 
best  to  place  Stephen  in  the  fourth  generation  from  John1.  We 
have  no  proof  that  he  is  a  descendant  of  John,  but  this  arrange¬ 
ment  will  serve  to  compare  contemporary  generations. 

The  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of  his  son  (2897) 
John6,  which  was  written  by  Julia  Frances9  Fish,  dau.  of  Lib- 
beus  and  Polly  (Holcomb)  Fish  of  Batavia,  N.  Y.,  was  graciously 
shown  to  me  by  Florence11  (Fish)  Yerington,  R.  N.,  of  Los 
Angeles,  a  direct  descendant.  The  genealogy  of  the  (2901) 
Stephen5  Fish  branch  was  furnished  by  Mrs.  Lorenzo  E.11  Fish  of 
Elsinore,  Calif.,  whose  husband  is  a  direct  descendant  of  Stephen5.

Col.  Josiah  Fish  and  Descendants 

2916  Col.  Josiah7  Fish  (John6,  John5,  Stephen4),  patriot,  son 
of  (2905)  John  and  Deborah  (Sheffield)  (Ward)  Fish,  was  b.  at 
Mendon,  Mass.,  Feb.  11,  1755;  d.  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  May  10, 
1811.  He  m.  three  times,  first,  at  Upton,  Mass.,  Aug.  24,  1774, 
Elizabeth  Hazelton,  dau.  of  Col.  John  Hazelton  of  Townshend, 
Vt.,  a  Vermont  patriot.  Her  mother  was  Jane  (Wood)  Hazelton. 
Elizabeth  was  b.  Aug.  9,  1755;  d.  at  Rochester,  Mar.  1798.  They 
settled  at  Townshend,  where  he  was  active  in  the  formation  of 
the  State  of  Vermont  from  the  New  Hampshire  Grants. 

According  to  the  “Hemenw^ay  Gazetteer,”  he  was  in  the  Battle 
of  Bennington.  Capt.  Josiah  Fish  and  Capt.  Samuel  Fletcher 
were  first  to  represent  the  eastern  part  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Grants  at  the  Convention  that  met  at  Cephas  Kent’s  at  Dorset, 
Vt.,  on  July  24,  1776,  to  hear  Heman  Allen’s  report  on  a  meeting 
of  the  Continental  Convention  which  was  to  help  the  delegates 
decide  whether  or  not  they  should  unite  and  organize  themselves 
into  an  independent  state,  as  they  were  advised  to  do  by  the 
convention.  There  were  forty-six  delegates  present. 

In  Jan.  1784  he  commanded  fifty-three  militiamen  of  Towns¬ 
hend,  assembled  at  Brattleboro  to  crush  the  Yorkers.  He  served 
as  Lieutenant  in  Capt.  William  Hutchins’  Company,  Major 
Ebenezer’s  Detachment,  in  the  service  of  the  State  of  Vermont, 
Aug.  2  -  Nov.  30,  1780,  and  in  1781  he  served  as  Captain  in  Col. 
Samuel  Fletcher’s  Battalion,  and  at  several  different  periods 
“assisted  the  Sheriff”  as  a  Captain  of  Militia. 

In  1795  Josiah  purchased  of  one  Charles  Williamson,  a  farm 
at  the  mouth  of  Black  Creek  on  the  Genesee  River,  near  what  is 
now  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  but  instead  of  a  farm,  this  was  all  wild 
land.  A  town  was  formed  there,  in  Ontario  County,  and  called 
Northampton  and  Josiah  Fish  was  chosen  first  Supervisor. 
The  county  seat  w^as  Canandaigua.  In  1804,  Josiah  moved  to  a 
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farm  on  Black  Creek,  and  four  years  later  he  purchased  one  on 
the  ridge  road  ten  miles  west  of  the  river. 

In  a  letter  written  Nov.  24,  1850,  Libbeus  Fish,  his  son,  wrote: 

At  the  age  of  thirteen,  I  accompanied  my  father  on  horseback  from  Towns- 
hend,  Vt.,  to  a  new  home  in  the  wilderness  on  the  Genesee  River  in  Ontario 
County,  N.  Y.  We  crossed  the  Green  Mountains  at  Manchester,  the  North 
River  at  Stillwater — my  father  pointing  out  to  me  Burgoyne’s  headquarters, 
the  points  occupied  by  the  different  armies  and  the  place  of  his  surrender.  I 
think  father  must  have  been  at  the  surrender.  We  struck  the  Mohawk  at  the 
Lime  Kilns,  followed  up  the  north  bank  and  crossed  at  Whitestown.  We  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  Genesee  River  at  a  place  called  Canawagus,  where  the  village  of 
Avon  now  stands.  We  cut  some  poles  and  branches  of  trees  with  which  to 
build  a  lodge  and  encamped  on  the  farm.  We  borrowed  two  yoke  of  oxen  and 
a  plow  and  broke  up  four  or  five  acres  of  clear  land  and  planted  it  with 
Indian  com.  In  November  we  harvested  the  com  and  returned  to  Vermont 
for  the  rest  of  the  family,  consisting  of  his  wife,  two  daughters,  and  three  sons. 
We  arrived  back  on  the  farm  in  sleighs  in  February.  Father  had  previously 
put  up  a  log  house  and  got  some  Indians  to  cover  it  with  bark.  It  had  neither 
floor,  door,  window  or  chimney.  We  lived  in  this  hut  until  the  following  No¬ 
vember,  when  we  left  it  and  went  to  the  falls  where  he  took  charge  of  the  mill. 
We  then  moved  to  a  new  settlement  four  miles  below  the  mill,  called  Kings 
Landing,  where  my  mother  d.  in  1798,  at  43. 

In  1799,  father  m.  Zeruiah  (Phelps)  Holcomb,  to  whom  a  son,  John,  was 
b.,  on  Feb.  24,  1800,  and  who  is  living  at  Chicago.  He  d.  on  his  farm  on  the 
Black  Creek,  May  10,  1811,  and  was  buried  at  Kings  Landing.  I  often  heard 
him  say  that  he  was  with  the  Continental  troops  on  Lake  Champlain,  and  I 
remember  seeing  him  have  continental  money  in  his  possession.

during  Ellensburg’s  Rodeo  Week,  and  “The  Spirit  of  the  Sno¬ 
homish.”  He  was  a  friend  of  the  Indians  and  an  authority  on  the 
sign  language.  He  was  a  contributing  Editor  to  the  Wash.  Hist. 
Soc.,  and  held  a  membership  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  Hist. 
Asso.  and  the  Sons  of  the  Amer.  Rev.  He  d.  Oct.  22,  1934,  at 
Ellensburg,  and  his  wife  lives  at  Clinton,  Wash.

She 
writes  of  herself :  “Sarah  Sophia  Fish  was  b.  at  Cattaraugus,  Sept. 
1,  1842,  and  was  90  years  old  in  1938.  Her  parents  moved  to  a 
farm  in  Indiana  when  she  was  a  year  old.  When  she  was  twelve, 
seven  families  drove  through  from  Indiana  to  Minnesota,  with 
horses  and  oxteams,  arriving  at  Elysian  on  Oct.  1,  1854.,, 

Otis  Elijah  Fish  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  while  in  Min¬ 
nesota.  His  father,  Benjamin8,  had  two  brothers,  Otis  and 
Lauren. 


3208  Benjamin  J.  Fish,  and  his  brother  (3209)  Samuel,  settled 
at  South  Bryant,  So.  Dak.,  coming  from  Portage,  Wis.  The 
family  is  of  Canadian  origin.  He  had  a  cousin,  (3210)  Nelson 
Fish,  who  lived  at  Lake  Prewton,  So.  Dak.,  also  another  cousin 
who  was  an  artist  and  cartoonist.

In  1934  he  invented  a  super-charger  carburetor  for  airplanes 
which  will  greatly  increase  the  speed  and  power  of  gas-burning 
engines.  For  six  years  the  patent  rights  to  his  invention  were 
under  litigation  because  of  claims  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  but  Fish 
held  his  rights,  and  has  set  up  a  laboratory  at  Agawam,  Mass., 
forming  the  Research  and  Engrg.  Co.  of  West  Springfield.  He 
has  also  invented  a  sound-controlled  anti-aircraft  rocket. 


3219  Seth7  Fish  was  b.  in  England  about  1770;  came  to  Amer¬ 
ica  about  1800,  landing  at  St.  Johns,  New  Brunswick,  and  settled 
at  Leeds,  Me.

later  practiced  in  Los  Angeles  and  Beverly  Hills,  Calif.,  where 
he  had  an  extensive  practice  in  the  specialty  of  pediatrics.

Columbia  1920;  B.  S.  Columbia  1921;  M.  D.  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  Columbia  University,  1923.  Member  American 
Olympic  Team  (Rugby),  1920.  Interne,  Roosevelt  Hospital, 
New  York,  1923-24.  Practiced  Urological  Surgery,  New  York 
City,  from  1925.  Clinical  Prof,  of  Urology,  Columbia  Univ.; 
Attending  Surgeon  in  Urology,  Squire  Clinic  at  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  Columbia  Univ.  Medical  Center.  He  served  in  France 
during  World  War  I  with  Harper  Ambulance  Company,  1916-17; 
was  1st  Lieut.,  Air  Corps,  A.  E.  F.,  pilot,  1917-19.  Member  A. 
M.  A.;  Amer.  Urological  Asso.;  Amer.  Soc.  of  Genito-Urinary 
Surgeons;  International  Urological  Society;  N.  Y.  Acad,  of 
Medicine;  N.  Y.  Co.  and  N.  Y.  State  Medical  Societies;  Fellow 
American  College  of  Surgeons.

3258  Farnum  Thayer  Fish,  son  of  (3252)  Dr.  Charles  W.  and 
Catherine  (Goodfellow)  Fish  of  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  was  b.  Oct. 

5,  1896.  He  left  the  sophomore  class  of  the  old  Los  Angeles 
High  School  to  study  aviation  at  the  Wright  Brothers  School  of 
Aviation  in  Dayton,  Ohio;  at  the  age  of  17,  after  three  months 
study,  was  licensed  by  the  Aero  Club  of  America,  as  the  youngest 
pilot  in  the  world.  He  lived  at  2120  So.  Union  Ave.,,  Los  Angeles, 
and  participated  at  air  meets  at  the  Old  Dominguez  Field.  He 
was  made  a  General  in  Pancho  Villa’s  Army  in  1914,  and  was 
the  first  soldier  ever  to  be  wounded  while  flying.  During  World 
War  I  he  was  test  pilot  in  U.  S.  Army,  A.  E.  F.,  in  France.  Is  in 
the  shipping  business  in  New  York  City. 

The  Fish  Family  in  Maine 

The  first  Fish  to  settle  in  Maine  was  (3259)  Capt.  William 
Fish.  Much  of  the  exploration  for  new  lands  for  settlement  there 
was  done  by  (3260)  Major  Thomas  Fish,  famous  explorer  of  his 
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time.  He  was  of  Oxford,  Mass.,  prior  to  the  Revolution.  He  died 
in  a  snowstorm,  in  1782,  while  on  his  way  to  visit  his  sweetheart, 
Betty  Morrow.  (See  3044,  page  400). 

3261  Jethro  and  (3262)  Ivory  Fish,  of  Wells,  Me.,  w^ere 
militiamen  in  Benedict  Arnold’s  expedition  against  Quebec, 
under  General  Montgomery,  in  1775.

New  York  City 

3263  Willis  Fish  of  Maine  had  a  son  (3264)  Joseph  Pendle¬ 
ton,  who  was  b.  at  Hope,  Me.,  in  1826,  and  had  a  son,  (3265) 
Albert  Mills,  b.  in  1857  at  Rockland,  Me.  Albert  Mills  Fish  had: 
(3266)  Irving  D.,  (3267)  Edwin  A.,  and  (3268)  Mrs.  Edward 
R.  Guyer  of  Paris  Hill,  Maine. 

Edwin  A.  Fish  is  a  broker  in  Wall  Street,  New  York  City,  and 

owns  a  large  summer  home  at  Locust  Valley,  L.  I.  He  m. - 

Biddle,  of  the  Philadelphia  Biddles.  No  children. 

3269  Joseph  Fish  lived  in  1685  in  the  lovely  valley  (or  coombe, 
as  valleys  are  called  in  Somerset)  between  the  ancient  Roman 
villages  of  Stogumber  and  Stagursey,  about  twelve  miles  from 
Taunton.  This  valley,  where  the  finest  herds  of  Devon  graze, 
is  called  Wivelis-combe  (or  wifeless-combe,  as  pronounced  locally) 
recalling  the  Bloody  Assizes  of  Judge  Jeffries  when  385  of  the 
leading  men  of  Somerset  were  executed  following  Monmouth’s 
Rebellion  against  James  II  and  the  Battle  of  Sedgemoor  (no 
wives  left — just  widows).  The  legend  is  that  some  escaped  to 
the  New  World,  sailing  from  small  ports  on  the  Bristol  Channel 
such  as  Watchet  Porlock  and  Bridgewaterport.  The  Fish  family, 
freemen  and  yeomen  around  Taunton  and  Ilfracombe  for  at 
least  eight  hundred  years,  was  just  about  wiped  out  at  this  time. 

Joseph  had  a  brother,  (3270)  Sylvanus,  who  migrated  to  the 
United  States  in  his  early  twenties  or  thirties,  and  nothing  has 
been  heard  of  him  since  by  his  family;  also  a  sister  who  married 
Henry  Williams,  and  had  twelve  children,  among  them  (3271) 
George  Williams,  who  on  his  father’s  death  was  reared  by  his 
uncle  Joseph.  George  Williams  (Sir  George,  Founder  of  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.)  was  the  first  non-political  commoner  to  receive 
knighthood. 

The  above  information  was  obtained  from  old  manuscript, 
difficult  to  decypher,  by  (3272)  Bertram  G.  Fish,  of  Blackwater, 
Canada,  who  came  to  Canada  in  1930.  He  was  b.  in  the  west 
part  of  England;  was  a  grandson  of  (3269)  Joseph.

3273  George  Fish,  sea  captain,  was  b.  between  1845  and  1850, 
at  Selby,  Yorkshire,  England,  which  was  also  the  birthplace  of 
his  father,  who  came  to  the  United  States  during  pre-Civil  War 
days,  and  became  a  captain  of  flat-bottom  boats  plying  the 
Mississippi,  later  going  to  Canada,  where  he  sailed  the  Great 
Lakes,  and  eventually  he  settled  at  Wallaceburg,  Ont.,  where  he 
opened  and  operated  the  first  hotel,  which  was  on  the  site  now 
occupied  by  the  post-office;  also  erected  a  block  of  frame-build¬ 
ings  there. 

His  first  wife,  George’s  mother,  d.  at  Wallaceburg,  and  he  m. 
(2)  Miss  Grant  of  Beecher,  by  whom  he  had  (3274)  Richard,  of 
San  Jose,  Calif.,  where  members  of  his  family  now  reside. 

One  of  George’s  uncles,  an  engineer,  went  to  France  and  wras 
instrumental  in  the  invention  and  introduction  of  the  steam 
crane.  Another  uncle  settled  in  Belfast,  Ireland.  Another,  a 
Methodist  Minister,  who  visited  his  brother  the  inn  keeper  at 
Wallaceburg,  later  settled  in  Toronto,  Ont.,  where  he  married 
and  raised  a  family,  and  one  son  became  an  official  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Railway  Co. 

George  Fish  left  home  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  and  sailed  the 
high  seas  in  a  three-masted  clipper  ship.  He  m.  a  Welsh  girl; 
sailed  lake  and  river  boats  in  and  around  the  Great  Lakes  Chain 
in  Canada,  and  in  later  life  settled  at  Wallaceburg,  where  he 
engaged  in  the  industrial  life  of  the  community. 

3275  Thomas  Richard  Fish,  his  son,  b.  at  Wallaceburg,  Ont., 
m.  Effie  May  Taylor.  He  has  been  for  several  years  supt.  of  a 
sugar  beet  factory  at  Wallaceburg. 

3276  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Fish,  pastor  and  army  chaplain,  son  of 
(3275)  Thomas  and  Effie  (Taylor)  Fish,  was  b.  at  Wallaceburg, 
Ont.,  in  Sept.  1900.  He  received  his  training  at  Univ.  of  Western 
Ontario,  London,  Ont.;  also  studied  further  in  Huron  College, 
London.  About  1920,  he  went  to  California,  where  he  took  addi¬ 
tional  work  at  the  Univ.  of  Southern  California,  and  was  pastor 
of  Calvary  Episcopal  Church  of  Los  Angeles  for  about  20  years. 
In  1941  he  was  called  into  active  duty  in  the  army  as  a  chaplain 
at  Camp  Roberts,  Calif.,  decorated  for  valor  in  Europe. 

In  1930,  he  m.  Ethel  Victoria  Howell.  No  children. 


3277  John  Morris  Fish  was  b.  in  Maine,  July  24,  1864.  In 
1887  he  left  the  state  for  Seattle,  where  he  engaged  in  the  logging 
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business,  dying  there  Dec.  28,  1932.  He  m.  in  May  1893,  May 
Graves,  and  had:  (3278)  Carlyle  M.,  (3279)  Ernest  J.,  and  (3280) 
Lillian  C. 

3281  Glenn  M.  Fish,  son  of  (3278)  Carlyle  Fish,  was  b.  at 
Seattle  about  1920;  m.  Sept.  11,  1942,  Edwina  L.  Evans.  Private, 
U.  S.  Army. 


3282  Lieut.  Col.  James  Fish,  III,  Army  officer,  son  of  James 
Fish  II,  came  to  America  some  time  after  1900,  with  his  father 
and  grandfather,  both  of  whom  were  born  in  Manchester,  Eng¬ 
land.  A  cousin  of  James  Fish  II  was  mayor  of  Blackburn,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  several  descendants  of  James  II  live  in  California. 

Colonel  Fish  m.  Josephine  Hoyt.  He  saw  service  during  World 
War  II ;  was  killed  in  the  attack  on  Attu,  on  or  after  May  19, 1943. 


3283  Howard  Edward  Fish  (William  E.,  William  C.),  only 
son  of  William  Edward  and  Jessie  M.  (Foreman)  Fish,  was  b.  in 
Chicago,  Feb.  13,  1902.  He  attended  Lakeview  and  Loyola  High 
Schools,  Chicago,  and  studied  structural  design  at  Chicago  Tech¬ 
nical  College.  Moved  to  Beverly  Hills,  Calif.,  and  entered  the 
real  estate  business.  Entered  the  army  in  Sept.  1942. 

His  father,  William  Edward  Fish,  had  two  brothers  and  one 
sister:  (3283a)  Albert  Sylvester,  M.  C.,  who  m.  Helen  Walker, 
and  had:  (3283J4)  Helen  Frances;  (3283b)  Forrest  E.;  and 
(3283c)  Martha  E.,  who  m.  Albert  Lewis,  and  had:  (3283 3^) 
Mildred  Lewis.  Forrest  E.  Fish  m.  Miss  McCallihan,  and  had: 
(3284)  Edith,  and  (3285)  Marjorie. 

His  grandfather  was  William  C.  Fish,  who  m. - Terwilleger. 

William  C.  had  three  brothers,  Cyrus,  Alexander  and  Archibald, 
and  Archibald  had  a  son  Clarence.  The  three  Fish  brothers  were 
the  inventors  and  associated  in  the  manufacture  of  huge  rotary 
ovens  for  bakeries.

3286  Colonel  Lewis  J.  Dupree,  DD.S.,  was  b.  Jan.  23, 
1892,  in  Wake  Co.,  No.  Car.,  son  of  Lewis  Henry  Dupree  (b. 
about  1859)  and  Annie  E.  Fish  (b.  in  Nov.  1860),  who  were  mar¬ 
ried  about  1880,  and  had  ten  children  (Dupree):  Nathan  Ira, 
Hurley,  Col.  Lewis  J.,  and  Arlington;  and  Nellie,  Tabitha,  Ida, 
Eugenia,  Manila  and  Spicy.  Annie’s  father  was  Joseph  Fish,  a 
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farmer,  who  m.  about  1850  Angeline  Stokes,  and  had  ten  children: 
Charles,  Joseph,  Jr.,  and  Jefferson,  and  seven  daughters  including 
Annie  E.  Joseph's  father  was  Monroe  James  Fish,  b.  1785,  one  of 

five  sons  (all  b.  in  Wake  Co.)  of  William  and - (Clarke)  Fish 

who  came  from  Virginia  in  1780.  He  m.  twice;  it  is  thought  that 
his  two  sons,  Alexander  and  Joseph,  were  by  the  second  wife. 
Alexander  Fish  had  six  sons:  Alexander,  Ruffus,  Jeams,  Mark, 
Joseph  and  Daniel. 

Lewis  J.  Dupree  grad,  from  Atlanta  Southern  Dental  College 
1918,  and  practiced  dentistry  in  Kinston,  No.  Car.,  for  twenty 
years.  He  served  one  year  in  the  first  World  War;  commissioned 
1st  Lieut,  in  Feb.  1919.  He  was  recalled  to  the  army  June  1,  1941 ; 
promoted  to  Lieut.  Col.  Oct.  19,  1942.  He  m.  Dec.  19,  1918,  Mae 
Stephenson  of  Fuquay  Springs,  No.  Car. 

3287  Lewis  J.  Dupree,  Jr.,  b.  Jan.  14,  1921.  Grad.  Univ.  of  No.  Car., 
and  a  student  at  Atlanta  Southern  Dental  College. 

3288  Steva  Mae  Dupree,  b.  May  8, 1925.  A  student  at  Mars  Hill  College, 
Mars  Hill,  No.  Car.

The  two  Fish  brothers  first  started  farming  at  Colwood,  mov¬ 
ing  on  after  five  years  to  Swan  Lake,  where  150  acres  were  pur¬ 
chased  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Co.,  at  $1.00  an  acre.  During  the 
second  winter,  which  was  unusually  hard,  food  was  scarce  for 
the  settlers  as  well  as  for  their  stock.  Food  supplies  from  England 
became  exhausted,  except  for  a  little  flour  and  smoked  herring, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  cut  down  trees  for  sheep  and  cattle  to 
feed  upon. 

In  1863  the  Fish  brothers  m.  Morris  sisters,  the  only  double 
wedding  registered  in  Vancouver.  Robert  lived  15  years  at  Swan 
Lake,  where  four  sons  were  born  to  him.  He  had  lived  in  Van¬ 
couver  77  years  in  all,  leaving  only  once  for  four  days  on  a  visit 
to  Seattle.  His  wife  d.  in  1924.  He  was  strong  and  in  possession 
of  all  his  faculties  to  the  day  before  his  death,  at  the  age  of  94;

Recognizing  how  frequently  the  names  John,  Jonathan,  Nathan, 
Nathaniel,  etc.,  occur  in  the  Fish  family,  we  are  using  the 
superior  figure  in  the  index  as  in  the  text  to  indicate  the 
generation,  which  of  course  suggests  the  approximate  date. 

Please  notice  that  John1  Fish  of  England,  the  first  Fish  ancestor 
definitely  established  by  English  records,  was  born  in  1555. 
Through  his  son  Thomas2  and  daughter  Alice2  (who  married  a 
Fish,  Robert2),  the  lines  carry  on  through  Jonathan3  (born  1610) 
and  Nathaniel3  (born  1618)  and  their  cousins,  Thomas3  (bapt. 
1618/19)  and  John3  (bapt.  1620/21),  this  superior  figure  designat¬ 
ing  the  first  generation  in  America. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  generations  likewise  were  born  mostly 
before  1700;  the  sixth  and  seventh  mostly  before  1750;  the  eighth 
and  ninth  mostly  before  1800;  the  tenth  and  eleventh  mostly 
before  1850,  the  twelfth  mostly  before  1900,  and  a  large  number 
of  that  generation  are  living  today.
